dtfcended from Alancoua by Buzengir, his Pre- 
decefior in the ninth degree. Matrakefcby an 
Arabian Hiftorian, who relates this Fable, pro- 
feffies that he does not credit it, and that he is 
fully perfuaded this Lady only invented it to 
avoid the Death which by her Crime fhe had 
merited ’ : but the Perfian Condemn , a celebra¬ 
ted Hiftorian, compares the Chaftity of Alan¬ 
coua to that of the Moon ; and after having 
related the Fad in a more modeft manner, 
affirming that the Light enter’d into her Mouth, 
and thence defcended into her Womb, adds, 
that fhe was really brought to bed of three 
Sons, as fhe had foretold : And this Predidion, 
being thus verified, made her be afterwards 
look’d on as a Saint or Prophetefs.

Nor could their Fury be appeafed till they 
had fpilt the Blood of all thofe Domcfticks 
whom this Can had caiifed to come into the 
Tent to ferve them.. Such was the Ven¬ 
geance this generous Woman took on her 
Husband’s Enemy. And fhe concerted her 
Meafures fo well to execute her bold Defign, 
that Hie retreated in Safety, without any ch'f- 
covery being made of-w hat flic had done, or 
-falling into the Hands of thofe who might 
have reveng’d Nnour s Death. By this great 
Adtion fne acquir’d a mighty Fame, and all the 
Princes of that Age highly efteenv’d her. 

Mevgous Can left two Sons by this Pn'ncefs, Fadlsllah, 
Cojn Boiruc and Gurcan; the firft of whom dying, 272, 
left feverai Children, the eideft of whom was 
Omighcnn , who was at firft called Togrul. At 
■ ten Years of Age he accompanied his Father 
in his Wars. ‘Togrul was in that Expedition 
where his Grandfather Was taken by Naoir, 
and with much difficulty efcaped. And ha¬ 
ving more Merit, and being better beiov’d 
than’the'reft of his Brothers, they conceiv’d a 
moft inveterate Hatred againft him, when they 
faw him feated on the Throne of the Kerahcs , 
which he took polleffion of after the Death of 
his and'their Father.

bitants of Gog and Magog: he proudly fpeaks Hc.nd^ 
of feveuty Kings, who ferve him, and are his 
Subjects; he vaunts of the Tribute he extorts 
from an Ifraelitijh King, who is Lord of ma¬ 
ny Lords, Dukes, and JewiJh Princes he in¬ 
vites the King of France to c.ome and fee him, 
promifing to give to him great Dominions, and 
alfo to make him hisSucceffor. He proceeds in 
this Letter to name the different forts of Peo¬ 
ple and Rarities that are in his Kingdoms. In 
fine, he omits nothing that may conduce to his 
advantage, and fpeak him a moft powerful Mo¬ 
narch. He calls himfelf a Prieft, becaufe of 
the Sacrifice of the Altar, which, as fuch, he 
performs ,• and King, as he executes Juftice 
and Right as fovereign Judge. He fpeaks of 
, St.Thomas, conformable to the fabulous Notions 
of the Indians; and at the Conclufion of his 
Letter, defires the King to fend him fome va¬ 
liant Cavalier who is of the French Generation.

But. ’tis not difficult to difco.ver that this Let¬ 
ter is a Counterfeit, and that it was not writ 
by Qunghcan.

Revenge. In order to v nich/fCi^/wi put 
■ himielf at the Head of the main Body, ‘fGmt- 
<!in commanded the left Wing, and a Keratte 
Lord the right; and in this order they Vigo- 
rouily attack’d the T.r.ijouts, who defended them- 
fclvcs obftinateh. The Victory was a long 
rime doubtful, but at la ft the Grand Can was 
Conqueror; for 7"emugiu, after having animated 
! ne Troops, both by his Words, and more by 
h:.-> Example, broke in with fuch Fury upon 
the Confederates Troops, that he put their 
right Wing into diforder. The reft of the 
King’s Army taking frefh courage at this fight, 
fell in upon them with fuch Refobtion, that 
they were routed : And fo great a Slaughter 
was made of the ‘fanjouts that day, that that 
.Nation was a I mo ft intirely deftroy’d. 

But this great Victory could not fatisfy 
■':.;ngbcau‘s Revenge, he rauft regain his Throne, 
and nunifh the reft of his Enemies. He or- 
dcs’d Temugin to levy more Troops. This 
Prince immediately iflueci forth his Orders ; 
and by his Care the Year following he had 
got together a formidable Army of Ke,-altos. 

The Confederate Cans were not idle on their 
fide, nor were their Troops lefs numerous. It 
is true there were but few Tan j outs ; but to make 
amends, Tonfla Bey brought a great number of 
Merkites with him. There likewife came many 
Hords 9 of Dirligkin Moguls. The Can of Nai-

He 
by many Letters to the Grand Can his Father, 
advcrtifed him of what he had been fecretly in¬ 
form’d, and omitted nothing that could render 
die Mogul Prince fufpefted.

did not regard Sancoun s Advice, but look’d on 
it as coming from Gemoucas Malice, who had 
infpired him with thefe Notions : and without 
- giving ear to it, continued to love Temugin, and 
:o employ him on feveral Qccafions where he 
Had need of his Valour or Counfel. But at 
Aft Sancoun and Geniouca, the one fpur’d on by 
t 1 ear, and the other by Hate, redoubled their 
Efforts, and took fo much pains, that they 
broke the King’s Peace, and made him jealous 
of Temugin. The Grand Can’s Troops and his 
being quarter’d together in the fame Province,- 
the leaft Motion of the Mogul Troops appear’d 
to Prince Sancoun treafonable Defigns.

3 There 
daily arrived in his Camp entire Troops cf 
Soldiers, with their Officers, who had before 
ferv’d under him, offering him their Lives, and 
Fortunes. 

When he faw that he had an Army ftrong 
enough to execute his Defigns, he quitted the 
Lake Ealjouta, and went and encamp’d on the 
Frontiers of China, upon the Banks of the Ri¬ 
ver Cacnul*, at the foot of a very high Moun¬ 
tain. He flay’d there fome Months, which he 
very well employ’d : for in that time h.e accom- 
plifli’d his Befign of bringing all the Officers 
and Soldiers intirely into hislntereft ; fome by 
Fromifes of Rewards, and others, his particu¬ 
lar Friends, by the hopes cf Advancement : 
fo that his whole Army was difpofed to follow 
him wherever he would lead them. Then he 
decamp’d, and march’d for Mogoliflan his na¬ 
tive Country. 

His Subjects the Teca Moguls receiv’d him 
with Tranfport, as a Prince whom they paf- 
flonately loved, and had loft with much re¬ 
gret. The Inhabitants cf Niron Cay at fent their 
Deputies; nay, even fome of the moft confide- 
rable Perfons amongft them went in Per foil to 
congratulate him on his Return to his King¬ 
doms, and offer’d him their Affiftsuce if he had

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Thoughts, and fent him to deliver them from An, Dorn’ 
this heavy Yoke of Slavery. 

This Speech of Temugin made fiich an im- 
prefllon on the Peoples Minds, that all the 
Affembly gave him their Applanfe, and promi- 
ied to obey him- When he was thus allur’d of 
the Good-Will of his Subje&s, th cTeca Moguls 
and Niron Cayats, he raifed only four thoufand 
five hundred Soldiers more, whom he join’d to 
thofe he already had ; and then fent and pro- 
pofed a League to the Commander of the Con - 
gorats, his Brother-in-law, for his Father-in-law 
the Can of Congorat was dead, whole Daughter 
Purta Cougine was Temagins fecond Wife. With 
this Prince he made a League, as alfo with the 
Cans of the Nation of Courlas; but for thofe 
of the Soumoguls, or “Tartars , they refus’d to 
enter into the League, till he conftrain’d 
them to it by force of Arms. The Cans of Mo- 
cat, feeing what had happen’d, chofe to do 
freely what he would otherwife compel them 
to. And feveral Tribes, after their Example, 
put themfelves under his Command, notwith- 
xtanding they were follicited by fome Cans to 
ftand out, particularly thofe of Msrkit, amongft 
whom Pouclabey, the mortal Enemy of Temugin s 
Family, was the moil powerful. 

All the Cans of Soumogul, Mercnt, Courlas, the Tic Mo¬ 
reen Moguls, Niron Cayat , and fome others, § u,s 
Caufed to be publifh’d in their Dominions, that 
for the time to come, no more Tribute fhould Ounehcaa.

So foon as this Ambatfador arrived at Ounghcan s 
Court, he defired Audience, and was admitted 
to the King’s Prefence; to whom, purfuant to 
his Orders, he firft made a recital of the Ser¬ 
vices Pifoucahad formerly done him : Isfoxt he 
reminded him of his Breach of Faith with Te- 
mugin , whom he had promifed to protect, and ne¬ 
ver to hearken or give credit to any that fhould 
fpeak againfc him, or endeavour to caufe diftruft 
between them; and then hinted how contrary 
to this his Promife, he had given credit to his 
Enemies, without fearching into the Truth of 
the Matters they laid to his charge, or giving 
him leave to clear himfelf. Next he made k 
particular recital of- the great Services T’emu- 
gin had done him, which were fufficient to fe- 
cure him of his Love and Fidelity to him. At 
laft, he concluded, with entreating him to grant 
Peace to the Moguls, and renew the tender 
Friendfhip that had fo long been between him 
and his Son-in-law, which he would never have 
loft, had it not been for his Enemies. 

Ounghcan gave no anfwer to the Ambaffadotg 
but refer’d the Affair to his Council’s Delibe¬ 
ration. Amijoun retir’d to the Tent which his 
Attendants had prepared for him'; and there 
the Prince Sancoujs Partizans and C-emouco's 
Friends treated him bafely, and put a thou- 
fand Indignities upon him, of which he loud¬ 
ly complain’d, but receiv’d not any Satisfaction, 
He continued here a whole Year in the utmoft 
Pain and Uneafincfs, Ounghcan ftill putting him 
off from Month to Month ; when he was ftill 
promifed an Anfwer to his Propofals, but he 
never got any. At laft he loft ail Patience, 
cJnd fent his Mafter an Account of all that had 
part. Temugin fent him exprefs orders to re- 
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. tarn, after having made one Effort more to ob- 
)ige the King to explain himfelf. 

7 Owiglmn would willingly haye made peace, 
but the Prince his Son, who ftill harbour’d in 
his Brcaft the Sufpicions which Gemtuca had 
infus’d ' into him, aixl^whofe Hatred feem’d 
rather augmented by I’emttgins defeating him, 
crofs’d this Negotiation, and hinder’d its co¬ 
ming to a goed Efleet. For Sancaun was one 
of thofe obfiinatc Perfons, who when they have 
taken a thing in their heads to believe or do, 
are not to be convinced of their Error,- and 
therefore he himfclf carry’d the King’s Anfwer, 
and fold the AmbalTador, that the Moguls mu ft 
not expect to obtain any Peace but by fubmit- 
ting to whatever the King fhould pleafe to re¬ 
quire of them ; that as for T'miv.gm s , lie would 
neither commune with, nor fee him, but with 
their Swords in their Hands- 

So haughty an Anfwer. obliged the Ambafia-. 
dor Arnijoun to retire immediately. He {bon 
arrived at Mogoliflan, and render’d an Account 
of his Negotiations to the Confederate Princes, 
who were all fo diipleafed at the Grand Can’s 
Jnfolence, that they renew’d their Protelia- 
tions to throw off his Yoke, and premifed an 
inviolable Faith to one sac^ier, calling Hea¬ 
ven to witnefs their Oaths, and then proceeded 
to prepare for War. ‘Teaagiu, tranfported to 
fee all things go as he wifb’d,. difpofed himfeif 
to anfwer the Confidence the Allies had placed 
in him.

1 
And Temugm gain’d much Honour by his Con- 
dud. 

The Grand Can, enraged with the ill Sue- 
cefs of his Arms in Mogoliftaa , and being ftung 
that thefe petty Princes lliould be able to refill 
him fo I mg, caufed Troops to be levied all 
over his Dominions, and dre a together above 
thirty -Jiouland Men out of the Provinces o£

the Sadsfadion they required, and fo prevent 
the dire Etfeds of his Anger, and their own 
inevitable Ruin. 

This Conceflion of the King of the Keraites 
was enough to fhake the Conftancy of the Con¬ 
federates ; but ‘Tamugin difpatched Meflengers 
immediately every way, to perfuade -the Moguls 
that Otmghcan made thefe fine Promifes only to 
amufe and furprize them, and that they muft 
put no trull in him. He thought it not enough

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■CHAP. IV. 

Qunghcan’f War with the Moguls. The 
Death of that Kjng^ and, of the Prince his 
Son. Temugin proclaim’d Emperor of 
the Moguls, Tartars, and other the Nor* 
them Nations of Mu. 

T EMUGIN’s Behaviour and Liberali¬ 
ty” to the Slaves, did him great Service ; 
for it gain’d him the Hearts of a great 
many of the Soldiers. All the Mogul Cans, ex¬ 
cept thr-fe whom Toucla-Bey and Gemouca had 
prevail’d upon to enter into Otmghcans Party, 
admiring his Generofity, grew more zealous to 
iecond him in all his Defigns. When all the 
Confederate Troops were come together, Te¬ 
mugin named his Lieutenant Generals and other 
Officers ; and. contrary to the Cuilom of the 
■ Scythians, v ho ufed to attack their Enemies in 
one main Body, he divided his Army into two 
Wings, and in the Center placed his own 
Troops as a Body of Referve; which Cuilom he 
ever after continued to ufe. And confidering 
that Fear often feires thofe who are firfl: at¬ 
tack’d, he marcn’d direftly to the Frontiers of 
the Grand Can’s Dominions, where he learned 
that his Army Was already in Motion, which 
he refolved rather to attack than on the 
defenfive. 

Tho the Spring was not yet come, yet the

I2 ° 2, 
green Cane, which they fpiit in two to make two 
Sticks, which they fet upright on the Ground 
at fome diftance from one another, after having 
writ on the one the Name of 7’emugin (whom 
Marcofolo calls Ciugis) and on the ocher Oungh- 
can (whom he names Umcan;) then they told 
Temugin they would begin and read their Con¬ 
jurations, and that during their reading, the 
twoCalies, by the Power of their Idols, fliouid 
approach near to one another, and begin a 
Combat; at the Conclufion of which the one 
Xhould get up upon the other, which fhould 
prefage that Prince..Xhould be Vidor whofe 
Name was on the Cane that was uppermoft. 

The Mogul Army would he vitnefs of this 
Experiment. The Magicians read their Book; 
the two Sticks were prefently in motion i they 
approach’d, touch’d.and fought, and at laft 
Ounghuin s remain’d undennofi. This Prodigy 
fo animated the Moguls and their Commanders, 
that they march’d boldly againft the Enemy. 

But the Keraites, who were no lefs deiirous 
of fighting than they, met them half way. 

The Grand Can, who commanded in Perfon, 
and the Prince his Son, feem’d to promife them- 
felves an entire Vidory. The two Armies be¬ 
ing come in view of one another in the Plain, 
ft rove to place themfelves as advantageoufly as 
they could on both fides, and were drawn up 
in order of Battel by their Generals, according 
to the befl: of their Skill.

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Mirconde, a Verfmn Author, defirous to re- 
prefcnt the vaft number of the Combatants 
which compofed thofe two mighty Annies, 
makes ufe of an oriental Hyperbole, and fays, 
the Neighing of the Horfes, and the Cries of 
the‘Soldiers, obliged Heaven to/hut its Ear;' 
and the Air, by the great number of Arrows 
they fbot againft one another, feem’d to be a 
Field of Canes and Reeds. 

Temvgin before the Fight harangued his Ar¬ 
my once again in this manner: He firft talk'd 
to them of the Value of Liberty, and what a 
glorious thing it was to be free, and then fet 
before them the Miferies of Slavery: He re- 
pre-fented to them, that this was the great Day 
in w’hich they muff make themfelves happy or 
miferable for t.he reft of their Lives ; that there¬ 
fore they muft fight bravely and conquer, or 
die like Men in the Bed of Honour ; that the 
Grand Can now made them pafs for Rebels, 
and look’d on them as revolted Slaves, but that 
lie hoped, by their obtaining a glorious Victo¬ 
ry, they would convince the World of the 
Wrong that had been done them by their Ene¬ 
my who had fo long ufurp’d an Authority over 
them and their lawful Princes, to which he had. 
no right, and put a Yoke of Slavery on their 
Necks ; which they bravely throwing off', fhould 
no longer be his Vaifais and Slaves, Names 
which we fc.orn longer to bear, and which, 
faid he, our Enemies Blood muft vvafh off 
from us. 

Omghcan fail’d not likevife to exhort his 
Troops to fight, by /hewing them, firft, that 
their Enemies were not fo numerous as they, 
nor fo well difeiplin’d and skilful in the Art of 
War. * Thefe Rebels, faid he, will quickly 
l fly before us ; .they are not hardy Soldiers 
• ■ ■ ■ ■ 6 enur’d 
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L enur’d to War like you.’ (This Prince feem’d 
to have forgot, that Temugin, and the greateff 
part of thofe he* talk’d of, had often defended 
.him, and were not ignorant in any part of 
War, or timorous in Fight.) He had made a 
longer Speech to his Army, if the Moguls had 
given him time; but the Prince Carafcbar, who 
commanded the Van-Guard of Temugin s Ar¬ 
my, attack’d theirs briskly, which was com¬ 
manded by Gemouca. The G.mbate was fliarp ; 
the pe'rfonal Hatred betwixt tbefe tw'o Gene¬ 
rals render’d it obftinate and bloody,' and Ca¬ 
ra/char was overthrown. Then Suida Behader » 
at the head of the old veteran Troops join’d 
with the Soumoguls, fo vigoroufly charged 
Ounghcans main Body, that they gave back ; and 
Gemouca advancing to fnflain them, after defea¬ 
ting Carafe bar, was obliged alfo to give ground. 
At the fame time Temugin s two Wings, of his 
Army, the one commanded by Prince Hubbe^ 
and the other by Prince Yrca, attack’d the Ene¬ 
my’s two Wings. It is impoflible fufficiently to 
commend the Bravery the Troops Allow’d on 
both fides for the fpace of three Hours. The 
Keraites fought with fo much Courage, that the 
° Victory olten feem’d ready to declare it felf ora 
their fide ; tho in the end the Moguls gain’d it : 
for Temugin , when he found it was time to ad¬ 
vance with his Corps de referve , where he was 
with the Princes his Son, fell on with fo much 
Fury, that he overthrew all that oppofed him- 
This Advantage enflam’d the Moguls Courage, 
■'and damped the Keraites , who began to give 
back, ana break their Ranks on all fides. 
Their King, and the Prince his Son, ufed all 
their Endeavours to rally them together again, 
but in vain. At laft, they were obliged to be¬ 
take themfelves to flight, after their Army’s 
F. 4 Example, 
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about, tho he olten attempted it, during his An.Dom, 
Profperity. 120?. 

'Tayancan, who was naturally ungenerous, and Hcs ' 599 * 
. had even more Avcrfion to the Grand Can than 
thofe who perfraded him to guard himfelf againft 
him, gave ear to their Difcourfes, and follow’d 
the Counfel they all gave him, to put the Grand 
Can to death. Thus the Can cf the Nvmaus, 
inftead of fuccouring this ruined King, which 
had been far more honourable for him, and per¬ 
haps ' more advantageous, caufed him to be 
feized. The principal Lords of this Court, 
refolving to take away this unfortunate Prince’s 
Life, held a great Council, at which their Prince 
took care not to he prefent; vainly imagining 
that he iliould by this means screen himlelf 
from the Reproaches of the other Cans, who 
might jnflly blame him for having bafely vio¬ 
lated the Law of Nations and Hcfpitality. 

Nay, he even pretended to be difpleafed at the 
Death of his Enemy ; but when he fuv at his 
Feet this poor Monarch’s Head, which was 
prefented to him, he could not conceal his [oy, 
nor contain from infulting him, tho dead, in 
Words full of Scorn and Spite, which an Au- 
” thor much blames in thefe Words £ It is a bale 
‘ Action, fays he 7 , to tear or rend off a dead 
c Lion’s Beard.’ The Tongue in the Head was 
two or three times put out of the Mouth in 
‘Tayancaus Prefence, moving as the Head lay 
cut off.

.Year of the Sancoun accompany’d the King his Father to 
the Borders of the Nairn am ; but fearing to 
^ hazard both their Petfons in one Place, he part¬ 
ed from him, and retired in difguife fecretly to 
Caracatay, where he lay conceal’d fome titfle, and 
■waited to hear News of his Father: But when 
he was inform’d of his unfortunate Death, he 
fled farther off, croffing ‘Tnrqueftan, and /topp’d 
not till lie came to the Kingdom of 7 eLet, where 
he liv’d unknown. 

The Kingdom of islet, of which no -doubt 
but the Reader will be glad to know fome par¬ 
ticular Account, is fituaced between thirty and 
forty Degrees of Latitude, and between a hun¬ 
dred and a hundred and ten Degrees of Longi¬ 
tude, according to the Situation, given it by the 
Eaftern Geographers 9 . It contains part of the. 
Region called Turc-H;nJe, becaufe it is a part 
of Irfirquefian on the one fide, and of India. 
on the other. Some divide it into two Parts, 
calling it the Great and Lejfer ielet. The Great 
borders on China, the Lefs is fituate to me 
Eaft of the little Kingdom of Kafchemire, juft 
behind the Mountains; and they are both but 
fix Weeks Journey over. This Country is full 
of Towns and Villages well inhabited ; the 
People are fo good humour’d and chearful, that 
they breathe nothing but Joy and Pleafure.'

It is taken from a a Creature 
much like a wild Goat, and yet in fomething re- 
fembling a Hog. But in a City call ’dSchage, there 
is a fort of Rat J whofe Navel produces fuch 
precious Musk, that it furpaffes all other. It is 
very much fought after, is often very fcarce, and 
generally very dear ; and this is the reafon that 
the Tebct Musk is always prefer’d before the 
Indian and Cbinefe . Here is alfo found much 
Civet ; and the Rhubarb that grows here is ex¬ 
tremely valued. 

The Women are handfome tho tawney, an4 
they have one particular Quality which many 
People would not diflike, that is, to fteal Chil¬ 
dren from one another to fell, and their Huf- 
bands do the fame. It is in this Country that 
the Maids cannot marry before they have had 
Commerce with fome Man; and fhe who has 
had the moft Lovers is the moft advantageouf- 
ly marry’d. The great number of Gallants 
pafles for a Mark of the Merit and fine Quali¬ 
fications of a Maid ; and the Husband values

Em. to return to Snncoun : This Prince, af¬ 
ter having lived home time in the Kingdom of 
Tebet , return’d to Turqueftan, and {laid in the City 
of Cafbgar., or Cafgar % where he lived, as he 
had done elfewhere, without difeovering him- 
felf to any body. But one Day, having obferv’d 
feme Moguls , whom he had feen at Caracorcm 
in lemugins Train, he imagin’d they were Spies 
come to icek after him ; and fearing to be ta¬ 
ken, he fpeedily return’d into the Kingdom of 
‘Tebet, where he had no better Fortune than 
■ Omighcan his Father; for being feized for a 
Spy, he was put to death, An. Dom. 1202.. 

Temugin was no fooner inform’d of Ourgh- 
1 'cans Death, but without lofs of time he con¬ 
tinued to feize the Grand Can’s Dominions as 
his Right by Conqueft ; and thus he icon be¬ 
came jbf after of ail his Treafures and Palaces. 
And Snncoun being no where to be found, he 
.remain’d the peaceable Poilelfor of all the Ke- ' 
raites Countries.

- It was about the End of the Year 1202. that 
this Prince, being forty, nine Years of Age, °§‘ 1 
retired into his own Country; where die was 
receiv’d with the Acclamations, not of his own 
People and Subjects only, but of all the Confede¬ 
rate Moguls who had been Sharers in this Victo¬ 
ry, or becaufe of this his Succefs were obliged 
to come and teftifv their Acknowledgments to 
him, believing they could never be thankful e= 
nough to him for having deliver’d them all from 
Ounghcan s Tyranny, whom they cali’d the Per- 
fecutor of'their Nation ; and charm’d with 7 e - 
mugin s Valour, Wifdom, and Love to them, 
they prais’d, him to the Skies. He fail’d not 
to make advantage of this Opportunity fo pro¬ 
pitious to his Deligns. He again 11 fed his Elo¬ 
quence, the Power cf which he Had expe¬ 
rienced, and promifed the M~g;ds great For- : 

tunes if they would but zcalc.uly fecond him 
in what he delired. The People, gain’d by 
his Rhetorick, and by the great things their 
Countrymen and Friends who had accompa¬ 
nied him in the War related cf him every 
where, refolv’d to chufe him their Grand 
Can or Cham, that is to fay, Emperor of all 
the Tribes. The Cans who had been the Com¬ 
panions of his ViCtory, rinding their Account 
in advancing hin to tins great Dignity, anima¬ 
ted the ether Cans to follow their Example. 

-'The Prefcncs Tmug'ai made them, under pre ¬ 
tence of dividing with them the Riches of the 
vanquish’d Kin „ and the Fear of being forced 
tp do what was pretended to be neteiiary for 
the Honour and Welfare of the Mguf Nations, 
made them all yield, with a feeming Willing- 
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An. Dom. neF, to Tcmngin’s Rcqueft, and agree to his be- 
J ' n S h’mperor. 

Mog. %?,' Mcffengers were difpatch’d to the abfent 
He, :. Cans, to acquaint them with what had been re- 
*^V>y foiv’d in the great Affcmbiy that was held for 
Teimigm this purpofe. The Coronation of this Prince 
‘ihcThronc. v ' as t,!CI ’ a g rce< * on 1 an d they thought no 
Place fo proper to perform this Ceremony in 
as the Province cf Teca-Mogul, at Dilon Ilditc, 
■where Tmngin was born. The People run from 
all Parts to be Eye-witncffes of this great 
Ceremony, where the principal A&or fbon 
came, accompanied by all the Cans his Par¬ 
tisans, He placed hxrnfeif upon a plain Seat, 
which they had fet for him upon an Eminence, 
from whence he harangued the Allembly with 
his ufuat Eloquence, His Speech being ended, 
they placed him upon a black Felt Carpet, 
which they had fpread on the Ground; and 
the Perfon who was order’d to tjive the Peo¬ 
ples Voice, pronounc’d to him aloud the Peo¬ 
ples Pleafure in this manner : Fh ft he r 
That whatever Authority or Powi 1 1 i 

given him, was derived from Heaven, end 
that God would not fail to blefs and profper 
his Defigns if he govern’d his Subjects well 
and juftly; but that, on the contrary, he would 
render himfelf miferable if he abided that 
Power, which the black Felt on which he fat 
did intimate to him. After this Remonftrance, 
feven Cans, or Princes, lifted him up with a 
ceremonious Air, and bare him to the Throw ' 
which was prepar’d for him in the midft of tlw 
Afiembly. Then they proclaim’d him Empe¬ 
ror, and gave him the Title of Grand Can, or 
Cham, of all the Mogul Nations, even of the 
MerUtes , whom they declared Rebels for not 
fubmitting to him. Then they, bow’d their 
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haees nine times before this their new Emperor, An. Dortb 
to fhew the Obedience they promifed to him. I202 * „ 
The People, after their Example, made him 
.nine Bows, accompanied with Acclamations Hog. 
and Shouts of Joy, to a Sure their new Emperor 
that they would abfolutely fubmit, and ’ be o= 
bedient in all things whatfoever he fhould 
command them to do. 

He promifed, on his part, to govern them 
with as much Juflice as Mercy, and to defend 
them againfl all their Enemies, always to pro¬ 
cure their Good ?nd Eafe, to acquire Glory 
and Fame for them, and make their Names 
known to all the Earth. And having much 
caufe to praife the- Sournoguls (who are parti¬ 
cularly called 'tartars 7 , by reafon of the River 
'Tata that v'fers their Country) he declared in 
the Mogul Language, that he w'ould add to his 
Title of Emperor of the Moguls that of Grand 
Cham of ' : ' T ’"rt'ars, both to do that Nation 
Honour, and teitify to them the Refped he 
had for them, and how well he was fatisfy’d 
with their Conduct tho they had been once his 
Enemies. 


’ ’Tis front hence that the feveval Scythias Nations who 
'■ became Subjects to Temwnn were by decrees called by a ge¬ 
neral Name, either Mogi Is or Tartars ; but the laft Name 
having in the end prevail’d all Scythia is now called Tartary a 
both in the Weft and Southern Parts of Afia. 

It is true, the Name Tata, or Tatar , was not altogether 
ii.nltnown in the Eaft and North. It was of long (landing 
At* left the Chinefe. Before the Coming of our Lord Jefus 
i ft, and for fomc time after, they had had War with a 
k'ation who was not known to them but by the Name of 
Tata. Thefe were, without queftion, the Sournoguls , and 
iotne other Nations; for the Name of Tartars was not 
Itnown in any other Country before Gcaghizcan’s time. 

It muft be obferv’d, that the Chinefe have no r in their 
Alphabet,,they therefore pronounce Tata inftead of Tartar ..

The Keraite Prince thanked T’ernugin for his ^ 
Favours, and took leave, Petting out with all Hog. ° 
Diligence to go where his Employ demanded 
his Prefence. The Grand Can fully deiigti’d to 
marry his Daughter; but perceiving that the 
Captain of his Guard, whom he much efteem’d 
and honour’d with his Friendfhip, was fallen in 
love with this Priricefs, he gave her to him in 
Marriage, and the Marriage-Feafl was kept at 
his Expence, with much Splendour. 

Seeing himfelf Emperor of fo many Nations, 
he thought lefs of enjoying peaceably his new 
Greatnefs, and tailing the Pleafures of Empire 
in Repofe, .than of rendring himfelf (fill more 
worthy of his good Fortune, by new Exploits, 

His Enemies; jealous of his Greatnefs; foon 
fornifhed him with the Opportunities he want¬ 
ed to aggrandize himfelf and People. The 
firii Commotion was in Caracatay. But before 
I proceed to relate thefe Wars, it is neceifary 
that I fpeak a few words of Caracatay.

6 Thc Se&> forbid to diftnrb or molcft ahyPcrfon 
Leopard, on account of Religion, and defircd that every 
one fyould be left a: liberty to profefs that 
Rubniquis. w hich pleafed him bo ft, on condition that he 
Carpin. believed there was but one God. Some of his 
Marcopo- own Children, as alfo fome of the Princes of 
lo. his Blood were Chriftians, and others made pro- 
fe/lxon of yudaifm or Mahomet ahifm, or clfe were 
Genghfe. like him, Deifts ; for his Sedt was more fob’ 
can-aw a ] ow 5 ,j j n ‘Tartary than any. other, rho there were 
alfo a great many Idolaters s . 

II. He ordained by another Law, that the 
Heads cf Se&s, the Religious, the Devotees, 
the Criers of the Mofques, and thofe that vralli 
the Dead, fhoiftd be exempted from all pub™ 
lick Offices as well as the Phyficians. 

III. He forbad, under pain of Death, that 
any Prince or other Pcrfon whatfoever, fbculd 
ever prefume to caufe himfeft to be pic~b n’d 
Grand'Can or Emperor, without ha r " 
been duly defied by the Princes, Cans, Emirs, 


the Tartars who were neither. Chriftians nor Ma 1 
troauced a Diftinflion between a celeftial God and a icvrdlnu!. 
They always ador’d the firft, yet the iecond fail’d not to find a 
Tlace in their Houfes under the Form of an Idol, omatue co¬ 
ver’d with Tell, and named Natijay. They accompanied this 
with others, which they laid were the Images of ms \V tie and 
Children; and they addrefs’d thcmfelves to thefe Images 
when they bad any domeftickJWantS.

It was forbidden, on pain of Death, to 
pillage the Enemy before the General had grant¬ 
ed leave : But it was likewife ordain’d that 
the mcanefc Soldier Ihould have the fame Ad¬ 
vantage as the Officer, and Remain Mafter 
of the Booty he fhculd be found pofTcft of, 
on condition he paid to the Can’s Receiver the 
Duties or Share fpecify’d by the Laws. 

IX. ‘femiigin being fenfible that continual 
Exbrcifc was necellary for his Soldiers, to keep 
them in good order; and Hunting appearing to 
him the mold proper Employment to.exercife 
Iris Troops, he ordain’d that every Winter the 
hunting of-Bealls fhould be performed in the 
manner following. 

Mirconde; X. That from the Month which with us is 
March, to that which anfwers to our October, 
no Perfon fhould take Stags, Deer, Roe-bucks, 
Hares, wild Afles, nor fome certain Birds, to 
the end that the Court and Soldiers might.find 
fufficientGame during the Winter, in the Hunt¬ 
ings they were obliged to make. 


* In brief, they fhow'd to their Generals both Edge and 
Point, and were obliged by this Law to cany all their Arms 
fo fbon as the War was finifhed, into the King's Store-houfts, 
from whence they fetched them in the Winter for Hunting, 
which they always exerciled themfelves withal when no war¬ 
like Occafion prefented to ufe them. LadUiiah.

XI. It was likewife forbid to cut the Throats ■ ,2 °^ 
the Bealls a Man Ihould kill : He muft tie the ” eg ‘ 6 
Legs, rip up the Belly, put in his Hand, and 
pluck out the Heart. ’ 

XIL The Ordinance that the Blood and En¬ 
trails |ff Beads thould be permitted to be eaten, 
was made in his time, and put amongft his 
• Laws; Whereas it Was forbidden the Moguls, be¬ 
fore then, to eat the Blood or Inwards of Beads. 

But as he was one day returning from an Expe¬ 
dition, Provifions fell fhort for the Soldiers, 
and they were almod-faint with Hunger: then 
meeting with a great Quantity • of Beads In¬ 
wards newly kill’d by People who had been 
hunting in a great Party, Hunger condrain’d 
them to eat them ; nay the Emperor himfelf eat 
with them : and from that Moment the Prince,- 
confidering how ufeful this Food might be to 
his Troops- on the like occafiori, refolved to 
give Liberty to all his Subjeds to eat them, and 
afterwards made it a Law. 

XIII. The Privileges and Immunities grant¬ 
ed to the Tercans was regulated in the manner 
already related. 

XIV. To banilh Idlenefs; out of his Domi¬ 
nions, he obliged all his Subjects to ferve the 
Publick in' fome kind or other. Thofe who 
went not to the Wars, were obliged at.certain 
Seafons of the Year to work fo many Days on 
-the public!; Strudures, or do fome publick Work 
for the State, and one Day in-every Week em¬ 
ploy themfelves in the Service c-f the Empe¬ 
ror in particular.

’\s-y~%J Should be panifhed witii Death, and their Bo¬ 
dies cut afunder in the middle with a Hanger. 
'I’hat thofe whofe Theft was not of value e- 
noiigh to merit Death, Should receive fo many 
Blows with a Cudgel, either more or lets, in 
proportion to the Value of the thing •Stolen. 
The number of thefe Blows were generally 
feven, Seventeen, twenty feven, thirty feven, 
and fo on to feven hundred; but this Punifh- 
ment might be bought off by paying nine 
times the Value of the thing Stolen. The Ex- 
afinefs with which this Law. was obferv’d, Se¬ 
cured all the Moguls and 'Tartars who were Sub¬ 
jects to the Grand Can, from robbing. 

XVI. It was forbidden all his Subjects 
throughout his Dominions to take any Perfon 
for his domeflick Servant who was df his own 
Nation, to the end that they might aii addidi 
their,felvcs to War, and be obliged to take care 
of the Captives they Should take, whom they 
rauft preferve for. their own Service. He like- 
wife published two Ordinances : by the one it 
was forbidden, on pain of Death, to all . Mo¬ 
guls and Tartars to give Meat or Drink to a- 
nother Pcrfon’s Slave, as alfo to ledge or clothe 
one, without Permission from his Mailer ; and 
the other Ordinance obliged under tiie fame 
Penalty, all Perfons that Should meet in the 
way with a fugitive Slave, to Seize and bring 
him back to his Mailer. 

XVII. By the Law concerning Marriages 
it was ordain’d that the Man Should buy his

Wife, and that he fhould not marry with any An. Dom. 
Maid to whom he was a-kip in the firft or fe- I20, >» 
cond Degree ; but in all other Degrees it was % 2 ‘ 
permitted : fo that a Man might marry two Leopard. 
own Sifters. Polygamy was permitted, and l/VXj 
the free Ufe of their Women Slaves ,• ^hich 
was at laft the occalion of that great Liberty, 
that every Man took as many Wives and Slaves 
as he could maintain. 1 The Management of 
the Man’s Fortune, amongft the I'm-tars, be¬ 
longs ’to the Women : They buy and fell as 
they think fit. The Husbands wholly employ 
themfelves with Hunting and War, and trou¬ 
ble thcmfelvcs with nothing elfe. The Chil¬ 
dren w ho are bom of the Slaves are legitimate, 
as well as thefe born of the Wives but the 
Wives Children, and efpeciaily thofe born of 
the fir ft Wife, are the rnoft refpe&ed by the 
father, who firft advances them. And this 
.Advantage not injuring the reft, occafions no 
Di (order in the Family, who generally live in a 
perfect Union and Amity. 


XVIII. Another Law condemn’d all Adul¬ 
terers to die, and it was permitted a Man to 
’kill them when furprized in the A£f. The In¬ 
habitants of Ca/W« murmur’d againft tins Law, 
bccaufe they had a Cuftom amongft them, to 
teftify their Refped and Love to their Friends, 
by offering their Wives to them when they 
came to fee them, and regale them with their 
Company. They prefented feveral Petitions to 
.the Emperor, defiring they might not be de¬ 
prived of this Privilege and Means to treat

Marriage XIX. To preferve Amity amongft his Sub- 
pf the A jefts, he regulated Alliances, and extended the 
bead. Ties of Relation by Marriage very far. He 
permitted two Families to unite, tho they had 
no Children living: it fufficed that the one had 
3.ubruquis. had a Son, and the’ether a Daughter, tho both 
dead i they might write a Contract of Mar¬ 
riage, and perform the Ceremony in their 
Names; and they were reputed married, the 
dead, and the Families ready allyM to one a- 
nother by this Marriage. 

This Cuftom is ftiil in ufe amongft the Tar¬ 
tars at this day, but Superftition has added 
more Circumftances to it: They throw the 
Contract of Marriage into the Fire, after ha¬ 
ving drawn fome Figures on it to reprefent the 
Pcrfons pretended to be fo marry'd, and lome 
Forms of*Bcafts; and are perfuaded that all 
this is carried by the Smoke to their Children, 
who thereupon marry in the other World. 

XX. Thunder, in antient Mogoliftax and the 
adjacent Countries, was fo dreaded by the Mo¬ 
guls, becaufe it did often much Mifchief, that 
fo foon 1 as ever they heard it begin they all 
threw' them (elves defperately into the Rivers 
and Lakes,, and were often dro wn’d : Tvmugin 
■finding this extraordinary Fear caufed him to 
. lofe many of his bed Soldiers, even when ho 
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mod need of them, ftridtly forbad, under An - D°m. 
I.Ievere Penalty, any Perfcns to bathe or wafh I2 °’>' 
^eaafelves upon any Pretence whatever; nay, The 
lh?y were not permitted to walh their Clothes * Uofard. 
’in running Waters during the time it thunder’d , 

. tlie People -being thereb [made to believe that 
the Exhalations they caufed to break forth in 
difturbing the Waters, occafion’d the Thunder, 
which would not do them half fo much harm, 
it they withdrew far from any. Water. They 
immediately fubmittea to this Law, which the 
Tartars, who are not Mahoi'netc.ns, do IL ill ob- 
ferve. But for thole that are Mahometans, they 
look upon it as a fuperftitious Cuftom, which 
contradicts One of the principal Points of their 
Religion,' which gives its Pr'ofelfors full Liber¬ 
ty to wafli in any Place where they find Wa¬ 
ter; nay, they are even perfuaded that without 
fuch Waffling there are no hopes of Salvation 


XXL Spies, falfe Witnelfcs, Sodomites, and 
Sorcerers, were condemned to be put to death. 

XXII- He pnblifh’d moil fevere Ordinances 
agdinft Governours who fail’d of doing their 
Duty, but principally thofe who commanded 
in far diftant Countries. In whatever Place they 
were, Death was their Punifhment if their 
Conduct was blameable; but if their Fault 
Was but flight, they miift come in Perfon to the 
Grand Can, and juftify themfelves. And this 
Prince was in this Cafe a very fevere Judge. 

Many other Laws were publifbed which arc 
not fpecify’d in the Authors I have tranflated. 
I am not ignorant that in the' Lev,vr.t there is 
found a 'Collection of Laws entitled Taj a Gcn-

T he L a w s we have recited, and which 
wcredoubtlefs the principal ones, remain’d in 
full Vigour during Temvejns. Reign and his 
Succdiois. 'Tamerlain himlelf, who was born 
a hundred and eleven Years after this Prince, 
caufed them to be obferved throughout all bis 
Empire ; and the Crim Tartars, as well as others, 
to this day rciigioufly obferre them. It rrmft be 
coafefs’d they could not be broken without in¬ 
curring very great Penalties which-alone was 
enough to make them continue long in force, 
and without quefuon preferred them fo long. 
Marrafeef- One Author a fibres us that rhe Grand Can 
shy. invented them all bimfeif, without confiilting 
any Books, or the Example of former Kings, 
and that they all were rr.aae by Ins own Wifi • 
dom: But' other Authors pretend that they 
were only copy’d from ’ dc win i the O- 
rientals heretofore attrioutcd to the Invention 
of Turk, the Son of Ju* b f , i ' S n ot Nosik.

the whole Earth. This Deceiver made a florid 
Difcourfe upon the Glory and Honour this 
Prince fhould acquire under this new Name. 

And to make himfelf be heard with greater 
Attention, he had the Boldnefs to aver that he 
only related God’s own Words. The Prophets, 
fays a Turkijh Poet, who foretold nothing but 
what was poflible, were always applauded. In 
fine, Temugin, whom we (liall henceforward call 
Genghiz^can, appear’d to be in a condition able to 
malte good the Prophecy by Force of Arms ; 
and the People readily gave credit to it. A- 
nofher Author allures us, with much Appea- g; n Abdel-

Turquefian , where he had the good fortune serpent. * 
to be flicker'd by Gurcan , one of the 1 mod 
powerful Princes of Tour an ', that is to fay, of 
the Tartars Country which is beyond the River 
Gihon, reaching to' the Borders of Car ac at ay. 

King Gurcan touched with his Misfortunes, re- v 
ceived him kindly, and conceived fo tender a 
Friendship for this young Prince, that he gave 
him his Daughter in Marriage to comfort him 
in all his Troubles. 

All thefe Conquefts and happy Succefs raifed 
Genghizcan to fo high a pitch of Grcatnefs, 
that many fovereign Princes fent to ask his 
Protection, and among the reft Arfiancdn Prince ,, 

of the Carluques in Car ac at ay : but there'hap¬ 
pened to Genghizcan Something yet more advan¬ 
tageous, which compleated his good.Fortune; 
and that was the Difcontent of a Prince of 
Turquefian named Idicout \. 

He was Can of the Tugures; and tho-a very Mireonde;’ 
powerful Prince, yet was Tributary to; Gurcan 
King of Turquefian y who generally kept among Fadlallah, 
the Tugures a kind of Intendant of that Pro-^" 32<5 ‘ 
vince, to be watchful for his Intereft, and to 
gather the Tributes which that People were 
obliged to pay him. He who at this juncture

The Mogul Emperor, glad of an opportunity 
Abulfa- t0 ma “ e King Gurcan uncafy, who was ne- 

rat r e> ver a Friend to him, and had now made an 

Alliance with Cafchluc his Enemy, received 
thefe Envoys from Idkout much better than he 
would otherwife have done. He hearken'd to 
them, and made them fnch an Anfwcr as they 
wifiicd ; and when they returned b ne n.t-» 
med two fit Perfons to accompan' the n, v hem 
he charged to affiire the Can of his Friendflnp 
and Protection againfc Gurcan. 

This civil and generous Procedure charm'd 
the Can of the Tugures, who ftrait took all that 
he had moil precious and valuable in his Trca- 
fures, and went to Gengbizcan in perfon' to offer 
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him his fervice; which he did with all the Zeai An. D 0m ; 
imaginable, and all the Refpeft his Quality I2 io. 
would admit. This Condefcenlion render’d w Cg ’ 6o j° 
this Prince To agreeable to the Grand Can, v that sbt£ M 
he received him with all the Teftimonies of 
AffeCtion that he could delire. The AlTurances 
Idicont gave him of his Zeal were not contradic¬ 
ted by his Actions ; for he afterwards ferved 
the Mogul Emperor effectually, who, as an 
acknowledgment of the Services he did him, 
gave him one of his Daughters in Marriage, 
and ever after looked on him as one of his 
Children, King Qurcan , who upon the new's 
of Schouakems being aflaffinated was tranf- 
ported with Rage, and threatned Idicout w 7 ith 
Fire and Sword, could not execute his Threats 
before he heard that this Prince was become 
Gengbizscan s Son-in-law ; arid the fear of draw¬ 
ing the Mogul) Army upon himfelf hilled his 
Rage. 

The Religion of the Tugures has not been oftbs Yu" 
perfectly known to Hiltorians : fome have writ » ul ‘ es * ; 
that they were Idolaters ; others that they were Rubrucp:?, 
Chriftians,' but Nejlorians •, and others that they Abll | ca;r 
* were Mahometans ; becaufe feveral among!!: ^ 0 / 
them made profeffion of all thefe Religions. 

Their Priefts, whom they call’d Lama, had. 
their Heads and Beards, quite ftiaved ; their 
Superiours obliged them to obfcrve Chaftity, 
and to ferve in the Temples ; they had to co¬ 
ves their Heads a kind of Mitre, and for their 
. Habit a yellow or red Tunick, clofe-bodied as 
a, Calfock, and girt about the Wafle: over this 
Tunick they wore a Cloak cut after the manner 
of a Chrtflian Deacon’s Cope. When theLamas Rubrac|m>, 
'are in their.Tse.mples* they are feated on Benches 
over againftf01®B another, holding their Books 
in their hands they are always bare-headed, 

and 
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An. Dorn, nnd inftead of finging they read to themfelves 
me. fofdy, and generally keep iilcnce. Thofc who 
Mo?-’ 6 rf re P ort ^ iem t0 Idolaters, have never declared 
sfafi" in what particulars tiicy were fo. The Idols 
they had are no fufficient proof of it, fince in 
die Converfation Ruhuquis had with them they 
allured him that they adored but one G d ; and 
that the they had Images, it was only to put 
them in mind of thofe they reprefented, and 
not to adore them. Which might make one 
conclude, that they then made profeifion of 
GenghJz.cans Religion, with a fmall mixture of 
the Superstitions which they had in common 
with the Moguls. 

The Moguls w ere indebted to the Yugurcs for 
’’ the Art of Writing they now life, which was- 
wanting before their Union with this People. 
Whether they found the manner of the Yugures 
writing more convenient than their own, we 
.know not ; but they took to it, and have tiled 
•it ever fince } . 

The Yngures in antient times had that Name 
conferred upon them, even by die month of 
Oguz himfelf: he called them Yugures, that is to 
fay, United. He has always palled among ft 
them for a great Prophet; and the Turks of the 
Fadlallah. laft Ages, that is to fay, the Ottomans, who by 
the title of Ogujians which they bear value them¬ 
felves as being his Defcendants, fay that when 
he was but a year old hefpoke, and gave him¬ 
felf the Name of Oguz,-, but at eighteen God

A LT H O Genghizcan, when he was on his ... . 

return to Caracorom, had refolved not to ir n 
renew the War for fome time, yet he negle&ed 
not to raife Recruits, and ftrengthen his Ar= 
my, to let his Enemies fee that he was always 
H in

An. Dom. in a Condition to be fear’d; and that whiill 
izia j ie v; as in peace he applied himfelf, accord- 
Mo^' %'i'e t0 t * ie l^folutipns taken in the laft Diet, 
steel'.* t0 regulate the Affairs of his Kingdoms, andfe- 
(wcure the belt he was able thofe Countries he 
had conquer’d. All things look’d now as if he 
delign’d to live in Rxpofe, andtafte the Sweets 
of that peaceful Ellate which by fuch r aft Fa¬ 
tigues he had obtain’d : but the Love of Arms, 
the darling Paflicn of his Soul, permitted him 
not to reft; and he thought ofmothing elfe but 
how to find a Pretext to fall out with the Chi¬ 
ne fc, ‘againft whom in particular he had form’d 
fome defigns. 

The prefent Stare of Affairs, all being now in 
peace, affording him no means to quarrel, he 
fought amongft the Tranfactions of pair Ages 
for fomething fit to urge againft them ; ; and 
calling to mind the Injuries the Kings cf China 
had heretofore dene to his Anceftors, nay to 
e his own Father and People, 15 he conferred 
■with his Nevians and other Princes cf his 
Court, continually entertaining them with 
Difcourfes of the Injuries and Wrongs their Fa¬ 
thers had fuffer’d by the Ch'rnefe. 7 This was 
theCaufe, far’d he, that pur Country was look’d 
upon with fo much Scorn, and defpifed by all 
the Nations of Ajia. In fine, he excited them 
to revenge, by urging, that they had no o- 
ther way to vindicat e their Honour, and make

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hemfelves famous to Pofterity. Neither did An. Dom,. 
he forget to remind them of the Promife God ,2 '°- 
had made to him, to affift and render him vie- M ^' 
torious over all his Enemies. . sheep* 

The Mogul Princes and Lords fail’d not to 
applaud their Emperor’s Delign,- whether it 
was out of Complaifance, or that they found 
it agreeable to Reafon and Jufiice, is not the 
quellion. A Council was call’d to confult cn 
Ways and Means how to bring this great En- 
terpme to pafs ; and it was rei'olv’d that firft 
of ail an AmBaflador fiiould be fent to Altoyncan 
King of China to demand Satisfaction for all the 
Damages and Injuries done to the Moguls by his 
Predeceffors, with Orders that in cafe he re- 
fnfed to comply. War fhould be declar’d againil 
him. For this purpofe they chofe Jafer, ail 
old Courtier, a Man perfectly skill’d in State- 
Adairs, and fent him away in the Winter-Sea- 
ion. jafer being arrived at Canbakc , which 
was the old City of Pequin, one of the Capital 
Cities of Cathay s , and the antignt ijfedonoi the 
Seres,, had Audience of the King, whom he ac¬ 
cidentally found in this City, for he was not 
lifed to refide there but only in the Summer. 

This Ambafl'ador made a long Harangue, which 
he began with expatiating on his Mailer’s

Mol" rl< made of him to govern the V/orld: he after- 
steof. wards demanded reparation cf the King for- 
all the Damages and Injuries which his Prc- 
deceft'ors had done the Moguls; telling him 
that if he refus’d to comply with thefe De¬ 
mands, he had Orders to declare War againft 
him, anti to allure him that Geughizcan, at the 
Head of a mod powerful Army, would come 
and drive him out of Ids Kingdom, and efta- 
blifh one of his own Children on his Throne. 

Mirconde. Difcouvfe appear’d very furpming to 

the King of China, who was much aftomfhd 
that the Mogul Emperor fhould form luch a De- 
fign, and venture to attack and begin a War 
. againft a Nation whom he had reafon to fear, 
confidering the great Damages and Lodes he 
himfelf confefs’d his Nation had fuftain’d by 
them. The King complain’d to the Ambaflador, 
faying, Your Mafter treats me as if he thought 
me a Turk or a Mogul; and with this Aniwer 
he font him back : Go tell Genghiz-can that al- 
tho I cannot hinder him from making v, ar with 
me, yet I will meet him with an Army that 
fliall make him repent his Ra/hnefs. Jafer re¬ 
turn’d with all diligence to Caracorom , and gave 
his Mafter an account of his Negotiation, and 
the Obfervations he had made, purfuant to 
the Orders he had given him. 

Gciighizcan having receiv’d this Anfwer from 
the King of China, continued to make Prepara¬ 
tions for the War. So foon as the Seafon permit¬ 
ted him to take the Field, he divided his'Army 
into two Eodies the inoft considerable he took 
along with him, and the other he gave th,e 
Command of to three of his Sons, Jmgy, Za~ 
gatay, and Oclay. Thefe three Princes march’d 
to- 
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owards Courge \ or Ore a they did no Injury An. Dim. 
to the Calmncks * thro whole Country they palt, 
becaufe this Nation, which was fituate on the 
Confines of Caracatay, had already fubmitted sleep. 
to GenghiZcan: but when they were come to 
the Borders of Courge, where there were but a 
few Troops left, the reft being all gone to 
join the King of China, they made terrible 
Devaluations both in the Towns and Villages 
wherever they came, as alfo in the open Coun¬ 
try, carrying away all the Horfes and Cattel © 
they found. 

The Emperor of the Moguls did no lefs Mif- 
chief on his fide with his Army : for after ha¬ 
ving ftrengthen’d it with fome Troops which 
waited to join him near the Til, a River of Ca- 
-itcatay, he enter’d China at the great Gate in the 
Wall which Alacous, of whom we have be¬ 
fore made mention, caufed to be open’d. This 
ALuous was Can of the Kingdom of Ancont , to 
whofe Care heretofore the Emperors of China 
had committed this Gate and Wall. This 
Prince was at this time difpleafed with Al- 
tounean, and held fecret intelligence with Gen-

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refle&ing only on the great lofs of Soldiers they An. Dom; 
had juft felt, and fearing left Genghiz.can (hould ’ 211 • 
befiege their Capital City, they refolved to 
make Peace with him, in order to get him out Monkey. 
of China, which the War had already reduced Wy-W 
to a miferable Condition. 

Altouncan therefore fent an Ambafl'ador to 
Genghi%,can to propofe a Peace, with his Daugh¬ 
ter Cubam Catune in Marriage, promifing to 
fend this Princefs to him under the Cohdutt of 
one of the greateft Lords in his Court, and Fadlallah, 
with all the Splendor and Attendance fuiting />. 349. ’ 
an Emperor’s Daughter and Wife. The Mogul 
Emperor, pleas’d with the condefcending Of¬ 
fers of an Enemy whom he found he could not 
vanquish, accepted the Propofals he made him, 
and married the Princefs of China fo foon as 
ihe arrived in his Camp; and, accompanied 
with the Princes his Sons, retired with her to 
C< rracoroi?!. 

But he remain’d not unaftive any longer than 
was abfolutely neceflary to recruit his Army, 
for two Reafons : firft, becaufe he would not 
fuffer the Soldiers to be idle ; and next, be¬ 
caufe he had form’d a great Defign in his own 
mind. He meditated how to conquer all the 
Weftern Countries of Tartary for his eldeft 
Son, and flatter’d himfelf that he fliould Em¬ 
ceed in this Undertaking, becaufe of the Ani- 
mofities that were amongft the "Tartar Cans. 

He fir ft difpofed a Part of his Troops in the 
Countries he had fubdued, to keep them quiet, 
and prevent their revoking ; and then with the 
reft of his Army he fet out on. the way to the 
vaft Country, called the Plains of Capfchac. 

His .eldeft Son, as being the Perfon the molt 
intefefted, fail’d not to accompany him iu this 
Expedition. 
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An. Dom. The Country of Capfehm. is of a vaft Extent, 
12,1 • and is accounted the moft confiderable part of 
Uon rl’e T’ mtar y- ^ reaches from Eaft to Weft from Tur- 
'Au'nhey. queflan even to the River Volga, and all along 
the Borders of the antient Bulgaria, and the 
7Jefmj>- antient Raffia , and from the Volga to the Coun- 
Capfehae tr . v ^ rin G w ^ ere F iC P e °pl e dwell who are 
called the Little or Grim Tartars. Its greateii 
Length, from North to South is from the Caf- 
. plan Sea to "the great fandy Defarts, or rather 
•to the Frozen or North Sea, 

5 Tiiis Country has but few Towns. Its 
Soil, *if we except the great Defarts on the 
North Side, is excellent, abounding in all forts 
of Grain, Pafturage and Cartel. A better Air 
cannot be found, nor better Water. The 'Wo¬ 
men are hanefomer there than in any other part 
of Tartar y. The Men are courageous, and Lo¬ 
vers of War. They are divided into Tribes, 
many of which are at prefent ccmpofed of 
Moguls a na iurlts. Tire Towns being few, and 
the open Countries very large, every Tribe 
tranfport themfelves frequently from one Place 
to another, feeding every Winter in the Sou¬ 
thern Parts for Subfiftencc for themfelves and 
Beafts, and in Summer 'vifiting the Northern 
Parts of their Country. 

Altho every Tribe has its particular Prince 
or Can, which governs it ; yet this Part of 
Tartary, ever fihee the Moguls fubdoed it, 

’ has always had a King, or Grand Can, to

■ ~ whom 
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whom the others did Homage. This Country 
in paft Ages was overftocked with People, 
and from thence came the Huns’, the Getes or 
Goths, the Gepides, the Vandals, the Alains, the 
Swedes , and other Nations who have render’d 
themfelves but too famous in the World by the 
Biforders they committed. 

Seray is the Capital City of Capfibac, fituate 
on the Banks of the River Sencla, which dis¬ 
charges it felf into the Volga. Batucan laid the 
Foundation of this City, and Berekecan his 
Brother finifhed it. The three fined Rivers in 
the Country of Capfcbac, are the Volga, the Jayc, 
and the Irtijb. 

But let us return to Gengbizcan. By the Vic¬ 
tory he had formerly gain’d over Oungbcan he 
thought he had a right over feveral Tribes of 
Capfthac who lived in fubje&iou to this v?n- 
quifh’d King; and for this reafon he marched his 
Troops to that fide of the Country* No focner 
did he appear on their Frontiers, but thefe Tribes 
fubmitted to him ; as did others who inhabi¬ 
ted the Country of Getes, fituate in Capfcbac, 
on the Borders of Mogoltflan: which all toge¬ 
ther in a fhort time compofed a vaft Army. 
Thefe Nations, and fome others, of whom Flif- 
torians have made no mention, having join’d 
him, Gengbizcan gave the Command of one half 
of them to Prince Jongi-Can, call’d alfo Touchy , 
his eldefi: Son, leaving him in this Country with 
many Mogul Officers to govern them, and re¬ 
turn’d to Mogol.ftan with the other half, which 
made an Army great enough for any Under¬ 
taking. 

Jongi-Can, after the Departure of the Empe¬ 
ror his Father, made fome new Conqucfis, 
which gave much caufe of jealoufv to feveral 
Nations of the Weftera Tartars. Thefe Pco- 
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ha. Dom. pie combined againft him *; but he defeated 
•o'them in feveral Sktrmifhes, and particularly 
Mo|*. The r ^ c Comans, the antient Bulgarians, Vnladu, and 
Htn. Hungarians, who heretofore inhabited the Coun- 
try pf die Huns, Vandals, and other Nations, 
which for along time have not been' diftin- 
guifh’d but by the common Name of Tartars.

CHAP. IK. 

Genghizcaifr fecond War with China, and 
the taking of Pequin the Capital City of 
the Northern China, or Cathay. 

G Enghizscan, as wc have before obferv’d, iud 
given his Protection to the Princes Arfian 
and Iikout ; the firft was Can of the Car- 
lucks, the lift, Can of the Tugurss. After ha¬ 
ving concluded with him what number of Sol¬ 
diers they fhoukl raife for his Service, thefe 
Princes retired into their own Countries, v;ith 
feveral Mogul Officers who were order’d to 
convoy them home. 

Thefe two Princes omitted nothing to pro¬ 
cure good Troops, and each of them rais’d a 
Toman 4 , with which they return’d to Gen-

gh/zcNs 
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ghizxans fcourt, after he was come back from An. Don:, 
Caffchac. Their Arrival much rejoic’d the Em- 1212 - 
peror, .becaufe they had brought him very fine 
Troops, which he wanted to ftrengthen the Hen. 
'Army he was refolv’d to fend to China, op Ad- 
vice given him of fome Threats utter’d by Al- 
touncan again!! the Moguls : Befides, he had now 
a favourable Opportunity ; for the King of Chi¬ 
na being difpleafed with the People "of fome 
Provinces of Caracatay , had given order to ra¬ 
vage -their Countries; and thefe People being 
rcfolved to oppofe him, had fent Deputies to 
Caracorom to beg the Emperor’s Protection. 

There arrived at the fame time an Envoy from 
a particular Can of their Nation, to inform him 
that by means of fome Rebels he had got pof- 
feffion of a confiderable Fortrefs which open’d 
to him an Entrance into China■ 5 This Can,, 
after having put a good Garifon into this Place, 
came himfelf to Genghiz.can, to engage him to 
go againft Altouncan. 

The Mogul could not withftaud his Importu¬ 
nities. He 'receiv’d him favourably, treated 
and confulted with him about proper Meafures 
to render this War fuccefsful. Then he fent 
back this Prince loaden with rich Prefents, 
and promifed either to follow him himfelf, 
or to fend his chief General immediately after 
him, at the Head of a numerous Army, of 
which the Troops of the Carlucks and Yugures 
fhould make a part.

Tbefe Troops were nofooner arrived at the 
Place appointed, but the Fortrefs that had been 
furprized was put into the Hands of a Mogul 
Officer; and fo foon as they had refted, and were 
in a Condition to enter upon Adtion, they feiz’d, 
almoft without any Oppofxtion, upon the Pro¬ 
vinces of Caracat ay that were the laft of thole 
belonging to Altouncaii. Then they quickly en¬ 
ter’d with eafe into China by means of the 
Intelligence the Rebel Can held in that 
Country. 

At the fame time, Moucli Gouyatu, one of the 
moft able Mogul Generals, marched to toe 
Country of Courge with a Body of Troops, 
to hinder the Forces in that Kingdom from 
going to aid the King cf China , am t 
Officer feized fcveral Places accord ng t^ r 
Orders given him. Yet this hinder’d not 
iouncan from advancing his Army againft that 
commanded by Samouca Beh.adeur. This King, 
as well as all his Soldiers, were tranfported that 
they were to light an Army not commanded 
by Ge;;gbiz,cu;i, flattering themfelves that they 
fhonid gain an eafy Victory. They briskly at¬ 
tack’d Samouca, and made his advanced Guard 
give way ; but the Moguls, refolving to con¬ 
quer or die, fought with fo much Valour 
and Refolution, that the Chinefe were in the 
end obliged to betake themfelves to flight, 
and to fhut themfelves up in their Cities that 
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they might be skreen’d from the Fury of their An. Dorn.’ 
Enemies. ... 1212. 

Altho the King of China had put abundance 
•of Troops into Pequin, the Moguls , infb'gated hI». ^ 
by the Chinefe Rebels that accompanied ithem, 
refelv’d to lay fiege to this City : They even The sieger 
tried to take it by A (fault; but the Prince of 
China , to whom the King his Father had en- \alcUyef 
traded the Management of the firil War, f de- Cathay, 
fended it fo vigoroully, that all the Beficgers 
Efforts prov’d in vain. 7 It is impoflible to 
tell how many brave Actions were perform’d 
on both (ides during this Siege ; by reafon that 
the Fate of China feeming to depend on the 
good or ill Fortune of this its Capital City* 
the braveft Chinefe and greateft Lords of the 
Empire were enter’d into it, to lhare the Ho¬ 
nour of a long and brave Defence. 

The great number of Troops that were in Mirconde.. 
this City took away from the Befiegers all 
hopes of taking it by open Force, therefore 
they refolved to ftarve it out; and the Famine 
became fo great in Pequin , that the Men chofe 
rather to eat one another than to yield. 8 Not- 
withftanding the Chinefes Bravery avail’d them 
nothing, for the City was taken by a Strata¬ 
gem ; which being reported to the King of 
China, he conceived fuch Difpleafure that he 
poifon’d himfelf.

I T fhoula feem that the Conqucft oi this 
half of China, would oblige the Mogul Em¬ 
peror to fix the Seat of his Empire at Psq in 
order to keep with lefs Trouble the Pcfieilicti 
of China , by his Prefence there, and to facili¬ 
tate the Conqueft of the other half, if an oppor- 
nity prefented ; but he had Deiigns in view 
more confiderable than that of rendring him- 
felf Mafterof fo great an Empire. He there¬ 
fore was contented with fending Governours 
thither, and continued to keep his Court at 
Caracorom, both to have an eye upon Ttiriavyy 
and to watch the Motions of the Cans the Suc- 
ceflors of TouBa-Bey, who full had Forces in 
Merkit, which was a part of Mogoltftan ; and oft 
Cafchluc the Son of Tayancan, who he well knew 
did hate him. He was .feniible thefe two 
Princes were able to give him trouble, particu¬ 
larly^ Cafchluc, if he could prevail with Gurcan 
to declare War againfl: him. 

Altho all thefe fortunate Succelfes had ren¬ 
der'd Genghizcans Power very formidable, yet 
there 
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there ceafed not to reign in feme of the Moguls An. Dom„ 
Miods an Inclination to revolt; and 7 "outta- l2 '4-. 
Bey's Hatred to the Emperor feem’d to furvive 6 Jf° 
in his whole Family and Nation, tho he was %, g . * 
dead. His three Sons, and Brother Coudo'ucan , 
preferved that Averfion to Genghizcm even to 
death ; nay, they were fo audacious as to raife 
Troops, and excite fome other Tribes, amongft 
whom were thofe of 1’omat on the Frontiers of 
China, to revolt: In fine, they kindled in feve- 
ral Places fo great a Flame, that Gengbiz,can was 
obliged to fend Troops to quench it. 

Suida Behadeur march’d againft the Rebel 
Cans of Merkit; and after having plunder’d the 
greateft part of the Province where they were 
encamped, he forced them to a BSttel, in 
which he defeated them ; and by the Death of 
thefe Cans, which happen’d within the fame 
Year 1214 , procur’d to the Tribe of Merkit 
that Calm and Repofe W'hich the reft of the 
Mogul Nations enjoy’d. As for the People of 
the Tribe of 1’omat, Baba Nevian who was 
fent againft them, treated them in fo cruel a 
manner, thac the Emperor himfelf was moved 
-with Pity when he receiv’d the Account of it, 
and order’d that care Ihould be taken to breed 
up and well educate the Children of thofe 
whofe Parents had had the ill Fortune to 
peril'll in the terrible Slaughter this General 
had made, and to marry their Wives and 
Daughters. 

Prince Cafe blue was much more to be Mirconde, 
rear’d than the Cans of Merkit and 7 omat? had 
he but known how to manage the King of 
7 nrqueflan his Father-in-Law, who was fo 
powerful a Prince, that he often aflum’d the 
Title of Padicbah. lurqueflan was then one of

1L v .’<■ nenher good-natur'd nor grateful, 
nod hail neither Honour nor Generality. And 
nonvirhfianuiiig the Obligations he had to his 
Varner-m-Law, the. many Favours lie had re¬ 
cta red.ci Him, and the Love he ought to have 
born him ; vet he ceafed not daily to do him ill 
Offices, ana excite Commotions amongft his 
Subjects, n.iv, to forward the Revolt of the 
Governours ot his Provinces, and even enter in¬ 
to a League himfelf with Mehemcd King of Cn- 
,, G 7 < ’s greateft Enemy. 

In fine. Cliffbtric retired from his Father-in- 
Law’s Court, and with fome malecontented 
f editions Pei fons w hom he had feduc’d, form’d 
a confiderable Body of Men, w hich in a fhort 
time was much augmented by the fcatter’d Re¬ 
mains of the Army of the King of the Naimatis 
his Father : and whi 1(1 Mebemed , as they had 
agreed, invaded Gitrctwh Kingdom on the Weft, 
he went to the Eaft, and ravaged and plunder’d 
his Father-in-law ’s Provinces ; who detefting 
his Ingratitude, refolv’d to be revenged on him. 
This King, tho he was far advanced in Year?, 
put himfelf at the head of a confiderable Ar-

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ray, and had ftiil Vigour and Courage enough An. Dora, 
to conquer his Son-in-Law in the Country of H 
Couakege: Moll The 

We mutt not omit to mention one Partial- Moufi. 
larity which Bin-Aias relates of this Country : 

He fays that in the Countr; of Couakege in T;rr- 
tjueftan there is a fort of Wood which they make 
ufe of to build Houfes, and is of fuch a Na¬ 
ture that Fire cannot burn it ; and a fort of 
Stone fo bright, or luminous, that the Inhabi¬ 
tants are lighted by it in the Night. 

In the mean time the King of Carizme made 
Conquefts in Turquefian on the Borders of Tranj- 
oxiana. He feized on almoft all the Countries 
that belonged to Gurcan. This Prince marched 
againft him, but had not the fame Succefs that 
lie had had again!! Cajchluc, for he narrowly 
tfcaped being made a Prifoner. The Weak- 
nefs attend : ng his Age gave opportunity to 
f vcral great Lords of his Kingdom to form fe- 
nitious Plots againtt him. His Kingdoms fell 
ail into great Diforders, of which he could not 
poffibly expefi: to live to fee an end. His 
Son-in-La\v return’d to give him a fecond Bat- * 
tel, in Which Cajchluc had the better. He took 
Gurcan , and in appearance treated him with 
refped ; but he render’d himfelf Matter of all 
his Kingdom and Treafure, and repaid with 
fuch bafe Ingratitude all the Obligations 
and Favours he had receiv’d from him, that 
Gurcan within two Years after died with 
Grief. 

Cajchluc prefently after this Battel befieged CondemC: 
the City of Cajchgar, where the King ufed to 
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reside; which City refufed to acknowledge 
any other Sovereign but Gurcans Son as the 
rightful Heir of the Kingdom.' The Inhabi¬ 
tants defended it vigoroully agaiuft Cafchluc, 
and the Siege Lifted long ; but the City was at 
laft taken, and he made the Inhabitants feel 
the utroofl Rigour of his Tyranny. * 

The City c ( Cafchgar was fituate in the 
forty fourth Degree of Latitude, and in ninety 
f,ve Degrees and twenty Minutes of Longi¬ 
tude. It was then the Capital of the Coun¬ 
try which Gurcan pofiefs’d in Turcpieflan. It 
had produc’d ferera! Men famous for Learn¬ 
ing. It was fometime call’d Ourdoukent, that 
is to fay, the.Royal City. And when Mar- 
copoh was in that Country, at Cafchgar, this 
City-, fays he, was fubjeft to the Grand Can 
Gurcnn *. It was from this City that the Simfc 
took their Original 7 . 

The principal Religion which the Inhabi¬ 
tants prefefs’d was Mahometanifn. The Ntj- 
torians had alfo Churches. And the fame 
Marcopoio acquaints us that this was a City of 
great Trade, becaufe it was in the- Road 
which all the Merchants pafs’d through who 
went to China. At this time the Country of 
Cafchgar is govern’d by a King of their own

Cot an, a City in Tugura, haute on the Con- Cotan a 
fines of ’Turqueflan towards the Eaft, in forty city of ike 
tv o Degrees of Latitude, had the fame fate as Yugur«s. 
Cafchgar. And Cafchluc in the end fubdued the Abulfeda, 
Country and City of Almaleg, , fituate in the^" 
fame Degree as Cafchgar, which belong’d to a 
7 urkijb Prince, who was at that time abfent. 

He furprized the Governour a hunting, and 
kill’d him: after which he got pofielfion of fo 
many other Countries, that it feem’d by his 
Sticcefles as if Fortune had prepared for him 
a great and iafting Felicity. 

The Mogul Emperor, mighty as he was, was 
alarm’d at this Prince’s Succefs, whom he ha¬ 
ted as much as he was hated of him ,• but be- 
.ingvery prudent, he would do nothing preci¬ 
pitately. He therefore fent a Lord of his 
Court to Sultan Mehemed King of Carizme, to 
endeavour to draw him from Cafchluc % lute- 
reft, whom he called the Naiman Prince. The 
Envoy fucceeded in his Negotiation without 
much trouble. Mehemed, who was alfo grown 
uneafy at Cafchluc s good Fortune, and had 
already fome Caufe to be difpleafed with this 
Prince, promifed to give him no Affiftance ; 
hoping indeed that Genghizcan and Cafchluc 
might ruin one another, or at leaft be both 
weaken’d, and that he in the end ffaould be a 
I 3 Gainer 
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An. Pom. Gainer by the Di(orders which a War between 
,21 ^ them would occafion. 

*2% ln tiie mean rime Cn fMuc did a great deal of 
’ Ox, MilVhief in the Countries into which he car- 
tied his Arms, and ill-sreated all thofe who 
Condcmir. v , ere not Idolaters. ’Tis faid, that in the 
Kingdom of Cotan, which he became Matter 
of, he canfed to be nail’d to the Door of a 
College, an Imam , or Mahometan Prieft, na¬ 
med Alad'm, who reprehended him for blas¬ 
phemous Expreffions which he utter’d againft 
Mahometanifm. 

The Report of the Cmelties of this Prince 
was fpread abroad every w here ; and GengkAcati 
being fecured of the King of Cin'z.me, made 
an advantageous ufe of the Complaints that 
} were reported of Cafchluc. He gave a kind Re- 
' ception to all the Envoys who came from the 
People on every fide, to entreat him to deliver 
them from this Tyrant. He readily promifed 
to fuccour them ; and for this effedt he gave 
Orders to H.bbe Nevian, one of his Generals, 
to go and make war with him as a Perfecutor 
of Mankind. 

7 Hubbe departed in the Spring of the Year 
121 (5. with that Army which the Emperor had 
on the Frontiersof Car neat ay, and enter’d into 
Turqueftan by the fide of Cafehgar. Cafchluc had 
Advice cf his coming, and immediately put 
himfelf at the Head of his Troops, and march¬ 
ed againft him, refolving to uie all his Efforts 
to beat the Moguls, this once at leaft ; but he 
was 4 b unfortunate as to lofe the Battel. Af-

HMe Nevian feized upon . Cafchgar t and Mrxr&e. 
caufed to be publifhed Liberty of Conicience, 
which the Ufurper had forbidden- Prince Cajlb- 
iuc at fir ft efcaped the Enemies Purfuit ■, but at 
laft he was taken as he was a hunting amongft 
the Mountains of Bedakbfchan, where he pafs’d 
for an Inhabitant of that Country. The Mo¬ 
guls knew him agdin, and cut oft' his Head, 
and brought it to Prince Hub be, who fent it 
to the Grand Can his Mafter, who b' this 
Prince’s Death was put into poffeffiou of all 
the Countries he had ufurped, and the Riches 
he had pillaged. This War ended in the 
Year 1217. when Genghiztan was about fixty 
four Years of Age. 

This Emperor having nothing more to Gengfe 
fear either from the Eaft, Weft, or Northern 
Parts of Afia, endeavour’d ro cultivate a fin- 
cere Friendfhip with the King of Cariime • cariamc. 
He therefore towards the latter end of this 
Year 1217. fent three Ambaffadors to him 
with Prefents, and a Letter which imported

was. They ncgle&ed not to follow' their In- 
ftru&ions in every Particular. And the King 
of Car fame , in the Audience he gave them, 
after having let them magnify their Mailers 
Greatnefs, fail'd not, .in his turn, to beaft of 
his own Power, Armies, and the Largenefs of 
his Empire ; in fhort, he deliver'd himielf with 
a great deal of Haiightinefs, 

Neverthelefs, there being amongfl: the Atn- 
bafladers one who was a Native of Carizv:e } 
Mehemed had him introduced into his Palace 
in the night, ■without the knowledge of his 
Collogues.

'Ji caii ^ c t ^ ieir different Intcre/ts and Dcfigns will 
Mel" iu continually occafion them to dtftruft each other; 
Lnpard. The King of Carizme could not fee Genghiz,cans 
Greatnefs, and the univerfal Veneration the 
People had for him all over Ajia, without re¬ 
gret ; efpecially when he came to refled that 
there was not a Prince amongft all the Moguls 
and Tartars, whether in the North, the Weft, 
orEaft Parts, who did not pay him Homage; 
that he gave Laws to the proudeft Princes, 
even to thofe who had mod oppos’d his Ele¬ 
vation ; that the Cans of Turqueftan , and, in a 
word, all the Potentates round about, fought 
the Friendfhip of this Mogul Prince, and flight¬ 
ed his : All thefe Confederations deftroy’d the 
Union that was between them. 

After two Years of Peace, the King of Ca~ 
rizme in returning from his Expedition againh 
Gazna, of which he render’d himfelf Matter 
in 1217. nfed the Moguls with lefsRefped than 
before; and his Subjeds committed fuch Ads 
of Hottility as obliged Genghizcari to com¬ 
plain of them to their King. Yet thefe Out¬ 
rages, which were the Subjed of thefe Com¬ 
plaints, were not the Caufe of breaking the' 
Peace: It was the Murder of the Mogul Mer¬ 
chants, as the Sequel will fhow. 

The King of Carizme being one of the prin¬ 
cipal Perfons in this Hiflory, and Monarch of 
Belzavy. a va ft Empire, it is methinks proper to fay 
fomething of his Family, and to tell by what 
means he arrived ' at that excelflve pitch of 
Greatnefs in which Getighizcan found him. We 
Ihall not here make mention of the Slaves who 
were the firtt Authors of it, but begin w'ith 
their Matters, who Were the Seljukide Princes, 
whofe Family this King had deftroy’d, and 
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who had been the moll illuftrious and moft 
powerful Sultans of Afia. 

The Seljukides took their Name and Original 
from Seijouc the Son of Dacac. 1 This Seh 
jouc was by Birth a Turk, who after having 
been a long time a General in the Army of 
JVararcan King of Tranfoxiana, was kill’d at 
the Age of a hundred and feven Years in a Bat¬ 
tel, in which he was engaged-fighting againft 
that Prince, who would have put him to 
Death, becaufe he fear’d him. He had four 
Children, Michayl or Michael , Mfes firnamed 
Bigou, Jonas, and Ifrael. Michael was the moft 
confiderable of them all, and he had dfo four 
Sons, 'to wit, Togrulbey, Jacar, Jafer, and 
Arflan. 

From this Family fprang three Branches, the 
eldeft and powerfulleft of which was that of 
Togrulbey. This Prince made himfelf Mafterof 
the great Empire of the Califs, and eftablifhed 
himfelf in Bagdad, A.D■ 105 j. Heg. 447. where 
Jie and his Defendants continued to reign to the 
fourteenth Generation. The fecond Eranch 
was that of Jafer-Bey, who was Sovereign in 
Quirman, and other Countries towards the Per - 
fan Sea and India, but it did not continue fo 
long as the other Branch. The Sultans of 
Iconia * made the third Branch. Cntlumifch 
the Son of Ifrael, and Nephew of Togrulbey, 
eftabliflied himfelf in Afia Minor, about Ann. 
Dom. 1050. Heg. 442. And thofe Sultans, tho 
far lefs puiflant than thofe k of the elder Branch,

yet lafted much longer ; for they did not end 
till after the Eftablifbment of the Ottoman Turks, 
■who began to reign in the Tear 1299 4 ; where¬ 
as the Seljukiies- of the eldeft Branch-came to 
an end in the Tear 1193. 

Michael the Father of Togrulkey had acquired 
a mighty Reputation by the great Actions he 
had done againft the Princes of Gazina; but 
his Son render’d himfelf yet more famous by 
the Conqueft he gain’d over thofe of Corajfane, 
Heg.^p. ; E ven the Califf himfelf ask’d his Affiftance 
■Rtignof a Rebel named Baffaciri , who had taken 

IhiKpAu- Bagdad, and was enter’d into the Capital City 
guftus. of the Mahometan Empire with the Egyptian 
An. Dom. Banners. Togrul reveng’d the Califf, freed him 
1053, from the Bonds in which Bajfacin had bound 
He g- 447 * him, and put the Traitor to death. He once 
again deliver’d this Prince from BcSjle 6 the Laft, 
and re-eftablifh’d him with Honour on his 
Throne the fecond time. 

Thefe fortunate Turns ferved as Steps to To¬ 
grul to afcend to the greateft Dignities. The 
Califf, to reward his Services, married his Sif¬ 
ter, and gave her as a Dowry a hundred thon- 
fand Crowns of Gold. He clothed him in 
royal Robes, and created him Sultan, An. Dom. 
toy 6 . Heg. 448. Publick Prayers were made 
for him, as for the Califf, in the Mofques. In 
fine, Togrul difpofed of all Employments in the 
Army, and all the Pofts in the Empire, as alfo 
of the Revenues. He govern’d the State, tho 
he bore but the Title of Sultan under the Califf,

Thefe firft Scljukide Princes, being naturally 
inclined to do great Adlions, fiich’as {poke their

even one of his chief Minifters w'as a Mufiiil- 
man ; and moreover, that they had nothing to 
fear as to the Moguls in that refpefl:, fince it 
mull be many Years before they could enter in¬ 
to thofe Countries which w'erc really the Ma¬ 
hometan . In fine, Naffer s Opinion prevail’d, 
anci it was refolved that a wife Man fhould

He rewarded all thofe who Gaz " nu 
had ferved him in his pah Wars, carcfs’d thofe 
who had not, and endeavour’d to gain by Kind- 
nefs and Prefents the Love of thofe turbulent 
Spirits whom he had reafon to fear ; in fine, 
he treated ail People, Moguls, Tartars, Turks, 
and Chinefe, in fuch a manner, that he was no 
lefs belo/d of the People he had conquer’d 
than of his own natural Subjects. 

He likewife made feveral Regulations in his 
own Family, and particularly in relation to 
the Princefles his Wi\es, who were very nume¬ 
rous. One Hiftqrian makes mention of near Fadlallah. 
five hundred, befides his Concubines ; and he 
fays, that amongft all thefe Ladies there Were 
five who had a greater Share of his Efteem than 
all the reft, and who confequently had much 
more Power over him : Gnzifuren, the Baugh- Mirconde. 
ter of the Can of the Naimans, w ho was Gen- 
ghizcan’s firft Wife ; Purta Cougine , Daughter to 
the Can of Ccngcraf, Oboulgine 7 , the Daughter Marrakef-

The Emperor- their Father, 
after having ft’. .died their Tempers ana Inclina¬ 
tions, which much pleafed him, refolved to 
make them his chief Minifters, and to confer 
upon them the mod important Polls in the Em¬ 
pire. He made Toufchican Mafter- Huntfman Abulfa- 
of the Empire. This was the moft oonfiderable 
Poft, becaufe of the Huntings with which the Djna 
Moguls were indifpenfably obliged to exercife 
themfclves. Ele chofe his fecond Son to be Chief 
Judge, and gave him the Title of the Direc¬ 
tor of the Law ®, and he order’d that all the 
Courts of Juftice in his Empire fhould be de¬ 
pendant on his. It wms Zagat aycan who ordain¬ 
ed the Punifhments inilifted on thofe who did . 
not obferve and beep the Laws, and took care 
to preferve them uncorrupted. Prince Octaycan 
had the Poll of chief Connfeilor: He fhow’d 
fo great Prudence and Wifdom, that Gengbiz,can 
judg’d him worthy of that Place, and under- 
took nothing of moment without confuting

CHAP. IV. 

The Kjt)g of CarizmeV Conduct towards the 
Moguls. The Mogul Merchants go to 
Carizme. 

G ENGHiZCAN \kzs imploy’d in regu¬ 
lating his Family, when he was inform’d 
that the Saltan Mehemed began to be wea¬ 
ry of the good Underilanding and peaceable 
Way of living they had both enjoy’d, and that 
in contempt of the Treaty of Peace made be¬ 
tween them, he committed Ads of Hoftility. 
The King of Carizaxe not believing the Moguls 
fo, valiant as they really were, tho he was not 
ignorant of the Conquefts they had made, all 
which he attributed lefs to their Bravery than 
the Cowardice of the People they had van- 
quifh’d ; he hence concluded that the Mahome¬ 
tans, being nfed to triumph over their Enemies, 
would nor fnffer themfelves to be vanquish'd 
by the Moguls: Thefe Confiderations made him' 
determine to break with Gettgh&can. For this 
reafon he fometimes fent Parties of his Sol- 
.diers into the Countries belonging to the Mo¬ 
guls, without leave from the Officers who com¬ 
manded there; and fometimes when they pafs’d 
with Permiffion, they abufed the People, as if 
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War had been declar’d between them.’ Nay, An. Don;, 
fometimes the Sultan’s Soldiers made Inroads l2I 7 - 
into the Mogul Turqueftan , and carried away all 6 ^' 
they could lay hands of. At laft he feized of a 
Province that had belonged to Cafcbluc, which 
the Grand Can pretended to have a right to Fadlallah- 
by the Law of Arms; and cne day, by Mehe- Mirccnde, 
med’s Order his Soldiers attack’d the Mogul 
Troops that guarded > he Frontiers of the Coun¬ 
try of Ardij'ch, and forced them, tho againft 
their Wills, to fight. 

T Ley, infhort, did more than enough to ir¬ 
ritate a Prirce, who often fa id, to inform the 
World to what a degree he was fenfible of In¬ 
juries, that the Anger of Kings was like Fire, 
which had need but of little Wind to make a 
great Conflagration. Yet all thefe Injuries 
w ere not fiifficient to provoke Geugbizcan to 
. refolve upon a War : Nay, he would not even 
m..ke reprifals; but, on the contrary, imagin’d 
that lie could gain the Sultan’s Affection by his 
Civility, and was refolv’d to make the Union 
between them flronger than ever. It is true, Abulfara^ 
feveral weighty Reafons inclined him to it; Hid. Dy-°* 
J firft the Commerce that he had refolved to naft. ?. 

• eftablifh between the two Nations, as well for 284, 
Gold Stuffs, Silver, and Silk, as alfo for other 
things of which he knew his Subjefls had need, 
and the Advantage ’of which 'he was not ig¬ 
norant of; befides, the Moguls were naturally 
c'ownifli, and he thought their being frequent¬ 
ed by, and often converting with Strangers, 

^ would polifli and improve them. We muff add 
to thefe Coonfiderations, that he had a great 
deflrc to know the Difpolitiori and Nature of 
the People of the Southern Parts of Afu, of 
which he had as vet but very little knowledge :

of Cartzme, as far as the City of Otrar, which 
the Arabs call Fatah.

In the mean 
time all the Merchants who were Natives of 
Canzone retired to Tranfoxiana, every one to 
his own Home and Town whereunto he be¬ 
longed. 


CHAP. V. 

The Mogul Merchants are ajj'affenated, and 
the Peace broken. 

Abulia- fTI H E Mogul Ambaflador, deceiv’d by the 
Kg e . JL civil Treatment the Governour gave him, 
was too open in fpeaking of the Money which 
the Merchants had brought with them, Gayer- 
cm; who came not behind any Governour in 
point 
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poult of Covetoufnefs, was trarifported to find An. Com/.’ 
fogood an opportunity to enrich himfelf. He 
wrote to the Sultan in a fubtileimanner, telling 6 \f’ 
him there were juft arrived in Otrar People uftj'n 
from Genghizcan, who faid they were Mef- 
chants, and a Man who call’d himfelf an Am* 
ballad or, but that he much fufpected them ; 
that they were very inquifitivc to inform thein- 
felVesof the Strength of the Places and Forces 
in that 1 Country, with an Exaetncfs that ap¬ 
pear’d to him to proceed from forac -farther De ¬ 
li gu than Curiofity only; in a word, that he 
believ'd them to be Spies, and that he was of 
opinion they fhould not have liberty given them 
to view the Countries, becaufe it feem’d to 
him that their Mafter had only Tent them to 
difeover the moft fafe and eafy way for him to 
invade the Sultan by. 

This Letter made a great Impreffion on Me- 
hemed. He Cent Orders to the Governour to 
watch the Moguls , and to do in this Conjunc- Abulia- 
ture whatfoever his Prudence fuggefted to him. ra S c = 
Gayercan , charm’d with receiving an Anfwer 
’ which fo favour’d the Defign he ftudied to bring 
about, refolv’d to murder the Mogul Merchants 
immediately, and even the Ambaflador himfelf, 
whom he irivited with all the Merchants to 
his Palace, pretending that he would inform 
them of the Sultan’s Anfwer which, he had 
received. He told him, that the King of 
Carizme had order’d him to treat the Moguls 
fpr fome days, and then to cortdnft them to 
his Court. Thus this Governour drew them 
all to his Palace, where he had prepar'd 
a great- Entertainment; but having them irf 
his power, ‘he caufed them to be fecretly mur¬ 
der’d one after another, and feized on all their 
Treafure. ' They were in number four hurt-

They de¬ 
clar’d the Subject of their Embafly, and ipokc 
fo fmartly, that the King of Caeizme, inllead 
of difavovviug his Kinfman’s Crime, cut oil: 
their Heads. It was thus the proud Sultan re¬ 
ceiv’d the Mogul AmbaiUidcrs, without relleft- 
ing on the Misfortunes that would attend his 
Cruelty, which all the Mahometans did in the 
end feel the Eftedt of. 

The Hiftorian AMiaraie tells us that Gen- 
ghizcau was fo touched with this barbarous Pro¬ 
ceeding o! I 4 U , tint he wept, and could 
take no Red .till he nad got all things in rcadi- 
nefs to revenge him. He went, fays this Author, 
to the top of a Hill, where uncovering his Head, 
he pray’dGod to profper hisUndcrtakingsagainft 
( a faithlefs Prince whom he was going ro pnnifii; 

■and he remain’d in this Place three Nights and 
Davs without tailing any Suftenance. In the 
middle of the third Night a Monk clothed in 
black appear’d to him in a Dream, and warn d 
him to fear nothing, for that he fhoiik^ be fuc~ 
cefsfuMn all his Undertakings. 1 he bmperm 
when he awoke was itruck with this Dream.

he came to him, the Grand Can faid, that 
in truth this Bifhop had the fame fafhion’d 
Habit that the Monk had on who appear’d 
to him, but not the fame Face : That the 
Bifhop anfwer’d him, that the Perfon whom 
his Majcfty had feen was certainly one of the 
Chriflian Saints: That from this time the Empe¬ 
ror had always a Love for the Chriftians, and 
treated them very honourably: And, that he 
fail’d not to publifh this Vifion to the Soldiery, 
who were more confirm’d by it in the Opinion 
they had already conceived that this Prince had 
a Communication with God.’ 

It is not furprizing that Genghizcan fliould 
employ the Fidtion of a Dream to animate his 
Soldiers,* fince many Heroes before him have 
had recourfe to the fame Expedient, Alexander 
the Great, for example, defirous to revenge 
himfelf upon the Tyrians, (who had libewifeput 
his Ambaflador to death) made his Army be¬ 
lieve that Hercules had appear’d to him, and took 
him by the Hand to introduce him into the 
City of Tyre. What makes me not credit the 
Abulia- Arabian Hiftorian, is, that he gives Geftghizcau 
an effeminate Character, in reprefenting him ir- 
refolute, : and fhedding Tears. All the other. 
Authors reprefent him in a manner much more 
iadiailab* becoming a Hero : They fay, that he was 
in a Rage when they brought him the News 
of the Ambafladors Deaths, and immediately 
?&coade, refolved to enter with Fire and Sword into 
■ :;w ■■ 1 : the 
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tbfeSultan’s Dominions ; that he caufed the An. Doro, 
Princes his Children, his Nevians, Emirs, and 12 I 7 - 
aU the other great Lords of his Court, to come 6 ^.f 
into his Prefence, not to confult with them a- ''iclf/rd!

of the Perfidy and Infolence of the King of :

It is related in Abulcair s Hiftorv, that when 
he recounted to them the Story of the Mer¬ 
chants being alfaifinated at Otrar by the Sultan's 
Confent, he fet forth their Deaths in fuch dif- .. 
mal Colours, that he filled all their Hearts with. 

Grief and Anger; and that he reprefented the 
Murder of the Ambaffadors with fuch Fire, that 
it infpired nothing but Vengeance and Fury, 

After having fpoke of Mebemed’s Crimes, he 
made mention of the other Afts of Hoitility 
committed in Turyueftan by this Prince’s Lieu- Mirconde. 
tenants, the Complaints of the Califf Naffer, 
the Death of Sc bee Mngcdeddm great Judge of 
the Ma)xrnetan Empire, who had been moft uii- 
juftiy condemn’d. He finifhed his Difcowfe 
with relieving how faithfully he on his part 
had obferved the Treaty of Peace with the Sul¬ 
tan : which fo fenfibly touched his Auditors, 
that looking upon the King of Cariune as a 
Monfter, they all offer’d to rifque their lives 
and Fortunes to revenge the Affront done to 
their Emperor and Nation. This Refentment of 
the Courtiers fpread it felf foon amongft the 
People ; and there was not a Soldier who did 
not flhow his Impatience to go againft fo de- 
teltable an Enemy.

G ENGHIZCAN feeing his Subjefis thus 
' incenfed againfi • his Enemy, like a'wife 
Man improv’d this favourable Opportuni¬ 
ty of executing his Defigns ; and knowing that 
Delays are always prejudicial in warlike Af¬ 
fairs, he commanded Prince Titli to lofe no rime 
in getting the Army ready. Tali fent Orders to 
the Generals in all Parts, to let them know the 
Emperor’s Pleafure. The chief Officers re¬ 
paired to Court, and were prefent in the laft 
“great Council that was held to confult on the 
Operations of the War which was going to be 
undertaken. After this, they return’d to their 
feveral Pofts, in order to bring their Troops 
to the Place appointed for the general Rendez¬ 
vous. An Exprefs was fent to Prince Toufcbi, 
who was at that time in Capfcbac , to warn him 
to be there at the time prefix’d. 

, After the Grand Can had fet on foot the 
number of Troops that he thought fit to draw 
cut of his own Empire, he wrote to the foreign 
Princes, both thofe who were in Friendfhip 
with him, and thofe- who paid him Tribute. 
He acquainted them with the Reafons he had 
to complain of the King of Car'tzme, and the 
Refoiurion he had taken to be revenged of him 
: ; ‘ . by 
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by the Sword for the Contempt that Prince had An. Dom; 
Ihown of his Friendfhip. He invited them all 1218. 
to partake of the Laurels he promifed himfelf ” c = 6l /‘ 
to gain, and defired them to join him mime- 1 °h,!-c 
diately with their Troops. 

In the mean time, to prevent the Troubles Mjvconds. 
that might arife in the Empire during his Ab¬ 
sence, he every where eftabliflied wile and ex¬ 
perienced Governours, and principally in China 
and Mogoliflan. He alfo ordain’d that Levies 
Ihouh'i be made, both to fend to him during 
his Expedition, as alfo to keep his conquer’d 
Subjects in awe who might be inclined to re- . 
bcl; and, in fine, he drew out of China, Cara- 
catay , and Mogohftan , all thofe great Men whom 
he thought able to give him any diftur- 
bance, cither by their Credit with the People, 
or by their aftivc Spirits : and thus under pre¬ 
tence of doing them Honour, or giving them 
Employments, lie clear’d his Provinces of all 
the feditious Ringleaders of the People. He 
alfo made fome new Laws, which he thought 
neceflary for the regulating his Soldiery : He 
forbid, under pain of Death, the Moguls to be¬ 
take themfelves'to flight without fighting, what 
Danger foever there might be in refilling. As 
all the Divifions and Commands in his Army 
ran upon the number Ten, he eftabliflied a Law, 
importing, that if of ten Commanders whofc 
Troops were joined together in one Body, one 
of the Officers' or Troops fliouid offer to break 
their Ranks ana fly, without' the whole Body’s 
joining in i:, they fliouid be kill'd upon the 
fpot without delay. He alfo made it Death tor 
any out of ter,, v, ho feeing their Companions 
engaged in fight, did not go to alhft them ; or 
who being prefent at the taking of one of their 
Comrades Prifoner, did not endeavour to free 
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. him. He appointed the proper Arms which each 
Soldier fhould carry ; the chief of which was 
' the Sabre, the Bow and Quiver full of Arrows, 

E and the Battle-Ax, with fome RopesThe Of¬ 
ficers were to have Helmets and Breaft-plates 
either of Leather or Iron, or an entire Armour 
or Coat of Mail; and it was not forbidden 
the private Soldiers to wear Armour if they 
were able to buy it. Thofe who were rich 
were obliged to arm their Horfes in fuch a 
manner, that their Enemies Arrows could not 
wound them. It was alfo ordain’d that the 
Soldiers, whether in Sieges or other martial 
Enterprizes, fhould do nothing but what was 
purfuant to the Tenour of the Laws ,• and that 
if any were found to aft otherwife, they fhould 
be punifh’d with the utmofl Severity. 

To thefe Regulations the Emperor added ons 
more : He commanded, that if he died in this 
War which he was now going to undertake, 
the Books in which the Laws were written 
fhould be brought and read in the Prefence of 
his Children in the midft of the Affembly, when 
they eleded a Grand Can, to the end that the 
Eledion might be made according to the Laws, 
and that the new Can might regulate his Con- 
dud by them in all that concern’d him. 

When ail thefe Preparations for War were 
compleated, Genghizcan came with the Princes 
his Sons, and the reft of his Court, to the- 
Place where he had affigned his Generals to 
meet; and there he found his Army aflembled, 
the fined Sight he had ever feen. And a Hif- 
• torian, to deferibe their Strength and Number, 
makes the Spies whom the King of Car fame 
had fen t to view them, fpealc thus: They are, 
fay they to the.Sultan, all compleat Men, vi¬ 
gorous, and look like Wreftlers; they breathe 
■ nothing 
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nothing but War and Blood, and (how fo great An. Dorn, 
an Impatience to fight, that the Generals can >?i»- 
fcarce moderate it: yet tho they appear thus 6, {- 
fiery, they keep themfelves within the bounds 
©f a drift Obedience' to Command,' and are 
intirely. devoted to their Prince ; they are 
contented with any fort of Food, and are not 
curious in the choice of Beafts to eat:, like 
Muflulmen, fo that they are fubfifted without 
much trouble; and they not only cat Swincs- 
Flefh, but feed upon Wolves, Bears, and Dogs, 
when they have no other Meat, making no dif- 
tinftion betwixt what was lawful to eat, and 
what was forbidden ; and the Neceffity of fup- 
porting Life takes from them all that Diflike 
which the Mahometans have for many forts jof 
Animals : As to their number, (they concluded} 
Genghizcan’s Troops feem’d like the Grafs-hop- 
pers, impoffible to be number’d. 

In reality, this Prince making a review of Abulcai'r, 
his Army, found it to confift of feven hundred f- n* 
thoufand Men. This is not furprizing, when 
we confider the great Extent of the Countries 
Genghizcan had fubdued, and re (left, that be- 
fides his own Troops, he had all his Friends 
and Tributaries, and even thofe of the Sultan’s 
Enemies, which were joined with the Empe- Condemn 
ror’s, and therefore his Army might be as nu- 
merous as is reported. And it is not an uncx- ‘‘ 
ampled thing in Afia for a Prince to have fuch 
a mighty Army : That of Darius was com¬ 
pos’d of feven hundred and fifty tnoufana 
Men, as is credibly reported, when lie made 
war againft Alexander. But let tu.ii. oe «•> m.

‘and Tar- the Northern, that is to fay. Cat hay, was under 
tars irruf- the Moguls, as were a!fo both the Tartarys , the 
ticn. Eaft and North, with a great part of the Weft, 
and of Turqueflan. The Sultan Mehemed pcf- 
. fefs’d slfo feveral Parts of Twqneflan and all 
‘Tranfoxiana ; befides which, he was Mailer of 
. the beft part of the Empire of Perfia, call’d by 
the Perfians Iran-, and all the Corajfarts, all the 
Frontiers of India, the Country of the Medes, 
which was called Azerbijana, and the Per Jim 
Hircania otherwife called Irac Agemi, were de¬ 
pendent upon him. The antient Perfia, called 
Pars, of which Schiraz was the Capital, and 
feveral other Provinces, lived under Ids Go¬ 
vernment. In a word, the Sovereigns of the 
antient Empires cf Perfia, and the Medes and 
Parthians, were a!moft all become fubject to 
him, and paid him Tribute. 

Georgia and the Countries adjacent had their 
own particular Princes who were independent. 
As for the great Armenia, its King paid Tri- 
, bute to the King of Carizme. The Cali ft Naf¬ 
fer reign’d , in Bagdad over Chaldea, otherwife 
called Irac Arab)’, over a part of Mefopotanlia, 
the three Arabia’s, and fame other Countries 
of Perfia. The Atabewhe Princes of Moufel, 
improperly call’d Niniveh, the Dcfceudents of 
the great Noureddin Prince of Syria, polfefs’d 
alntoft all the reft of Mefopotamia ; but 'the Ci¬ 
vil Wars, caufed by the Minority of' Najfered- 
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• Jin and by Ambition, held thefe Princes in Aa. Dam, 
Arms one againft another. At this time the tzl ^ 
Sttcceffors cf Saladin were alfo very powerful, 
one part of Syria had fubnntted to them c , and 'p a -i 
Egypt acknowledged them for Sovereinp*

The Chriftians Affairs in Pahftine were at William 
this time in a very ill pollute j they had loft °f T y re ’ • 
th^ Kingdom and City of Jerufakm, which,' 
with many others, were taken from them by 
Saladin, Ann. Bern. 1187. Heg. p 83. and there 
remain’d in their hands but fome few Places, 
as the City of Acre or Ptokmais, which Philip 
Auguftus King of France, aided by Richard King 
of England, had conquer’d, according to the 
. account of William of Tyre, in r jgi. or 1192. as 
alfo the City of Tyrus, Cecftarea, and 7 ripoly in 
Syria. This was pretty near the State of Affairs 
in Afic. at the time of the Moguls Irruption 
in 12x8. and 1219. wlrilft Louis the Son of Phi¬ 
lip Auguftus, according to Calvifius, was em¬ 
ploy'd againft the Albigenfes.

Thcfe he 
join’d with thofc of Tour an, who were under Fadhllah, 
the Command of Gelaleddin the Son of Mebtwed . 
and then the Sultan went and view’d his Ar¬ 
my, taking upon himfelf the Command of the 
Troops of Iran ; and when all the Army was 
come together, they were found to be four hun¬ 
dred thoufand fighting Men *. 

Tho this Army was very great, yet it was 
far inferiour in number to that of the Moguls . 

Some Cartemean Generals, on the Spies report, 
took the Liberty to reprefent to the Sultan 
the Inequality of the Armies; but this Prince 
w-as too proud to hearken to their Remon- 
flrances : ‘ Do you fear the Moguls, faiu lie; Abuksir. 

* and do you not well know, that if they have/- 
‘ more Men than we, yet to ballance that we 

* have more Courage than they ? The Moguls 
. * are but Moguls, that is to fay. Enemies whom 

. * we have no reafon to fear. If they have 

* gain’d fome Advantages, and vanquifh’d fome 

* Nations, they were only Pagans who were 

* unskill’d in the Art of War; but now they 
‘ are going to deal with Mahometans who 
‘ are well verfed in Arms, who have con- 

* quer’d Per pa and all the reft of Iran, anti 

* whom no Nation or People has as yet been 
'* able to conquer; Men who have triumph'd 

‘ over the mod warlike Nations in all Ajia :

The King of Carizme’s Generals obey’d, and 
the Army was conducted thither in fo good 
Order, that nothing was wanting. This Prince 
kept his Word, he pail the River of Jaxavus ’ 
with his Troops, and led them to Otr.rr , not 
doubting but that the Mogul Emperor had a 
delign upon that City, both becaufe of the 
bloody Scene that had been aded there, and by 
reafon it would open him a free PatTage into 
the very Heart of the Kingdom of Cariz>me. In 
fhort, he found the Moguls in a Place called 
Caracou. The two Armies immediately pre¬ 
pared to fight, and in a little time the Squa¬ 
drons and Battalions on both iides appear’d 
ranged in Order of Battel. Then the great 
Trumpet Kerrena, which was fifteen Foot 
long, was founded ; the Erafs Timbrels call’d 
Com. the Drums, Fifes, and other warlike In- 
fl [ 1, founding the Charge. The

But Genghizcay, not much 
furprized at their Succefs, fent other Troops, 
under the Command of dtulican, to fupport 
Tdoufchi, wlulfthe at the Head of the main Bo¬ 
dy of his Array with his Son Zagatay fell up$n 
the Sultan, who very ill-treated his Left Wing. 

This Shock was terrible. The Carizmeans, a- 
xiimated by the Example of their King, who 
fought with extraordinary Bravery, maintain’d 
the Advantage they had gotten as long as they 
were able ; yet notwithftanding the Refolution 
with which the Sultan fought, he faw himfelf at 
laft forced to quit the Field of Battel, and be¬ 
gan to give back, when the Prince his Son, - af¬ 
ter having beat the other Troops fent again!!; 
him, made hafte to rejoin him, and renew’d 
the Fight. The Mahometans took frefh Cou¬ 
rage, and return’d to the Charge with more 
Fury than before. Gelaleddin did on this occa- 
lion moft fupriziug things, and the very com

Strength, and to provide for the Safety of the 
reft the beft he could.

The Siege of Otrar. 


S O fcon as the Princes OElay and Z agamy haci 
received their Orders from the Grand Cat: 
their Father to befiege Otrar*, they marched 
their Troops and fat down before that Place, 
having firft got Provifions, and all other 
things nerelVary for a Siege which they with 
reafon judged, would laft long. Some of the 
Inhabitants of that ’ City being taken and 
brought before them, inform’d them, that, be-

■ that the Befieged could not want any thing for 
a long time; and that Gayercetn had turn'd out

• Octay and Zagatny fent word to the Grand Abulcair, 
Can what Condition the Place was in that they P '4' 
Were going to befiege, which obliged the Em¬ 
peror to go in Perfon and view the Place. Being , 
come there, he fee up his Pavilion before the 
Walls, took a view of the Outworks, and having 
well examined them every where, gave thefe 
■Princes his Advice, or rather his Commands, 

.what to do ; and then he vent (orlraiifixiam, 
where he had great Defigns to execute. Alter 
his Departure the Princes firft fixt the Quarters 
•for the Army round about the City ; and then 
fortifying themfelves, order’d out: fome Troops 
to guard their Convoys of Provilions. In a 
. word, they ufed all means imaginable to ren- 
. der themfelves foon Matters of the Place. 

Gavercan on his fide took all the Mcafures iM.p. 15. 
poflible to defend hirofelf. He employ’d the 
Inhabitants and Soldiers in fortifying their 
Walls ftill more than they were before, railed 
new Towers ro incommode the Befiegcrs, and. 
regulated the Quantity of Victuals that he 
would permit them to confume every day.

jnade in their Walls ; and thev were reduced to 
retire and defend themfelves behind their in¬ 
ward Works, which were in truth no lefsftrons 
than their firft. 

Yet this Change of Affairs did not defpirit Mircondc. 
their Governour. He was a Man of Wit and 
Courage, and infpired the Befieged with fo 
great an Averfion for the Enemies, as. being I- 
dclaters, that the Inhabitants and Gatifon re- 
folved to fufifer the laft Extremities rather than 
to yield : So that the Moguls, to pleafe 'Gen- 
ghizcan, for four Months ufsd their uemoft Ef¬ 
forts to take the Place, bnt could not. Gaga- Mallab. • 
can, who expe&ed nothing but Death if the 
Town fell into their hands, every day invent¬ 
ed new'ways to prolong the Siege ; yet he 
had by this time loft the bcfl Pa p t of his Troops,

f*i6' Couriers to inform him of what pad, amazed 
at their making fo long a Defence, forbid Ids 
Soldiers killing Gayercan, that he might have 
the punifbing of him himfelf ; for he did not 
think fo wicked a.Man merited fo honourable 
fadlallah. a Death, as fo die in Fight. This Order cod 
a great many Moguls their Lives ; for being 
commanded to fnare the 'Governour, they 
were obliged to pick out thofe they would 
aim to kill : whereas the Carhjneatts having 
nothing to take care of, kill’d a great many 
more of t he Enemies than they loft of their own 
People. The Befiegers however ftill bringing 
up Ire.fn Troops to relieve thofe who were 
tired, at length found an end of their Ene¬ 
mies, and Numbers carried the Day.

The Sieges of the Cities of Saganac, Uz- 
Jkend, Alichafche, Fcnaket or Toncat, 
by Toufchican. 


D URING the Siege of Otrar, Gengklz,- 
can got Information after what manner 
the King of Camme had difpofed his Forces : 
and now knew, that bcfidcs the fixty thoufand 
Men he had ‘ detached for that City, he had 
fent fire thoufand to "Junde to ftrengthen that 
Garifon; and that the.Governour of the Coun¬ 
try kept ten or twelve thoufand Men at Saga- 
vac and IJzkendi that there were as many more 
at Tomat, which fome call Fenaket, twenty thou¬ 
fand a t 'Bocm-a, a hundred thoufand at Samarcahde, 
and in the City of Damme and other Places pro¬ 
portionable : the Sultan thinking to fecure thefe 
Cities by fending ftrong Garifons into them. 
The Grand Can on this Information, refolded to 
befiege the Places that were of moft Importance, 
and neareft the River Jaxartes,, to the end he 
might 
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. might leave no Place behind him that could An. Dome 
give bun any trouble when he was gone farther 12I 9« 

* off, and employ’d in jfome other Siege. Heg,.<5itf; 

Jaxartes is a River in Tanary, which the a-ftoJiu. 
Orientals, as we have already taken notice, 
called Sibon; and befides its particular Name, 

/ it likewife took . that of the Territories it lh ” <f the 
ran thro, as of the Country of A![chafe be' a nd R ^ J “* 
••, lik$wtfeV the Country of Ob^, 'where it 
was call’d the River Cogende, and fo changed its 
Name in other Countries thro which ft pall. 

It had chiefly two Sources, which it fprung 
from in Mount Imam, from whence it took its 
courfe towards the Weft, winding by the Coun¬ 
tries cf Fergane, Cogende, Alfchafcbs, Feral/, and 
Tome others, to pafs into the Cafpian Sea, where 
it difeharged itfelf with great Violence. This 
is the River which Alexander the Great, ac¬ 
cording to C Lelieved to be the 

Tanais, and which he crofted over upon a Bridge 
of Boats to go againft the Scjtbianfwrho moieft- 
ea him, being in fear that he would incommode 
them, by means of the City he had caufed to be 
, built on the Banks or this River, by him r.a- 
, med Alexandria. 

Gengbhxan having entnifted the Manage¬ 
ment of this Expedition to Prince To/jchi, he 
fent him Orders, fo foou as In \ 
the reducing of Otrar, to befiege the Cities cf 
Sagauac, 'jitnde, and die others, of which they 
muft become Mailers before they could under¬ 
take the Conquefc of Tranfoxiana. At the lame 
rime he fent to him Elac Nevian, a moft expe¬ 
rienced Captain, to ferve him :u Lieutenant 
General, with Orders to take with him twenty 
thoufand Men of the Troops that had been at 
wi Siege of Otrar, to the end that Tvaf.b:

uS. The *foufcbi began his Expedition with the Siege 
Cractiile. of Saga,me : and the Emperor having forbid 
him to m 1 i ci ’ii tnofc Places which he con’d 
Mucondc. reduce b ’ c^ns, he endeavour’d to gain 
the Inhabitants of this City, by perfuading 
them to avoid the Miferics that a Siege is al¬ 
ways attended with. Fcr this purpofdne chele. 
an Officer, in whom lie placed much Confi¬ 
dence, and svho had been long known to the 
People of that Country, by having had Com¬ 
mercewith them in times-part. This Officer, 
who was called Hagi Huffj.ii , did not l r„ * 
take Mcafures for his own Security before u« 
enter’d thus City, and the Govn.ioi r 1 r 
him his Word that he fiiould be kmal .. 

When he Was come into the City, led < 1 
that the principal Inhabitants fiiould meet to¬ 
gether with the Governour, that he mignt. 
make kuov- n to them the Purport of his Com- 
miffion, which was granted him ,• the molt 
confidcrable Perfons of the City repair’d to 
the Place appointed, follow’d by a great many 
of the People. 

Haffan firft reprefented to them in pompous 
■Terms the Greatnefs of his Mailer GenghHcan, 
the Conquefts. he had gain’d, the great Advan¬ 
tages they would reap by being his Friends, 
and the Dangers they would expofe themfclves 
to in drawing his Hatred upon them. He likc- 
w:ie allured them of the fweet Temper and 
Gcneroiiry of Prince 7 onfeby his General, from 
whom he came to offer them the Emperor’s 
Friendfhip ; and afiur’d them they fiiould be 
treated with all the Gentlenefs imaginable, 
if they would put the City into his Hands. 


He 
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He had not time to fay any mor^. Tfie'An. Dom. 
Propofal of yielding up the City fo difpleafed 12I 9- 
. them that they interrupted him. The S' 2 ’ 6 'J" 
chief. Officers whole Tempers were naturally a-fccdiU. 
haughty, and who did not defirc to thange 
/■ their -Mailer, ruddy flopp’d his Mouth, and 
> caufed a great Tumult, the People fecond- 
ing them j nay, even the Garifon join’d with 
.. the:p, aniXthey fa id a thoufand abufive things 
to the Prince’s Envoy. The Dilbrder was fo 
great, that the unfortunate was torn to 

pieces by the enraged Populace. 

The News of this baroarous action ranch Mircomic. 
afflicted 'lottfchkan, who.detefted the Inhuma¬ 
nity of this People. He excited his Soldiers 
to revenge it, .and made them fwear that they 
would never flicath their Swords till the City 
was in their power, and they bad punifned the 
traitorous Murderers- The Siege was under¬ 
taken with incredible Alacrity. They attack’d 
the City with great Fury, and the Bcffeged de¬ 
fended it with equal Bravery ; and knowing 
they could not hope for any Mercy, they 
, fought as Men who were defperate. But not- 
__ vxthftanding their Valour and Obftinacy the 
Place was taken, and the Mogul. r plunder’d it, 
and kill’d all the Officers and Soldiers which Kt; rconi -r r: 
gari foil’d it; nor did they fpare th.e principal in Riv.k 
I nhabitants, and more than one half of them Aflifo. 
paid with their Blood for Hagi Hnffan’s Mur¬ 
der. The City had been razed to the ground 
if they had not had occafion to keep it, in order 
. to profecute the War; and only the neceffitv of 
preferving it for their own ufe, caufed them to 
pardon the reft of tile Inhabitants. But as a 
pufcick Teftirnony of Rcfpefl to the Officer’s..

« Out of the City fome Provilions and other^Ne- 
celTaries for his Army, without buffering the 
leaft InjU.-yto be done them, and punifh’d eve- 
ry Soldier that dared to take any thing Deforce. 

He would not even fuffer his Troops to jmke 
any long fray in the Neighbourhood of XJz,quend, 
out of Complaifance, but marched direitly to 
Alfchafche , where all thole who were willing to 
fhow their Love to the Sultan join’d the Ga- 
rifen. All thefe People together defended that 
City fo bravely, that it. was not taken without 
a great Effhfion of Blood. 

Alfchafche was a very beautiful City,, and Abulfei 
every Houfe had a Garden well water’d. It Geo S r ° 
was lituate near the River Jaxartes, at four 
Days Journey from the City of Cogende. So 
foon as Toufchican had reduced it, he marched 
his Army towards Junde, a City lituate on the 
Borders of Turqueflan , and at a fmall diftance 
from the River Jaxartes. Several learned Men 
having lived in this Place, have render’d it fa¬ 
mous. It was out of this City, and fome o- 
thers in this fame Country, (according to Mir- 
conde’s report) that twenty Scythian Ambafla- 
dors went to meet Alexander, hearing the Fame 
of his great Vi dories; and reproach’d Him of 
Jbeing too ambitious, praying him if he were 
a God to fhew it by doing good to Men, and 
if but a Man, to refleft on the Uncertainty of 
his own Condition, inftead of proceeding far¬ 
ther %ith delign to rob them of their Goods 
and Quiet. The Governour who commanded 
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An. Dom. jn Jmck , ,at this time was called Ctuluc-Oin. 

6 City and ail the Country belong’d to 
Mop* t he bhn 111 property:; for which reaion he bore the 
Crf'oriile. Title of Can. He inherited this fmall Sovc- 
L/YNj reignty from his Father, who had voluntarily 
fubtnitted to the* Sultan oi-Carixme. He was . 
poflefled of great Riches, and had promifed to 
make a brave defence, if he was attacked; but, 
far from keeping, his Word, he did buy hear the 
Moguls were coming, and iihmediaceiy thought 
of nothing but how to fave himfelf and his 
Tr.eafurc, He paft.over the River into a JDe~ 
fart, and thence retired near as far as the City 
cf, C-arizme -,, which the Miferies of the War had 
not yet reached, 

Mirconde. Thofe' who, Fay’d' mjunde, willing to re¬ 
trieve, the. Honour of their Country, refoivd 
rather to perifh than abandon the Place with- 
. .-oat-driving to defend it. They made Provi¬ 
sion of. a!! things nccefl'ary to fuftain a Siege, 
and ' put thcmfelvcs into a condition to oppofe 
th.e;r Enemies. ''Toufchkxn lent a Captain to 
them, named Gitmur , to premife them all kind 
of/good Treatment, if they would open their 
Gates to..him.' Gitmur obtained a Conference, 
Abuicair, and reprefented to them, firft, the Murder com- 
ifi. mitted on the Body of Hajjan at Saganac, and 
the cruel Revenge it had drawn upon that Peo¬ 
ple ,i then he propofed to them in a moft infi- 
nuating manner to fubmit themfelves to the 
Grand Can, and avoid his Difpleafure. Some 
part, of the People who heard him, hearken'd 
to his Proposals, and ccmfented to receive the 
Piince into the City ; but others, who were 
the major Part, were not of that Opinion, and 
it wanted but little that Gimur had been treated 
like Hajfan: And lie had certainly loft his Life, 
not\yiil)ftancjing his. Eloquence and good Be- 
• haviour. 
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ii^viour^.if thofe People who approved his Pro- ‘ 
Pfwk* had not helped him to make his efcape. 
Fitts Officer returned toToufchican ; and‘after f! 
having informed him of the ill Succefs of his t 
Negotiatitn, he gave him an account of the ■„ 
rotate of the Place, as far as he had been able 
ro difeover. He had obferved the Strenst. 1 
the Walls and Towers of Junde in fuel! ;fWin- 
ner^that he judged it would cod a great deal 
of time to'sake the Place by Force and that 
they fh'ould lofe abundance of Men. He there¬ 
fore propofed to Prince Tonfch! this Strata¬ 
gem, to caufe Bridges to be laid over Part 
of the Ditch,, which was full of Water, laying 
that he mjght more eafily fcale the Walls at 
that Part of the Ditch where the Enemies 
thought themfclves mod fecure. He iliew'd to 
him the Places he thought mod proper for 
the execution of this Enterprise, and allured 
him they fhould furprize the Befieged as they 
defired. The Prince did not altogether dis¬ 
approve the Captain’s Notions, but having 
prepared a ftore of Engines and Machines of all 
forts for a Storm, he wifhed he could have 
made fome ufe of them; for this reafon he 
offer’d many Objections to Gitmm’s Propofal j 
. to all which he anfwer’d fo fully, that at lad 
Tmifchi yielded to agree to whatever fhould be 
refolved in a Council of War, which was held 
that fame Day. Every one fpoke his Opinion 
on this occafion, and Gitmur communicated his 
Delign; but the Lieutenant General of the 
,Armv having another in his Head, fpoke a- 
gainft the Captain’s, rejected the Thought of 
rendring themfelves Matters of the Town by 
Surprize, when they could have it a nobler 
way^and endeavour’d to perfuade them that it- 
waseafy to take it by open Force.

falfe’Attacks ihouid be made, and all the Ero 
gines fet a playing on that fide of the Tov r: 
which he thought the veakeft, and that the; 
. fnonld feem to abandon that which was bed 
fortify’d. Thus they hoped that theft: Attack.- 
would draw all the Forces in the Town to ths, 
fide, and during that time they might without 
being molefted fcale the Walls on the other 
' They agreed upon the Time and Manner, an 
named the Troops that-Should- be employ’d : 
executing this Enterprize, and thg Battalion 
that fhould ftipport them.: In fine, it was de 
termined that fo foon as the Bridges were laid 
they fhould fallen on the Wall two Ladders o 
light Wood to begin the Scalado, and a cer¬ 
tain number of Soldiers mount the Walls tc 
faften mcre-Ladders. 

Mirconde, Gitmur, who was a good Engineer, built the 
Bridges himfelf as.he thought fit; and whe;

warlike Inftruments. Whilft the Mogul Engi¬ 
neers caufed the great Engines to be brought 
up againft the City, their Soldiers kill’d with 
their Slings, or drove from the Walls the Be- 
fieged who appear’d on them to hinder their 
Approaches. So foon as the battering Rams 
and the other Engines, began to play, all the 
Garifon ran to the Attack, and abandon’d 
their other Poll s. : Gitmur on his fide fo foon 
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, and raifed the two Ladders, one of which he An. Dom, 
immediately mounted himfelf to animate his 121 9* 

. aoWiers, who following, foon fatten’d fo great . He S’ 6 ,f„ 
^umber of Ladders, that the Troops enter’d c^'cMe. 
the Town, and advancing to the Gate thev dc- 
fi §*» to fecure, feized the Centiuel and Soldiers 
whtTguarded it; and making themfelvcs Mas¬ 
ters of it with little Noife, open’d it, arid let 
in feycral Troops ol the Moguls, who took pof- 
feffion of the principal Places. The Befieged 
were no fooner informed that one of the Gates 
%vas furprized, but they were feized with Fear,, 
and abandon’d the Care of the Places attacked, 
every one thinking of nothing but where to 
hide himfelf. 

Thus was the City of Junde taken without 
any Lofs on either fide ; for the Moguls meet¬ 
ing with no Refiftance, did not deftroy any¬ 
body : which was very extraordinary in fitch 
a Conjunfture. They (pared the Inhabitants, 
bccaufe they had not kill’d the Moguls ; and 
they put but two or three to death, who had 
abufed Gitmur in the Conference he had had 
with the People. But if they put not the Peo¬ 
ple to the Sword, in return they plundered them 
'of all their Goods. They commanded them 
on pain of death to leave the City, and to re¬ 
tire to a neighbouring Plain. They obey’d this 
Order with much hafte; Men and Women, 

Old and Young, all ran to the Place. The 
Mailers and Slaves flood undiflinguiflled to¬ 
gether, waiting what their Enemies fhould do 
with them; imagining they had drove them 
out of the City with no other defign than to 
maflacre them all together with more Cruelty. 

But thera was no harm done them, only Com- 
milfaries were order’d to take an account of 
the number of the Citizens. After which. 
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An.Dora, they left a flrong Garifon in the City, and 
P erm i tte< ^ ^ 1C Inhabitants to return to their 
Mwr. Ths Houfes, where they found what the Moguls had 
. creetdiU. left them, which was only what they could not 
V’V > - / carry away. A Mogul Officer, named Alicuja- 
who was a Mahometan, was made Gove^souf 
of the Place. 

Tonfchican, after the Reduction of this Place., 
divided his Army into two Bodies, -'giving-fifty 
thoufand Men to Elac Nevian, to go and fub- 
due the Countries of Jlac, Alfchafche, and Co- 
gen de ; and he order’d the reft cf the Troops to 
keep the open Country, and facilitate the ta¬ 
king of Cogende , which he bad received Orders 
to befiege by the faid Lieutenant-General. Elac 
Nevian being provided of ail things of which 
he flood in need to perform this Expedi¬ 
tion, marched into line; and to j unify the 
Prudence of the Emperor his M.Jlcr in t 
choice he had made of him, he refolved to 
ufe all the Prudence and Skill he was (. prL^ 
of. As an earnefi of which, he fit A nv>-c > „r 
his Army w : ith fuch fpeed,. that. t ^ of 

Maras i* Jlac and Alfchafche believed them far otr trem 
Am Abul- their Country,J when they were lurpnzed with. 
• * . hearing they were arrived in it: on which rncy 

furrendred many Places to them w ithout fight¬ 
ing, which might have made fome refiftance, 
and retarded the Siege of Cogende. 

Tope at, which Abnhatr .calls Darnhlra 
was the moft confiderable Town of all thofe 
which the General Elac Nevian took before 
lie went to Cogende; therefore he was forc’d 
to befiege it to make it furrender. It was fi-

'for his own'Army if he took it. and Said Stores 
in it, refolved to befiege it in form, if hecouid 
not reduce it any other way. 1 ms Cm? was 
rather a Place of Pleafiire than Strength. 1 he 
purling Brooks water’d almoft every Street. The Abu'feda. 
Suburbs and Country-Seats were all well fup-]>. 232. 
plied with Water ; and an infinite number of 
Gardens full of Fruit-Trees render’d it a charm¬ 
ing Place to reiide.in. It was full of murmuring 
Fountains, all environ’d with many the moft 
delightful Walks in the World. In fine, it was 
a common Saying, that God never made a. 
more delicious Dwelling’than that City. Its 
Situation near a River, its Walls and Cailie, 
had always’defended it againft the Tarquc-fiau 
Rovers and Bands. Its Inhabitants were not 
frighted at the Moguls' A pproach. _ The Bev who 
govern’d it was fo bold as to retnfe to lurreii' 
der it on their Summons.

CHAP. X. 

The Siege of Cogende, and the Hijlory 
of Timur Melic. 

T HE City of Cogende was lituate in a- 
bout forty one s Degrees and twenty five 
Minutes of Latitude. It was large and well 
1 fortify’d. It extended itfelf along the Banks 
of the River Jaxartes, in a fertile and beau* 
.tiful Country, which rendred its Situation ex¬ 
ceeding pleafant. Befides, it was within feven 
Dalys Journey of Samarcande, and had the Ad¬ 
vantage of trading in Musk and other odori-

6^6. t * ie ^ ru ‘ ts > an ^ particularly the Bravery of 
Mag. rhe its Inhabitants, made it a Place highly elteem’d. 
Crocodile. It had for its Sovereign' Prince Timur Melio. 
Vyv who was a Can that pay’d Tribute to the Sul¬ 
tan of Cartz.me, with whom he lived in per fee' 
Amity. ' - 

Abukair, Toufchkan kept at fome diftance with his 
1 ^‘ Army, to hinder the Garifons of feveral Places 
from getting together to difturb Elac Ne : 
vian, to whom it was befides necelfary to 
leave all the Provifions that remain’d in the 
Country of Cogende , this General having bat 
few Magazines there to fubfift his Army. So 
foon as the Moguls were come before Cogende. 
they fortify’d their Camp qh that fide the Ri¬ 
ver where they encamp’d, and began to get 
ready all their Engines. Elac Nevian knew 
very well that this Place was hard tc be taken, 
and had got Information what kind of Man Ti¬ 
mur Melk Was. In truth, this Prince was 
not to be ranked with common Captains ; he 
naturally loved War, and had often given In¬ 
fiances of it among his Neighbours. He had 
feveral times commanded the Sultan’s Armies, 
and had acquired a very great Reputation. 

■ 5 He was. perfectly skill’d in the Military 
Art, and Had ail the Qualifications of a com- 
pleat General. He was juft, liberal, familiar, 
and feVere enough to make his Soldiers fear and 
obey him. ' All thefe good Qualities, fupport- 
ed with a dauntlefs Courage in all Dangers,, 
have caufed the beft Eaftern Hiftorians to make 
mention of this Prince with great refpefi;:

. tire antient Heroes of the Turks and Porftans. ^ eg - 5 'f¬ 
lu reality, he well deferred to be rank’d as a cwJdl 
^Competitor with all thefe great Men. 

So foon as he tvas bclicged. he spoiled 
himfelf ferio'ufly ta affign proper Employments 
to all thofe who were fliut up with him m 
„. v - this City : He let none be idle. He nrdei’d 
'the Engines to be placed where they were mofl 
uleful- He caufed twelve Barits wirii < >.vs to 
be built, to ferve them againft the Befiesers. 
an€ afterwards made' many more. He ap¬ 
pointed the Places .where' each Officer fliouid 
poll himfelf, propofed Rewards ro the Soldiers, 
and decreed Punilhments for thofe who fail’d 
of doing their duty. The Mogul Genera! on his 
fide, before he began the Attacks, harangued 
his Army He promifed to his Officers and 
common Soldiers to give a faithful account to 
the Grand Can of all the brave Adtions they 
fhould perform. And when he had thus anima¬ 
ted them wich his Eloquence, he order’d them 
to build a Bridge of Communication a little 
, below the City, which th»y executed with Sue- 
cefs by the Affiftance of their Engines, notwith- 
ftanding all the Efforts of their Enemies to cp- 
^ pofe them. Then having divided his Army in¬ 
to two Bodies, he fent the weakeft beyond the 
River under the Command of his Lieutenant, 
and retain’d the beft Troops to make vigorous 
Attacks. And altho Hiftorians do not mate 
* all the brave Adtions perform 6 during tins 
Siege, no doubt' but on both: fides Exploits 
were done worthy to be eternally _ remem¬ 
ber’d;'^. They'fay that Elac espofed himieli to 
a thoufand Dangers to render his Attempts luc- 
cefsful; that he caufed whole MiilUones to be 
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An. Dom. (hot againft the City; that the Battering Rams 
H fhook the Walls whilft he was prefcnt; and that 
Mol'. The himfelf fought fometimes only to animate 
CnlodiU. his Soldiers. 

As for 7 imur Malic, wc cannot relate all he 
did either to burn or break the Moguls Engines,'" 
afiifled by his People and Brigantines 6 . He 
• Pent fix of his Barks on each fide of the River. 
They were full of Soldiers who fought defpe- 
raccly, and (hot into the Moguls Camp fo great 
a quantity of Stones, Darts, and Arrows, that 
they killed and wounded abundance of Men. 
This fuccefsful way of fighting augmented 
their Courage ; and the Befiegers not being 
able to encompafs the City by reafon of a large 
Morafs which hinder’d them, there came by 
that means from time to rime fmall Supplies of 
Men into the City; fo that 'Timur Me lie flat¬ 
ter’d himfelf that he fliould be able at laft to 
weary out the Moguls: but there arrived in their 
Camp frefh Troops fent by Prince Toufchkan. 
Elac redoubled his Aflaults, and To fatigued 
the Garifon, that they defpair’d of refilling 
him much longer. Yet Timur Melic had re- 
courfe to a Scrataggra which much retarded 
the taking of Cngende. He had caufed to be 
bailt fome time before a kind of Fortrefs well 
fortify’d at the farther end of the City, in a 
little Ifiand that was very difficult of Acceis. 
This Citadel was not built to keep the Inhabi¬ 
tants in awe, the Prince being too well allur’d, 
of their Fidelity to fear any thing from them ; 
and therefore to take away all Sufpicions of 
that nature from them, he had left in the City

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««n Eminence -which commanded this Fort. He An. Dom, 
had built it only to fecure the Town from the > 2, 9- 
Irruptions Strangers might make into it by this 
way, which lay open and expofed, becaufe the cmJ*. 
River grew very wide in this Place, He put 
* into,this Fort a thoufand chofcn Men, and then 
fent to the Enemies Camp Men in whom he con¬ 
fided. Thefe Men pretended to be Deferters, 
comphining they had been ill ufed, and were 
' fled to them for Succour. They acquitted them- 
felves of their Commiilion very dextroufly, 
and the Moguls fail’d not to queftion them about 
the State of the City. They pretended a great 
Unwillingnefs to anfwcr them ,• but being . 
prefled, at length feeming unable to refill any 
longer their Importunities, they declared they 
needed only attack that Fort, becaufe fo foon as 
that was taken, the City muft furrender. The 
Reafons they gave for this Advice had firfl been 
concerted with Timur Melh. 

In the mean while, Timur Melic., to give more 
credit to the Intelligence thefe Deferters had 
given his Enemies, made his Troops appear 
very eafy. Eluc fuffer’d himfelf to be • de- Fsdlallab, 
ceived, and difpofed all things to attack’the3 s f- 
Fort. He found it to be very ftrongly built, 
and extreme high. The Moguls made ufe of 
their Machines, and batter’d it with all the 
Vigour imaginable for feveral Days ; but the 
Stones and other Materials, of which they had 
got together a great quantity, beginning to 
fail, and the difficulty of getting move being 
very great, much hinder’d them, they being 
obliged to go above three Leagues from their 
Camp to feek for them. All the Infantry was 
commanded out on this occafion, and in truth 
they brought back with them a vafl quantity- 
New Attempts were made to take the 1 01 c . 
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bur! he Befiegers being at too great a diftance 

■ from die Walls, by reafon of the River run-- 
’ ning between, they could not throw them 

down, and were therefore obliged to call tip 
Bank to approach nearer it. '1 he greateil part 
of .the A; my was employ’d in this Work, which . 
was extremely laborious, becaule of the Holes 
they met with in the bottom of the Ri¬ 
ver, .which they were obliged to fill up.- The 
Foot-Soldiers brought the Stones to the Brink- 
of the Water, and the Horfe vent and ’threw 
them in amongft the Earth, and whole Trees 
tied together, as they did likewife the Fafcincs 
and other tilings of which they maue u!:; to 
finifh this Work, and render it 1:1 >r B t- 
the Difficulty of this Undertaking,

upon the point of being iorced to y>eki, thougoc 
. nc more of any ruing .but how r to execute me 
Defign he had long form’d in his own blind, 
in order to focure his Retreat, and to lave his 
own Family at leaft. 

He had at-the beginning of the Siege only 
twelve Brigantines ; but having found how ufe- 
fulthey W'erc to him, he had caufed more to 
be built, even to tfie number of feventy, with¬ 
out mentioning his Defign to any body. He 
gave Orders that the Brigantines .(houid be all 
brought to. the mofi: private part of the Shore, 
under Covert of the City, where he had them 
plafter’d over w ith a certain Compofition which 
was 
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was made of wet Felt kneeded with Clay and 
Vinegar; and the Nature of this Compofition 
was fuch, that neither the Arrows nor Fire 
could hurt thefe Vellels. In the time this was 
doing, and he was difpofirig all things for his 
retreat, considering that the Bridge of Com¬ 
munication, of which we have made mention, 
was an Obftacle in his way, becaufe the Enemies 
might fund over it as many of their Cavalry as 
they ^leafed to purfue him by going on the other 
fide, arid prevent his Landing where he defign’d, 
he refolved to attack and deftroy it. This Be« 
fign was not at that time difficult to execute, be¬ 
caufe the Mogul Genera] had caufed to return to 
his Camp the moft part of the Troops that had 
part over to the other fide the River, and was 
bufied about taking the Fort; fo that the Bridge 
was left with but few Men to guard it. 

One Night Timur Me Ik caufed a Sally to be 
made. The commanding Officer, as had been 
before agreed, attack’d thofe who kept the 
Bridge, upon a Signal gix r en him that fome Bri¬ 
gantines full of Tar and Naphta were got near 
the Pontons of which the Bridge w'as made, 
and going to fet fire to them. The Brigantines 
produced the defired Effect without Qppofi- 
tion, and the greateft part cf the Bridge was 
burn’d. This was done the fame Night that 
Timur Melic left the City. He loaded his 
Brigantines with every thing he had moft valua¬ 
ble, putting aboard all his particular Friends, 
and .the braveft of his Warriors who were wil- 
. ling to fliare his Fortune, with ftore of all forts 
of Provifions and Arms both ofienfive and de- 
fenfive, to incommode the Moguls , by whom he 
expected to be purfued; in “fine, he embark’d 
himfelf, and order’d the Admiral who had 
charge of this little Fleet, to let it drive a- 
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An. Dom. long with the Stream, and to make all the 
I2, $* fpeed that was poilible. 

Mol* 6 Th 'e But notwithstanding all the Precaution T- 
Crocodlle. mur Melic tried to conceal his Flight from Elcs- 
Nevian’s Knowledge, this Mogul Officer was 
Mirconde, f oon inform’d of ir, and immediately fent a 
Rouzl'c" 1 great Body of Horfe after him, with Orders to 
Aflafa. parfue him clofely, to attack him under Shore, 
and take him a Prifoner. And tho the fwife 
Current favour’d the Rowers, and the Fleet 
was got a great way off from Cogende before the 
Moguls could overtake itj yet they came up with 
them, notwithstanding the Diligence ufed to e- 
fcape them, and in fpite of the Turnings and 
Windings that the Rocks, which often obitruft- 
ed their Way on the Shore, obliged them to 
'make. So foon as they were within reach of 
them, they hurl’d a vafV Quantity of Darts, 
Arrows, and Fire at the Barks of thofe of Co¬ 
gende ; but the Brigantines, which were proof 
againft thefe Attacks, receiv’d no Damage. In 
the mean time Timur Melic, not being able to 
bridle his own Courage, nor the Valour of 
thofe that belong’d to him, fhot out of the 
Windows of the Ships a great many Darts and 
Arrows againft the Moguls, of whom they kill’d 
many. They fought in this manner fome Days, 
and one may reafonabiy imagine that ‘Timur , 
loft alfo a great many of his People ; for be- 
fides that he could not binder the Arrows from 
entering the Brigantines by the Windows, they 
were often obliged to quit the Shelter of the 
Decks, and expofe themfelves to repulfe thofe 
of the Moguls, who ventured ftiil more by ad¬ 
vancing againft them into the Water. 

?adlailafi s Altho the Inhabitants of Cogende, animated 
>.388. by their Prince’s Example, fuffer’d not them¬ 
felves to be furprized either by Night or Day, 

■ y‘ et 
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^08 thsh* Enemies gave them no reft, but An. Dotn. 
follow’d them fo clofely, that they fcarce - I2I 9 * 
ever loft fight of them. The bloodieft Dif- 
putes were when fome Rocks or Banks of crocodile . 
Sand which were on the North fide (for the 
River ran from Eaft to Weft) obliged the Fleet 
to approach near the Shore on the South fide. 

’Twas in thefe Rencounters that 'Timur Melic, 
ffiew/d'hinafelf a Prodigy of Valour. He was 
foremoft in all Dangers, and feen in every Place 
where the Fight washotteft, and came general** 
ly off victorious from thefe Skirmifhes. There 
was, amongft the reft, a furious Combat in a 
certain Flat, or IhaUow Place, where the Ri¬ 
ver being fordable, gave leave to the greateft 
part of the Horfemen to approach the Brigan¬ 
tines nearer than they ufed to do. Timur had 
his Ships ranged in the manner he ufed, gave 
his Orders to the Admiral, who communicated 
them to the Pilots, Officers and Soldiers; and 
then without waiting for the Moguls coming to 
them, he went himfelf to attack them. There 
Were foon feen floating on the Water a great 
number of dead Men and Horfes ,* and after 
a rough Attack, the Moguls were conftrain’d 
to make a fhameful Retreat. Timur Melic loft 
in this Fight many of his beft Officers and 
Soldiers. 

Being obliged to pafs before the. City of .Fadl'aHA, 3 
Tone at> which was in the pofleffiori of -his Ene- />. 388. 
mies, he expedted to meet with greater Ob- 
ftacles. And in troth, had the Moguls refledted 
"at firft that he muft of neceffity pafs by that 
Place, they might eafily have overthrown and 
funk his Fleet. But they thought not of it till 
it was too late ; their Courier did not arrive 
at Tone at till a very little while before Timur 
Melic s Fleet, and they had not time to do 
O more 
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An. Dorn, more than faftcn a Chain crofs the River. Tin 
141 9 - Prince would not pafs but in the Night before 
to the end that he might conceal as 
email!, much as poffible from his Enemies the Condi- 
tion his little fhattcr’d Fleet was in, and to 
Abdallatif, | je rhe lefs incommoded. Neverthelefs, the 
3 ® 9 * Chain Hop’d at once all the Brigantines, and 
gave time to the Garifon of the City to join on 
the Banks of the River Jaxartes the Troops 
that purfued Timur. This Prince bad fortu¬ 
nately forefeeri this Difficulty before he‘left Co- 
gende , and made provifion of excellent Hatchets 
and Files; he diftributed them amongft his 
People, who tho they Hood as a Mark expofed 
to a great number of Archers who /hot at 
them, began to cut the Chain,- and accom- 
plifh’d it. It is true, Timur fupported them 
the while, killing a great many of the Moguls 
-with his Arrows; but he got off with great 
Lofs of thofe that accompanied him. And the 
Chain being cut, the Brigantines pafs’d thro, 
and continued their way. 

The Moguls, tho enraged for not having 
been able as yet to take Timur Melk, were 
not difeourag’d, but purfued him v ith more 
Vigour than before. They w’ere now join’d 
by a freffi Body of Troops, which Prince Touj- 
chkan , who was not far oft from thence, fenr 
to cut oft’ all means of Timur’s retreating, 
fadlallah, which he had had an account of. The Moguls 
t- with this Reinforcement began afrefh to ha- 

rafs thofe of Cogende , who far from appear¬ 
ing difmay’d, feem’d to fight with more Ar¬ 
dour. Timur himfelf, weary of being fhut up 
in the Brigantines, refolved to go forth to give 
vent to his Courage, and die iu the. midft of 
bis Enemies. For this he found a 'favourable 
Opportunity; a Rock obliged the Enemies to 
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, g6 About, and drew them a little farther than An. Dom„ 
they ufed to be off from the Banks of the Ri- „ I2 ‘ 9 ' 
ver Southward. This Prince took this oppor- 6 ^° 
tunity to get afhore with the few fighting crocodile* 
Men he had left? arid not doubting but the 
Moguls would all come and fall upon him, he 
hop’d that whilll they were fighting with him, 
the Brigantines would efcape, and might be 
able t<j carry his Family to fome Place of 
Safety.. 

He then went forth of the Brigantines with 
his little Band, taking with them Provifions for “ 

fome days. They reached to a Place very well 
fituate, on a rifing Ground, from whence rufh- 
ing down furioufly upon their Enemies, who 
did not expeft fuch a Befcent to be made up¬ 
on them, they kill’d a great number of the 
Moguls. The Moguls hot doubting but the 
People who charged them with fo much Fury, 
were headed by the brave Prince whom they 
purfued, laid afide all Thoughts of the Bri¬ 
gantines, and applied themfelves to get at him. 

They quitted their Horfes for this purpofe ; 
but they found the way to the Place he was 
Upon fo fteep on the fide they were of, that 
they could not get up. And whilft they fearch’d 
for the Paths by which the Prince had got up 
With his Band into fo advantageous a Poft, juft 
as they were ready to furprize 'Timur and his 
Band by coming behind them, the Night gave 
him and them opportunity to retire fartheririto 
a Plate ftill more difficult to find. They left 
not off to feek him from Rock to Rock, and to 
continue their hopes of taking him; altho he, 
by knowing the Country better than they, al¬ 
ways efcap’d them, even when they mod flat¬ 
ter'd themfelves that he was going to fall in¬ 
to therr'Hands.

Jifquiet than the Trouble of not knowing 
what was become of that brave Prince. 
Condemn-. And indeed their Concern for him was nor. 
without reafon ; for he had to do with Ene¬ 
mies who were obftinately bent to purfue and 
take him. And tho he had happily efcaped 
their hands all this while, and had continually 
kill’d all who attempted to get up to him. and 
came within his reach, yet he every day loft 
fome of his Companions ; fo that at laft they 
all perifh’d, and he remain’d alone, and could 
no longer hope to defend himfelf againft fo 
many Enemies : Yet one Night he found means 
to efcape from them. He faw but three Pcrfons 
who follow’d him; thefe three Moguls feeiug 
themfelves alone, and purfuing a Man whofe 
Valour they fo well knew, did not dare to 
make up to him, but were cautious how they,

Timur Melic in this manner efcaped from his Mirconde, 
Enemies hands, and eafily got to a City of 
Cart7,:Ae called Quent, nvhere he was received 
with the Acclamations of all the People, who 
had already been inform’d of the great Dangers 
he had been expofed to. They loaded him 
with Praifes and Bleffings. His Family came 
foon after to him with mch Joy and Tranfport 
as may be much better conceiv’d in Imagi¬ 
nation than exprefs’d .in Words. His Con¬ 
duct and Valour were admired not only by all 
his Friends, but even by his Enemies. Sultan Abulcaic, 
Mehemed having learn’d that he was at Quent, t- 20, 
fent to congratulate him on his fafe Arrival, and 
defired him, by Letters full of Efteem and 
Friendfhip, to accept of the Government of 
that City, the Governour of which had been 
kill’d. Timur complied with his Sovereign’s 
Defire ; and when the Moguls carried the Wat 
into Cariz.me, he gave fre/h Proofs of his Cou¬ 
rage, and refilled them fo long, till at lail de° 

^pairing of feeing Mehemed’s Affairs re-eila- 
blifh’d, he retired into Perfia, where the Sul¬ 
tan himfelf was at that time.

Stars 'are Wmcfles cf my Valour, and the World 
does undervalue it. Thefe Words which Timur 
fpokc, proceeded not from Vanity but Anger, 
which coft him his Life; for the Mogul whom 
he had w : onnded being prefent, and pretending' 
to be difpleafed with his Anfwer to this Prince, 
which he faid was not refpedtful enough, fhot 
an Arrow, and kill'd the generous Timur Melic.

A. D. 1498. Heg. 5104. and drove out tbofo 
that remain’d of the Poftcrity of T'amerLv.u, 
who died A.D- 1404. Heg. 807. Thefe People 
were called Ketchebafch % becaufe they ufed to 
wear on their Heads Caps made of Felt ; and 
their Soldiers w ; ere called Yefckilbafch that is 
to fay. Green-Heads, becaufe they wore a 
green picked Cap. Their Horfes are very 
lean, but extremely fwifr. Their Arms are 
. great long Bows and Arrows, Darts, Swords, 
ifnall Bucklers, and Coats of Mail. The molt 
part of them have thick Arms and Legs, with 
very difagreeable Faces. They fpeak in the 
Nofe like the Chitiefe ; but they love polite 
Breeding, and willingly apply themfelves to 
the Sciences and liberal Arts. Their Mer¬ 
chants trade chiefly in the higher Trirtarj , 
Mufcovy, and the Indies. They carry thither 
Silks, and a great deal of Manna, which they

Genghituan having referved to himfelf the 
'Conqueft of the moft important Places in this 
Country} and above all, of Bocara, Samar c an ie, 

Nur, and Zamuc , caufed his Army fir ft to 
march towards Sogdiana and the River Oxus t 
and part thro feveral Provinces in his way 
thither. The firft City before which this Em¬ 
peror flopp’d was Zamuc. He fent, as was his 
Cuftom, one of his Captains to the Inhabitants 
of the City, to offer*’ them all, kind of Security 
and good Treatment, if they would fubmit to 
the Conditions he propofed to them ; that is to 
fay, to demolifh their Caflle, and fend into 
his Camp all their young Men who could* bear 
Arms, to ferve him in his Expedition. The 
Captain, whofe Name was Danifcbemende Had - * 
gib, fpoke to the Inhabitants in the moll per- 
fuafive Terms imaginable 5 ; infomuch, that the 
principal Perfons amongft them were willing 
to furrender, but the common People and Ga- 
rifon oppofed it: fo that the Grand Can was 
obliged to make his Troops come up and ra¬ 
vage the Countries round about this City. 

Then the People who were before willing to 
accept this Prince’s Propofals, fent a Magif- 
trate to aflfurg him of their Readinefs to fub¬ 
mit to him, and offer’d to come to him j 
but the Emperor judged it better to let thefe 
People remain in the City, believing they 
might engage the reft to fubmit to him s

Dom, 
which the Inhabitants carried into his Camp I22 °- 
in fo great abundance, that there was enough ^ 6 1?‘ 
to feed the Army even to the Frontiers of the * 
Country dependant on Bocara. Eefides which, (✓Y'vJ 
they obliged themfelves to pay to the Grand 
' Can annually the .Sum of -fifteen hundred 
Crowns of Gold, which they ufually paid to 
the Sultan. This Sum they advanced to him 
for the firft Year 

The impatient defire Gengbiz,can had to get 
to Bocara, made him very indulgent to the 
People of thofe Towns which he met with in 
hfs way j and w hat^fcfed fo earned: a defire in 
him to get thither, was, becaufe this Place was 
the Cen.er or Heart of the Sultan’s Dominions, 
and he knew that that Prince was retired thi¬ 
ther with the greated part of his Riches, and 
therefore he made all the hafte he could, hoping 
to furprize him. But he was deceiv’d, for Me* 
heme A flaid not for him, but having left twenty 
thoufand Men to defend the Place, depart¬ 
ed, taking with him all that he had mod pre¬ 
cious, and went fecretly to Samarcande, under 
pretence of putting fome other Adairs in or¬ 
der ; but in truth it was only to feek for a fe- 
curer Retreat to fave himfelf. 

Some counterfeit Letters which fell into his 
Hands contributed very much to his Flight, 
being thereby informed that his bed Officers 
would quit his Service ; and other Letters writ 
to the fame purpofe being dropt amongft his 
. Troops, caufed much Biforder. All thefe Let-

y>YV Court, whither he was retired. The Emperor 
permitted him to make ufe of this Artifice, 
after having got intelligence that there was a 
Mifunderftanding between the Sultan and the 
Queen his Mother, and that feveral Captains 
had left him to follow that Priricefs. Genghiz 
C.2B himfelf offer'd his Afliftance to this Queen, 
and a Settlement in Corajfana, or in any other 
Country of his Dominions w'hich fhe pleafed 
to make choice of; but we would not traft to 
the Promifes of a Prince whomrtve thought an 
Idolater. Mean while the Moguls encamp’d in 
the Plain of Bocara, where they had continued 
all the reft of the Winter of the Year 1219.

Cruelty, would have them hearken to nothing 
but Befpair, and advifed that all the Inhabi- Mirconde a 
eant§ fhould deftroy themfelves and City with ^* 2 ^ 4 
Fire and Sword, to deprive the Moguls of the 
Glory and Satisfaction of conquering them. 

Whilli they were thus deliberating what to 
do, Genghitxan , who was not ignorant of the 
diffracted Condition they were in, caufed them 
to be attack’d on all fides; and whilft the En¬ 
gines were getting ready to be played, all on 
a fudden they faw the Gates fet open, as if 
Bocara had nothing more to fear. At the fame 
time all the Magiftrates, of the City, the 
Lawyers, and chief of the Inhabitants came 
in a Body to meet the Emperor, to whom they 
prefented the Keys, and ask’d their Lives j 
which were granted them on condition they 
Should oblige themfelves by an Oath not to 
give any Ihelter or Afiillance to the Sultan of 
Carizrae, and immediately to put out of Bo-* 
cars all who could be fufpedted of being irt 
that Prince’s Intereft, particularly all the mi^ 
litary Officers and the Soldiers, whom it was 
forbidden them to conceal on any pretence 
whatfoever. They fwore exactly to execute al! 
the Grand Can’s Orders, and allured this 
Prince of an eternal Fidelity to him. 

Sofoon as it was known in Bocara that they, 
had nothing more to fear, an infinite number of 
People, impatient to fee their new Mailer, went 
forth, and Genghiz.can took polfelfion of the 
City.

Tadlallal), fwer’d by one of the Inhabitants that it ..was- 
f. 394. the Houfe of God, he refpeftfolly got off hi? 
Horfe, and walked on foot. This Addon 
made the Bocariam think that Heaven had in¬ 
spired him with Devotion; but fo foon as he 
was enter’d into it, they were convinced of 
their Error. He went up into a Gallery, and 
■without the leaft Refpefi for the Place where 
he was, made a Difcourfe to the People and 
Magiflrates of the City, wherein he told them 
that they /hould immediately rake care to find 
means to fubfifl his Army ; that the Country 
being {tripp’d of all things, his Troops bad 
fuifer’d much, and that therefore they rtiould 
Mirconde, make halte and fet open their Magazines. 
t. 255. Then he defcended, and went out of the 
Mofque, 

All the People of Bocara halted to execute 
his Orders. They ran to their Magazines, 
but they found them already open’d ; for the 
. Moguls were no fooner enter’d the City, but 
they began to fhow their Power by making 
themfelves Matters of all the Provifions. And 
fo great a number of their Cavalry enter’d the 
Place, that they could fcarce find room to lodgg 
their Horfes in j and all the Stables were fo full. 
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. chat they were obliged to put fome of them in- An, Do,m, 
to Places very unfit for fnch Ufes. 122 °» 

A certain Hiftorian deplores on this occa- 
fion the Fate of the learned Men in Roca-.a. TApcntl 
After having related the fervile Offices the E- 
nemies obliged them to perform for them ; The l r *- 
‘ The Moguls , fays he, made Stables of the 
5 Libraries, they threw down the Books, and AAAaf'ibe 
‘ by an unexampled Profanation, the Leaves of Alcoran % 
* the glorious Alcoran ferved for Litter to their the Ma : 

4 Horfes, and were trod under foot.’ The S uis * 
good wife Men comforced-themfelves for thefe 
Dilprders with the Coniideraticn that it was 
the Will of Heaven, and mud be fubmitted to. 

And one among!! them anfwer’d a Doctor who 
complain’d as he was talking with him, 7 fat ft 
is requijtte they jhould fuffer Misfortunes without 
murmuring , Jince it is the tf-'ind of God’s Anger that 
llovti upon them. Ali the Populace were incon- 
folable: and tho the Belief of PreHeftination 
generally comforted the Mahometans in their 
Misfortunes, yet they appear’d now unable to 
govern or moderate their Refentment. 

When Genghizcan had provided for the Sub- 
fiilence of his Troops, he retired to his Tent, 
where he repos’d himfelf for fome days, to give 
time to his Soldiers to ref> efh themfelves. This 
Prince loved to fpeak in Publick, becaufe in 
the beginning of his good Fortune he had fuc- 
cefsfully experienced the Power of his Elo¬ 
quence. He caufed the principal Men of Bo~ 
cava to be call’d together. The Magiftrates, 
Lawyers, Priefts, the Antients, and chief Ma- 
hornetems made hafte to know his Pleafure. They 
placed themfelves roundabout a kind of Tri¬ 
bunal or Pulpit eredtcd for him in a Field: 
which the Grand Can afcending, began his Fadhllah,

their leaves. But now, faid he, I jhall require ofjfff xl# 
you a much fronger Proof of your Obedience. It is serpent, 
my pleafure that you difcover to me all the Freaftires 
you have hid, and that you immediately put it all Mirc °nde, 
into the hands of my Officers- Neither is this all ff '* 

I expell you do not jhelteror conceal any of the Sul¬ 
tan’s Friends, or any belonging to him . .And as 
you perform this la/i Command of mine, fo I jha'd 
judge of your good or ill HSll to me ,* and this 1 jhall 
look upon as an affured Feflimony either of the one 
or the other. His Harangue thus ended, he diC- 
mifs’d them, and they prepared to obey him, 
tho in fecret they deplor’d their wretched Con¬ 
dition. 

The Grand Can nominated feveral Officers 
So receive the Riches they brought; but he 
commanded them to execute his Orders with¬ 
out Violence, and not to require of the Inha¬ 
bitants more than what they could readily 
furnifh. This City being a Place of - great 
Trade, there was abundance of Gold, Silver,' 
and precious Stones, without mentioning rich 
Gold and Silver Stuffs, which Luxury and Plen¬ 
ty had render’d very common. One part of 
thefe Treafures w r ere carried into the Royal 
Treafury, the Officers had the reft, and the 
Soldiers enriched themfelves. 

The Inhabitants of Bocara had been conten¬ 
ted with their Misfortunes, if they had betn 
quit’ by lofing all their Effects, becaufe they 
* might in time have got fomething again ; but 
thefe poor People became yet more miferable, 
and their good Nature compleated their Ruin. 
Genghiz-can, as has been before related, had or¬ 
dain’d that they fhould not conceal any Officer

Cattle fo foon as the City had open'd its Gates 
to the A/^vA. he was not yet Matter of it. It is 
true, the Deiire of plundering the City had 
made die Troops lefs vigorous in their Attacks 
of it, The Vvstos were excellent good, and 
defended with good Towers ,■ and the Befieged, 
a'> >n ted r 1 e Misfortunes of their Country, 
empio) ’d .'h t r Liforts to defend themfelves : 
yet this Fortrcfs, after the burning of the City, 
being hard p'ettd, and attack’d by a great 
number of Troops,- and even by the Inhabitants 
of Secant ihcmfeives, whom Geirgk/zxan forc’d 
to ferve him, could not hold out long. 'The, 
Govertfour feeing himfclf and Friends over¬ 
whelm’d with Pots thrown in. full of Naphta 
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and Fire, and the Gate of the Caftle in Flames, An. Dom; 
furrender’d at Difcretion. He was made a ‘ 22 °* 
Prifoner of War with all his Garifon. They^'^J' 
took away the Lives of all the Gebbarans be- ° e %ent! 
longing to the Sultan ; that is to fay, of all the WyV, 
great Officers. There were many of them in 
the Caftle ; And thefe, fays Fadlallah, -were the 
Heroes who boafted of being fo nimble md fo ex° 
f editions to execute their Maflers Orders , that they 
felt not the Earth on which they trod. Genghizcan 
would not leave any thing behind him in this 
Country that could make him uneafy, or em¬ 
ploy any of his Troops to keep ; therefore he Fadlallah, 
demoli/hed the Caftle. P- 

Neverthelefs Bocara was rebuilt foon after 
Genghizcan died, by Order of OBaican his Suc- 
cefior in the Empire. The happy Situation 
drew frefh Inhabitants to fettle there ; and 
this City was as much efteem’d after its Re- 
eftablilhment, as it was before its Ruin, the ^bulfeda : 
Country being full of fertile Plains which” pro- 226. ” 
duc’d abundance of all good things. 

The Princes Zagatai and OBai having rejoin’d 
the Emperor their Father before the Burning 
of the City, render’d him an account of their 
Expedition to Otrar ; and he teftify’d to them 
how well he was latisfy’d with their Conduct. 

The City of Bocara was the more regretted, 
becaufe all Arts and Sciences had flourifh’d 
there’as much as in any Place in the World. 

Several learned Men had render’d it famous ; 
amOngft whom was the learned Avicen 8 . 

This Philofopher follow’d the greateft part of 
his Studies in the Univerfity which in his

, rzo * nother Place in this Country, in a Town na- 
Mo| '^rJe me< ^ Ajhana 9 . He fays himfelf that he learn’d 
sfrpcrt. the Alcoran and Humanity at Bocara, which he 
yyV perfectly knew before he was ten Years old ; 
and that in fine, having leam’d Arithmetiek, 
he apply’d himfelf to the Mathematicks, which 
he began by the reading of Euclid. After which 
he gave himfelf to the Study of Philofophy, 
Phyfick, and Theology ; in which he made fo 
great Progrefs, that he was Mafter of all the 
Sciences at eighteen Years of Age : That after 
his Father’s Death he went to Court, to w hich 
he was called, having gained a great Reputa¬ 
tion ; that he there obtain’d Places of Truft, 
arid was fo much efteem’d by his Prince, that 
he became his chief Minifter; yet ceafed not 
to purfue his Studies. 

He died at Hamadan, An. Dom. 1036. Hegl 
428. aged fifty eight Years, or thereabouts, ac¬ 
cording to the Lunar Computation made by 
Bencafem an Aftronomer, compared with the 
Bin Cali- Solar. The Orientals allure 11s that Avken 
esn in Va- did publifh more than a hundred Volumes both 
Jya«* j n profe and Verfe; and they fay that his Works 
ayan, W ere called The Glorious Works . They alfo 
obferve that he extremely loved Wine and 
Women.

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CHAP. Ill 
The Siege of Samarcand. 
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(C^’Q M E TIM E after the taking of Bocara, Abulcair; 
Cj) Prince Toufcfti arrived to join the Grand p. 20 . 1 
Can his Father, whom he found within a 
day’s journey of Samarcand , in a Place where 
ehe Army had lain encamp’d the latter End of 
the Month of May. The Prince gave him am 
account of his Expeditions, and forgot not to 
praife the Conduct of Elac Nevian s who ac¬ 
companied him. The Emperor fhow’d all the 
joy imaginable at the Prince’s Return to him, 
and looked very kindly upon Elac. He con= 
fulted w'ith them about the Siege he defign’d 5 
and ’tis faid that he follow’d the Advice 
they gave him, and that it was of great ufe to 
him. 

Samarcand was at that time the Capital Bio ArabC. 
of T-anfoxiana. This City had always been fchah. 
held in great Eftimation. This Place the Chi- 
nefe, who have no R in their Alphabet, called 
Samahania. ’Twas the Maracandis of Pliny , 

Strabo,' and other Antients. It was feventy 
Furlongs round, that is to fay, about three 
French Leagues. * In the Days of Alexander 
the Great it was more than twelve Leagues in

122 £* earn, when the Moguls laid fiege to it, with this 
Than, xle Difference, that .the Walls of Samarcand were 
SshpcrT. much more regularly built, and had more For- 
rifications than rhofc of Bocara. It had twelve 
Mfbcrmet Gates a League diilanc From one another, 
^^■/".Thefe Gates were made of Iron, and at every 
Gelali- 1 two Leagues there was a Fort able to hold 
din. a great Body of Troops for the Security of 
Jacut Ha- f he Place. The Walls were likewife fenced 
ma viia with Battlements and Towers, to fight im'uet? 
Goiius. fhelter, and we re furrounded with a very 
deep Ditch, thro which an Aqueduct was laid 
that carried the Water from a little River in. 
leaden Pipes, which convey’d it into all Parts 
of the City of Samarcand in fuch a manner ; 
that there was not a great Street but what 
had Water running thro it, or a Houfe of 
any confequence without a Fountain. Befides 
this, there was a rifing Ground from whence 
feveral Rivulets defeended, forming Spouts and 
Cafcades of Water, which ferved to adorn their 
publick Places, and plcafe the Eve. The Inha¬ 
bitants were very curious to have fine Gardens, 
arid every Houfe had one belonging to it. 

In this great City there was an Inclofure 
called the inner City, which had four Gates, 
but the Walls were defencelefs. The principal 
Mofque of Samarcand was within this Enclo- 
fure, as alfo the Palace where the Prince ufed 
to refide. 

Tfacut reports, that when one went to the top 
of the Fortrefs to view the City, one could fee 
nothing but Trees and the Roofs of feme 
Houfes; which is not at all furprizing, fince in 
* this great Circumference of Land that thefe 
Walls cnclofed, there were plow’d Lands, Fields', 
and an infinite number of Gardens, nay even 
Moun- 
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Mountains and Valleys. There are fome Au-An. Dow.' 
thors who pretend that this City was built by 122 °- 
Alexander the Great , during the time of his 
Conquefts in Tranfoxiana and BaElriana, and sfr'penu 
.that he gave it the Name of Alexandria. But 
this Opinion has little grounds to fupport it, Qyintus 
as has alfo that of an Eaftern Author, who Cunius - 
imagined it to have been built by a King 
of Arabia Felix, called Tobai; for that City 
was built before 7 obai, who was of the Fami¬ 
ly of Tabateba, as Hex,arfen allures us in his Uni- 
verfal Hiflory of Alia. It was Handing before Hezarfea 
Alexander the Great’s time; and the Arabian™ the 
King Tobai did only build one Gate, yet called ® 

the Gate of Kefch, on which was long time foi 'ijljhry 
feen a Plate of Iron, with an Infcription en- of Afia, 
graved in Houmarite Characters, which is the Abulfeto 
antient Arabick, witnefling its Antiquity. Sa- Geography, 
marcand was the Seat of the great 'Tamer- 
lain % Empire about a hundred and forty Years 
after its being taken by the Moguls ; and 
this Prince made it one of the fineft Cities in 
the Eaft, tho it was not quite fo large in its 
Extent as before. He afterwards built a. City 
which he called Damas. During his Reign, Bln Arab- 
in digging up fome of the Foundation of the H: fi- 
Walls, they found Medals with Cufique Charac- 
ters upon them ; a Circumftance which muft 
make us conclude that a Mahomet an Prince re¬ 
built this City. 

The Mogul Emperor was not inform’d time Mircor.de, 
encJugh of the Sultan’s being retired into Sa- /• - fc ' 
marcand; for which reafon he could not pre¬ 
vent his Retreat thence, nor overtake him in 
his Paflage into Corafjana, whatever Forces he 
Siad fent after him: He therefore thought no 
more of any thing but making Preparations 
for this Siege j which he fuppofed would rake 
up 
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up much time ; and in truth, the great number 
of Soldiers that were in the City, the abun¬ 
dance of Provifions which he had not been 
able to hinder them from getting in, altho the 
Moguls had feized of abundance of Places from 
w hence they could much annoy the Inhabitants, 
the Strength of the Walls and the Ditch, all 
feemed topromifea long Refi dance. 

Mehmed, not doubting but this City'would 
be befieged by the Moguls, had caufed Troops 
to enter into it to the number of one hundred 
and tenthoufand Men, fixty thoufand of whom 
being 'Turks, had Commanders cf great Re° 
nown ; and the others, fays Failallah , were all 
of thofe brave Tagis \ each of w hom upon an 
Exigence "would not have /hrank back or trem¬ 
bled at the Sight of an angry Lion, or an E- 
lephant in Fury. Befides thefe Troops there 
were twenty of the biggeft and dronged Ele¬ 
phants, and fo great a quantity of People, both 
Inhabitants of the City, and thofe w'ho were 
retired into it for their Safery, that the Place, 
tho of fo great an Extent, could hardly con¬ 
tain fo many Men. 

Genghfecan being arrived before Samarcand, 
caufed the Place to be view’d, and then form’d 
the Siege, giving his Orders to his Lieutenant 
Generals, and marking out himfelf the Pcfts they 
ihould place thcmfelvcs at ; and xvhen the En¬ 
gines were ready, he caufed feveral Places to 
be attack’d at the fame time, to frighten the Be¬ 
fieged. They fuftain’d thefe Attacks with much 
Courage ,• and fome of their bed Troops fal-

that they overthrew all they met with ; and I22 °- 
had already ^kill’d a great many of the Moguls, 
when they perceiv’d that frelh Troops ran st%int? 
from all Parts to the Beiiegers Affiftance, up- 
On which they retreated in good Order into Zehei> ‘J.^ 
their City with a great many Priioners, Their 
Succefs in this Sally encouraged the Beileged rikhab Sa¬ 
to make others every day, in which ibmetimes Ia:!ne- 
one fide, and Sometimes the other, got the bet¬ 
ter-,’ fo that in a (hort time a great many brave 
Men were kill’d on both fides. 

One may judge by thefe Beginnings that the Condemn: 
Aiguls muft have experienced in this Enterprize 
all tiie Difficulties that the Beiiegers of any 
Place could meet with from a City that was 
very ftrong, and well provided, if the Spirit o£ 

Difcord had not crept in amongfl: the Beileged. 

But fo many forts of People of diderent Na¬ 
tions as were in that City, could not agree j 
and a Mifunderftancting, rather than Fear, di¬ 
vided them into two Parties, one of which 
were for furrendring the Town, to avoid being 
plunder’d and put to death, which it was cer¬ 
tain they would have been, if the Moguls got Abukair; 
it by Storms and the others, of which 
ta-i the Governour of the Place was the chief, 
trufting to the Number and Valour of the Ga- 
rifon, rather than to the fair Protaifes of the 
Moguls, were of opinion that they dknild cen¬ 
time to defend it to the lail Extremity, for 
their Sultan’s Honour, and the Prefervatjcn of 
their Religion. 

Thefe two Parties not feeing able to unite 
in Opinion, ceafed to z£c together. The Go¬ 
vernour, who was poflefs’d of the Cattle, for- 
tify’d himfelf and Friends in the belt Pelts in 
the City ; and thole that were inclined to yield, 
feized 
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An. Dom. fcized upon on? of the Gates, to have the Free-- 
122 °- dom of treating with this Befiegers if they 
Mcf' ^rl‘f thought fit, without the Confent of the reft. 
strpcJ* This Party was headed by the Cady and Mufty 
of Summand, with feveral Lords who were 
Abulia- fallen out with' Alubcm, and who being molt 
r . a S e > t' of" them Natives of this Country, were defirous 
44 ^’ to preferve their Eftates. 

Condemir. The Cady and Mufty were nominated by 
this Party to go to the Grand Can in their be¬ 
half, to try to obtain of him an honourable 
Compofition. After they had faluted him, he' 
asked them what was their Bufinefs. Then in¬ 
terceding for the reft of the Befieged, they 
befought him to pardon them the Refinance 
■ they had made, to which they were obliged, 
by the Fidelity they owed their Sultan. And 
to the end the Mogul Emperor might not re¬ 
proach them for being falfe to their Duty, they 
told him that they had not come to make him 
thefe Offers, if they had not found themfelves 
conftrain’d to it by a fuperior Power, which 
bad convinced them that it was God’s Pleafure 
they fbould fubmit to the great Gtnghh*car., 
whofe Clemency they now implored, promt- 
. fing an entire Submiflion to him, both for them- 
feives, and for all thofe their Friends who were 
in the City. 

Altho Gengbizxtm had received the Cady and 
Mufty with much Civility, yet he did not grant 
them all they demanded : And perhaps he had 
refufed them all, had he not fear’d that Be- 
fpair might re-unite their Minds, and infpire 
them with Rcfolution enough to defend the 
Place to the laft Extremity, which would have 
render’d the taking of Samarcand very uncer¬ 
tain, and confequently have been a great hin- 
drence to his other Defigns. He only granted 
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Life and Fortune to the Cady and Mufty who 
brought the Mefl'age, and to all thofe of their 
Party; but he would not allow any Favour to 
thofe 'of the contrary Party, whatever intrea¬ 
ty the Cady and Mufty made ufe of to prevail 
with him to comprehend them in the Capitula¬ 
tion. He fent Commiffaries with fufficient 
Troops to take poffefllon of the Gate 4 which 
they were to deliver to him, with Orders to 
fpare the Lives of all thofe whom the Cady 
and*Mufty protected. All who were of their 
Party came together to them at their Return ; 
after which they were diftributed by hundreds 
in the Fields, and number’d, amounting to 
more than fifty thoufand Perfous. 

Mean while the Governour held thofe Places 
in the City that were moft difficult of Acccfs, 
believing that the Refifiance he was able to 
make, would procure him better Terms than 
what he was other wife to expert; for he very 
well knew' that Genghiz.can had refolved to give 
him no Quarter, and therefore he prepared to 
make him change his Refolution,. or to die glo- 
rioufly for his Mafter. The Moguls attack’d 
Alubcan , who fuftain’d their A {faults with ex¬ 
traordinary Courage. For four Days they could 
not force him to yield; but the fifth, feeing 
they had taken all the other Polls but that 
which he in Perfon defended, he refolved ei¬ 
ther to perifh, or deliver himfelf out of the 
Danger he was‘in, by funning a generous ven¬ 
ture,’ which was to open himfelf and Friends & 
•way thro the Enemies Army with their Swords. 
He communicated his Defign to the chief Qffi- 


* This Gate was sailed the Gate of the Mcftuec, Abulcair , 
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ccrs of the Troops he had left with him. Thejt- 
approved of it, and promifed to execute whaE- 
foever he commanded them to undertake. And 
their Circumftances requiring Speed, and their 
Safety confifting in their Diligence, the Hour 
was fixt in which he thotfght it ffioft proper 
for them to make the Attempt* A thoufand 
chofeu Horfemen, who carried EkJthing with 
them to incumber them, well mounted, gut 
ready to attend their Commander ; and at a 
Signal he gave them, they broke thro the Mo¬ 
guls Camp, whom they furprized, and in fpite 
of them efcaped. 

The Soldiers who remain’d in the City being 
inform’d of the Governour’s Retreat, loft all Cou¬ 
rage, and the Moguls were foon Matters of the 
Place, which they plunder’d, ruin’d the Walls, 
and put to the Sword thirty thoufand Men who 
remain’d of the Garifon, which had been drawn 
out of certain Tribes of Turks, who had be¬ 
fore been Subje&s to the Sultan’s Mother, and 
amongft whom the Prince of Cangouli was found, 
with live or fix petty Princes. They made all 
People, both Men and Women, go forth of 
the City, whom they would make Slaves of 
The Tradefmen, who were at leaft thirty thou¬ 
fand in number, were diftributed amongft the 
Princes, Generals, and other Officers of the 
Army. The reft of the Inhabitants were par¬ 
don’d, on condition they fhould furhifh two hun¬ 
dred thoufand Dinars, or Crowns of Gold, for 
their Ranfom; and then the Soldiers were or¬ 
der’d to, give over plundering, after they.had 
loaded themfclvcs with the Spoils. Yet what¬ 
ever Grief and Rcfentments the Inhabitants felt 
to fee their City thus pillaged, they could not 
but be fenftble of fortte Plealure that they were 
permitted to live ftill. with their Families and 
Friends, 
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Friends, and to enjoy what their Enemies could An. Dom, 
not carry away. .The Reduction of Samarcand 1220. 

. was the more pleafing to Genghizcan, becaufe H eg ' 6 J7" 
lie did not expert it fo foon. He put the City 1 sefpmt.' 
info fuch a Condition as he thought fit; and vvv 
after having repofed his Troops for fome time, 
giving Rewards to thofe who had deferved 
them, he prepared to execute other Enter- 
prifes. At this time, and without the City of 
Samarcapd, in a Place called Gheucferai, Gayer- 
can tlie Goverriour. of Otrar, was put to death 
by the Grand Can’s Order.- 

The City of Samarcand, according to Ulug- situation 
heg, who was Sovereign of it, was in forty e f Samar-; 
Degrees of Latitude, fituate in the antient Sog- can ‘ 
diana ; for the Province itfelf, and the River Ulugbeghy 
that waters it, are at this day called Sogde. It Ge °Z ra ph' 
Was built on the South fide of the River, the Abulfeda’s 
Water of which, as we have faid, was diftri- Geogmfh. 
bated by Canals and Pipes all over the City. 

It ran along the Outfide of the Walls of Sa¬ 
marcand, and render’d the Country very plea- 
fant, and the Walks very agreeable. Its Banks 
Were planted thick with Fruit-Trees, which 
yielded a great Revenue; one part of the 
Fruits belonging to certain Magi, to whom it 
was given, on condition they ihould take care 
to obferve whatever pall upon this River ; for 
which reafon they dwelt along the Banks of it 
Winter and Summer. 

At prefent Samarcand is confiderable, not only Jacut in 
becatffe of the Advantages I have been fpeaking Gol,us " 
t>f, and of the Beauty of its publick Buildings 
and Market-Places, which are built and paved 
with very fine Stones fetched from a Mountain 
called Cuhac ; but alfo becaufe of its Commerce 
-"with Great Tartary, India, and Perfia, from AbulfedaV, 
whence they bring all forts of Merchandise. Gt^ratb. 
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An. Dom. Befides, this City fumilhes Indcftm with 
12 * 0, 7 the bed Fruits, which they eat both green 
Mo^. The ar, d dried. Of thefe the Inhabitants drive 
serpent. a great Trade; and ’tis from thefe Gardens 
yyv thofe excellent Melons are gather’d which are 
ufed in India in the depth of Winter at the 
great Lord’s Tables. They alfo make Silk- 
. Paper in this Place/the fined in the World s . 
The 7 urkijh Letter which was fent to the King 
of France in the Year 1675. by the King oi 
Perjia, was writ upon Paper made in ' Samar- 
cand; and that which he commonly writes his 
Letters upon, is made a tEfterabad, and is, cal¬ 
led Abadi. In fine, there is in Sam arc and a tV 
mous Academy of Sciences. An Uzbec Prince 
is at prefent Lord of this City; and tho be is 
not fo potent as his Predecelfors, yet he is 
much greater than the Cans of Bale and Boca- 
ra, who are alfo Ifcbecs as well as he. Thefe 
three petty Princes are almoft always at war 
with the King of Perjia, and are leagued toge¬ 
ther againft him.

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CHAP. IV. 

Genghizcan fends thirty thoufand Men un¬ 
der the Command of three Generals , to 
parfue the Sultan of Carizme. Their 
Journey thro Coraflana. The Death of 
Stiltm Mehemed Kjng of Carizme. 

W HEN the Mogul Emperor was going 
to befiege Samarcand , he was inform’d 
of the Sultan of Carizme % being fled thence 
by the way of the River Oxus towards the 
Country of Termed. He immediately fent a 
Detachment of thirty thoufand Horfe to pur- 
fue him; and thefe Troops being led with ex¬ 
treme Diligence by able Officers, fill’d all the 
Countries with Dread, which the Moguls had 
any caufe to fear, and broke all the Meafures of 
the Sultan and his Son Prince Gelaleddin. Thefe 
Troops were commanded by Hubbe Nevian, 

Suida BehaJeur , and Emir Touquer , each of whom 
held the Rank of Princes amongft the Moguls. 

The Emperor, that they might be the lefs em- 
barafs’d in their March, gave to each of them 
but one Toman, that is to fay, ten thoufand 
.Men, and order’d them not to go fo far afunder, 
as to be unable to join each other foon upon 
occafion, and to live together in a perfed U- 
'nion. And this is the Subftance of the Orders 
they received from this Prince. 
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An. Dom. * Go, faid he, go with all fpeed, ufe all your 
i2ao. < Endeavours to overtake the Sultan, fcize up- 
Heg. 6* 7- c on jjj s pcrfon, and bring him to me. It any 
Ser'i'cnt *- 1 Prince, Friend or Enemy, offers to aid him, 

< enter his Country and punifh him ; but com- 
Genghiz- ‘ mit no A£ts of Haiti lity, and do no injury 
c f s0r :. ‘ to thofe who yield to you, and will be my 
tin !' Priends, junlefe they afterwards, turn to be 
mrah.' ‘ my Enemies. In this cafe chaftife them ic- 

. * wcrcly, and give them no Quarter. And 
Imikhab-” ‘ when I have taken Samarcand, i will purlue 
falatin. ‘ the Sultan ? s Children wherever they dare ap- 
c pear. I will even pafs over the Oxus to break 
‘ whatever Meafures he takes. Go then and 
£ fearch on all fides, without fparing either 
s your Time or Pains. Do all that is necctta- 
c ry for my Service, raife Troops if there be 
4 occafion and if you meet with the Sultan in 
* any part of Per fin > penetrate into it, even 
‘ to Derbende in Georgia. If any Princes oppofe 
‘ you in your Paflage thither, force your way, 

4 take their Countries, and come and rejoin 
f me in mine by Capfchac , and by the other 
4 Roads which you will find to the North- 
f ward of the, Cafpian Sea, which you mult 
f bring under my Command. 5 

Thefe three Generals, after having taken 
leave of the Grand Can, went away at the 
Head of their Troops in the Month of June in 
the Year 1220. Led by a falfe Report, they 
marched towards the Frontiers of India, and 
pafling the Oxus, enter ? d into the Country of 
Bale, where they made a very exaft fearch after 
ihe King of Carizme; but not being able to 
get any News of him, they took Guides, and - 
drew towards Coraffcma. The General 7 ou~ 
fjuer advanced {till towards India, and the two 
others turned fhort towards Herat, the Capi- 
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C2.1 of Cor off ana. The Prince Eminmakc, the An.Dom,, 
Governour of this City, a Relation of the H 1220 " 
Sultan, was furprized at fo fudden an lava- M q|” ^ 1 ° 
fion ; and finding he was not in a condition serfmt. 
to defend himfelf, he chofe to fubmit. He Vyw 
fent an Officer to meet Huhbs Nevian and Herat, the 
Suida Behadeur, to treat with them. The Qffi- rT ltknf 
cer promis’d that the City ffiould furnilh their ^renders 
Army with all they had need of, and even pay to the Mo- 
them fome Contributions. The Treaty was 8 ulj * 
concluded, and punctually perform’d by the In¬ 
habitants ; for which reafon the Moguls did not 
commit any Biforder in the Country of Herat, 
and went forward, without making any flay, 
towards the City of Zave. 

Touquer fometime after having left the Fron¬ 
tiers of India, arrived in the Country of Herat „ 
where he committed fome Ads of Hoftility s 
not knowing, or pretending not to know that 
the Governour had fubmitted to his Collegues. 

This Proceeding obliged the People of the 
Country to defend themfelves. The Prince E- 
minmalec fent a Man to the two other Mogul 
Generals to inform them of the ill Treatment he 
had met with, In the mean time, fome Troops 
went out of the City, and join’d themfelves to 
the Country People who had taken Arms c 
which together made an Army fo fuperior to 
' Touquers, that he was beaten, and received a 
Wound in the Croud, of which he died. So 
that when the Officer whom Hubbe Nevian and - 
Suida Behadeur fent to inform him of the Trea° 
ty tftade with the City, arrived, he only ferved 
to condud the Remainder of his Army to the 
Place where the other Generals were: 

When Hubbe and Suida were come to Zave, Fadlaifah 0 
they demanded Refrefhments ; but the Inha- 1 - 39 $* 
bitar,ts fhut the Gates againft them, and would 
grant 
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An. Dora, grant them none. The Moguls who were now 
H 122 6 0, in want of Victuals, fent to entreat the Go- 
Mot. t la vernour of the City not to refufe them ; but 
setpcr.i. whatever Prayers and Offers they made him, 
W-yV they could obtain nothing: which fo much m- 
cenfed them, that they immediately prepared 
to take the Place, which the Soldiers did with 
the greater Fury, becaufe they were promifed 
the Plunder c f it, aqd had already fuffer’d 
jhe taking great want of Provifions. Thus, notwith- 
of the city ft apding all the Refiftarjce the Befieged' could 
of Zave. make, the Moguls took the City in three days 
time, tho not without the Lofs of a great many 
Men : But this Lofs made them fo furious, that 
they put to the Sword all that fell into their 
hands, and then plunder’d the Houfes, and 
feifced of all they could carry 4way. 

Ibnelouer- Zave was a City of a moderate Bignefs, fi- 
< 3 y f Geo- tnate between Herat and Nifchabour, in thirty 
«rafhy. £ ve degrees twenty minutes of Latitude. Se¬ 
veral famous Men were born in this Place. 

The Moguls, after having repofed themfelves 
for fo me days, marched towards Nifchalow, on 
.Advice given them by a Spy that the Sultan 
was enter’d there. They fent fpnje Scouts be¬ 
fore to chferve the State of Affairs, and defired 
Mirconde, that above all things they would make it their 
?< 5 ?. bufinefs to learn fome News cf the King of.. 
CariTjne , and to inform themfelves whether he 
was ftill in that City, or if gone out of it, 
what Road he had taken, and where he could 
be. Thefe Moguls were no fooner got into 
Nifchakur, but they were difeover’d, and the . 
rcafon of their coming guefs’d at. The Peo¬ 
ple ufed them civilly, and deputed three Per¬ 
sons cf Quality, who were related to the Sul¬ 
tan, to go to the Mogul Generals to treat with 
them. * : 

: ■ Thcfc 
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Thefe Deputies had full Power given them An.Dom? 
to offer what Conditions they thought fit, I22 °* 
without the fear of being contradifted ; and 
after having in the Govemour’s Name made serpent. 
their Offers of Submiffion, they promifed to 
give all the Money that was demanded, with 
all forts of Refrelhments the Mogul Army 
had need of, and even obliged themfelves 
to pay Tribute to the Grand Can, and not 
to aflift or fuccour his Enemies. On thefe 
Conditions the Inhabitants yielded, and re¬ 
ceived no Injury,- they even obtain’d of Ge¬ 
neral Hubbe a Guard to fecure them from the 
InTults of the "Tartars who might come after him. 

What had happen’d to the Inhabitants of He- 
rat, made them ufe this Precaution. All things 
thus agreed, the Deputies of Nifchabour made 
no difficulty to confefs that the Sultan had 
been in their City, but allured the Generals 
that he was gone out of it with defign to go 
to the Perfian Hircania, or Yrac Agemi , a Country 
antiently inhabited by the Parthians; which he 
was perfuaded to do by the Prince Ameded- 
din, who accompanied him. They added, 
that this Amededdin was Son to the Vizier Ruc- 
neddin , Prince of Yrac Agemi, one of the Sul¬ 
tan of Carizme’s Sons: That being delirous to 
.return into Perfia, where his deareft Compa¬ 
nions were, ana he had been ufed to live, he 
bad perfuaded his Grandfather, over whom he 
had a great Afcendant, to retire thither, and 0 
lea\je Coraff ana; telling him that the Province of 
Yrac abounded with Men, and that he might 
eafily raife a great Anny there, and being affif- 
ted by his Father Rucneddin , he would be fur- 
nifhed with all things neceflary, and foon be 
in a condition to revenge himfelf upon Gen- 
ghizcan.

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An. Com. But Amededdin deceived the King and himfelf, 
,22 °- and could not have given worfe Advice ; for 
Mol Vile t~ rac was not b y muc ^ fo powerful a Country 
Serpent. as Corajfana, which he perfuaded him to quit, 
Corajfana contained the moft populous Cities, 
Golius in and thofe Provinces of Afia that were the moft 
h> l N °l\c * beautiful and rich- The antiea (Aria, foccle- 
oanl * r " brated for its Fertility, was but a Part of it ; 
BaBriam, which was no lefs populous, nor lefs 
in extent, or plentiful, was another; and the 
antient Parajomifa made up but the leaft. part 
of it, according to the Limits Abulfeda gives to 
Corajfana. 

Abulfeda, He bounds that Province on the Weft Side 
p. 209. with Jurgiana, which was the Margiana of the 
Antients, and with the great Defart which fe- 
parates it from the Province of T.ac Agemi , 
which is alfo called the Perjjan Hircania, or the 
mountainous Part of the Country of Parthia; 
he confines it on the South with the Province of 
Comus , which was the Comifena of Ptckmj, and 
by the Defart which feparates it from Perfia 
properly fo called : he places on the Eaft of it 
India and Segeftan , which Quintus Curtins calls 
the Country of the Sujitanians; and, in fine, 
he fays, that on the North it is environ’d by 
T’ranfoxiana and Turqueftan. 

EaceufyV Some others report, that its Frontiers exterj- 
Gecpaph. ded even to Sogdiana; which proves that the"' 
Country of Corajfana was of a vaft Extent. 

* It had often had the Title of a dxftind King¬ 
dom, of which Bale had in times paft been the 
Capital. Nifchabour had alfo been fo in its 
turn; and in later times Scha-Ifmael order’d ‘ 
that Mefchehed fhould be fo. The Uzkc 
Princes at prefent poflefs the beft Part of Co° ■ 
rajfana , and the reft is under the King of Perfia. 


The 
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The Sultan of Carizme having left Nifcba- An. Dom; 
hour, went to Beftam, a very pleafaot and ftrong I22a 
City, fituate jn 1’ahareflan, in thirty fix Degrees 
twenty Minutes of Latitude. At his Arrival setpemf 
there, he fent for the Emir Omar, one of the 
Stewards of his Houfhold, and Native of this Abulfeda, 
Country, to come to him in the Caftle-Hall. ^ 2o7 ° 
He fhew’d to him ten Coffers which were 
fealed up with the Royal Signet, asking him 
if he knew what they contain'd. The Emir Meheme<2 
atffiVer’d, No. Well then, faid the Sultan, ^ lftn ! m 
they are fill'd with Jewels, amongfl which g dated- ' 
there are feveral of an inefiimable Value. The din. ' 
King faid, moreover, that no Man in the 
World, except two who were there prefent, 
knew what was in thofe Coffers. Then lie or¬ 
der’d him to fee them carried to the ftrong 
Fortrefs of Ardahan , which Omar immediately 
faw done. 

Mehemed raifed fome Troops at Beftam , and Jacut in 
continued to levy Men all the way, even till Golius. 
his Arrival iq Perfta; and likewife got toge¬ 
ther fome Troops of Soldiers jwhom the Moguls 
had difperfed. And being in Trac-Agemi, he 
flopp’d in Maradoulet-Abad, a Place dependant 
of Hamadan, where Rucneddin his Son, to whom 
he had given this Country, came to meet him 
with fome Troops ; which being join’d with 
thofe the Sultan had levied in the way, made 
above twenty thoufand Horfe. During this 
time the Mogul Generals having got News of 
this King, marched after him, purfuing his 
Steps; and made fo great hafte that they fur- 
prized him at Farzine , fome little time after he 
was gone out of Maradoulet. They cut to Fadlallah, 
pieces the beft part of his Army, and the Re-/. 39 6 - 
mainder fled. Rucneddin himfelf fled as far as 
the Frontiers of Quiman. Yet the Sultan e- 
■ • fcap’d 
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fcaped from the Moguls, and retired by fevcral 
By-ways with a fmall number of Officers into 
Guilan , and from thence to Efledad, a Place 
much efteem’d for its Situation, the ftrongeil 
City of Mazandran, and the mod difficult to. 
befiege, becaufe an Army could not come near" 
it but by very narrow Paffages. He fo well 
concealed the Place of his Retreat from his E- 
nemies, that they were obliged to fend out 
Parties on all fides to get News of him : But 
at laft a Lord of that Country, 'to be fe- 
vengpd on the Sultan, who had put his Uncle to 
death, headed a fmall Detachment of Moguls, 
and at laft difeover’d the Way the Prince had 
taken. Then he advanced almoft to Efledad, 
where fome Peafants told him that the King of 
Carizme was in a Tow n near the Cafpian Sea, 
where he every day affifted at the publick 
Prayers which the Imam made in the Mofque 
at the ufuai Honrs. One Hiftorian writes that 
this iinfortunate Sultan melted into Tears when 
he heard the Alcoran read, and that he made 
many ardent Vows to Heaven, and promifed 
with a loud Voice, punctually to obferve thefe 
Vows, and to govern his People with as much 
Gentlenefs as Equity, if God would deliver 
him out of the Danger he was now in, and 
that he fhould fee himfelf re-eftablifhed in his - 
Throne. 

Mean time the Moguls, conduced by the 
Traitor who ferved for a Guide to them, be- 
fet the Tow n where they were inform’d the 
'King was, yet they miffed of him : for he 
being upon his guard, had provided a Bark rea¬ 
dy equipp’d on the Sea-fhore, to throw himfelf 
into in cafe of need; and accordingly he em¬ 
bark’d on the firft notice given him of the 
Enemy’s Approach. This New f s w'as brought 
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him by a faithful Subjeft, who would not fuf- An. Dom.' 
fer his Prince to fall into the Moguls hands : But * 220 - 
it was full late when he received this Advice ; 
for all that he could do was to reach the Sea- serfenu 
.fhore, and to get into the Ship, and he had but 
juft weigh’d Anchor when the Enemies ap- Mebemed 
pear’d upon the Shore, from whence perceiving 
they had mifs’d of their Prey, they vainly (hot 
. a great quantity of Arrows after him. There din, J 
were.fome Tartars who even threw themfelves 
into the Sea, and fwimming after him, were 
fwallow’d by the Waves. This miferable King 
being reduced to this Extremity, as if his 
Misfortunes were not fufficient alone,to o- 
verwhelm him, fell into a Pleurify, which grew 
fo violent, that he was obliged to ftop at an 
Ifland called Abifcon. There, notwithftanding 
all the Ills he fuffer’d, his Sentiments were di¬ 
vided which to chufe. Life or Death: ‘ Is it 
6 poflible, faid he, that of all the Countries I 
e poflefs’d, there is no more remaining but two 
e Cubits Length to hold my Body ? How un- 
s certain a Dwelling is the World, and how 
e little ought thofe who inhabit it to put their 
5 Cruft in this Life, in which one is expofed , 

* to fo many Misfortunes ? ’ He abandon’d 
himfelf to thefe fad Reflexions, and was not 
’ capable of tailing any joy but only that of 
feeing himfelf fecurely landed on this Ifland. 

In reality the Moguls did not imagine that 
he would land in a defart Ifland, but believed 
that he put to Sea with defign to retire into 
the Country of Carizjne, or to fome neighbour¬ 
ing Prince. For this reafon Hubbe Ncvian and 
Suida Behadettr having received Information of 
the Sultan’s Flight, gave the Grand Can notice 
of it, who fail’d not to have him fearch’d for 
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An. Dom. all over the Kingdom of Ca.riz.me, and in every 
1220 . place where he thought it probable be was. 

Mol’ 6 -xhe During this time Mebemed, whatever Care his 
svfiur! Oncers took to divert him, was even buried 
in a profound Melancholy; yet to fhow that 
he was fenfible of their Zeal and Fidelity’, he 
confer’d Imployrrients upon them, which his 
Succeflor permitted them to enjoy- For this un¬ 
fortunate King died in this Wand Abifcon of his 
Pieurify, which his Phyficiaos could not cure, 
tho they employ’d all the Secrets of their Art- 
Kifarij f. A few’days before his Death, the Prince Gela- 
5 2 ' leddin, having been inform’d that he was in th ; s 
Ifiand,' came fecretly thither with two of his 
Brothers. The Sultan,- Who expected them, 
feeing them arrived, faid to him, ‘ Prince, you 
‘ are the Perfonwho amongft ail my Children 

* are moil able to revenge me on the Moguls , 

* therefore I revoke the Aft I heretofore made 

* at the Requeil of the Queen my Mother in fa- 

* vour of my Son Coutbeddin Then he ap¬ 
pointed Gelaleddm to be his Succeflor in the 
Empire ; and he commanded the other Princes 
his Sons to obey their Brother, as being their 
rightful Lord and Mafter, which they promifed 
to do. At the fame time he gave him his 

Death of Sword, and fent him away to look after the 
Mthemed Affairs of the State ; after which he expired un- ' 
Cariw ^ er t ^ ie Covert of a little Tent which had been 
fet up for him. Schamfeddin Mahmoude, fir ft 
Gentleman of his Bcd-chamber, wafh’d his 
Body, and w'rapp’d it in a Shirt, having no 1 o- 
ther Linen to bury it in. This was the End of 
this mighty King, w'ho was buried in this Ifle 
as meanly as one of the pooreft Mahometans. 
Jadialkh, But fome Years afrer, the Sultan Gelaleddm had 
b 397- his Bones taken up, and carried with great 
Pomp into the Fortrefs of Ardahan* 

C H A P. 
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The Siege of the City of Carizme, Capital 
of the IQngdom of that Name . The 
'Adventures of the Queen Turcan-CatuSj 
the Mother of the tjng of Carizme. 


¥ \J HILST thefe things paft in the Ifle Abulcafr, 
V of Abifcon , Genghizcan, who was at Sa- /• 21 , 
marcand., order’d the three Princes hiseldeft Sons 
to go and conquer the Kingdom of Carizme; and 
Co enable them to do it, he gave them the one half 
of his Troops, with equal Power to aft, as he 
had done to QElai and Zagatai, when he lent them 
to Otrar after the Battel of Caracou. He was 
of opinion that feveral Generals, and particu¬ 
larly Brothers, a&ing in concert, mud have bet¬ 
ter Succefs than if the foie Power was lodg’d in 
one Perfon ; but Experience afterwards con¬ 
vinced him he was miftaken. As for himfelf, he 
refolved fo foon as the Princes were on their 
march, to go by fmall Journeys into the Coun¬ 
try of Tranfoxiana , which was not yet reduced, 
and to befiege what Cities he thought proper^ 
till he received News of Sultan Mehemed. 

The Country of Carizme is that which Pto- 
imy call’d Cborafmia. It had Tranfoxiana on the 
Eaft, Corajfana on the South, and was fepara- 
ted from both thefe Provinces by Defarts; on 
the North it had Great Tartary , and on the 
Weft the Cafpian Sea, Vt'hich feveral of the 
Eaftern.Geographers do call the Lake of Ca¬ 
rizme.

W e ,f, Xhemoft confiderable Part of this little King- 
c " dom was in the Neighbourhood of the River 
Oxus.. The Cities one beheld on the Borders 
of this River Were all built of Brick, and very 
near,to one another. Some of thofe on the 
South,fide were very beautiful. Thofe that 
were fartheft up in the Country appear’d lealf 
confiderable. The Name of Carwuc was like- 
wife given to Tranfoxiana, and to many other 
Provinces in which were many fine Govern¬ 
ments.

He or¬ 
der’d the Princes firft to beliege the Capital of 
Carizme, to the end they might frighten the reft 
of the Cities, and by that means render them- 
jfelv^s Matters of that Kingdom at one Blow. 

He fail’d not to take all necefiary care to bring 
this Enterprize to effect ; becaufc he was per- 
fuaded that the City of Cariz,m would make a 
vigorous Defence, it being the Place the Sul¬ 
tan nioft valued, and alfo becaufe the Queen 
Turcan-Cntun his Mother had always, iince the

Zshabjw* tan’s Death, Then the great Officers of the 
jmikhab Prince’s Council writ Letters in his Name, 
Salatmo, -which fouie of them carried to Car fame, w here 
the People, who were altogether ignorant ct 
what was become of the Sultan, received them 
with Jov, and according to their natural Jn- 
conftancy, did all thefe Lords defired. The 
Kifivl. Lords turn’d out Courd Rugan , and feized of the 
. Money he had feraped together, which they- 
ufefully employ’d for the publick Service, and 
took the Government upon them till fuch time • 
as Gelaleddin and two of his Brothers arrived. 
But fome of the moft confiderable -Perfous in 
the Kingdom did not like that Mehemed, after 
having fo long before appointed Coutbeddra to be 
his foie Heir, fliould afterwards revoke that 
Grant at his Death, and fettle the Crown on 
the Head of another. Thefe factious Men for¬ 
med a Confpiracy againft Gelaleddin, and de- 
fign’d to deliver him up to his Brother. But 
by good Fortune Gelaleddin being advertifed 
of this Confpiracy by Ainangecan, yvho was 
faithful to him, refolved to retire into Coraf- 
fava. And with this Defign he fet out from 
Car fame, attended with only three hundred 
^ • ’ Horfe, 
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. Horfe, out of feven thoufand which came with An, Dom.' 
him into Carizjne. 1220.' 

The Mogul Emperor learn’d by his Spies the Iff 
State of Affairs in Carizsme ; for which reafon suptnu 
Jie not only caufed his Troops to advance that 
way , 5 but even fent Orders to thofe he had to¬ 
wards Coraffana, to repair to certain Places irt 
the Defart, and lie there in Ambufcade, to the 
end that if Gelaleddin and his Brothers fliould 
pafs from the Country of Car&me to Coraffana . 
that way, they might flop them. They imme¬ 
diately obey’d, and the Leaders whp comman¬ 
ded thefe Troops, placed jhem as in a Cir¬ 
cle round about the Defart, from the Fron¬ 
tiers of Menu, even to the Frontiers of Sche- 
bereflan. 

Gelaleddin, who had taken upon him the Qua- Nifavh 
li ty of Sultan, fo foon as he faw himfelf fecure 
from the Confpirators, went out of the Defart 
on that fide that led to Nifa. There was near 
this City a Body of Moguls of feven hundred 
Men, who /were polled there fo fecretly, that 
even the Inhabitants of Nifa knew nothing of 
it. They attack’d Gelaleddin briskly. Both 
iides fought with as much Qbftinacy as Vi® 
gour. At laft the Moguls, tho fuperiour in 
number, gave way, and were the greateft part 
of them kill’d. The Carizmeans remain’d Mas¬ 
ters of their Horfes, Provifions, and what Bag¬ 
gage they had ; and the reft of the Mogul's who 
fied, fell into the Hands of the Peafants, w r ho 
carried them to Nifa, where they cut off their 
•Heads. After this Aftion Gelaleddin retired 
to Nifcbabour, where he gave Orders for get¬ 
ting together an Army : But having learned 
that the Enemies were on their March towards 
him, he went thence, and meeting a Party of 
the Moguls, defeated them, and hoped he fliauld

ing within a League, of the City,, found means

Jtfotwithftanding all thefe Preparations, the 
Mogul Van-Guard were no fooner come up, but 
they inverted the Town, and feited on all the 
advantageous Ports; fo that the three Princes 
found all things in a good Forwardnefs, They 
firft view’d the Place, and held a Council ct 
War, where the Manner of the Siege was re- 
fdlved on. All the Officers then went to the 
Ports appointed them, feveral Towers were 
raifed to place .the Engines on, and all things 
were prepared for beginning the Attacks. And 
having • nothing to fear of any Armies coming 
to. relieve' the Town, they made no Intrench- 
■ _ rneuts or Lines. When all things were ready, 

the Princes font to fummon the Governour to 
furrender, aud to acknowledge the Grand Can 
for his Sovereign ; which if he refufed, he was 
„ to expedite Quarter either for the Garifon or 
himfclf. He anfwerd to this Summons like a 
brave Mari, and in (lead of-confenting to yield 


to their Demands, protefted he would be true 
to his Prince, even to his laft Breath. 

Upon this Anfwer the Moguls made a general 
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. guts endeavour’d to frighten the Befieged, and An. Dom. 
to reduce them at one Blow to ask for Peace, 122 °° 
But the Cariz,means fuftain’d the Afl’ault with a K®®' 6 ^J° 
Conftancy that made the Befiegers fenfible they sfrpenu 
had to do with braver Men than thofe they v^-yw, 
had met within other Places which had fur- 
render’d, and that they fliould not carry this 
Place without much Trouble ; yet the Moguls , 
far from being defpirited, repeated their At- • 
tacks feveral times, and were always received 
with’the fame Bravery as at firft. One can¬ 
not fufficiently praife the Courage with which 
the Befieged defended themfelves. If the Men, 
who ran boldly to every Place where the Dan¬ 
ger was greateft, and appear’d indefatigable 
and dauntlefs, are worthy- Commendation ; the 
Women no lefs deferve our Admiration, who 
were equally courageous. They were not con¬ 
tented to employ themfelves only in fuccouring 
thofe 0 who were doing their Duty, but they 
mounted on horfeback, and put themfelves a- 
mongft the Troops which fallied forth. We 
need not be furprized at this, becaufe the 
Women of T’urqueflan, and the Countries ad¬ 
jacent, draw the Bow, and fhoot as well as the 
Men, ride as dexteroufiy, and can fit on horfe¬ 
back as long as they. Tho they apply them¬ 
felves to Arms, and confequently are obliged 
to be with all forts of Men, yet they are very 
chafte ; and it is a rare thing to find one who is 
not true to her Husband : nor doe's this Exer- 
cifvhinderthemfrom performing all the Duties 
required in the Management of their Atfairs 
at home. 

The Befieged and the Befiegers continued a Miiconj? 
long time to combat with equal Vigour. They * 

profufeiy fpent their Arrows and Darts, and

Genghi^cnn was inform t (t tl o 
Diflenfion that reign’d among his Children, at 
which he was much troubled; and after haring 
ferioufly confider’d what to do, he refolved to 
take the Command of the Army from the 
two Princes who were mofl: in fault, and to 
give all the Power to QtJaf, who had rhevAi 
himfelf the w ifeft. He therefore fent Letters 
to them. Ociai received a, Ferman Hacavi, that 
is to fay, an Imperial Order after the manner 
of Letters Patent, by which his Father gave 
him an abfolute Authority over all the Troops 
in Chriz,me ; and at the fame time order’d him 
to continue the Siege. The Letters Gexgh;%can 
writ to the.other two Princes contain 3 d°a pofi- 
tive Command to them to refign all the Troops 
t o their Brother’s Command, and to obey him. 
He likewife writ to.the General Officers to be. 
obedient to his Son Ociai; and in every Letter 
. teftifv’d his Difpleafure concerning what had 
pais’d between them before Carizms,

Every 
one pile himfelt in a Pofture to perform the 
Duties of his Place ; and the Officers feem’d all 
filled with Zeal tor their Emperor, and Rage 
ag’ainft their Enemies. 

Thus fired, they began to renew their Bat- Kifsr".. 
teries againft the City with the Rams and other 
Engines ; and the Moguls being infpired with 
irefh Vigour, dilcover’d an extraordinary 
Courage and Boldnefs. All the Sallies were 
now fatal to the Caiiuneans, and the Befiegers 
were not long e’er they mads Breaches in 
the Walls, and mounted to give the Aflault. 

The Refinance of the Befieged flacken’d not ; 
they at firjt kill’d or difabled all thofe who en¬ 
ter’d the Breach ,• which only ferved to enfiame 
the Befiegers, who to revenge the Death of 
their Companions did things extraordinary, fo 
that the Walls were ihaken on every fide* The 
Breaches they made, gave opportunity tc a great 
number of Moguls to enter the Place ,■ the Out¬ 
works of which the Carizmeans were forced 
.yield to the Enemies, and tofufterthem ?o fi_c 
■ upon the Towers of the City their victorious 
Enfigns. The Carizmeam, unable to pluck 
them thence, found themfelves obliged to retire 
with Precipitation into the Places they had for¬ 
th’’d in the City, which really appear’d to the 
M--: .7-'as new Places to be conquer’d. .They

.The Moguls, enraged at the Carizwmts Oh- 
ftinacy, who ftill refuted to forrender, too ui-.ir 
Walls,, their Port, and the "reared \\ 
the Places they had entrenched \uic v 1 , 
refolded to burn it all... Theythuwdi’ j 
all over the City, and fet fire to the • ■> » 

every Side. It is impoflibletn tell how nr iy 
People and what Riches were deftro} d bj, the 
’Flames. . Then the Befiegers repenting of ha¬ 
ving fet fire to the Houles, which would pre¬ 
vent them from reaping the Fruits of.thci;: 
Labour, and make them no Gainers by becom¬ 
ing Matters of a City' fo full of Treafure, cea- 
fed to .throw more Fire, and employ’d them- 
felves wholly in making themfelves Mafcers of 
the different Quarters of the City, fighting 
hand to band. The Attacks continued night and 
day, and the Fatigue was fo'extreme on both 
fides, the Bcfieged having fo "entrenched them- 
felves, that one Quarter fuccour’d the other; fo 
that when one Place was forced after a longTle- 
fiftance, they found a fe'cure Afjltim in the'other.' 

' Having all promifed to ftand by one another, 
they Chew'd fucii Refolutiori that their Enemies 
were amated- The brave Hiinartef.iin, whole 
Valour and Prudence had doubtlefs much con¬ 
tributed . to the prolonging of the Siege, pc- 
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. safh’d in-defending a Poft which the Enemy was An. Doms 
ftorming. An Arrow took away the Life of I22T * 
this brave Man, and fnatch’d him away from 
his Countrymen, whofe Lofs much diminifbed 
their Courage. Yet they were not fo poor fpi- 
rited as to ask mercy from their Enemies, but 
defended themfelves to the utmoft Extremity ; 
and when they faw they ihuft yield, they put 
fire to the Houles that remain’d in the City 
t^tth _ their own Hands; and fo difappointecl 
the°;r ’ Enemies of gratifying their Avarice,. : 
fliewjng they knew how to render their Vifto- 
ry.lefis plealing to them. 

And indeed the Mogul Soldiers feeing them- Fadklkh, 
felves fruftrated of the Booty they hoped for, j>. 4 i0 * " 
put to the Sword all the Cari%,means they met 
with, and fuffer’d their Rage to extend itfeif 
{? far, that they kill’d about a hundred thou- - 
land Perfons} nay, . there are feme Authors 
that lay two hundred thoufand. Prince Octal 
had a great deal of difficulty to make the 
Slaughter ceafe; yet at 3 aft he put a Pop to it. 

Then they made all the Artificers, and other 
Men who could be of any ufe to them, go 
out of the City, and they were found to be a 
hundred thoufand. The young Women, Gi;!s, 
and Boys, were diftributed for Slaves, and all 
the reft tv ere put to the Sword. But all thofc 
who were put to death feem’d not afraid of 
dying; nay, there were fome wno refilled to 
live. Among the reft, there w as i ce t 1 C1 ;c, 
or Superior of a Society of religious M.ihmni- 

' r;i,p, who was famous for his Pc o s > unc id./. 4:1., 
was NtgemedJin. ’I'is laid tne tnrec M'\-d 

. Princes, when they approadhe 1 C i I cai d a 
Voice from Heaven, which anu 1 d> tV a ro 
fparc this holy Fufon, and ro take care that 
he might go out of the City in latety. But who- 
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An. Dom. ther this be true Or not, OFlai had a parti- 
1 ^ 21 * cular Rcfpecr for him, arid offer’d him a Paff- 
Mc|'. The P ort t0 rctire with ten of his Friends where- 
Horfe. ever he pleafed ; but the Chec would not ac- 
cept it. uriefs on condition that all the Makar 
metnns in Cariz,me fhould be pardon’d- Prince 
GSlaii who defired to fave him, fent him word 
he fliould have leave to chufe a thoufand out of 
both Sexes to accompany him, and that they, 
fliould be fpared for his fake. The Chec rejected 
all Oclai’s Offers, and fent him word, that ha¬ 
ving lived feventy Years with the Muflulmen of 
Cari&me, to whom he was dnited by his Reli¬ 
gion, it was not juft they fliould be feparated 
in Death. Thus this venerable old Man had 
the fame Fate as his Countrymen, and died 
with his Friends. 

In fine, the City of Carizme was taken and 
ruin’d towards the End of the Winter, in the 
Year 1221. and of the Hegira 6 \% after a Siege 
of feven Months '. The Moguls afterwards ea¬ 
sily fubdued the reft of. the Province: Fear 
feized all the reft of the People, and the other 
Ciries, which were very rich and populous in 
thofe days, furrender’d without making any 
Refiftance fo that the Moguls obrainechin this 
Country a greater Booty than they had got 
.thulfamg. fince the. Beginning of this War. The • other 
/-'• 447* Places which they took after the Reduction of 
Cariz.me , were Cat, Feraber, Dargnuf , Zar/uicf- 
cIsot , the Great and Little Corcaiige , which the 
Arabs call’d ’[ jmgjama. . 

OFrai Can left in the Country of Cartz,me 
what Troops he thought neceffary to keep it in

CHAP. VI. 

Genghizcan’r Expedition to Nacfcheb, Ter* 
med, Bedafchan, and other Places. 

T H E Affairs of Sogdima being fettled, the Fadkliab, 
Grand Can marched into Tranfoxiana on A 4 i< 5 . 
the Weft lide, and his Fame daily encreafing, 
feveral Towns open’d their Gates to him. 

The Inhabitants of Nacfcheb even went out to 
meet him, to offer him all that they had ; fo 
they were quit for only feeding his Army for 
fome Months, becaufe this Prince found this 
Country fo pleafant, and the Air fo good, that 
he {laid there the beft part of the Summer. He 
was informed at Nacfcheb of all that paft in 
Cvrajjana, and in the other Provinces fituate 
to the South of the Oxus \ for which reafon he 
refolded to go towards that River to continue 
•his Conquefts.

The 
Sultan of Carizme had conquer’d it feme little 
time before, when it was under the Govern¬ 
ment of Behramfchah, who w r as Sovereign of it, 
and whom the Sultan’s Mother put to death at 
her leaving Carirjue. 

‘termdy infiead of following the Example of 
Naifiheb, flint its Gates againft Genghi&can.. 
The Garifon, fupported by the principal No¬ 
blemen, refolved to fuflain a Siege, becaufe Ge- 
laleddin had given them hopes of his coming to 
their Relief. The outlide of their Walls were 
Bricks, and they had a Caflle which the Ri¬ 
ver Oxus defended on one fide ; id that they be¬ 
lieved themfelves ftrong enough.to amufe the 
Moguls till the Arrival of Gelaleddin. The 
Grand Can being inform’d of their Refolution, 
caufed Lines to* be caft up round it very deep 
and very w ide. He had alfo Platforms railed, 
and appointed the feveral Quarters to his Ar¬ 
my ; and, in fine, fhut up the Place very ciofely. 
The Befieged, far from being daunted at all 
thefe Preparations, made ready to receive them 
warmly. In effect, for the fpace of eleventh}.? 

, they defended it with all the Bravery the Sul¬ 
tan could expeft from his beft Subjects, but 
Gelaleddin not appearing to fuccour them, and 
their Walls being thrown down, they could 
not hold out much longer. So the Moguls took 
the Place by Storm, and made the Befieged pay 
dearly for the Elood of their Companions whom 
they had kill’d. All the Garifon and the In¬ 
habitant" 
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' habitants, except fome young People who were 
feferved for Slavery, felt the Fury of the Be¬ 
rgers, whom Avarice render’d more cruel 
in this Place than they had been elfewhere ; 
For a Soldier having ripp’d up the Belly of a 
Woman to fearch for a Pearl fhe had fwallow’d, 
and having found it, feveral others follow’d his 
example, tho the greater part of them were 
td'Xappointed, and became a Horrour to others, 
foi\ha,ving committed fo barbarous an A&ion. 
The Grand Can caufed the Town to be razed 
to the Ground about the end of Autumn ; and 
it being unlikely that he could pafs his Army 
over the Oxus in the beginning of the Winter, 
he thought it beft to put his Troops into Win- 
ter Quarters, both in the Places that were un¬ 
der his Obedience, as -alfo in thofe which he 
might with little trouble reduce. He accor¬ 
dingly diftributed all his Forces into Tranfoxia - 
na. The Tartars whom he fent out on all tides 
in Parties, made terrible Ravages, and princi¬ 
pally in the Towns of Languerte and Samande§ 
which had received Genghiz,can with regret, and 
were fo imprudent as to let him know it. They 
were not content to take out of thefe Places 
all forts oPForage and Ammunition, but they 
alfo burnt what they left, and committed ail 
forts of Diforders that can be imagined. 

As for the City of Bedacfchan, which had 
freely open’d its Gates to him, it was not fo 
ill treated } it coft them only their Riches. 
The 'Moguls pillaged- them of a great quan.ity 
'of Hyacinths and Rubies, with which this Ci¬ 
ty abounded, its Territories being full of 
Mountains out of which they got thefe pre¬ 
cious Stones. It alfo produced fine Azure, 
gcod Bezoar, and wjiat is called the fine Chrvf- 
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An. Dom. here were thofc whom Ptolemy calls Comcdi, 
1221- and its Situation was on. th£ Confines of India 
■ ■ 

Her ft. If was. m this Country that Alexander the 

wv>^' Great law thirty young Sogdian Lords 1 going 
Qumws chearfully to die, who lung and rejoiced as they 
^oing to Execution; and demanding 
from whence their Joy proceeded, they an- 
fwer’d, that the Honour of dying, and being 
reftored to their Anceftors, by the Command of 
a King who was the Conqueror of all Nations, 
was the Caufe why they rejoiced, and bldV’u 
fo nqble a Death. Alexander gave them their 
Lives, and asked them wha? Security they 
would give hinj of their Fidelity to him ; they 
anfwer’d, they had no other to give than 
the Lives he had granted them, which they 
fliould always be ready, to furrender to him 
whenever he demanded them : nor did they 
break their Words. Four of thefe Segdians he 
put into his own Life-Guards, who were as 
faithful to him as his Macedonians who loved 
■ him mod. 


CHAP. VII. 

The Moguls Hunting. 

Mirconde, £nghiz.can being at Termed in the midft oi 
t' 37°. (j the Winter, a Seafon of the Year that hin-- . 

der’d him from profecuting the War, he re» 
folv’d to have a great Hunting-match, to keep his 
Soldiers in Adtion. In order to which. Prince 
Teufcbican the Mailer Huntfman of the Empire, 
being

. feeing abfent, he commanded the Nevian his An. Dom.’ 
Lieutenant to prepare all things neceflary for ^ 1 J 2 »- 
hunting, and to extend the Chace as far 
• the Country they were in, and the remaining u'orfe. ‘ 
Part of the Winter would permit. The Nevian 
perform’d the Duty of his Employment, and 
) took care to give notice to the Huntfmen. He 
directed them what Circumference of Ground 
' ...they mu ft encompafs, and lent them away poft 
to\mark out the Bounds of it. After which, he 
oraeft’d'the Officers of the Army to follow the 
Huntfmen at the Head of their Troops, as 
foon as they could, and to go and take up 
the°ir Quarters, that they might be in a readi- 
nefs for the Chace, according to the known 
Orders which had been prefcribed by the Em= 
peror when he *publifhed the Laws eoncern- 
ing Hunting, and regulated the Manner of it. 

So 1‘oon-as the Officers had led their Soldiers Marrafceft 
to the Rendezvous, they ranged them round chy. 
the Place encompafs’d in the manner of a thick 
Hedge, fometimes doubling the Ranks about 
the Circle which the Huntfmen had marked out, 
by the Moguls called Nerke. They negleSed 
not to tell them, tho no Perfon was before ig¬ 
norant of it, that it was as much as their Lives 
were worth to let the Beafts efcape out of the 
Ring, which was about four Months March 
in Circumference, and enclofed a very great 
number of Groves and Woods, with all tho 
Beafts that lived in them. The Center of this 
great Enclofure, whereto all the Beafts muft re- 
. tire, was a Plain w r hich the Huntfmen had cho- 
fen and marked out. 

, The Officers of the Chace immediately dis¬ 
patched Couriers, to the Lieutenant General of 
the Chace, to give him an account how tilings 
were difpofed, and to know of him the Orders 
S3 given 
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given for their ^marching. The Lieutenant 
went himfelf ro receive them from the Grand 
Can, and afterwards gave them to the Couriers, 
who immediately departed to carry them to 
the Hunting-Officers, after having well o.b- 
ferved where the King’s Quarters were, that 
they might more eafily find them when they 
fhould be fent back thither again: Tho the 
King’s Quarters were not fixed to be always in 
one Place," for he muft advance according;; as 
his Troops moved ; but as they always moved 
on in the fame Line, whatever Change of Place 
there was, yet one could not chute but find 
him. 

The Couriers had no fooner brought the Or¬ 
ders to the Hunting-Officers, but they com¬ 
municated them to the Captains. Then the 
Kettledrums, Trumpets, and Horns found¬ 
ed the general March, which being heard 
throughout the Circle, the March began eve¬ 
ry where at the fame time and in the fame 
Order; that is to fay, the Soldiers marched 
very clofe together, and always towards the 
Center, driving before them the Beafts, like 
Shepherds driving their Flocks. They had 
their Officers behind, who obferved them ; 
and they were all well armed, as if they had 
been going on fome martial Expedition. Yet 
altho they had their Helmets of Iron, their 
Crofslets of Leather, and their Bucklers of 
Wicker, with their Scimeters, Bows, and Qui¬ 
vers full of Arrows, Files, Hatchets, Clubs, 
Cords, and every thing even to the Thred 
and Pack-needle ; it was forbidden them to kill 
or wound any Animal, whatever Violence the 
Beafts offer’d to them. There were fevere Pu~ 
nifhments decreed to thofe who fhould make 
ufe of their Arms againft the BeaftsIt was 
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. only permitted them to fhout and hollow, to An. Dom. 
fright and hinder them from palling the Enclo- 122 '\ 
fore, for the Emperor had fo ordain’d. _ 

Thus they marched every day, hunting the Horfe. 
Beafts towards the Center, and encamped eve- v= 5 ^y^, 
sy night. The military Duty was not negleft- 
®d for all this. The Watch-word was given 
every evening,' and there were Troops order’d 
.So keep-guard, and Centinels, who were du» 
^reliev’d by others. Thofe who flept, or did 
not exafily perform their Duty, were punilh’d. 

They were fometimes alarm’d on purpofe. In 
fine, all that is praftifed in War was here punc¬ 
tually obferved. 

The March was not interrupted by any Joumi in 
Difficulty for fome Weeks ; but a River which Gehangaf? 
the Troops from fome of the Quarters could c ia ’ 
not ford, hindering them, they made a halt, 
and gave notice to the reft, to the end they 
might always march in the fame Order toge¬ 
ther. Thofe who were obliged to pafs the Ri¬ 
ver, drove the. Beafts over it, which fwam 
crofs ; and then pafs’d it themfelves upon round 
Pieces of Hides, which they bound together 
with Cords. Several Soldiers being feated on 
one of thefe Bundles of Leather, each of 
which was tied to a Horfe’s Tail, the Horfe 
drew it crofs the River, following a Perfon who 
fwam before? 

Having thus pafs’d over this River, their Zeheby »*> 
March was no more interrupted, but they went Tanc Al- 
always in an equal Diftance from the- Center. C0UU1 ‘ 1 - 
And now the Circle leftening, the Beafts began 
to find themfelves prefs’d ; and, as if they had 
been fenfible that they were befet, fome ran 
amongft the Mountains, others into the Val¬ 
leys that were moft obfcure ; others* without 
sniuding to go in the Paths and Roads, rufh’4 
• S 4 into 
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An. Dom. into the For efts and Thickets, from whence 
Men*"Vi8 I heyfoon after fled, frenting the Huntfmen, fly- 
Mog. ihl ,n g elfewhere to feck a fccurer Shelter. The 
Hcrfe. Holes and Bnrrow-s were all filled ; but they 
Vv%> retreated thither in vain, for they open’d them 
with Spades or Mattocks, and even made ufe of 
Ferrets : fo that the Beafts finding themfelves 
fo prefs’d, w ere obliged to come out and go far¬ 
ther. But w anting room, the Compafs of Ground 
ftill growing left and lefs for them, the different 
kinds of Beafts began to mix w'ith one another, 
fo that fome became furious, and toil’d the Sol¬ 
diers greatly ; and it was not without much 
trouble that their Shouts, and the Sound of the 
feveral Inftritments drove them away. 

A great number of Beafts being fled to the 
Mountains, Parties of Huntfmeti and Soldiers 
were detached to drive them thence ; which 
was not done without' much Difficulty, they 
often refilling, and it being not permitted the 
‘Soldiers to wound them. ■ Other Parties de- 
feending the Precipices, wdiich ferved for a Re¬ 
treat to fome certain Animals, had no lefs 
trouble to put them to flight ; yet there was 
not a Cave or Wood in which they left one 
Bead. During this time, the Couriers went 
continually from every different Quarter to ad- 
Ozvlny hi yertife the Grand Can of all that paft -in the 
mfdou-'* Chac<3s and . ro W® News of the Princes, 
; st . c0 ' feveral of whom, Hnntfmen-Iike, {hared of the 
Diverfion, which the feveral Motions and Confu- 
flon the Beads were in, gave them in the Chace. 
The Emperor, who’had fomething elfe in view 
befides the Pleafure of thefe Sports, went often 
himfelf to obferve the Troops, to fee whe¬ 
ther his, Orders w ; ere exactly follow’d, and they 
were not re mils in their Duty. 


The 
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The Space of Ground growing each day lefs 
and lefs, and the wild Beads being unable to 
get farther, leap’d upon the Weakeft, and tore 
them in pieces. But their Fury did not lad 
long ; for being chafed on every fide, and be¬ 
ginning to have no room left but that Spot of 
Ground where they could be feen all together, 
the Lieutenant of the Mader-Huntfman caufed 
. the Drums and Timbrels to be beat, and all 
t'^e other kinds of Inftruments to be play’d up¬ 
on : all which, join’d with the Shouts and Cries 
of the Huntfmen and Soldiers, fo affrighted 
the Beads, that they lod all their Fiercenefs, 
The Lions and Tygers grew gentle, the Bears 
and wild Boars, like the mod timorous Beads, 
feem’d cad down, and amazed. 

Then the Grand Can feeing all thefe Ani¬ 
mals together in a little Space of Ground, 
which the Moguls call Gerke, order’d them to 
prepare themfelves to march into it. Fie en¬ 
ter’d the fird, with the Sound of Trumpets, 
holding in one Hand his naked Sw'ord, and in 
the other his Bow. He had his Quiver full of 
Arrows hanging crofs his Shoulder, and was 
attended by ibme of his Sons, and all his Ge¬ 
neral Officers. He himfelf began the Slaugh¬ 
ter, driking the fierced Beads, of which fome 
■became furious, and endeavour’d to defend their 
Lives. At lad he retreated to an Eminence, 
feating himfelf upon a Throne w hich was pre¬ 
pared for him ; and from thence he obferved 
the* Strength and Agility of the Princes his 
Children, and all his Officers w'ho attack’d the 
Beads. Whatever danger they ran, yet no one 
avoided it, or gave back, but rather /how’d 
more Eagernefs, well knowing that the Grand 
Can by this w'ould judge of their Merit. All 
the young Soldiers, after the Princes and Lords, 

' • enter’d 
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An. Dora, enter’d into the Ger/ce, add made a great 
daughter of the Beads. 

Aiog. 7hi Ihcn Gtnghizxans Grandfons, follow’d by 
uarft. feveral young Lords of the fame Age, prefent- 
WV ed themfehes before the Throne, and by a 
£hv/» k Al" SP et ‘ r '* made after their manner, deftred the 
Lafalic or Emperor to give the Beafts that remained their 
Almama. Lives and Liberty ; which he granted them, 
itc, praifing the Valour of his Troops, who were 
immediately difmifled, and fent back to theft 
Quarters. At the fame time the Beafls which 
had efcaped the Scimeters and Arrows, feeing 
themfelvcsnolongerfurrounded, getaway, and 
regain’d their Woods and Dens. Thus the 
Hunting at Termed ended, which lafted four 
Months, and had continued much longer, if 
it had not been fear’d that the Spring would 
furprize them whilft employ’d in thefe Sports, 
when the War muft be profecured. At length 
the Spring of the Year 1221 . drew near, and 
the Carizmean Troops being already arrived, 
they had not a long time to reft ; for Genghiz .- 
can. put himfelf at the Head of his Troops a- 
bout the end of March, to pafs oyer the Oxus, 
and afterwards went towards Ba&nann, .where 
the Sultan Gelakddin had got an Army together.

The Mogul Generals Expedition to Nils s 
, Caeudar and Damegane. 

S E FO RE the Hunting began the Empe¬ 
ror had fent a Reinforcement of twenty 
sfand Men of his belt Troops to Hubbe Ne- 
vian, and Suida Behadeur, the better to enable 
them to fucceed in the Enterprizes he defign’d 
they fhould undertake the next Year. Thefe 
two Generals were on the Northern Confines 
of Coraffana , when they received their Mailer’s 
Orders. Whilft they waited for the Reirf- 
forceraents he was to fend them, which were 
now on their march thither, they divided the 
Troops they already had, and Hubbe went 
towards Mazendran^ and Suida took the Road 
to Helvas. 

After they had ravaged both thefe Countries, 
they returned into Coraffana , where Suida re- 
'main’d watching a Mahometan Lord, whofe 
Name was Ainangecan, who was one of Sul¬ 
tan Mehemed's Officers, and molefled the Mo¬ 
guls with fome Troops he had got together, 
and often broke their Meafures. Suida found 
means to oblige him to fight; but the Event 
prov’d unfortunate to the Moguls , for they were 
beaten and put to flight with their Leader. - 
Whillt the Mahometan Lord was purfuing them, 
he met near Nacfchivan a Brigade of Tartars 
who were goipg to retire into that Place. He 
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An. Dom. fell upon them with his. Cavalry, and drove 
1221 - them into the Bitch, where they were all 
Mol. V// drown’d., Almngecan by this Exploit got fome 
ffirji. Reputation. He alarm’d the Country fo, that 
they dared not refute him Tribute. Some of the 
Sultan’s Troops who were disbanded, and lived 
in the Woods, went and join’d him. He march’d 
to Nifa, the Goveraour of which was gone to 
Meccba, and got of his Lieutenant the Tax-Mo¬ 
ney of the Year 1221, which he made life of to 
furni/h what \vas needful for his little Army. 
In the meantime, the Reinforcements, which 
the Mogul Generals expected, arrived, led by 
Jafer Nevian, and Irca Nevian, 'who each of 
them commanded ten thoufand Men. Ainmigi- 
can was no fooner informed of it, but he retired 
to the Mountains. 

The City of Nifa being a Hindrance to the 
Conqueft of Coraffacut , of which it was a Part, 
fafsr and Irca Nevian had Orders to reduce 
that fir ft. There was given them for a Lieute- 
, want General, an old experienced Captain, 

named Bakoufch, who had the Command of 
the Van-Guard. When the Moguls had invef- 
ted the Place, before they began the Afl'auit 
they lent to offer very realonable Terms to the 
Lieutenant who commanded in the Governour’s 
Abfence.' He did not abfoluteiy reject their 
Propofals ; but during the Treaty fome of the 
Inhabitants imprudently (hot at the Moguls, 
and Ealcoufcb being ftruck by an Arrow in the 
Breaft, felidown dead. This Accident, join’d 
with the Refufal they made to furrender the 
City, excited the Moguls to revenge the Death 
‘ of their General. Suida Behatlew prefs’d the 
two Nevians to begin the Siege, and had Ma¬ 
terials brought to the Camp for building twenty 
great Engines to batter the Place.

When the Siege was form’d, and the Engines 
fixed in the proper Places on all fides, they be¬ 
gan the Battering of the'City. The Befieged 
defended themfelves with all the.Courage ima¬ 
ginable; and throwing from their Walls abun¬ 
dance of. Wild-Fire, the Befiegcrs, that they 
might be able to approach nigh enough, caufcd 
their Slaves to carry on their Backs great Pieces . 
of Wood, called Harncas, which were cover'd 
■with wet Skins. They purfued their Afikults 
day and night and at laft, after fifteen days 
Siege, they made a Breach, which ‘ the Be¬ 
fieged were not able to repair. In the night 
they feized the Walls, from whence the Be- ' 
fieged could not repel them; and the next day, 
being Mafters of the Place, they went into ah 
the Houfes, making the Inhabitants go out of 
them into a Plain, to fu(fe$ theChafiifcment 
they had referred for fhem. The unfortunate 
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An. Dom. Victims were no fooncr aflembled in the Plairij 
1221. but the Mogul Army furrounded them, to him* 
der their retreating to the'Mountains. Then 
Mrfi'' they ihot a great number of Darts and Ar- 
rows upon them, with which they were over¬ 
whelmed, and were even more miferable than 
the Beafts at the Chace of Termed, fome of 
which efcaped Death ; but thefe poor People 
all perifhed, and were left either dead or rnor-. 

• tally wounded in the Field, to ferve for .Food 
to the w'ild Beads, and Fowls of Prey. ’Tis 
reported that there w r ere this day feventy thou- 
fand Perfons killed, of the Natives, Strangers, 
and Peafants who had took fhelter in this City. 
As for the Minifter Schehabeddin and his Son, 
they were put to death after another mannerc 

* they were led in Chains to the Nevians, who 
caufed the Coffers to be open’d in which were 
the Viz ier’s Treafures ; and after the Nevians 
had taken out all that was in them, they caufed 
the Heads of the Father and Son to be ftruck 
off. At this day there is to be feen Schehabed¬ 
din s Tomb in a Place called Hafna. 

Three days after van-Moguls had taken and 
plunder’d Nifa, they went to befiege .the Cita¬ 
del of Caendar. This Place was accounted 
the ftrongeft in Ceraffaim , and was in the Road 
from Nifa to Nifchabour. They were defirous 
to gain this Place, not only as it was a 
hindrance to their conquering the reft, but alfo 
becaufe they were informed that Nczameddin t 
one of the greateft Lords of that Kingdom, 
was retired thither with all his Riches. In 
truth, ' Mehemed Nifavi, the Author of the Hif- 
tory of the Life of Sultan Gelnleddin, to whom 

• this Place belonged, (tho he took upon him on* 
ly the Title of Governour of this Place under 
the Sultan) has writ, that Nczameddin, fome

days before the Arrival of the Enemies there. An. Dora, 
vifited this Place, and efteemingit almoft im» „ 1221 ' 
pregnable becaufe of its Situation, faid to him, 6 ill' 

We will wait the Tartars coming here . Notwith- uorfu 
ftanding> -which, this Lord, when he faw they 
attack’d it on the weakeft fide, wasfo frighted 
that he defired the Governour to let him down, 
with Ropes into the Plain, at a Place where 
the Befiegers could not perceive him : which 
Mehemed Nifavi did, and Nezameddin by his 
good Fbrtune retired elfewhere. 

The Befiegers batter’d the Place a long time ; 
but the Befieged made fo brave a defence, that 
at lafi the Mogul General, being fenfible of the 
Strength of the Citadel, defpair’d of taking it 
with the Troops they had, and fo refolved to 
raife the Siege, and were content only to fend 
a Trumpeter to demand of the Governour 
Clothes, and other things of which the Sol- c 

diers flood in need. Mehemed Nifavi thought 
it was better to gratify them than to provoke 
them to continue the Siege, by refilling what 
they asked; he thereforecaufed all things to be 
looked for that the City could afford proper to 
fend them. But the difficulty was to find Of¬ 
ficers that wculd venture to accompany thofs- 
who carried this Prefent; becaufe it was be¬ 
lieved that the Moguls and Tartars were cruel 
enough to revenge themfelves on the Officers 
they fhould get in their power, for the fiiameful 
Retreat they faw themfelves reduced to make. 

After a great many Perfons had refufed the Em¬ 
ployment, two venerable, old Men prefented 
themfelves; and having recommended their 
.Children to their Fellow-CitAens, put them- Mehemed 
felves at the head of thofe w ho carried the Niijvi’t 
Prefent. But they were no fboncr carried 
before the Generals, and had prefented whs; jfJ - 
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An. Dora, they brought, but tlie Moguls were really To

Mo^’. The thefe old.Mcn. At Jail the Siege was raifed, 
Horfe. and the Country ravaged by the two Nevians, 
After which, Auida himfejf came to meet them, 
Abulfeda, anc j t f, e y a {i three weiit to Hubbt Kevian, who 
t' 20 7- was bufied on another Expedition, They 
marched by the Defart and other Roads to Da - 
megane , to attack it, which was a confiderabk 
Town fituate in thirty fix degrees and twenty 
minutes of Latitude.

"in his^Af- Streams were for their Excellency called the 
tronomied' Water of Cofroes, becaufe that King of Perfta 
Tables. convey’d them by fine Aqueducts into this City, 
and would always drink of them, in whatfoever 
part of his Empire he refided. It was in the 
Orchards and Gardens of Dmegane thole Ap¬ 
ples grew that were fo' much efteem’d for their 
Beauty and Taile, which they carried in for¬ 
mer Ages into the Part hums Country to grace 
the Tables of the Rich and Great. 

* From Damegaue , which the Moguls found 
quite defected, and nothing left to content 
their Avarice, they went before Amol , which 
they eafiiy reduced, as alfo feveral other Towns 
in the Eaftern Dabarejlan, which was part of 
the antient Hircania. The City of Amol was

The taking of the Fortrefs of Ylale. The 
Captivity of the Queen Turcan-Catun^ 
the Mother of Sultan Mehemed. The 
Conquejl of the Cities of Rei, Com, and 
other Places in the Perfian Hitcania. 


TfJfU B B E Nevian on his part made ari FadlaM 
Jlj[ Expedition no lefs famous and fuccefsfu! T- 4 
than that of the other Generals. He 
reduced not only the Weftern Part of Tabarej- 
tan, which is called Maz,endrane ; but he even 
feized upon the Sultanefs, who was retir’d 
there with her immenfe Riches, which was 
one of the things Genghiz.can moil paffionately 
w idl’d for. It is true, the Emperor gave him 
the Informations and Inftructions of which he 
flood'in need for this Expedition; for this 
Prince, whofe Vigilance was fiich that nothing 
could efcape his Knowledge, having Spies or 
Correfpondents in every Place, who gave him 
T in- 
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An.Uom. intelligence of all that part, had by the means 
,22 >- r of or„ ct lus ^pn-s learn’d that the Queen 
Mt?>" V'i'e- Mother was rented into the Fortrefsof Tlale 
nlifc* he preki atch'd a Courier to Hubbe, to 

acquamt mm with it, giving him leave to run 
all hazards to take this Place, and to borrow, 
if there was occasion, Forces of the other Ge¬ 


nerals. 

Hubbe fail’d not to execute his Prince’s Or--' 
tiers. He befieged this ftrong Place in,Form ; 
but he had for three Months batter’d it in vain, 
when the Grand Can being informed of the 
Condition the place w as in, and thence (^in¬ 
cluding that lie might more eafily reduce it by 
Famine, order’d Hubbe to caule. a ftrong Wall 
to be built without fide his Lines, with Gates 
to be kept fhut in the Night, and open in the 
Day, and to take care that Guard was ftriedy 
kept in all Places, that the Place fhould receive 
FadU’.iah n0 Succours. Thefe the Emperor’s laft Or- 
r. 413. 5 ders were as punctually executed as the firft, 
and the Citadel received no kind of Succours, 
Yet three Weeks more pafs’d, and the Gover- 
irour had no thoughts of yielding; but hoafted, 

' as they learn’d from the Deferters who came 
• over to them, that he flood nor in need of any¬ 
thing. But this was a falfe Report, for the 
Place had wanted Water a long time, and one 
part of the Garifon and Inhabitants w ere al¬ 
ready dead with Third, and all other forts of 
Provifions grew by degrees- extremely fcarce, 
and at .laft entirely fail’d; fo that the Queen 
was forced to capitulate. 

This Want of Water paft in the Country for 
a Miracle, bccaufe this Place was always 
known to be bcUerfurnilli’d with it, than any o- 
ther in Ma&endram, Rain commonly falling there 
every day; and yet there fell not one Drop du» 

• . •. ring 
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• J'ing the whole Siege. They therefore fa id An. Dom, 

’ publickly that it was a judgment of God to * 221 - 
punifh the Queen for having unjufily put to 6 j h ° 
death fo many Princes and Kings. And what air ft. 
confirmed the Mahometans in their opinion of (yy^W 
this Drought being miraculous, was, that the 
Place was no foonerofurrcnder’d, but there fell 
fuch abundance of Rain, that die Citterns o- 
verflow’d, and the Water ran out of the;Gates 
of the Citadel in a Flood. 

Halle' Nevian knowing the Extremities to The taking 
which the Place was reduced, would not grant ^ ®i lHn 
anything to the Queen but her Life ; and he caTunTy 
declared that-he expected to have all things Hubbeis- 
elfe left to his Difcretion, and they were forced. "was. 
to yield to his Terms. So loon as the Moguls 
were enter’d the Place, they feized of all the 
Queen’s Treafure, and treated this Princefs as 
a Captive. They fent her to Genghituan under 
a ftrong and fate Guard, with her Women and 
Grandchildren, and all the Lords cf the Empire 
who had retired with her into the Fortrefs of 
Tlais. One may fay file was herfelf the Caufe of 
her ill Fortune, or rather that the Hatred file 
bore her Grandfon Gelaleddin ruin’d her: For 
when lire heard that Sultan Mehemed had at 
his Death declared him his Heir, file was even 
diffracted. And fome days before this Place 
w as befieged, having found a way to retire with 
Safety to this young Prince, file w ould not make 
her advantage of this Opportunity, whatever 
Rembnftrances her Officers made to her. They 
sn vain reprefented, that Gelaleddin was her NiftviV 
Sen’s Child, and confequently a Part of her Till- »/Gc- 
fe!f, and thaO's Valour might Hill difpute tlic !>,rd " iin : 
Fate of his Father’s Kingdoms with Genohiz.~^ ‘ 
tan. Inttead of being perfuaded by thefe Ar¬ 
guments., fhe did nothing but wiih all forts of 

T 2 Mil'- 
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An, Dom, Misfortunes to Gekkddin, protefling fhe would 
U evcr ftoop to fb bale a thing, as fhe call’d it, as 
to put herfelf under the Protection of the Son of 
Korfe! Aigeacy her mortal Enemy ; and that fhe would 
even prefer any Slavery before all that Gelalsd- 
din could do to ferve her : that the loweft Con¬ 
dition, and the mod rigorous Treatment would 
be more agreeable to her than all the Marks of 
Friendfnip fhe could receive from him. 

Thefe were the Sentiments of the implacable 
.Queen I’urcmi-Cat.un ; but God punilhed her, 
and to mortify her Pride, reduced her to dif¬ 
fer the moft iufupportable Treatment: For, the 
Grand Can foraetimes had her brought into his 
Prefence when he was at Table, and threw her 
Bits of the Meat which he bad cat of, as if 
Hie had been a Deg. What Mortification muff 
this be to a Woman who but.a little before 
could confer her Favours, and whefe Sovereign- 
Commands made the moft part of the Kings 
and Princes of the Eaft to tremble ! 

They put to death her Son’s Grandfons 
before file arrived at Gengbr-ncan’s Court, and 
left only the yonngeft alive to comfort her; 
nay, it was not long before they tore that from 
her alfb : for one day, as Hie was combing his- 
Head, a Perfon came and fnatched him away 
from her Arms. She foul Hie was more fcnftbly 
touched with this Lofs than with any file had 
before felt, and her Grief for it was moft bitter. 
He met with 'the fame Fate as his Brothers. 
The young Princc’fles her Great Grand-daugh¬ 
ters were not fc unfortunate; not only their Lives- 
were /pared, but they were even married tor Mo¬ 
gul Lords of the fi rft Ranlr, and Pilfece Toufchi e - 
fpoufed CattSuhmie, who had before been married 
to Ofman Can , Prince of Samarcand. This was 
the Fate of this great Queen, who was led, as 
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inTriumph, fome Years after, thro the fame An. Dom. 
TCoupfifies‘where/he had govern’d. !22! - 

Bap to return to the Expeditions of Hubbe 
Nevian, after he left the ftrong Fortrefs of 
Rale, he went diredtly to Rei, where Suicla and 
the other Mogul Commanders came to join him 
in their return from Coraffana, of which they 
had reduced both the North and Weft Parts, 
■excepting Nifchdbour, which according to the 
.Capitulation granted them by the two Gene¬ 
rals, remain’d quiet till Gelaleddin took fhelter 
there. * 

The City Rei, which was fituate in Trac A- The taking 
geiki, or the Perjian Hircania, five days Journey o/Ref, 
from Nifcbabour, in thirty five degrees and c ° r -’> 
thirty .five minutes of Latitude, feem’d able 
to make a vigorous defence ; but the Moguls As .J m i or 
eafily took it. The Inhabitants were divided Peftian 
into two Fa&ions : one of which follow’d the Hircania. 
Dodtrines of Abouhanifa, one of the four Doc- Mamkef- 
tors who were the Heads of the four pretended cby, /. 18. 
.Orthodox Sects amongft the Mahometans and 
the others were attached to the Opinions of Abulfeda 
Bodtor Schafay. So foon as the Cady of the />. S oi. 
City, who was of the laft Sedt, was inform’d iljrconc ; e 
that Hubbe was coming, he w r ent out to meet p. 3I . 
him with the Chief of his Sedr, and offer’d 
him the Place in the Name of all Schafay ’s 
..Sedtaries. Hubbe accepted this Offer with Joy, 
promifing to fpare all that were of that Belief. 

By this means he enter’d without Trouble into 
the City by two Gates, of which the Fadlio:i 
, of Schafay were Matters. But the other Party 
had fortify’d thcmfelves, and made fome Rcfif- 
tance, more, out of Hatred to the Scb,faites,tlun 
"to the Moguls themfelves. But General Htble 
forced them to yield, and, induced by the ill 
Opinion the Cady had created in him of the 
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An. Pom. Sect of Abonhanifa, put them aim oft all to death .•.

Jia, Scbah-Sef Znd Scbah Abbas ll. which Tombs 
are very magnificent. Habue departed from Thl ; ve ' 
Com, fome. few days after, and marched to Hi-y™" s 
madan, haying made Preparations for befieging j. d ’ 
it. So foon as he arrived in its Neighbour-33U. 
hood, and had made all things ready to ftorm s -, ? j 0 j, n 
this Place, all of a hidden he made a Peace cimd-n.’s 
with Magededdin who commanded it: At which Voyages, 
the Army were Ac more furprized, becaufi; t- 459* 
tliefe People had appear’d more infolent tlwii 
others who had not been pardon’d ; nay, they 
had even committed fome Outrages on the 
Moguls. The General’s Enemies reported .that 
he had fuffer’d himfelf to be corrupted ; but his 
Friends maintain’d that he had only follow’d 
the Grand Can’s Orders. 

Ramadan was fituatc in thirty five degrees Abu!feJa, 
sod ten minutes of Latitude, fifty Leagues?- 159- 
diftant from Com. ’Twas a great and populous Mircomie, 
City, and had often been the Abode of Kings.?. 31. 

At the time when the Moguls approached it, it 
had very ftrong Walls, and a good Caftle, 
which is now in Ruins. Its Beauty at prefent 
con lifts in its Gardens and Fountains, which 
take their Rife from the Mounrai nAlvende, not 
far from tiiis Place, and where there are to the 
number of a thoufand Springs. The Perfians 
fay.this City was built by f er,fchide , one of 
the fir ft Kings of the antient Pe,funis. 

Hubbe Nevian led his Troops thence to Dine- Mio-onle, 
mer, Cann'fw, Soman, Halvan, Nebavende, andM*- 
feveral other Towns in Trac Age mi, of which 
lie render’d himfelf Maftcr, and got great 
R iches. As for Saida Bebadeur, who’was gone 
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An. Pom, to bcfiegc the City of Casbin , fituate on .the 
»». Confines of Deilem , he carry’d it by Storm, 
Moa'. The anci P ut t0 Sword fifty thou fand Perfons, its 
ulrft. this City, in Deilem , and other the adjacent 
Countries. Ti e Inhabitants of Ifpahan by a 
quick Submiffion prevented the laft Extremi¬ 
ties of War. Casbin was fituate in the thir¬ 
ty feventh Degree of Latitude, between Ret 
and Alhar. All thefe Expeditions were made 
in >the Year of our Lord 1221, and of the 
Hegira 618. at the time when Philip Auguflus 
was King of France, and jHenry III. King of 
England. Genghiz.can was then fixty feven Years 
old.

H E Conquefts Genghizcan conti- 
ffrll nued to make in bis oven Perfon , or 
llSlIi by his Lieutenants in Hircania, A 
zerbijana or the Country of the Medes, 
and in one Part of Fars; that is to fay , in 
the Kingdoms of the Faithians, Medes, and 
Perfians : in the Provinces of India beyond 
the River Indus, in that of the Alans, and 
other Countries bordering on Mttfcovy.

H HILST Genghis an made War in 
Tranfoxiana, and his Lieutenants 
fubdued the Countries of the an- 
tient Parthians, Gelaleddin, Son of 
the King of Cariz,me, was in the 
Eaftern Parrs of Cor aJfana, called Bale, or Bac- 
triana, where he got together fome Tferoops. He 
dwelt many Weeks in the City of Bale, which 
was the Capital, as it had been in times pall 
when it was called Baflra- 

The favourable Reception the Inhabitants of 
this City gave Prince Gelaleddin, difpleafed Gen- 
vhi^cun, and conceiv’d in him a mortal Hatred 
• • " aguinft 
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again ft them. And this Emperor’s Army be¬ 
ing extreme!) formidable, how valiant foever 
tiie Prince of Carizme was, yet. he did not care 
to tempt his Fate by venturing a Battel, but 
remain’d ir- this Country only to fatigue the 
Moguls with the Troops he had with him: To 
arcomplilh which, he made ufe of all the Ad¬ 
vantages the narrow Lancs and Paifages, the 
Woods and Rivers could afford an able Gene¬ 
ral, who found himfclf much inferior in 
Strength to his Enemy. 

At laft the Grand Can having fecu'red all 
the Countries fituate beyond the Oxus, caufed 
his Army to pals over this River, and led them 
with all the fpced imaginable to the,City of 
Bale. The great Snecefs of this fortunate Con¬ 
queror, the numerous Troops that follow'd him, 
and Fame, which .magnifies every thing, ail 
put together, foon determined the Inhabitants 
to open their Gates to him, without flaying 
to feel his Fury. ' The great Lords of the Coun¬ 
try who had retired thither, went out with the 
Citv Officers to meet him, and make their Sub- 
millions to him, carrying with them an infi¬ 
nite number of rich Prefents.' But he rcjc&ed 
t lie i Off 11, and faid. That People who had 
fo kindlv received and entertain’d his Enemy, 
comet not have a fincere Friendfhip for him,- 
am.:! at the 1 Proteftations were faithiefs. He. 
recounted to them the Particulars wherein they 
had affifted GebUdiin : He mentioned the 
Troops tfcey had raifed for him even in their 
City, the Sums of Money they had furnifned 
him withal to pay his Army : In fine, being 
fully informed by his Spies, how far they had 
affifted Gtlakfhiiu, he forgot not to remem¬ 
ber to them every Particular. Then he re¬ 
proached them in this manner: Ought you not. 
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faid he, to blujh for Jhame , for having fo little An. Dora. 
Love for your natural Prince , and fo little Aver- 
fion to the Tyrants -who have pit him in Irons ? Is 
it thus you ought to treat thofe, who after having °HorJe, * 
firipjfd Amededdin your Sovereign of his Kingdoms, 

' have cruelly put him and his Son to death ? Mean Nifavi in ‘ 
time, the Mogul Army marched to the City, and ^ 
the Inhabitants, knowing it was agreed to ^ ae 
open the Gates, did not fhut them againft the * 
Vanguard, which their Leaders wou^i have go ^habv^ 
into the City. So that the Emperor feeing him- imicabtk* 
felf Mafter of the Place, caufed an Order to be htin. 
publifhed, commanding all the Men immediate¬ 
ly to go f<$th of the City into the Plain. They Ab “k air » 
obey’d, tho they were not ignorant what the " " 
Moguls were ufed to do^after their taking a City. 

When they were all altembled, the Grand Can Fadlallahj 
caufed the young People who were fit for Slaves 410. 
to be fet in a Place apart, and order’d the grea- 
teft part of the old Men to be beheaded. Then 
the City was plunder’d, and the Booty diftri- 
buted according to the Mogul Law- The 
Walls were beaten down, and the Caftle de- 
molifh’d. The Mogul Army was greatly en¬ 
riched by this City’s Ruin ,• for there were all 
forts of Merchandize and Treafure in Bale , 
becaufe it had always been a Place* of great . 
Trade. Moreover, it was full of Monuments 
of exquifite Workmanfhip, and all things that 
could ferve to adorn fo great a City, it having 
been the Abode of many illuftrious Perfbns 
fatfious in all Arts, who had much contributed 
to its Beauty. The publick Buildings vse 
fpacious and regular- The Caravan feras, or 
Inns to lodge the Caravans in, appear’d magni¬ 
ficent, as did alfo the Colic ges and Mofqucs; 
and, according to Mirconke's Report, fly re¬

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An. Dora, were no Ids than twelve hundred Baths or 
Tioi-houfes, in this City.

Its 
Suburbs were water’d»J?y a River called De- 
hac , which having run thro all the Country, 
difeharges itfelf into the River Oxus, about 
Mirconde, twelve Leagues from the City. It is to this 
.?• 39* day one of the capital Cities of the Uzlccks, 
and has its particular Sovereign, who wants 
not Forces, as well as the other Princes of his 
Nation, to oppofe the Per fans when they make- 
war with them. 

Abulfarag. After the Mogul Emperor had thus reduced 
p. 293, 5 the City of Bale to his Obedience, lie fent De- 
44 $* tachments out of his Army to India and Per fia, 
fadlallah, and left a confiderable part of his Troops in 
/. 410. ‘Iranfoxiana to keep it in awe, whilft he went 

to Toe nr eft an, to befiege the City of ‘Tahir, 1, 
which was but feven days Journey from Bale, 
and was efteemed the ftrongeft City in all Afm 
for its Situation, it being built upon a very 
fteep Mountain called Nocrecoub. But he had 
but juft began the Siege, when he had Infor-

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mation that the Sultan Gelaleddin, not finding An. Dom. 
himfelf in a condition to venture a Battel, was 122t - 
retired towards the drongeft Places of Coraf- ^ 
fana with what Forces he had been able to get * 

together, and that it was believed he was al- w-y-'W 
ready got to N/fcbabour. On this News he 
detached fixty thoufand Men to purfue him, 
and prevent his making any farther progrefs ; 
he join’d thefe with another Detachment of 
twenty thoufand Men, whom he had a little 
before $fent into Mazjendraxe to recruit the Ar¬ 
my of the Generals Hubbe and Suida, which 
x^hen they firft went on their Expeditions con¬ 
fided of thirty thoufand Moguls, and was now 
diminifhed by the Lofs of ten thoufand. He 
gave the Command of this great Detachment 
to Prince Tuli, and order’d him to go and find 
out the Sultan Gelaleddin , and to befiege the 
City of Nifcbabour, if he was dill there; but 
if he was gone thence, to lay fiege to Merou, 
before he undertook any thing againd Nifcha- 
bour or Herat, to the end he might weaken Co- 
raffar.a as much as he poffibly could, and fo fa¬ 
cilitate the conquering the red of this Country, 
in which the other Generals had already taken 
fome Towns. 

Whild Tuli went to execute his Father’s Abulfaraa. 
Commands, GengbHcan planted the Engines /». 293. a 
before Talcun, which he vigoroufly attack’d, j a( ji a ii a h 
but the Befieged defended themfelves withy 4 , 3 . 1 
great Refolution. They anfwer’d his Engines ... , 

with theirs, and threw Fire for Fire. All who, 
were in the Place drove to outvy each other in 1 
Bravery ; and having a great dore of Ammu¬ 
nition, aud Provifions of all forts, they flat¬ 
ter’d themfelves they fliould be able to hold 
out a long time. Befides which, the Befiegers 
had neither Ground norTrenches to fhelter them 
when 
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An. Dom. when they made their Attacks ; they had only 
I2SI ' fome Blinds to defend them from the Darts 
Mof 6 'rbe an< ^ Wildfire. The Befieged killed fo great a 
H„fe. number of them, that the Emperor’s Army 
V'Y^ was confiderably diminifhed. This Prince re¬ 
pented his having meddled with this Place, yet 
could not bear to be difappointed ; aud fearing 
he had not Troops enough to reduce it, he fent 
two Couriers, one after another, to Tuli, with 
Orders to return to him forthwith, without 
mentioning his Reafons for fo doing: He only 
told him he recall’d him becaufe of the excef- 
five Heats which now began to be fenfibly felt. 
In the mean time, the Grand Can made his 
Army reft for fome Weeks, and took care they 
were well fed, which perfectly recover’d and 
put them in good heart. 

Padiallah, He then called all the Engineers together, 
4I3 ' to confu.lt with them of the means by -which 
they might be able to reduce Talc an; but the 
Methods they propofed feeming to him very 
uncertain, herefolved to fcale the Mountain on 
all fides, let the Danger be what it would, 
that fo he might oblige the Befieged, being 
every where aflaulted, to divide their Forces. 
In order to this, he caufcd to be made with all 
fpeed, a great number of Grappling-Irons, 
long Nails, Hooks, Ladders, and Ropes, to 
afeend the Rock, and made many vain At¬ 
tempts to fcale it fevcral times for the Be¬ 
fieged, who kept on their Guard, received 
the Moguls with their ufual Bravery, and kill’d, 
a very great number of them. Yet Genghfocart 
had them fupported with fo many forts of En¬ 
gines when they mounted the Ladders, that at 
« laid a great many Soldiers v'ere got together on 
the top of the Mountain with their Arms, 
w hich they had fatten’d round them ; which fc 
aftonilh’d 
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■ aftonifhed the Befieged, that running haftily to An - Dom.

. unguarded, of which the Moguls immediately 5 '?* 
feized, and enter’d the Town. The Beiieged Slffe. * 
foon having notice of this Misfortune- returned 
in Confufion to oppofe their Enemies, and 
drive them out ; but the Moguls were too ftrong 
for them, and put them all to the Sword : and 
being animated by the Remembrance of the 
Fatigues they had fuffer’d for feven Months pad, 
which time the Siege had lafted, they exercifed 
all the Cruelties imaginable.

' Talcan • Thus the Emperor took this Place 
without Prince i'uli’s Affiftance, who did not 
arrive before its Reduction, The Princes Oc¬ 
tal and Zagatai alfo return’d from Carizsme at 
the fame time ; but Tovjcbi was gone to his Go¬ 
vernments. We (ball now make mention of 
what puli did during the feven Months that he 
was gone from the Emperor. 
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CHAP. II. 

Prince Tuli’-r Expedition againfi the Suit an 
Gelaleddin, Son of Sultan Mehemed. 
The Sieges of the Cities of Merou and 
Nifchabour. 1 

P RINCE Tuli was no fooner enter’d Co- 
rajfana, but he Cent Orders to twenty 
thoufand Men, of whom we have fpoke be¬ 
fore, to hold themfelves always in a readinefs 
to join him in cafe of need. He Cent word 
alfo to Hubbe and Suida to,come to him ; and 
after having confulted with them about the En- 
terprizes he defign’d to undertake, he fent them 
back into Perfta, where their Troops were en¬ 
camp’d. 

’Tis true, Gelaleddin had taken the Road to 
Nifchabour with all the Troops he had, defign- 
iug there to get fuch an Army together as 
. fhduld be able to refill the Moguls. For this 
purpofe he ftaid a whole Month in this City, 
having writ to the Governours of the Frontier- 
Towns, and other Places w'hich were fiill o- 
bedient to him, to fend him all the Soldiers, 
they could furnifh ; and order’d the Lords who 
in the Confufion his Empire now was in, had 
made themfelves Mailers of the Provinces 
they lived in, to come and join him with 
fpeed, with all the Troops they could poffibly 
raife. He allured them in his Letters, that he 
would never think of what was pall, but w ould 
' •’ ‘ con- 
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Confirm them in the PolTeffion of the Govern- An. Dora.’ 
' meats they had gotten : and he thence dif- J 221 - 
panned Mefienger upon Meflenger to get his M * g * 6 l r f‘ e 
Orders perform’d. Horfe. 

Prince Tuli did not give him time to get a 
great Army together, but marched towards 
him with extraordinary Diligence. Sofoon as 
Gelaleddin was inform'd of his being enter’d 
into Coraff ana, and that he was marching to¬ 
wards Nifihaboury he went out of this City, Nifavi in 
and it was as much as he could do, to conduct his Life of 
the Ttoops he had with him in fxfety to the 
Fortrefs ot tahera, where he received the News ^ in> F 
of Talcans being belieged. Tho Gelaleddin 
t was brave and wife, yet he was at this time 
almoft diftracted. He curfed his Fate, which 
feem’d now bent againft him, and yielded 
himfelf up to Defpair. Ke had an Inclination 
to fhut fomfelt up in Cahera, and wait the 
Moguls coming ; but the Governour perfoaded 
him from cius Defign. reprefenting to him, 

‘That a Prince of his Refutation and Me> it ought not 
to fhut himfelf up in Forts and Citadel:., tho they 
•were built on the H-ads of the To:/ - ]ta s, or Horns 
of Taurus or the Plei.tdes. Thele are the Words 
of the Hiftorian N favi. 

This bold Remonltrance awaked the Prince’s 
Courage, who ftrait caufcd to be brought to 
him all the Money he had faved, to diftributc 
to his Soldiers. After whicn, he went to the 
City of Bofl, in the Province of Segeflan, where 
he fotmd one of the Officers of his Army u ho 
•had efcaped the Maflacre of Bale , and lie in¬ 
form’d him of the Forces Genghizcan had w ith 
him before Talcan and in other Places, and told 
him it was believed he had near eight hundred 
thoufand Men in pay, including the Garifons 
he had in the Cities. This New s made Gelt- 
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An, Dom. kddin tremh)e, who comparing his own Weak-- 
1221 ' 0 net's with the Enemy’s Strength that pnrfued 
Mol" Irir V'irtied, fays Marrahfchi, that thick Darkg

Seige of Tuhcan after a long March into Corajfam, 
Mci ' ou ' learn’d that Gelaleddin w as gone from Nifcha- 
bom, and therefore, according to the Emperor 
his Father’s Orders, he took a Re-folm. ion to 
go and befiege Merott. So foon as it was known 
in this City that his Army approached. Far.- 
Condemir, tions and Dificntions.began to arife. A gene- 
?• 8 - ral-Council was held, where forne, to fupport 
their Advice which was to yield, reafon’d thus, 
that all the Countries and Places which had re- 
Mirconde, lifted, were intirely ruined ; others, who were 
b 41. willing to defend the City, reprefented to the 
Affcmbly, to fupport their Opinion, the Cruel¬ 
ties executed on the Inhabitants of Bale, who 
had fubmitted. After many Difputes, the Muf- 
ty’s Party;, who were refolved to furrender the 
Place, carried it againft the Cady’s, who op- 
"■pofed it, and protefted againft all that fhould 
• be done contrary to the Intereft ct the City, 

The Mufty’s Party immediately fent Depu¬ 
ties to meet the Mogul General, who received 
them kindly, and granted them the Conditions 
they deli red, which was, not to enter the City 
with more than feven thoufand Men, on con¬ 
dition that the. People Ihould obey, and pay the 
Grand Can the yearly Tribute then to be a- 
Xi.f. 42. gteed on. But it fo happen’d during -thefe 
Tranfafiions, that a certain Turk named Lon¬ 
ga, who had been Captain of the Sultan Mehe- 
taeSs Guides, knowing it was refolved by 
feme to furrender the City, enter’d into it, and 
fully refolved to defend it. The 'Turcomans , 
vvhofe number were conliderable, fupported 
' him ; 
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him; and the Cady’s Party, who wi fil’d no An. Dow. 

’ better, join’d with them. Bouga had for fome I22 p o 
days'the abfolute Command of all, and finding 
■ how fweet it was to govern a great People, re • ulrfi ” 
lolved to fpare nothing that could fccure him in (/y\l 
the Poll which Fortune had railed -hnn to. 
Therefore when Megir, a great Lord v ho had 
belong’d to the old Sultan’s Court, a Man who 
had the grea'teft part of his Eftate in that 
Country, and a Palace in the City, would rave „ 

come into it, Bouga ufed all his Endeavouis to 
keep him out; but that Lord enter’d in fpite of . 
him, and all the Cady’s Party chofe rather to 
obejr him than Bouga, who was foon forced to 
quit a Station which he had found fo agreeable 
in the few days he enjoy’d it. 

Megir was the Son of a Lady whom Sultan 
Mehmed had loved, and afterwards given in 
Marriage to one of his Courtiers. He put h : m- 
felf at the Head of thofe who feem’d refoived 
to defend the Place; and notwithftanding the 
Mufty’s Party oppofed it, the Gates of the City 
were (hut, and Preparations made to maintain a 
Siege. Mean time, Prince Tuli came up, and 
encamp’d before the Walls of the City, and dif- 
pofed all things to alfault it.. He learned by 
fome Prifoners that were taken and brought be¬ 
fore him, the State of the Place, and pronffed MirconoV, 
himfelf to be foon Matter of it, yet he f end/. -» ;• 
more Refiftance than he expected. Megir ti:ed 
the Befiegers with frequent Sallies, amcnglf 
which, he made one fo fuccefsful, that he cut 
aboVb a thoufand of the Grand Can’s bett: 
Houfliold-Troops in pieces. 7k// muh regret¬ 
ted thefe brave Men, and to be revenged, gave 
a general Afl’ault,' which the Befieged fuftain’d 
with a moft amazing Refolution, and tiie Mo- 
•guls were repulfed with Lofs for twenty two

After which, the Moguls enter’d 
the Place, and according to their nfual Cuftom, 
made all the Inhabitants go forth of it, one 
■part of whom they made Slaves of, and they 
cut the Throats of the reft. Tali urn gave the 
Government of Mercu to Ziaeddin, a Lord of 
that Country, who had drne him coufiderabic 
Services. But when the Mogul Prince was 
gone away from this City, Ziaeddin was kill’d 
by Barmans his Lieutenant, and the Country 
fell again into Confulion. * 

Abalfe&s .The City clMerou, call’d alfo Sch.ihigehav^ was 
t'ti'it fituate in thirty feven degrees and fortv minutes 
of Latitude, to the Northward of another Ci¬ 
ty called Merou Erroud, and from which it was 
but live Leagues diftant. Schakigehan lignifies 
King of die World ,- and this Name was given 
to the City bccanfe Sultan Malkfcha, one of 
the greateft of the Seljniidss, extremely loved 
it, by reafon of its fine Situation, the Sereni¬ 
ty of the Air, and the Fertility of the Ground, 
He had caufed it to be built with defign to 
make it the Place of his Refidence, and ac¬ 
cordingly paft the greateft part of Ins Life in it, 
and died there, for whom they eredted a moft 
magnificent Tomb.

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This City produced Several learned Men, An. Dom. 

' and Jactit affures us that he had feen there three He I22 6 ’- 
publick Libraries, in one of whicli there were 
twelve thoufand Volumes in Manuscript. Some Horfe. 
will have it that this City was firlt built by 
Tahmuras , the fourth of the firil Kings of Perfia , ■ Ta ^ t m 
called Pifchdadtans ; and others fay it was built 0IUS- , 
by famanii, the Daughter of Artaxerxes Lough 
menus King t)f Perfia. It was fituate in a Tandy 
Plain, which produced Salt. Three Rivers ren¬ 
der’d it a delicious Place; and it was equally 
diftant, that is, twelve days Journey, from 
Nifchabour, Herat, Bale, and Bocara. 

Since the Death of Sultan Mehemed, the Mo- Schfcardus ’ 
guls under the Conduct of the Generals Hubbe ln Taric 
Nevisn and Suifia Behadeur, had render’d them- Ben,aciem * 
Selves Mailers of all the Weilern Parts of Coraf- Scherif L- 
fana by taking a great number of Cities: But the 
they had ilill left Nifchabour in Peace, becaufe 
at the beginning of their Expedition, as has ^er, ' 
been before related, they had made a Treaty 
with the Inhabitants of this City, who had 
fworn Fidelity to them. Neverthelefs, when 
they faw Gelaleddin, the Son of the Sultan their 
Mailer, appear in their Country, they were 
fo touched with feeing this 1 Prince wander from 
one Province to another, that they could not 
refrain from giving him Some Aifiilance, and 
Secretly fumiflied him with all the Refrefhments 
of which his Troops flood in need ; nay, they 
even gave him Money to raife Forces. But 
they took all the Precaution imaginable to hide 
what they did for'him. And in etfeft, 'fylican 
came not to the knowledge of it ; but by mif- 
fortune the Grand Can was inform’d of it by 
' his Spies, and was fo enraged, that he refolved 
that Hour to beiiege Nifchabour. He writ to 
Prince Titli, who was then in the Eailern Parts 
U 4 of 
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of O.t/.um, to lay afidc all his other Defigm, 
and <;ti and beliegc NifJiabmr, and mate them 
I cl I the levered Cl]aftilcments that could be in¬ 
jured on rebellious Cities. On the reccip of 
Viicii: Ousels, Prince 7'ulican quitted the Couu- 
tvy C.f Mtnu, of which he lud juft before taken 
the Capital, and went to N,f i.ijur, the Inha¬ 
bitants of which not hoping for any Pardon or 
Mercy, refolvcd to defend themlHvcs to tfie 
lab Extremity. 

The Command of the Vanguard of theMoguh 
was given to Prince T/iJii,-, who bad brought 
the Troops from ?,la.e>uira» ; but tins Captain, 
at his Arrival at Nifebaitair , had the ill Turtutic 
to be wounded with an Arrow in the Navel in 
a Sally which the Inhabitants made upon the 
' A %.A, and died of his Wound. This Acci¬ 
dent obliged Tali to take more care and pre¬ 
caution than lie had before done to render his 
, Enterprise fiiccebfu!. He defer’d the Siege for 
fomc days, becaufe the Engines were not ready, 
and made his Army encamp to the Ealhvard of 
the City, near a Town call’d Tm^hamnn. The 
Country round it was full of plcafaut Springs

neither Mofque, Fortrefs, Houfes, Towers, 
nor Walls, all was razed to the very Founda- Nifavi’* 
tions ; and they levelled the Ground in fuch a f 

manner, that if the Hiftory of Coy off ana may !;* • 

be credited, Horfes might run over it without 5 ' 

(tumbling. It is alfo related that they fpent 
twelve days in counting the Dead who belong’d 
to the City, and that comprehending thofe 
who were (lain in fome other Places which be¬ 
long’d to Nifchabour , where full fent fome of 
his Troops, ’tis computed that the Moguls kill’d 
to the number of feventeen hundred and forty 
feven thoufand Perfons,- which feems altoge¬ 
ther incredible, at lead if they do not compre- Manakef- 
hend in this number all thofe who perifhed in ch )'» ?• i $• 
the Ruins, and in fome other Towns which 
were dependant on Nifchabour, and taken at the 
fame time. 

After the Beftrudtion of this City, Tulican 
received an Order from the Emperor his Fa¬ 
ther to repair to him. Nifchabour had often been 
the Capital City of Corajfana. One Hiftorian 
pretends that it took its Original from Safor 
.King of Perfia, who had caufed it to be built, 
and firnamed it the Clofet of the Eaft, becaufe 
in his time it was full of all forts of Curiolities, 
which its great Trade drew into it. And tho 
ths o Moguls had put it into the Condition we 
have juft before related, yet in fome time after 
it was rcftored to its former Greatnefs, being 
rebuilt, and all things done that could contri¬ 
bute to adorn a City; and the fined Water in the 
World, which fprung from the neighbouring 
Mountains was brought into it by Canals. It is

Leagues from Eons, or thereabouts, where the 
Nadir Ed- ■ celebrated Nafftr EddinEouJi, a great Aftrologer, 
r-'" T °tL ! anc * Author of certain Ephemrides , was born, 
eo i ra t y- as man y other learned Men. This 

Najfir puts the Situation of thefe rtoo City in 
thirty feren degrees of Latitude. Tons was 
only a little more to the South Eaft of Nifcha- 
bour. The City of Ecus was at the fame time 
ruined by the Moguls, but it was rebuilt a few 
Years afterwards, and has been lince this Mis¬ 
fortune one of themjft beautiful and moil cele¬ 
brated Cities in the Per flan Empire- Jfmael 
Sefevi, the fir ft King of the Family of Sefevi’s, 
that is to fay, of the Defendants of Scbec-Sefi, 
who at that timereign'd in Perjia, caufed it to 
be enclofed with ftrohg Walls, and three hun- 
Tous was dred Towers. This King then made it the Ca- 
the City pital of Coraffana, by the Name of Mefchehed ; 
which is ailt j as f evcra l other Princes before him had 
ctlUdMtf- c ^°^ e t0 have their Tombs there, fo he chofe 
chehedCo- to have his: and many of his Succeffors, after 
raflana. his Example, have been buried there. 

When Prince 7uli had finifhed the Sieges of 
Nifchabour and Tons, he led liis Army before 
Herat, whither he had been told that Gelaleddin 
was retired ; but it was a falfe Information, 
for this Prince had taken the Road to Bofi, a 
City in the Province of Sega flan, and had' no 
thoughts of retiring to Herat, which was go¬ 
verned by a Mahometan Lord, who tho he was 
his Subject, yet was his Enemy: This Lord's 
Name was Schamfeddin. He had furprized this 
Condemir, City in the Abfence of Emin Melic the Sultan’s 
?• 8. Uncle, who pofiefs’d this Country by Agree- 
■ ment. 
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Blent. And' this Scbamfeddin was not the only An. Dom. 
Perfon who had been guilty of thefe fort of I221 * 
Usurpations; for the greateft part of the Go- 
vernours had done the fame '.thing in the other Horfi. * 
Provinces during the Confufion the Empire was 
in; And thus Sultan Gelaleddin was defpoiled 
of almofl all his Provinces. 

The Mogul General arrived at Herat in twelve siege of 
days, and* immediately laid Siege to the City. Herar, the 
Scbamfeddin defended it courageoufly, and there Ca P“‘f °f 
paft not a day in which he did not come to c< ? ra “ ana . 
Blows with the Moguls. And tho this Lord, 
was not generally beloved becaufe of his Ufur-" 
pation ; yet the Advantages he daily gained Condemir, 
over the Befiegers, efiablifhed his Authority, P- s ° 
and gave them hopes of good Succefs : But 
the eighth Day of the Siege he was kill’d in 
fighting, and the Inhabitants of Herat believing 
that no other among!! them was fo well able to 
fuftain the Charge again!! the Moguls, refolved 
to yield, and Deputies were fent to Tuli, to 
make Prbpofals. The Refinance he had al¬ 
ready met with before this City, and the Bra¬ 
very of the General, whofe Death he knew 
nothing of, made him condefcend to Terms 
with them, after he was well affured that Ge¬ 
laleddin was not in the Place. He required no- Marrakef- 
thing of the Inhabitants but to fubmit them- chy,/>. 16. 
felves, and fwore that no Man in the City 
fhould receive damage either in his Goods or 
Perfon, and told them they fhould every Year 
pay to the Grand Can but one half of the Tri¬ 
bute they ufed to pay to Sultan Mehemed. When 
the Moguls enter’d the City, they exadly ob- 
ferved this Capitulation with refpedi to' the 
People of Herat; but the Garifon, and all the 
Officers belonging to the Sultan, who were

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At). Pom. to death. 7 ulicm made Aboubequir Govcrnour 
I J 121 * of this City, and caufcd an Oath of Fidelity 
kot’ 'r-w t0 be aciminificFd to the Inhabitants, and with 
HorfcT fixt:y thoufand Men went for Ttilcan , whither 
(✓VV his Father had. recalled him. 

Herat has always part for a very ftrong City, 
and at prefent ferves for a Rampart to the Per- 
fans, and preferves their Frontiers againft the 
Utbecks. It is fitnate on the River H&iroude, in 
Marrakef- the thirty fourth degree and thirty minutes of 
chy, id. Latitude, within two Leagues of a Moun¬ 
tain which had on its Top a celebrated Place, 
’where the Perjians with their Magi’s went to 
worfhip the Fire, and perform the other Rights 
and Ceremonies of their Religion ; which fome 
Worfbippers of Fire, whom the Perjians call 
Guebres, or Antefchpereft, to this day perform in 
a Place built out of its Ruins. 

That particular Country in which the City 
of Herat flood, was the Aria of the Antients. 
Alexander the Great was its Founder, according 
Herat the to Mircondes. Opinion; and it was’no final! 
sirth-pUce HoKour to Herat, that it was the native Cotm- 
ef Mir- try of this illuftrious Author, who has given 
cencir, t j ie Defeription of it in the Oriental Hiflory, 
which he compofed in the Per pan Language, 
entitled Raoutwtejftafa, that is to fay, the Gar¬ 
den of Pleafure. The City fed Country is 
very populous. ' The Inhabitants arc for the 
snoft part honeft and courteous People, and the 
Air is excellent.

The Sieges of the Cities of Bamian, .Cau- 
dahar,” Trantier-Towns of India on the fide 
of Perfia. 


A FTER the taking of Talcan, th<§ Em= Abulfara^; 

peror held federal Councils with Tulican />. 293. 0 
his Son, and caufed his Army to march to¬ 
wards Barman , Hill waiting for News of Sul¬ 
tan Gelaleddin, and the Troops whom he had Mircotl *j 
fent towards India, to fearch for him, if he l ' 4 °‘ 


came that way, or take fucn Places as might be 
ufeful to his farther Defigns. 

The Sultan Gelaleddm ftaid long enough in 
the City of Bofi to raife Troops ; but when he 
learn’d the Strength of the Mogul Army, he 
found himfelf in a great Dilemma, and itnew NifavTi 
not w’hat courfe to take, whether to refill or fly, 
both appearing equally dangerous. At laft the e * 
extreme Danger he was in awaken’d his Cou¬ 
rage, and he re'folved to oppofe his Enemies, 


even to Death. Thus determined, he departed 
from Bofi, endeavouring to get into Gazina be¬ 
fore the Moguls could arrive there to take it; fo 
he Jed his Army, which confifted of about twen¬ 


ty thoufand Men, towards Zebulefian, without 
Haying in any Place by the way, and arrived 
fafcly £t Gasuta, which was twenty four days 
Journey from Bofi. 

Gazrn, which Ptolotny places in Qrtirman, was AbtilfeJ.i, 
fituate in thirty three degrees and five minutes p. 21 9. ’

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An. Dom. of Latitude, and had always been a City of 
,22, ‘ great Trade for ail forts of Merchandize 
m 2 ', rbe brought from Zagatai, Per flu and India, It 
Horfi. had been the Capital of the Sultan Mah- 
moud Gtiz,mvi’s Empire, the moil potent Prince 
of ail the Eaft in the time that the Seljuki- 
des began to make any Figure. A Lord 
called Kerber Melic commanded in this City, 
during the Abfence of the Sultan Gelaleddin ; 
but the Misfortunes of the Sultaii his Fa¬ 
ther had much alienated the Minds of the 
People, fo that there remain’d but little Obe¬ 
dience in the People of Gaz.ua, as well as in 
moft other Places. For which reafon, foihe 
time before this Prince’s Arrival in that Place, 
there had been many Diflurbances car.fed by 
the'Divifionsamongft the great Lords. Yet the 
Sultan Gelaleddin was received in Gazma with 
all the Affe&ion that a People who paflionately 
loved their King, could teftify at his Return af* 
ter a long Abfence. The Author who relates 
NifaviV this, fays, That the Inhabitants were as much 
hjeddiif C * overjoy’d at his Arrival, as the Muffulmen at the 
f.no,’ end of the Ramadan, when the new Moon, 
which puts an end to the Faft, appears. This 
Prince would not mix Sorrow with their Joy, 
by punifhing thofe who had been guilty of 
Crimes againft him, which he might juftly have 
done; but he diflembled his Refentments, and 
defer’d till another time the Punilhment of 
their Crimes. 

The Grand Can having information that Ge~ 
Mirconde, i a i e ^ n W as at Gax-na, haften’d his March, that 
4 °* he might furprize him; but he was flopp’d in 
Zab tile flan by, the Garifon of Bamian, which he 
hoped to take without Oppofition, but it coil 
him more time and trouble than he imagined. 

. The 
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The Govemour abfolutely refufed to furrender, An. Dom^ 
whatever Summons were fent him, and pro- I221 * 
tefted that notwithftanding all the Moguls Me- Mol’, r/* 
naces, he would defend the Place to the Iaft 2rfe 
Drop of its* Blood, fince it was intrnfted to 
‘ him. This Anfwer obliging GenghHan to be- Abulfaragf 
fiege it in form, he had many Difficulties to 2 93 * 
furmount, becaufe the Inhabitants, having long 
expe&ed to be attack’d, had ruined all the 
Country round about the City, to deprive the 
Enemy of all means of Subfiftance. The very Mfrconde, 
People of the Province had carried away all the p.42. 
Stones, and other things that might be'of ufe 
to the Befiegers ; fo that for "four or five 
Leagues round Bamian there was nothing to be 
found that could be of any fervice to the Mo° 
guh. They had juft begun to batter the Place, 
when a Courier arrived in the Camp from the 
General who commanded the Forces Gengbiz,- 
fan had fent towards India, to inform him of Marrakeft 
the total Defeat of his Army by Gelaleddin, ch y, />• b6 » 
which happen’d in th§ follcftving manner., 

Tw6 or three days alter Gelaleddin was got NifaviV 
into the City of Gazina, he learnt that there L 'f e ofGe- 
were Moguls jn that Neighbourhood who be- laIedt H 
fieged the City of Candahar , and had Orders to 11 ‘ 
watch his Motions. This News was the more 
afflifting to him, becaufe he could not relieve 
the Place; but he knew at the fame time that £- 
min Melic, the Son of his Uncle by the Mother’s 
fide, was not far off from him. This Lord 
was come out of Herat , not only to watch the 
■ Moguls, whoiti he faw every where victorious, 
but alfo to feize of fome Places fituate in the 
, Mountains in the Country of Segeflan , which 
were very necefl'ary to be fecured, for the Pre- 
feryation of Herat. In his Abfence s Schamfed- 
dittz 
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An, Dom. din, as wc have faid before, commanded it;

Mo|’. The Emin Melic had with him ten thoufand Tur-

all refo'ute Men. Gelaleddin fent to compli- 

Isiifavi, men t him, and let him know that he defired

another, and that if he would come, it muff 
be quickly, for there was no time to lofe. E- 
min Melic made no fcruple to go and offer him 
his Service. The Sultan flhew’d him all the 
Demonftrations of Friendfhip and Confidence 
in him, and to try his Sincerity, told him, that. 
, a Body of Moguls were now’ before Candahav, 

and that he defign’d to go and raife the Siege 
Emin Melic confented to join his Troops with 
the Sultan’s. And thus agreed, the next day 
they began their March, conduced by skilful 
and truily Guides, having fent a Man poft, be ¬ 
fore they fet out, to the Governour, to give 
him notice that he*fhould be relieved. This 
Perfon made fuch hafte, that he arrived at Can- 
dnhar before the Citadel was taken. There he 
learnt by fome Spies the State of things i that 
the Moguls were no ways afraid of any Suc¬ 
cours arriving, and the’Befieged ftill made a 
vigorous Defence, but that they were not able 
to do fo much longer.

dence to poll: Troops at all the Avenues of the 
City, few of thofe who thought to find Safety 
by Flight, efcap’d the Sword of the Cariz,means. 

All the Mogul Army that was at Caudahar pe¬ 
rilled. The Soldiers of the Sultan arid £" 
min Melic, got the'Booty the Enemies had ac¬ 
quir’d in their March thither; and had been 
greatly enriched, had they riot been obliged 
to reftore to the Inhabitants one part of what 
the Moguls had taken from them, when they 
plunder’d the City. After this good Succefs 
the Sultan endeavour’d to animate his Soldiers 
with further hopes. He repair’d Candahnr, and 
return’d to Gaz,t/a , which he enter’d in triumph, 

Emin Melic engaged himfelf afrefh to him, and 
promifed never to abandon hffti, for which rea- 
fon their Troops did not feparate. ' And this 
Lord eper after fhow’d himfelf a good Rela¬ 
tion, and a faithful Servant to Gelaleddin. 
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CHAP, iv: 

Prince Coutoucou’i Expedition again ft the 
Sultan Gelaleddin. T he Continuation of 
the Siege of Bamian. 

T H E News of this Defeat was carried to 
Genghizxan by a Captain who had efcaped 
from Cundahar. This Prince was extremely af¬ 
flicted, and refolved to be revenged as foon as 
poflible. In order to which, he caufed the At¬ 
tacks to be redoubled ; but not being able to 
take Bamian fo foon as hedefired, he determin'd 
to fend T’ulican againft Gelaleddin with an Ar¬ 
my of eighty thoufand Men. He was juft go- 
’ ing to fend away this' Detachment out of his 
Army, when another Courier arrived, to ad- 
vertife him of the Revolt of the Country of 
Herat, in breach of the Treaty they had 
made with Prince Tulican. 'The Emperor was 
greatly enraged : He order’d this Prince to be 
called before him, .and'blamed him for not ha¬ 
ving put to the Sword all the Inhabitants of 
the City of Herat- ‘ I forbid you, faid he, ever 
6 tofhow any mercy to my Enemies without 
* an exprefs Order from me. Know hencefor- 
4 ward, that Companion refides only in mean, 
* Souls; ’tis only Rigour that keeps Men in 
‘ their Duty, and a vanquifhed Enemy is not 
4 tamed, but will ever hate his new Mailer.' 

' Then he bid him go and apply himfelf to the 
Duties ■of his Poft as ufual, and named’ Coum/-

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cm Nevian to go againft Gelaleddin . Coutou » An. Dora; 
' cou departed at the Head of eighty thoufand „ I22 j* 
Mert ° »*** 

After his Departure, the Grand Can caufed iLrfi. 
a Mount of Earth to be call up before the City K*ry*s*> 
in a Place where he delign’d to make the fierce!! 

Affault j and they by his Order built Towers 
of Wood, the Height of which was equal to 
that of the Walls of the Place, to the end he 
Slight more conveniently incommode the Be- " . 
fiegers with his Engines which were placed on 
the Platforms. He 0 fear’d the Fire w'hich the 
Befieged threw, left it fhould burn his Towers 
and'Machines; but an Engineer promifed to 
preferve them, provided he would permit him to 
have every day kill’d as many Cows and Horfes . 
as would cover the Works with their wet Skins, 
which the Emperor gave him leave to do; and 
by this means the Fire thrown from the City 
had no eff’edt, becaufe it w r as extinguiihed, or 
fell to the Ground, fo foon as it came againft 
the Skins, to which it would not ftick or 
fallen. The Engines in the City did not fail 
to caft down a great many of thofe of the Mo¬ 
guls ; and the Refiftance of the Befieged being 
very obftinate, becaufe their Walls were ex* 
ceeding ftrong, the Befiegers at laft began to 
be - in want both of Stones and Wildfire: fo 
that they ceafed for forae time to attack the 
City, becaufe they were obliged to fend far¬ 
ther off for Flinc-ftones, Mill-liones, and bo¬ 
ther things proper to batter the Walls, and 
fling out of the Engines. Whefi they renew’d 
their Attacks, the Befieged made fuch furious 
Sallies upon them, that they overthrew whole 
Scfuadrons of them, and ruined their Towers 
and Engines; and it is certain that if the Em=

Joy, ana protef- 
A4is. tda he would never forget the Favour they had 
now done him. Thefe Captains were Turks , 
and had belong’d to the Sultana his Grandmor 
ther, and by confequence were no Friends to 
Gdaleddin ;' but the Danger that threaten’d 
them if this Prince was conquer’d, made them 
reioive to alfift him.

went to meet the Sultan. 

The Moguls Vanguard, commanded by an 
Emir, immediately charged Gelaleddin*, which 
was led by Emin Mdic, who overthrew the 
toremoft Squadrons ; but Coutoucon detached 
frelh Troops to fupport his Vanguard, w hich 
routed that of the Enemy’s. The Sultan im¬ 
mediately caufed his main Body to advance, 
and putting himfelf at their Head, attack’d 
the Moguls in the Center, where Coutoucon was. 

The Shock was terrible, and during loine hours 
both Sides had the Advantage by turn.,; but at 
laft Victory declared herfelf on Gd.tlcd Urdu fide.

They took a great 
number of Prifoners in the Fight ; and ’ti$ faid 
of GelaledJin, that having caufed them to be 
all brought into his Prefence, he reproached 
them with their Cruelties, and caufed Nails to 
be thrnft into their Ears, to revenge, as he faid, 
the Miferies his Subjects had fuffer’d for fo long 
a time from the Moguls and Tartars. 

Nifty?, There was, fome days Journey from thence, 
f?ua. a Party of Tartars who were befieging a For- 
trefs call’d O it ala; who when they heard the E~ 
vent of the Battel at Birman, raifed the Siege, 
and fled. 

The Defeat of the Moguls and Tartars was 
quickly known to the Emperor, who was ftill 
before Bamian.

- of the City. This young Prince fell dead at 
his’ Grandfather’s Feet. He was a Son of 
Priuce OElai. The Emperor, who tenderly 
loved him, becaufe he difeover’d in him all the 
Marks of good Conduct, was not proof again ft 
this Misfortune.

The Grand Can recovering from his Extafy of 
Sorrow, endeavoured to comfort this Lady, and 
left to her difcretion the punilhing the Inhabi- Horfe. 
tants of this Place, the Reduftion of which 
could not be far off. He lavilhed his Gold and 
Silver to encourage his Soldiers, who night 
and day continued the AiTault, and at lad ruin’d 
the Walls of the City in many Places, and made 
themfeives Mafters of Bamian. The braved: Abu’cair, . 
of the Officers and Soldiers of the Garifon }. 25. 
had already lod? their Lives in defending the 
Place ; the reft perifhed by the Swords of 
the Victors. The Mother of the young 
Prince who was killed, entering with the Mo¬ 
gul. Soldiers into the City, and thirding af¬ 
ter Blood, could not be fatisfy’d with Mur¬ 
ders, but fpared neither Age nor Sex. And 
far from differing any to be faved for a Slave, 
this incenfed Mother, or rather this Fury, 
caufed the Throats of all the Inhabitants to 
be cut, without excepting one ; and even gave 
Orders to rip up the Eellies of Women with 
Child, for fear there fiiould remain alive one 
Snfant of this unfortunate People. This was 
not all ; for to affuage her Rage, the Beads un¬ 
derwent the fame Fate as the Men and Women, 
and fhe canfed every living Creature to be kill’d. 

Befides which, even all the Mofques and Houfes 
were pull’d down, the City became a heap of 
Ruins, and the Country round about a fright¬ 
ful fflefart : Infomuch, that ever fince this Mif- Abulfarag. 
fortune Bamian has always born the Name off- 2 ? 5 - 
Maubalig, which fignifics in the Mogul Language 
the unfortunate 13 welling.

Try AMI A AT being now no longer in a con- Fadlallah, 
jTj dition to retard the Grand Can’s Con- /'■ 4 20 - 
que/t, and having no more Viftuns left to 
offer up to the Rage of his Daughter-in-Law ; 
this Prince, impatient to come to Blows with 
GsLileddin , marched his Army with fo much 
Precipitation, that he hardly gave his Soldiers 
time to get ready their Victuals. And notwith- Abulfarag, 
/landing the Lofles he had bad, his Army was/'. 293. 
ftill fo numerous, that he believed the Sultan- 
would not dare to make head againft him in the 
open Field, but expedited to findhim in the Ci- . 
ty of Gaum, knowing this Place was very ftrong, 
and that Provifious for a long Siege had been 
carried into if. Yet he did not find Gddeddin 
there as he imagin’d. This Sultan had judged Mirconde, 
it proper to retire elfewhere, and to fecure the /, 40. 
narrow Pa lies of the Mountains and Brooks, 
to be the better able to manage to advantage 
the Troops he had. 

He was gone out of Gn-vaa fifteen Days be- Nifavl, 
fore the Moguls appear’d in that. Country : but/- no. 
a vexatious Accident had happen’d in his Ar¬ 
my. after the Battel of Birouan ; Difcord began 
to get into his Army when the Booty was to 
be divided. The three Turkijb Lords pretended 
that the beft Spoils of the Moguls belong’d to 
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An. Dom. them, bccaufc of the Succours they had brought. 

i^ci. Emin Melic'i Troops, who were now united 
Mo^’ 6 ji‘' ^ ve ^uJJtan’s,- were willing that the Bootji 
n'trfc be equal!}' divided, and that the Cuftora 
of War fhouid be follow’d.. The Quarrel be¬ 
gan about a very fins Arabian Horfe which one 
of the three Turkijh 'Captains demanded, and 
the others refufed to yield to hi®. Gelaleddin 
could never bring them to agree; fo th|it the 
‘Twkifh Lords retired with their Troops, and 
left him. • This Defertion did him much Injury : 
and the principal Reafon that obliged him to go 
from Gaxna, was to give time to his difunited 
Troops to rejoin him, to oppofe the common E- 
nemy; and in reality he did all that was poffible 
to bring the three Tiakijh Captains to hearken to 
Reafon. He writ to them feveral times, and 
fent Perfons who were his Friends, to reprefent 
to them, that they muff perilh if they remain’d 
feparated from him ; and that on the contrary, 
if they rejoin’d him, they might gain a Vic¬ 
tory over Gengbixcan , that would render them 
Matters of all the Riches that Prince had a- 
mafs’d together ever fince the Carixmm V» : ar 
began. They at daft fufter’d themfelves to bs 
• perfuaded, but too late; for the Grand Can ha¬ 
ving Know-ledge of their Bivifion, and not 
doubting but the common Danger would re¬ 
unite them, if he did not prevent it, detached 
from his Army ilxty thoufand Horfe to flop 
them in the way. Thefe Troops feized upon 
all the Paflages by which thefe auxiliary TrOops 
could mardh to join Gelaleddin, who finding bim- 
fclf deprived of this powerful’Aid, retired to¬ 
wards the River Indus. . 

Nifavi, Some Authors take here an Opportunity to 
A-no. blame the Conduft of the Sultan of Carixme, 
in having always employ’d T«rL/.>.Commanders 
rather 
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rather than thofc of their own Nation: yet w ; e An. Dom. 
mtsftconfefs that Gelaleddin, not being able fince ! 22i. 
the Death of his Father to raife any confidera- ^ § ‘ 6 ^° 
ble Army, found himfelf under a neceflity of u'orfe. * 
making ufe of thefe Troops. This Prince know- 
ing that the Mogul Emperor fwiftly purfued him, 
flopp’d dh the Banks of the River Indus ^ in a 
Place where the Stream was moft rapid, to the 
ehd that the Neceflity of either conquering or 
dying might redouble his Soldiers Courage. He 
alfo believed that the Straitnefs of the Place 
where he was ported would deprive the Moguls 
.of the Advantage of bringing up all their Ar= 
my together to fight. He then mark’d out a 
Camp with all the Judgment imaginable. Since 
his Departure from Gaz.na he was tormented 
with a cruel'feholick, which gave him little 
reft, and would fcarce permit him to go even in a 
Horfe-Litter. Neverthelefs, at the time when 
he fuffer’d moft, he faw himfelf obliged to mount 
on horfeback, having learn’d that the Enemy’s 
Vanguard was already arrived at a Place call’d 
' Hardtr. On this News he marched in the 
night with the braveft of his People, and fur= 
prized the Moguls in their Camp ; he cut them 
almoft all to pieces, without Iofing one Man, 
and then returned to his Camp on the Bank of 
the River Indus, w'ith a confiderable Booty. 

Till this time Gengbizuan had marched with Abulcair, 
all the Aflurance of a Conqueror, who believed A 24° 
that Gelaleddin thought of nothing elfe than to 
fihd an Afylum; but after this laft Action he 
always miftrufted this vigilant Enemy, and did 
every thing with a great deal of Circumfpe&ion. 

When he faw himfelf near the Sultan, he put 
his Army in Battel Array, giving the Command 
of the right Wing to Zagat at, the left to OSlai, 
and put himfelf in the Center in the midft of 
fix 
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An. Dom. fix thoufaud of his own Guards, ftont veteran 
w - Troops, of v/hom he ever made ufe In his 
feSs^^.Neceffity. 

Horfe. . On the other tide, G&iakddin being inform’d 
yy>^ by his Sr ., t ,w the Enemies were ranged, 
MirconJc, immediately caufed the Boats on the Indus to 
41 ‘ be fenc farther ofij to take' from hisSbldicrs all 
hopes of Safety, referring only one of the lar- 
geft for, the Security of the Ladies, and to car¬ 
ry over to India the Sultana his Mother, the 
/ Queen his Wife, and his Children : but by an 
unforefeen Misfortune the Boat fplit when they 
had occafiou to embark, fo that they remain’d, 
in the Camp. The Army being ranged in Or¬ 
der of Battel, the Sultan referred to himfclf 
the Command of the main Body of his Army. 
His left Wing, drawn up under the fbelter of 
a Mountain, which hinder’d the Moguls Right 
from fighting them all together, was command¬ 
ed by his chief \ riicr, and his right Wing by 
Emin Meiic. This Lord began the Fight, and 
gaul’d the Enemy’s left Wing fo, that they 
gave ground, notwithflandrag all the Troops • 
that fuftain’d them.. And the Mogul* right 
Wing wanting room to extend it felt, the Sul- 
Xi,av», ran made ui'c of his Left, as of a Body of Re~ 
i jo. ferve, and detached • from time' to time Squa¬ 
drons to fuifain the Troops that had occafion. 
He alfo took one part of them, when he went 
' ■ at the Head of his main Body to charge- Gen- 
ghizcan's. The Tartars at this fhockfent forth 
moll horrible Cries; but Geialeddins Soldiers 
, were- not- ftartled, but following their Prince’s 
. ‘ Example, fell on them with fo much Courage 
and Vigour, that they put the Moguls main Bo¬ 
dy into diforder. The Sultan - open’d a broad 
way to penetrate even into the midft, where 
the Grand Can fhonld have been; but this Prince 
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was not there.. Having had a Horfe kill’d tin- An. Dorrf, 
der him, hehadcaufeci another to be brought 1221. 
him, and was retired to give Orders for all w eg- 
the Troops to engage. ■ LI 

This Difad vantage had like to have loft the 
Moguls the Battel; for the Hews being fpread Fadlallah, 
all over the Army that the Sultan had broken h ‘l 21 • 
thro the main Body,-all the Troops were 
Blocked, - and had infallibly fled, if the Empe¬ 
ror had .not. immediately given Orders, and 
fliow’d himfelf publickly, riding from Place to 
Place. And, in fine, that which gain’d him 
the Battel, was, that having obferved Gelaled- 
'din had weaken’d his left Wing, he order’d 
Bela Nevian to go and attack it by fome By¬ 
ways over the Mountain, which a Native of 
the Country told him was poffible. in effect, 

Bela, conduced by this Guide, marched with¬ 
out loflng many Soldiers, betwixt Rocks and 
dreadful Precipices, and fell upon the Sultan’s 
left Wing behind, which being much weaken’d 
could not long refill-. 

The Victory is .by one Author attributed .to Man-akeR 
a Body of Horfe compofed of chofen Men, fir- cl, S'’ t' 
named Pehlevans, who, fupported by ten thoti- 
fand frefh Men, fell upon Gelaleddm s right 
Wing, which were at that time victorious, and 
defeated them, driving them back upon his 
main Body, againft whom Genghi&cim had re¬ 
new’d the Charge.

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An, Pom. themfelves into the River, which fotne of them 
happily crofs’d over. Others placing them- 
Mo? The k* lves roun d their Prince, being fenfible that 
Horfe ‘ there was no hopes left for them,' continued the 
Fight, ' 

Abulfara», Mean time, the Emperor, defirous to take 
f, 293. Gelaleddin alive, forbid that any fhould kill him; 
and in order to feize his Perfon, Ihut in this 
Sultan with hisArmy, which ranged themfelves 
in form of a Bow, of which the River Indus 
Nifavl, reprefented the String. Gelaleddin ufed his 
f. 114. Reafon perfedly in this extreme Danger, And 

feeing that of thirty thoufand Men whom he 
had ■ at the beginning of the Battel, there re¬ 
main’d fcarce feven thoufand, and that if he 
continued the Fight any longer, he fhould cer¬ 
tainly fall alive into his Enemies hands, he be¬ 
gan to think of his Safety. And having no 
other courfe to take than to crofs over into In¬ 
dia ; and altho the River was very rapid in the 
Place he muft crofs to efcape, yet he refolved to 
Icl ;k, venture it. But before he put this Refolution 
in practice, he demounted, and went to em* 

- 4 brace his Mother, Wives, Children and Friends, 
and bid them an eternal Farewel. It is eafy to 
Man'akef- * ma Si ne how moving a Sight this was : Nature 
chy, p, 19. and Love in this fad moment ihow’d itfelf in 
the moft tender manner. Gelaleddin with Tears 
in his Eyes broke from thofe dear Objects of 
his Affedtion ; and after having put off his Ar¬ 
mour and Arms, except Ids Sword, Bow, and 
Quiver full of Arrows, he mounted a frefh 
Horfe, and fpurr’d him into the River, the Fu* 
rioufnefs of whofe Waves aftoni/h’d the Bead 
fo much, that he went not in but by Force. 
He was of fuch fervice to the Sultan in carrying 
him fafely over, that in gratitude he had him 
carefully kept ever after, and would not even 
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for four or five Years after ride him in any dan* An. Dom,' 
gerous Adion. 1221. 

Whilft he was croffing the Indus, Genghiwan S eg ’ 
being informed of it, ran to the Shore fide, and 
was not a little furprized to fee him braving the 
Fury of the Waves; but he was much more to * 
fee the Sultan, forgetful of the Danger his Life ‘ 
was in, flop in the midft of the River to in- 
fult him, and empty his 'Quiver of Arrows, 
which hefhot againil him and his Retinue. Se- . 
vera! brave Mogul Captains would have thrown 
..themfelves into the River to fwim after. Gelaled- 
din; but the Grand Can hinder'd them, telling 
them this Prince would difappoint all their At¬ 
tempts. Then putting his Finger on his Mouth, 
and turning towards his Children, he cried, 

' Any Son ihould wifh to fpring from fuch a Fa- Fadlallah,' 

* ther. He that dares defy fuch Dangers as b 4 22. 
r this Prince has now efcaped, may expofe him- 

f felf to a thoufand others; and a wife Man

Mehemed Nifavi, Author of the Hiftcry of 
Sultan Gelaleddins Life, reports, that the Sultan 
being ready to enter the River, and pierced 
with the.Shrieks of thofe he had tool; his leave 
of, who begg’d him to deliver them from be- 
•ing Slaves to the Moguls, commanded them to 
be drowned, and that this his Order was imme¬ 
diately executed. But other Hiftorians, who 
have given a very full Relation of all'that paffc 
in this Battel, make no mention of this Sultan’s 
Family’s being thrown into the Indus but af- Marrakcf- 
fnre us that the Grand Can, after this Prince shy,;. 19- 
was pad over, caufed to be brought before hitft

p. 422. w ) uc -wasmoft rare and valuable, and diftribu- 
ted the reft to his Army. 

Gelaleddin being got on the Shore of India, 
Ib.423. returned Thanks to God for having deliver’d 
Nifavi, him from the Dangers he had been expofed to 
b Iz6 * in the Battel, and thro the Rapidity of the Ri» ' 
ver. He got up into a Tree to pafs the Night, 
and fecure himfelf from the wild Beafts, .which 
were very numerous in this Country. The next 
day, as he was walking, much difquitted in his 
Thoughts, on the Banks of the River, and look¬ 
ing about on every fide to fee if any of his People 
appear’d, who might have paft over at force 
other Part of the River than that he crofs’d at. 
he perceived a Troop of Soldiers with forne 
Officers, who at the firft beginning of the Ar¬ 
my’s Defeat had found a Boat a-floar, and 
Feizing upon it, bad fail’d all Night with much 
danger, becaufe of the Rocks, Shelves, and 
Violence of the Current, which had drove 
them alnioft as low' as where Gelaleddin crofs’d, 
tho they embark’d above a League higher than 
where the Battel was fought. Among thefe were 
three Officers his particular Friends, with whom 
a few days after he concerted Meafures fuitabk- 
to the Condition they were now reduc’d 'to, 
He foon after faw coming up to him three hun¬ 
dred Horfe, which he difeover’d to be alfo feme 
of his own Forcps, at wdiich he rejoiced -as 
much as poffible in the melancholy State he 
was in. They told him that four thoufand more' 
of his Army had faved themfelves by fyvimmmg 
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wer, two Leagues from thence, by ■ a Place in An, Bqiji’ 
the River which v/as id's rapid, but that they 5 22?-, 
were naked, and fo fatigued, that they look’d <519? 
like Men juft rifen from .the Grave. He went 
immediately to feek them, met, and carefs’d 
them, alluring them of his Affection, to them, 
and promifed to provide for their Neceffities. 

Theie unfortunate Creatures made him fenfible, 
by the kmd'Ac.claniations of Joy they felt at the 
fight of him, that they werfc comforted for all' 
the Ills they had fuffer’d by his Prefence alone. 

< From this time all things fucceeded halppiiy Nl -f a1? ;j 
to Gelalediin. An Officer of his Houfhoid p, u e' 
Horned GemalarraziCid, who was not prefent at 
the Battel becaufe he was employ’d elfewhere, 
having' knowledge that his Matter was efcaped, 
and that many of his People had paft the River 
by fwimming, ventured to load .a very, large 
Boat with, all that he could find proper for the 
Sultan’s Ufe, and crofs’d over the Indus, and 
join’d Gelateddin ; who feeing that this.Boat had 
brought Food, Money, Stuffs to clothe, the 
Soldiers, Bows, Arrows,. Swordsj and many 
other things of which he flood in need, he 
thanked God for this fo Angular a Favour, and 
embraced this faithful Servant, making him 
great Steward of his Houfhoid, and ftruamed ■ 
him EBiareddin, which fignifies the Chofeii or 
the Glory of the Faith. 

As we have no defign to write a complcat 
Hiftory of Sultan Gelateddin ,. we fhall only ac¬ 
quaint thofe who have a Curiofity to know 
what became of fo great a Man, that he fought 
feveral Battels in Indoflan , in which he was at 
fir ft viftorious ;. that he made Conquefts and 
Alliances, but that his Profperity excited jea- 
ioufy in many Princes of India, who judging 
he would one day or other give them trouble. 
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An. Dom. if they did not put a flop to his good Fortune, 
He» 22 <5* c0!l ^ ,ire ^ together againft him, and obliged 
Mwl ill ‘‘‘ m t0 rc P‘‘fe the Indus ,■ Neverthelefs there 
sl. : ; arc Hiftorians who fay that his Departure from 
India was voluntary ; and that this Prince be¬ 
ing inform’d that Genghix,can was gone ?. 
great way from Peyfia , and that there were 
Commotions m.'Tangut and Chinn, hoping to 
recover by his Valpnr, and the AfTifiance of his 
Friends, a part of what he had loft beyond the 
River Oxus t he left the Care- of his Conquefts in- 
Indofian to one of his General Officers. Eutr 
V'e (hall hare occafion to fpeak of this Prince 
again, and of his laft ASions, before we finiilr 
this Book. 

To return now to the Grand Can : he was 
much plealed at the .Advantage he had gotten 
over Gela’eddin 4 but Grief fucceeded his Joy, 
when, upon making a review of his Army, he 
faw it was confiderablv diminifhed, and that 
he had loft the Flower of his Soldiers, with 
agreat number of his Officers. The Sieges of 
Talc an and B ami an, the hafty Marches he had 
made, and the Battel of Indus, which alone 
had coft him twenty thoufand Men, all thefe 
had confirmed a great part of this formidable 
Army, w'hofe Number and Strength had even 
aftoniflied Sultan Mehemed at Cnmccn. la fine, 
he found he had loft two hundred thoufand. 
Men fince the Beginning of the Siege oilTalcan, 
reckoning the two Bodies of Troops which Gc- 
laleddin had defeated. Yet he neglected not to 
fend Advice to the Governours of the Provinces 
and Generals of his Armies of his good Sue- 
cefs 4 and particularly to Hubbe and Suida, who 
had by this time finifh’d the Conqueft of Tra:

W HEN Saida Behadeur and Hubbe receiv’d Fadlallafej 
Orders to enter into Aisrbijanct, they ?• 4 2 4» 
Were in Winter-Quarters in Yrac, at SeHoravende , 
a City they had taken by Storm. And their Ar¬ 
my being much weaken’d by reafon of the great 
Garifoiis they had been obliged tp put into feve- 
ral Places, they writ to fome Tartar Captains 
who kept the open Country in Corajfand to fend 
them the befl; part of their Troops, and to raife 
more, and keep the Country they were in 
quiet.

After which, thefe two Ge- 
r 0 1 fted toward Jrdebile, a ftroog City, 
and a Place of great Trade, iituate within 
two T CdC in cf the Mountain of Savclaxe, 
\dit’ v* at that time cover’d with Snow. 
This City was in the thirty eighth degree of 
Latitude, and was the Arjacia of the Antients. 

The Inhabitants rellifcd at fir ft to open their 
Gates, and feem’d determined to defend the 
Place } but their Courage did not anfwer their 
Pride, for after fome Rdiftance they furreu- 
der’d at diferetion. The Moguls hilled the grea- 
teft part of the People, and plunder’d and burnt 
the City ; fince which it has been rebuilt, and 
is at prefent one of the fine it in the Per flan Em¬ 
pire. ’Twas in Ardebile that the famous Chec Sefy , 
the Head of the Royal Family of Sefevis, which 
.at this time fills the Throne, was born, and 
here, his Tomb was erected ; which for its Mag¬ 
nificence furpafles the molt pompous Sepulchres 
of the Kings who have been fince buried there h 
When,

they went to ‘Thuns, the Capita! of A^ A j '■ u. F ! 
Fhe Governour, who was a Man of Courage, Mo : 
refolved to make a flout defence. He refuted s 
them every thing they demanded. He feilied w’- 
out of the-City himfelf with his Soldiers, and 
knowing the Country better than the Enemies, 
he tired and fatigued them by an infinite number 
of Skirmifhes, and drew them into the ^.mbufhes 
he'laid for them ; and if he had not been too 
confident of his good Fortune, the Moguls had 
had a great deal of Trouble to fubdue him. But 
at lafe they forced him to a pitch'd Battel in 
the open Field, in which he was beaten, but 
efcaped to "taurh with the Troops that were 
able to follow him ; and there getting together 
all the Soldiers he had left, he flatter’d himfelf 
he fhould be able to fuftain a long Siege : which 
he had perhaps done, if the inhabitants, not 
daring any more .to trull in their Strength after 
the ill Succcfshe had had in the Battel, had not 
forced him immediately to make Propofais tor 
Peace to the Mogul Generals, who eafily con- 
fen ted to them, fearing left the Georgians, who 
were efteem'd the moll valiant People of all 
Afia, fhould declare for the Inhabitants of 
‘ j’auris. So they agreed on a Sum ot Money, 
which was paid by the City, and a certain 
quantity of Corn and Cattle for the Moguls Sub- 
fiftence. 


from Hafeyn the Son of Aly in a direft Line, by one named 
Imam Moufa, the feventh of the twelve Imams who fuc- 
ceeded him. And thus they do not fens pie to affirm that 
their Kings are of the Race of their falfe Prophet Mahomet 
as well as the Kings of Morocco, who pretend to be like- 
v.’ife defeended from Mahomet by Hafan the fecond Son 
of Aly.

J I222> Latitude. Several Authors believe it was the 
Mo g ’ 6 ihc Ecbatana of the Antients, the Capital cf the 
' shnpT Kingdombif the Modes \ Let that be as it will, 
LfVNJ all the Advantage it at prefent enjoys con- 
' lifts in its being the principal City of A^erbijana, 
now a Province of the Perfian Empire. Its 
Outfide is very agreeable, its Buildings very 
fine, itsuMofques are magnificent : there are 
likewife Colleges and publick Baths. 

The Moguls after this returned into Trac Age- 
r,n towards Ifpahan t , where they were informed 
there were fome Commotions ; but he who wat 
the Author of them had been already punifhed, 
even by thole who were the chief Promoters 
of it, and perfuaded him to it. They did not: 
make the Town, fuffer any Chauifement for 
thefe Diforders, but were content to take only 
the ufual Duties for the War, and paft a part 
of the Winter in hunting in this Country, ac« 
cording to Cufiom. ' 

The Georgians, fearing to be in their tun; 
attacked by the Moguls, held a Council at 'Je t us 
their Capital City, to confnlt what they hi 
to do. Ifiere were fome who, delirous to pre~ 
» vent this Misfortune, propofed to make an Al¬ 
liance with Geughiz-cdn ; but the Majority were 
'Abulfeda, of opinion that it was belt to fecure themfelves 
po so jo by their Swords. Thus War was refoived on;

thousand Horfe under the Command of ,a very '222. 
experienced Captain who had jnade War with 6 ’^ 
Sultan Mehemed the King of C.ariz.me with good °sheep. e 
Succefs. The Defire they had for A&iou did 
not permit them to wait the coming of* the 
Spring. They enter’d in the raidft .of Winter 
into Az,erbijana, to go in fearch of the Moguls 
whom the two Generals had left there; but they 
found more Troops than they expected, for all 
the Garifons had joined : and the Georgians., af- 
, ter having been twice worfted in two Ren¬ 
counters, returned to Teflis. 

• But having thus declared War againft the Fadlalkfc, 
Moguls, they imagined they fliould foon have /’• 4^9- 
been purfued by them. For which reafon they 
fent Deputies to all their Neighbours .to ask 
their Affifiance, but none would lend them a- 
nv ; for which caufe they fent out ftrong Par¬ 
ties, and molefted all thofe who favour’d the 
Moguls, or fubmitted to them. Hubbe and Suida, 

■ tho the Diftance was fo far between the Place 
they were at and this, fent Troops againft the 
Georgians ; gad when the Seafon would permit, 
march’d themfelves with all their Forces, re¬ 
turning into Aztrbijana, and thence enter’d in¬ 
to Georgia but they found all the Paflages 
• flopp’d, a few being able to defend them a- 
gainft many. They chofe rather to defer to 
' attack them, than to run the rifque of facrifi- 
cing their Soldiers perhaps to no purpofe. 

jSuring thefe Tranfaftions they received Ad¬ 
vice that the Inhabitants of Maraga had affifled 
the Georgians. To revenge rhemfeives, they fee 
down before their City, took, and plunder’d it . 

Mvagra was fituate in thirty feven degrees and 
twenty minutes of Latitude, within feventecn 
Leagues of Tatrris to the Weftv. ard in the fame.

At the lame time it was refolved that 
HabbeAh ouid go and appeafe thefe Troubles, 
\vhilft Suicfa continued in Az^rbijam to .obferve- 
the Inhabitants of Tauris, with whom they had 
rcaion robe difpleafed, becanfe they had fecret- 
iy aflifted the GemUm's. Hitbbe being arrived 
before Aam&itm, and GemaleM’n the Governour 
feemg h.'rfili: ai'anOorfd by all the reft of the 
Rev&ters, fent Deputies to the Mogul General 
to a flu re him of ins Obedience, and to prefent 
him'all that he thought Worthy his Acceptance. 
But his Prefents and Subraxffiofl avail’d hinino- 
thing: Hubhe was inexorable, and would abfo- 
Inteiy have'him yield at diferction. The Gc- 
Vernour was going to iansfy hiS*Commands, 
if a Captain named Faqnihi ‘had' riot hinder’d 
him..' Faauih; excited the People to defend 
him, and prevail'd. They put him-at the head 
'of the Troops that were in the City, and be 
' was fo bold as to filly forth and attack the Moguls.

ber of Tartars entering promifeuoufly with his 12 
Soldiers, feized the Gates, and made them* 
felves Mailers of Hamadan. sheep.. 

After which, Hubbe returned back, and Ksy->J, 
marched againft Tauris with Suidn ; but tlie 
Governour of this City, inform’d of their De- 
fign by feme hired Spies, fent them the Tri¬ 
bute that 'he owed, by Perfons of Addrefs, 
who juftified him fo to thefe Generals, that 
the Moguls, inftead of continuing their March 

■ to Tauris, went to Sehnas and to Cony, to fub- 
due thefe Cities, which were at the farthefl 
part of A&erbijana, on the Weft Side 

They had no fooner taken and plunder’d . 
them, than they turned their Arms to the 
North, and went to Nafchruan a City of Aran, 
fituate between A^erbijana and Armenia• This 
Place was treated like the others, yet with lefs 
Rigour than Pilcan, which alfo lay in Aran, and 
was the chief Place of Trade in all the Pro¬ 
vince. Pilcan being a Town well fortify’d, it 
coft the Enemy a great deal of time to take it, 
who to revenge themfelves for this Refiftance, 
committed moft cruel Addons. Gangea, ano¬ 
ther City of Aran, was more fortunate, for it 
immediately open’d its Gates,, which was the 
' reafon no damage Was done to its Inhabitants. 

The Moguls were in this laft mention’d City, ' 
when they were informed by fome Spies that 
a great number of Georgians were preparing to 
come and attack them. On this Advice they 
refolved to wait their coming in the Province

Tadhilah, gjvctiiem .battel, but that as foon as they ap- 
pear'd, lie Jhould leave his Baggage, and re¬ 
tire with Precipitation, yet without Diforder, 
and in fuch a manner that he could, face about 
at a Signal which Ruble fhculd give him in co¬ 
ming out of his Ambufeade, to the end the " 
Georgians might be charged both before and be-, 
hind at the fame Inftant. 

This Deftgn being executed as it was agreed, 
the Enemy tack Saidas Retreat for a real Flight, 
and puriued him* Hulls coming out of his 
Ambufeade, thefe two Generals cut the Geor¬ 
gians in pieces, who in this one day loft thirty 
thoufand Men. The reft efcaped back to 
Georgia ,• where they were hardly arrived, when 
News was fpread over the Country .that the 
Moguls were coming to befiege I’efiis ; on which 
account Terror feized the Inhabitants of this 
City, and tho.fe on the Frontiers, whom the 
Moguls Approach ■ catiied to fly farther up into 
the Country. Yet notwithftanding the Fright 
the People were in, the Commanders and Soi- 
■ diers knowing the Difficulty of the Ways and 
Lanes, ran to guard them : and the Moguls met 
with fo many Turnings and narrow Lanes, that 
they were ciifhearten’d, and immediately re¬ 
peated. ! Tis faid that in this Juncture a Mogul 
who advanced too far was made Prifoncr, and 
that his own Misfortune and the Shame of fee- 
* ing his Companions retire back, fo afflicted him, 
that he kill’d himfelf.

CHAP. VII. 

Genghizcan^ Employments daring the Ex¬ 
pedition of the Generals Hubbe and Suida 
in Azerbijana, and what the other Gene - 
* rals of the Army did. 

A FTER the Battel. of Indus * thro the Fadlailafc, 
Severity of the Winter, Genghfccan was p. 430. 
obliged to take up his Quarters on the Frontiers 
of India , and to let his Army reft, which was 
extremely fatigued. After he had a little re¬ 
cover’d them, he order’d a Hunting, which 
lafted one part of the Seafon. But when he 
faw the Spring approaching, he diftributed to 
his Lieutenants, that they might continue to 
make new Conquefts, thofe of his Troops who 
were in good Condition, and kept the reft that 
were moft out of order to manage himfelf. 

He fent into the Country of Herat, which 
had revolted, fourfcore thoufand Men under the 
Command of llencou Nevian, and order’d him 
to. watch the Motions of the thirty thoufand 
Malecontents who had abandon’d GeUileddins 
Army, after having fo bravely fought the Battel 
of Birouan. He fent away twenty thoufand 
Men under the Command of Bela , to the Coun¬ 
try of Multane , to refill the Sultan if he ap¬ 
pear’d on that fide the Country.

Several Hiftorians will have it to-be 
one of thofe which Alexander caufed to be built 
in thofe Parts, and named Alexandria. Geo¬ 
graphers are divided as to its Situation; fome

a flight Irruption on the Territories of a Prince * a 
named Ram, who had infulted him, and whom F ° 
he kill’d. 

llencou executed the Orders he had received 
, concerning Herat with much Cruelty. We have 
already related how the People of this Country 
had made peace with Tulican, who gave them 
a Governour ; but loving their native Prince Fadlallah; 
extremely, and the Mahometan Religion, which p. 430. 
indeed was the ftrongeft Motive, they foots 
revolted from the Moguls , and threw off their 
Yoke fo foon as they faw their Prince appear, 

. and tumultuoufly killed Aboubequir who govern’d 
them, put to the fword all thofe who took 
Genghizcans part in that City, and chofe a 
Goverhour named Moubarex,eddin. This Aftion

Piime (oit 1 :d iinmediately received 
orders to criathfe them ; but having been beat 
at B • * , the Emperor had been obliged to 
dtfu' n, \ c’gcnce ror fome time. At Iaft he 
Ant Ik to H it with orders to ruin all the 
Country, ana to aefiroy the thirty thou fane 
Men who ha-j an;fted the Sultan. This Gene¬ 
ra! employtt fix whole Months in acquitting 
lumfclt of tbs Commiffion j and being ferfibic 
that the more Cruelty he fhow'd, the mors 
his Matter would be pleafed with him, he fet. 
all on fire, and fill’d with Blood all the City 
and Country, The Moguls boatted they had 
lulled above fixteen hundred thoufand Perform-, 
comprehending the thirty thoufand Malecon- 
tents which Ihvmt had orders to fight, and 
which he entirely defeated, tho with much 
difficulty, 

Gclai alfo fet out from the Borders of indie- 
to go to the Country of Gazna, to execute, the 
Emperor’s Orders. He was no fooner arrived 
there, but he exercifed all forts of Cruelties c 
not that this Prince was naturally bloody, but 
he knew his Father was fo, and that he hated 
thefe People, to whom he imputed the Lofs of 
his Armies : in truth, they had always affitted 
the Sultan Gcln!cd,-Hi; as much as they were able. 
After Otlai had got poffeflion of all the Places 
in this Country that were of leaft Strength, 
he fat down before the principal City, at that 
time called Daralmutke, or the Royal City, be- 
i can fir 
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eaufe it bad been the Capital of the Kingdom 
of the Children of Subuihquin, who had here¬ 
tofore poflefs’d both the Empires of Perfm and 
India. This City, which is now called Gazm „ 
was furnifbed with all things neceffary to fuftain 
a Siege; and befides a ftrong Garifon, Gelaled- 
. din had placed there a very brave and expe¬ 
rienced Man for their Governour. 

This Governour reprefented to the Inhabi¬ 
tants that the Mogul Emperor hated them more 
than all the reft of the Sultan’s Subjeds ; that 
'they ought not to exped any Mercy from a 
Prince who was both an Idolater and a cruel 
Perfon ; that he had fworn their Ruin, and 
that by confequence it was in vain for them to 
imagine to melt or foften him by any Submif- 
fions: in fine, he fo well animated the People of 
Gaz/na againft Genghizcan, that they all refolv’d 
to lofe their Lives in the Defence of their City, 
rather than vainly fue to him. Nor did they by 
their Adions bely their Words, or ad below 
this generous Refolution. They made frequent 
Sallies, and with good Succefs, upon the La¬ 
bourers, and feveral times overthrew their 
Works. They twice beat down the Mounts of 
Earth the Enemies raifedto place their Engines 
on ; they broke above a hundred of their Bat¬ 
tering-Rams. But all thefe Attempts proved 
ufelefs, for one night, after an obftinate Fight 
they had had in the day time, in which OElai 
himfelf had fought in Perfon to encourage his 
Soldiers, who began to be daunted, one fide of 
the Walls of the City fell down, and unfortu¬ 
nately filled up tlie Ditch with its Ruins, fo 
. that a great number of the Moguls and ’tartars 
enter’d with eafe into the Place Sword in hand. 
The Governour perceiving how much this Ac- 
c’tlenr had dafhed she Inhabitants Courage, 
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2nd that he could not long fuftain the Mbguh 
Attacks, refolded to die like a gallant Man ; and 
putting himfclf at the head of the braveft of 
his Soldiers, charged amidft the tbickeft of the 
■ Enemies, where he and all with him were {lain, 
after having killed many of the Enemies. Ne- 
verthelcfs the City of Gax.na was not entirely 
ruin'd, nor did all its Inhabitants perifh, like 
thofe of fome other Cities we have mentioned : 
for the plundering it did not laft above four or 
five Hours, Ociai caufing it to ceafe, and taxing 
the Inhabitants who were left alive, at a cer¬ 
tain Sum, which they gave to buy the City oft 
from being burnt, and rhemlelves from Death, 
This Prince, continued in this City till flich 
time as all the Province was reduced to the 
Obedience of the Emperor his father, whom, 
he afterwards went to join in Tartary, to give 
an account of his Conduct 

When Prince Zagatai was come into the 
Country of Quirman with his numerous Army, 
he took by degrees all the Places in that Coun- 
.try, according to the Orders he had received 
from the Grand Can, who being well in¬ 
formed of the Uuhealthfulnefs of tins Pro¬ 
vince, had charged him to take great care of 
the Soldiers. The Capital City was called 
Quirman . It was fituate in thirty degrees of 
Latitude. The Antients called this Province 
by .the Name of Carman:a. It had on . the 
Weft Perjta, on the Eaft Sende,, on the South 
the Indian Sea, and on the North Corajfana . 
When he was pefiefs’d of Quirman, he led his 
Troops into Meet an, which formerly was com¬ 
priz’d in this Province, but at this time made a 
part ot Sende. 

After being fei'zed of T which was one 
of the beft Cities, fituate in twenty fix degrees 
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of Latitude, and of feme other Places which Art. Domi 
he deftroy’d, he part the Winter in Quel anger, * 222 - 
a Country fitnate on the Borders of the Indies. 

As he defigned tS ftay a long time in this Place, sheep. 
the Soldiers made themfelves a great number 
of Houfes. There were fome who even got 
very fine Flocks 'of Sheep ; and they fubfifted 
with greater eafe, becaufe the Prince had made 
the Quartel-s for the Troops of fo great an ex= 
tent, that they did not incommode one ano¬ 
ther. Every Soldier had his Slaves who ferved 
. him. The Troops employ’d themfelves in cul¬ 
tivating Gardens, and began to folace them- 
fdves as if they had been in a Country which 
4 they fuppofed was going to be divided amongft 
them, and which they were to fettle in for the 
reft of their Lives. But being in a Country 
whofe Climate was very different from that 
they were born in, when the fcorching Winds 
cuftomary in this Place, began to blow, they 
fell fick almoft all of them, and a great number 
died ; and the greateft part of thofe that lived, 
remain’d fo weak and languiihing, that if the 
Sultan had then had any Army to oppofe them, 
it is not to be doubted but he had entirely 
ruined this of the Moguls. 

The Advantages the Perfians gain’d from 
their Sicknefs, w’ere, that their Enemies could 
not attack the Country of Pars, nor one part 
of Couiiftan , which according to the Bifpofal 
the late King of Curizstne made of his King¬ 
doms, belong’d to CauijeitVn, Sultan Geljleddins 
. younger Brother. It contain’d ftrong Cities, 
which would have defended themfelves. ThuS

Mol’, rhs houring Pisces, Ihonld be putto death, becaufe 
sheef. they v. ere a burden to the Soldiers who were 
charged with the care of them. In one day then 
theft miferable Slaves had alHheir Throats cut. 
After which the Army encamped in a more tem¬ 
perate Country : The Change of Air and good 
Treatment cured the Sick; fo that in a little time 
'Zagatai having received Orders to repair to the 
Grand Can with his Troops, found them in a 
condition to march. He put Garifons into the 
Cities and Countries he had conquer’d, and com¬ 
mitted the whole Government of them all to 
one of his Lieutenants. After v. hich, he march’d 
Northward, and made one part of his Army go 
along the Borders of India , under the Conduct 
of a Lieutenant General, and with the reft he 
himfelf crofs’d over the Countries to go for 
Bale, where the general Rendezvous-was ap¬ 
pointed.

CHAP. VIII. 

Genghizcan’i Return from the Country * of 
Iran to the Country of Touran, that ts 3 
from Perfia to Tartary. 

T H E Emperor having decamp’d from be* 
fore Caxdabar , continued to march to-the 
Oxus. He paft the reft of the Summer of the 
Year 1222. on this fide of that River, in 3 
Place whofe Pleafautnefs and Beauty invited 
him 

V 
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him to feiy there, till the return of his Generals. An. Dom”’ 
Whilftbewas there. Deputies came from Bale to H * 222, 
vyait da him ; he order’d them to fend him fume 
Men of Skill, who were able to inform him of sheep. 
all the Particularities of their Country. They 
obey’d ; and foon after their return, feveral 
, learned Perfons arrived at the Court. The 
Grand.-Can confer’d with them concerning the 
Antiquities* of Bale , and Batlriana , and they 
inform’d him of all they knew. 

Nor did he omit to talk with them about 
•2 oroafter^ whom the Orientals call Zeridefeht 
Behram. They told him that this great Man 
had been King of their Country, and that he 
^ alone of all Mankind had laugh’d when he 
was born 5 that it was he who firft fludied 
the Motion of the Stars, and invented Ma- 
gick i that he had a great number of Followers, 
who became fo well verfed in thofe Arts, that 
they had the Titles of Wifemen and Philofo- 
pherSj and that he himfelf was called the King 
of the Magi; laftly, that he had no, other 
Priefts but them to teach and improve the Re¬ 
ligion of the Worfhippers of Fire, who were 
the Medesy Per (tans, and Ba&rians, who all had 
fome of thofe Magi in their Countries. Their 
chief Imployment was to fee that every par¬ 
ticular Perfon or Family preferved the confecra- 
ted Fire in their Houles, fothat it did not go 
out. Thefe Idolaters had in every Province a 
great and magnificent Temple for the publick 
Exercife of their Religion. There are fome 

• Authors who affirm, that in Awlijam this 
Fire, which was fo rever’d, burnt for the fpace 

, of -feven hundred Years without IntcrmiffioB. 

Thefe Temples were called Atefehkede ; and 
there are to be feen at this day the magnifi- 

* cent Remains of thefe great Buildings.

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An. Dom. The Grand Can received Letters from S. hi- 
He" fin; dafchou the Can of Tangut, who made him offers 
Mog. ill °f Submiffion, and to be tributary to him, it 
.skeep , he would pardon what was paft. A Council 
,^/V was held on this -Subject, and it was rtfolved 
an Anfwer fhould be lent him that his Offers 
were accepted, becaufe they were not willing 
he fhould form any more Enterprises ; fo that 
the Emperor might make himfelf Mailer of 
Mogoliflan after he had hnifhed all his Affairs in 
Peijin and Tartary. It was alfo agreed he 
fhould pafs over the Oxus, to daunt all the 
People who had any Inclination to rebel. With 
this defign he prefs’d the return of his Troops, 
and fent to his Generals to fet out immediate¬ 
ly from the Places where they now' were to 
follow him, after having put good Garifons 
and able Governours into the Places requifite. 
After this he paff over the Oxus with the 
Troops he had with him, and w ent to Bocara , 
Where fome had already begun to make Re¬ 
parations, One Hiftorian fays he went dl- 
reftly to Samanand: But thofe who fay it was 
to Bocara, prove it by a Converfation which 
■was found in Writing, between the Emperor, 
the Cady, and the Catibe, that is to fay, the 
Orator of the City. Thefe two Men were 
fent to him to give him an Account of their 
Religion and Laws, as he defjred : Thefe Doc¬ 
tors, fays one, being come into his Prefence, 
he asked them what their Faith was, in general 
Terms; they anfwer’d, That they believed, 
as all the Mahometans did, there was but One 
God, and that thisGod did create all things, 
and had no Equal. The Grand Can told them 
he believed the fame. Then he asked them' 
what was their Opinion of Mahomet; they an¬ 
fwer’d that God had fent this Prophet to his 
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Servants with his Seal, and Orders to infiruflAn. Dom. 

• them in the Laws they mult follow, both as to ,22J - 
what is permitted, and what is forbidden them, 
Genghizcan approv’d this Anfn cr, and Laid, I be- 
lieve it, iince 1, who am but the Servant of God, 
do daily fend Atnbaifadors into divers Countries, 
and even to my own Subjects, to malte my Plea- . 

'fore kpQ.wn to them. The two learned Menafter 
’ this entertain’d him on the Subject of Prayers, 
and the Times in which it was their Cuilom to 
pray daily. Thislnftitution he lifted very well, 
as alfo that of Failing, which the Mahometans 
obferve in the Month of Ramadan: As to which 
he'told them that it was but reafonablc they 
, Should ufe fome Abilinence for one Month’s 
'fpace, finceal! the rcil of the Year they drank 
and eat what they pleafed, and pail whole 
Nights in Debauches, nay, even in this Month 
of Ramadan, altho they called it out of refped 
the Venerable. He alfo approved that a Map 
fhould diilribute to the Poor a part of his 
Goods; for example, that of twenty Ducats 
of Gold, he ihould give them the half of one. 

But when thefe Dodors told him that the 
Mudiilmans were obliged to have Temples or 
Mofques to worfhip God in, and that they 
called thefe Mofques the Houfes of God, 
where they ought to pray, and render hint their 
Homage ; he told them, that the whole World 
was the Houle of God, and that he heard the 
Prayers of Men in all Parts of the World. He 
asked many other Qiiedions of the Orator and 
. Cady of Biicara concerning their Cuiloms. Af¬ 
ter which, they returned to their Houfes, and 
alBtmed that Genghizcan had Sentiments very 
conformable to theirs, and that he might be 
. reckon’d of the number of the Mulfolmaits.

I jie Grana Wan aid nothing at Bocara wor- 
tny mentioning. He pact .the Winter there, 
Uie SeaIon not permuting mm to march lb great 
an iiimv so far as rrom tne Country of Bale to 
Samarcana, wnither nc went not til! the Year 
of our Loru itat, «nn of th cH.-gira 620 ’ : and 
tueu ne lent ms i roops oet'ore, and order’d 
them to treat die People gently, and to ufe no 
Violence to them j but to be content with 
what was order’d them for their SubMence, 
by tbofe who had the care cf it, in a word, to 
live as they ought in a Country belonging to 
him. They punctually obferv’d thefe Orders. 
The Emperor foon follow’d his Army with all 
his Houfhold. Prefents were made him in e- 
very Place he pafs’d thro ; and as foon as they 
1 earn’d he was near Saniaxcand, the chief Mer¬ 
chants and principal Officers of the Country 
came out to meet him, with rich Prefents, 
which he receiv’d very gracioufly. They af- 
far’d him, by the Mouth of their Orator, of 
their Fidelity : And he ever after treated them 
with Kindnefs, as a People whofe Affection to 
him he believed fincere aud unfeigned. 

When he was come into his Tent, he enter’d 
into Convcrfation with the. Deputies whom the- 
City had fent to welcome him : He recounted 
to them all the Tranfaftions between him and 


L ! £*wm VIII. began at this time to reign in France, 

' . ‘ the 
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the twQ*Sultans, and particularly imputed to An. Dom. 
Mehemd all the Ills the Empire had fufter’d, as *223. ^ 
being the foie Caufe of them. He even gave 6 *° g 
them the Detail of the Victory he had gain’d Monkey, 
over Gelaleddin; and after having told tljem that 
they had now no other Emperor but himfelf, he 
declared to them, that it was to him they 
’ought for the time to come to addrefs their 
RequelfSj and make Prayers for him in the 
Mofques s which he call’d, making the Coutbe in 
his Name ; and that He alone ought to be the 
. Subject of their Praifes. He pafi: the greateft 
part of this Year at Samarcand, in fettling the 
Affairs of his Empire, and in giving time 
to his Troops, which he expefted from very 
^ remote Parts, to come up to the Place he 
had appointed. He at this time made feyeral 
Regulations, which he annexed to his other 
Laws : And being now fomething at eafe, he 
forgot not any thing that he thought would 
conduce to the Prefervation of his Kingdoms. 

He refolved to hold a General Diet at Toucat 
in the beginning of the Year following, that is, 
in 1224, an d of the Heg. 621. For this Reafon 
he fent his Orders into all the Provinces, to 
the Princes his Children, the Governors, and 
Generals of the Army : Nay, he defired Saida 
and Hubbe fhould be there alfo, and therefore 
fent them word to come to Toncat by the w ay 
of Capfchac , after having pafs’d by Derbendc , 
that is to fay, by the Cafpian Gates. But he 
commanded them, above all things, to follow 
the Orders of T oufhican his Son, who was 
then in Capfchac, or that great Wcftcrn Tar¬ 
tar] fituate on this fide the River Java, to, and 
‘ reaching even to Mnfcovy, as has been bctorc 
mentioned. 
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C H A P. IX. 

The Generals Hubbe and SuidaV Expedition 
to the Kingdom of Schirouane Their 
Travels by Derbende, or the Cafpian 
Torts, 


Tf J UBBE and Saida had no fooner receiv’d 
j[~j the Grand Can’s Orders, but they pre¬ 
pared to execute them ; and after having 
fettled what Methods they fhould take to pals 
into Cafchac , on the we Item fide of the Cafpian 
Sea, they fent fome before to view the Roads 
and Paflsges, who brought back word to 
them. That there was nothing but Rocks and 
Precipices, fc that it was impoffible to pafs 
any other way than by the Straits of Der¬ 
bende. But the two Generals having learn’d 
that the. King of Schirouane was Mafter of 
them, and that none could pafs that way with¬ 
out his leave, they march’d dire&ly into his 
Country, where they had not yet been, altho 
it was a part of the Country of Aver hi jam, the 
, reft of which they had already conquer’d. 
.They conceal’d this their Defign, and pre¬ 
tended only, ' that they went to eftablifh the 
Grand Can’s_ Empire there, as well as in the 
other Parts'of Afta. They firft befieg’d Schama- 
<7 ui y _ a City fitua’te in 40 Degrees 50 Minutes of 
Latitude, and foon took it. - 

They there treated the People rigoroufly, 
becaufe they had refilled them : Blit afterwards, 
to.gain the King of SchireUam’s good Will, they 
•' ■ • - n laid 
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laid pefetidily, that Gcngb:z.can deiired of this An. Dons. 
Prmc 3 only a flight Acknow lodgement of his 122 3 > 
Submiffion, and a fmall Tribute. The King j^ g ' 
refus’d to pay the Tribute, but the Generals MonJy. 
did not much trouble themfelves about that, 
having no other Defign but cunningly to obtain 
from him a Paflage by Derbende. They fpared 
the Country of Schhoitaue, and made their Sol- 
diers°liVe very regularly. They even punched 
feveral for having abus’d the People. They 
fent Prefents to the King, and receiv’d alfo 
f me from him : But when they proceeded to 
ask him to give them the Liberty to pafs by the 
way of Derbende into ‘Tartary, and that he per¬ 
ceived that this was the only Aim to which all 
their Civilities tended, and the Motives of the 
refpedtful Treatment they had given his People, 
he gave off anfwering their Compliments, and 
believed that they only fought how to feize on 
this important Pafl'age, to hold all the Country 
in Subje&ion, and drive him out of his King¬ 
dom. For this Reafon, when they again prefs’d 
him importunately for leave to pafs by the 
Straits of Derbende; he anfwer’d them. That 
this did not lie in his power, fince the Peo<= 
pie who. inhabited thefe Straits, did not ac¬ 
knowledge any one for their Mailer; and were 
fo jealous, that they would not fuffer more than 
ten Men at a time to pafs that way, and tnofe 
Men too muft not be Strangers or fufpedted 
Perfons* Notwithftaiiding this Anfwer, the 
Moguls, after having ufed Intreaties to no pur- 
pole, proceeded to Threats, and told the King 
of Scbiromne , That fince they found that no¬ 
thing could be obtain’d from him by fair 
means, whatever Alfurances they gave him of 
their Sincerity, they now declar’d to him, that 
they not only expe&ed that the Gates of thofe 
. :; ; '■ ■■ Straits 
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An. uom. Straits fhould be open’d to them to pafs tho- 
,22 3 \ row, to return into their own Country thro tho 
iMol. 6 m Countries of the Alani , Tartary, and Capfchaiy 
MmUy‘ according to the Orders that had been given 
them; but moreover, that his Officers fliould 
be their Guides. The King having ccnfider’d 
of it', granted the Mogul Generals tiieir De¬ 
mands. 

After fifteen Days March, daring' which 
they went above forty Leagues by the Woods, 
Rocks and narrow Panages or Mount Caucafus , 
the Mogul Army, led by the King of Schirou- 
ane’s Guides, arriv’d fafely at Derbende, having 
pafs’dthrothofe Straits,not without Admiration 
of the Manner, Nature and Art had wrought 
together for the Defence of this Paflage. Hull v? 
and Suida freely confeft, that it was not to be 
forced. The very Walls, which were fix Foot 
thick, were made of a certain Matter com- 
pofed of Lumps of Gravel and Shells pounded 
together, which was much harder than any kind 
of Stone whacfoever. 

This Paflage was call’d by the Antients/Vte 
Cafpia, or the Cafpian Gates ; and the Word 
Derbende in Perjtan properly fignifies, The Tan¬ 
nings of the Gates. It is fituate in 43 Degrees of 
Latitude, betwixt the Cafpian Sea and a Moun¬ 
tain of the fame' Name, by which one muft of 
neceffity pafs to go into Tanary, to the Alani, 
the Circajfians, and the People of Capfchac, when 
one comes from Trac, Azerbijana, Syria , and 
Armenia. There is between the Sea and the 
Mountain a Space a quarter of a League, 
broad; in this Space were built, at three or 
four hundred Paces from one another, two 
thick Walls, founded on the Rock, and reach¬ 
ing from the Mountain to the Sea ,• fo that all 
PaSengers were obliged to pafs thro by the Iron 
■ • - Gates 
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Gates .which were in thefe Walls. The Space An. Dom, 
taken in by thefe Walls made a third part * 29 J’ 
of the City call’d Scbeheryounan , that is to 
fay, the City of Greeks , becaufe it was built Monkey. 
by the Command of Alexander the Great; Ton 
in antient Greek (ignifying Greece. But it was 
not in this Quarter of it that Derbende was 
beft peopled, nor in the higher Parts which 
weffc^on .the fide of the Mountain towards the 
top, altho it was much more peopled than Sche- 
heryounan. The greateft number of Inhabitants 
were in a Place call’d the Moyenne, a City at 
the foot of the Mountain. Thefe three Parts 
.which compos’d the City, were near three 
quarters of a League in length, tho they were 
not very broad. It was a Place of no great 
Trade, by reafon of the proud and untrafla- 
ble Humour of the Inhabitants. 

The Perfians fay, that Derbende having been 
once ruin’d, the Great Cofroes caufed it to be 
, rebuilt, in the Reign of Juft ini an the Emperor 
of Conftantinople. There was alfo a kind of Port 
where Boats and Veflels daily arrived, and 
which was fhut in by a Chain fatten’d to two 
Forts, which hinder’d any from entering into 
the Place by Sea without leave. All this at 
prefent is defended by a Cattle which is on 
the top of the Mountain ; and the Orientals 
fay. That fince Alexander led his Army by the 
way of Derbende , none can remember that any 
other but Gengbizcan’ s pafs’d that way. 

When Hubbe and Suida were got beyond Der¬ 
bende, they found themfelves in the Country of 
the Alani, who, according to Strabo’s Report, 
could fpea'k twenty five Languages. This 
Country is the antient Albania , fituate between 
the Cafpian Sea and Iberia, in 37 Degrees of 
Latitude. Thefe People, who are at prefent 
• • call’d 
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Aa. Pom. call'd the Tartars of Daguefian, were extremely 
r 223. . furpriz’d to fee on a Hidden thefe two Generals 
Mof. 6 jfc appear, of whom they had not fo much as heard 
Monkey, any mention : Ana 1 earing they had fome dc- 
fign upon their Liberties, they at fir ft did them 
all the Miichiefand put them to all the Trouble 
imaginable. They cut down the Woods to flop 
tip the Lanes, broke up the Roads, and (poi l’d all 
the Corn and Provilions, to caufe th ^Moguls to 
perifli : yet all this did not hinder Tarcou, the 
chief of their Cities, from being taken and ruin’d. 
The 'Circaffians having join’d the Alani, they 
much embarafr’d Suida and Hubbe, till fuch 
time as thefe two Generals having found the 
way to furprize Terqni, the Capital of Circaffla, 
conquer’d both, notwithftanding the Succours 
thefe People receiv’d from the Cahmxk Tartar:, 
bordering on the Volga and Cafpian Sea, whom 
they defired to enter into a League with therm 
The Mogul Generals forefeeing, that if thefe 
other Tartars join’d in the League with the 
Alani and Circaffians, and that if thefe Nations 
rais’d all the Forces they could againft them, 
they could not withftand them, wholly ap« 
ply’d themfelves to break this Confederacy; to 
effed which, they fent Meffengers to the Cal- 
much, to reprefent to them that they were 
Tartars as well as they, and all of the fame 
Nation; whereas the Alani and Circaffians 
were their prdfeft Enemies; and that they 
ask’d nothing but to return to their own Coun¬ 
try, .and defired them to be the Arbitrators 
of this War. The Moguls Reafons, attended 
with feverai Prefcnts for the Heads of the Cal- 
yiuck Hords, who were not willing to provoke, 
them farther, made them change their Minds, 
and recall their Troops ; fo that th e Alani and 
Gnaftaus feeing themfelves depriv’d of their 
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Afliftgace, foon loft all Courage, and gave way An. Vjottu 
to their Enemies. 122?. 

Whilft thefe two Mogul Generals held Cor- 
refpondence with the Galmuck Tartars, they ^,'nkey. 
pafs’d the Volga with eafe, and enter’d into 
Capfchac: but it being late in the Year before 
they arriv’d, they were obliged to pafs the 
Winter there, which very much difpleas’d their 
Hofts rand their long continuance there ha¬ 
ving in the end given birth to feveral Feuds, 
their Friendfhip ended. Neverthelefs, the Mo- 
. guls having fortify’d themfelves in the Country, 
and learnt that they might be reliev’d by Touf- 
drican, who was near; they fent an Exprefs 
to him, to inform him of the Condition they 
, were in. 

j This Prince immediately fent away the beft 
part of his Troops to them, led by fuch skil¬ 
ful Commanders, that they found means to join 
thefe two Generals, notwithftanding all the 
Efforts of their Enemies to hinder them. And 
all thefe Troops thus join’d, made a confide- 
rable Army, who without much trouble con- 
ftrain’d thefe People to acknowledge Gengbiz.- 
can for their Emperor, as well as the major 
part of the other Tartars who acknowledg’d 
him. Toufthican being obliged to go to Court* 

•fent Advice of his Departure to Hubbe and 
Suida, whom he left Matters of Capfchac in his 
Abfence, with Order to attack the Nogay s t 
w ho had offended him. 

The Winter having frozen the Rivers, gave 
the Moguls an eafy Paflage over Places, which 
would have otherwife much embarafs’d them. 

By this means they went as far as Aftmcan, 
which they fubdued : And this War, which 
Jailed fix or feven Months, was not finilh’d till 
fuch 
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An., Pom. f uc h time as the Nogays had acknowledg’d Tovf- 
Heg 2 6 ? 2 o c ^' ^ or t ^ c ^ r Sovereign, and Gen.ghiz.can for their 
Mog. The Grand Can. Hubbe and Suida remain’d in this 
Monkey. Country till the .Autumn of the Year follow- 
ing, 1224 ; and then toufcbi being return’d 
from Court, and from the Diet which was 
held at tone at, they left it with the Troops 
they had brought with them, before thcfe this 
Prince fent them, had join’d them. 

The City of Afiracan, which the Mahometans 
call’d Hadgi Tarcan, is in the Ifle of Elgoi, which 
feparates Europe from AJia, and makes part of 
the Countries of the 'tartars of .Nogay. It is 
fituate in .4 6 Degrees 22 Minutes of Latitude, 
about fifty Leagues from the Cafpian Sea, into 
which feveral Rivers difcharge themfelves. Its 
Walls, inftead of Baftions, have Towers of 
Stone; and are furnifh’d with feveral Pieces 
of Brafs Cannon. The Garifon of the City is 
always a ftrong one. The Trade is carry’d on 
with the Nogays by the Calmucks and other 'tar¬ 
tars ; as alfo by the Muscovites, Perfians and 
Armenians. Its principal Traffick is in Silks 
and Brandy. The O/.ar of Mnfcovy raifes a 
great Revenue by the Taxes he lays upon them. 
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CHAP. X. 


Gengtecan'i 1 Departure from Sogdiana for 
the Diet at Toncat. The Arrival of the 
Primes his Sons at this Diet, 


W HEN the Mogul Emperor had refolved 
on his Departure from Sogdiana to go 
to the Diet which he had called together ac 
Toncat , he freed the People of this Province 
| for feveral Years from the Payment of the ufual 
Tribute, becaufe he was well pleafed with their 
Deportment to him. And to give the Lords of 
this Country fome particular Marks of his Af- 
■ fedtion, he remitted to them during their w hole 
Lives the Taxes which the Nobility of each 
Kingdom were obliged to pay to their Prince. 
This Proceeding of the Emperor caufed much 
Joy to the Inhabitants of Samarcand. But tha 
Joy was not fo univerfal in the City, it being 
damp’d with feeing the Queen Tunan-Catun „ 
' who had been brought thither a Prifoner with 
her Court, and all the great Officers of the 
Empire that had been taken, led as in Tri¬ 
umph before the Grand Can’s Army, who was 
going to pafs thro thofe Countries w here fhe 
was frill beloved. Her Haram, or the Ladies 
of her Seraglio, follow’d her. The great Or- 
freers belonging onee to Sultan Melxmed mardf*. 
id after. Then the Throne and Crow n whi< h 
he had taken from the Sultan, and his Mother, 
were borne is State. In this manner \ .m

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hr. Don:, marched out of Sogdiana, after having lived

tiers. He arrived at Toncat the beginning of the 
Vy"^ Year of our Lord 1224. and of the Hegira 6ii. 
He had made choice of this- City to hold the 
Diet in, both becaufe of its agreeable Situa¬ 
tion, and by reafon it was able to furnjfh in a 
fufficient manner Provilions and all other things 
needful for fo numerous an Affembly. Tits 
Princes Otlai and Zagatni repair’d to Court a t 
loen as it was poffible for them, after having 
ciiftributed into different Places the Armies they 
commanded. The two Bodies of Forces under 
Zagatni were rejoin’d in 7 "ccarefian ; but having 
ruined the Countries of Taka;?, and Baniia;i, he 
was obliged to return up to the Oxtis to fubfilT. 
them, and did not crofs over it till he came 
to Bedaefehap. From thence he continued his 
way Eaftward by the Confines of Turqnefla;?, 
and went as far as Gtrar, where he fix’d the • 
Head Quartos for his Army, whom he caufed 
to encamp in ; he Turks Country.

Toufcbi had puflfd his Conquelts as far as the 
Frontiers of Mufcovy. , , 

Whenfhfs Prince came into the Grand Can’s 
Prefence, he kneel’d down, and the Emperor 
gave him his Hand to kifs. The Princes his 
Brothers had the fame Honour at their Arrival 
before him, after having laid their Prefents at 
the foot of the Imperial Throne, according to 
, the ufual Cuilom : but altho their Prefents were 
very confiderable, Tmfchicatis furpafs’d them all 
i)y much for befides feveral rare things, he 
prefented a hundred thoufand Horfes, amongfl: 
w hich there were twenty thoufand all Bay-co- 
lour’dAfter the Emperor had embraced his 
Sons, and teilify’d by his Cardfes how well 
fatisfy’d he was with-their Conduft, be open’d 
his Treafures, and loaded them with Gifts. Af° 
ter which he order’d a great Fealt to be mado, 
and gave publick Banquets for a whole Month. 

But the moil fumptuous Treat was on their 
return from a general Hunting, in which ther© 
had beeri kill’d feveral thoufand Bealls of all 
kinds, of which the bell were made ufe of, and 
drefs’d after the Tartars Fafhion. The Grand 
Can’s Faulconcrs furnished alfo abundance of 
all forts of Birds. They drgnb not only the ufual 
> Drink among the Moguls and Tartars, and Sher¬ 
bets, the way of making which they had learn’d 
from the Perjtans , but alfo exquifite fine Wines

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An. Dorm which the Emperor had caufed to be brought 
J 224 - f rom the Southern Countries, which he pre- 
Mol. The f cr ’^ before the Tartarian Baipiringe, Griur. 
Hen. Beer, or Cammez. Yet they befides thefe ; 
confurned a prodigious quantity of Baipiringe, 
which was a kind of Hydromel, or Metheglin 
made of Honey, Rice, and Millet, which they 
clarify’d fo well that nothing could ljpok of a 
finer Colour. They generally dranlra-'great deal 
of this Liquor, becaufe of its pleafant Tafte ; 
but it made them drunk as foon as Wine, be¬ 
ing as ftrong. 

This Feaft was made in the Winter when 
little Cammez was ufed, and was now drank 
no where but at the Tables of great Lords, 
where the Butlers, to (hew their Skill, ferved up 
a Drink which was as hard to make good in thi 
Seafon as it was eafy to make pleafant in Sum¬ 
mer. ' They made this Cammez of Mares 
Milk, which is very fweet. They poured it 
into a great Churn, where they churn’d it ex¬ 
traordinary w ell, in the fame manner as they 
make Butter. But this Mares Milk muff be 
well beat, if one would make good Cammez; 
for which reafon this Work is always referved 
for Men to do, and the Women do not meddle 
with it. Neither do they milk the Mares, w’ho 
are generally very troublefom, becaufe they 
Will not ftand ftill to be milk’d, at leaft if 
their Foals be not held near them, which are 
not eflfily governed. When the Butter is made, 
they take it out of the Churn, and the Butter¬ 
milk is the Cammez ; but it is different from our 
Butter-milk, becaufe it is (harp cn the Tongue 
like the beft Wine, and as pleafant. This

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lirink is of a greyifh Colour; but the Grahd An. Dam,' 
Can’s Officers of his Table know how to give 222 4 - 
it a more agreeable Colour, and to render it 
ftill too re pleafant: for by much churning this Hsn, 
Liquor they make another, which is called Ca- 1/ySj 
racammez, that is-j black Cammez, which they 
referve for their Mafter’s drinking only. Thofe 
’who have drank of it affirm that the other 
Cammez^s4Jot lo pleafant ; which is not to be 
wonder’d at, becaufe they draw out the pureft 
Part of ir, which iwims on the top, and the 
, grofier Part remains at the bottom, and is re° 
lerved for other Ufes. But let this be as it will, 
the Authors w ho make mention of it, affure us 
it is a very wholefom Drink, and attribute 
great Vertues to it. The Beer made of Rice 
and Griut, which is the common Drink in Win¬ 
ter, was plentifully diftributed among the Do¬ 
me! ticks at the Feaft. This Griut is very plea¬ 
fant, tho a little four. It is, by means of & 

Curd made of Goats Milk, render’d very hard 
and dry, which they keep for the Winter; and 
never ipoils, becaufe they make it extreme hard 
after the Butter is taken out: and this Drink 
Is afterwards made by keeping this Curd, in 
Water..

T H E Feaft being ended, the. Grand Can 
caufed all things to be got ready for hold¬ 
ing the Afiernbly he had conven’d, and had fo 
well concerted his Meauires, that all the Mem¬ 
bers of this great Council appear’d in Jomatz* 
the Day affigned them. The Can of thefV?,, r 
whom he had heretofore adopted, had bcco 
liunmon’d to take his Place as his adopted Sony 
andfeveral other Sovereign Princes, who hack- 
voluntarily fubmitted to Genghiz,can, or werA 
in Alliance with him, fail’d not to come thi¬ 
ther. Eefides thele, the Governours of the 
Provinces of Cauv, Mogol'iflmi, Camuitai, Irmu 
and Tour mi; were alio there,: and fet up their 
iTcnts in the Plain of ‘Toncat. 

Alt ho this Plain was feven : Leagues long,, 
yet it could hardly contain the Tents and At¬ 
tendants of all thefe great Perfons who were 
to be prefent at this Aflembly: The greateft 
part of them had caufed their moveable "Houfes 
to be drawn thither, and every Lord had a 
numerous Retinue, Thefe Jioufes were built 
ijpon Wheels* which carried very long Pieces-- 
of Wood fatten’d to their Axeltrees, on which 
all the Machine was retted ; and the Axeltrees 
bearing all the Weight, they made them of . 
die hardeft Wood they could get. Thefe- 
wHoufes - 
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Houfes refembled our Tents in Europe, the An. Dora, 
Fioor -was of Wood, the four tides were en- 
clofed with Cane-work or Laths. The Roof Mog. Ths 
was raifed in the Fafhion oi a Dome, and on Hen, 
the top there was a round Hole which ferved 
1 x 5 th for a Window and Chimney; but if the 
Houfe was large, they ufed fome other Open¬ 
ing lower, to render the Place more light. 

Some were?6ver’d with Felt rubb'd with Sheep s 
Milk, fo that the Rain might run off without 
penetrating it. But that was praftifed only 
by poor People ; for the Rich caufed the Felt 
to be plaifter’d over with a Compofition in 
which was a great deal of Tallow, which was 
«lefs eafy to be penetrated by the Rain. There 
are fome curious People, who, to be diftin- 
ijuifhed from the reft, caufed their Houfes to 
je cover’d with Stuffs of various Colours. 

Thev make thefe Houfes larger or fmaller as 
. they pleafe, but they are always longer than 
broad ; and however light the. Wood is they 
are made of, they are fometimes fo heavy, 
by reafon of the Furniture they contain, that 
they are obliged to put to one of them thirty 
Oxen to draw it along. There are fome that 
are made to take to pieces, and fet together at 
pleafure and others that always remain hxd 
on their Wheels, which are thofe.thac can oe 
drawn by two or three Oxen, which generally 
ferve for Store-houfes to put up the befc of 
the Furniture, and Clothes. And the ^reat 
Lord’s having abundance of thefe little Ho.ties, 

•caufed them to be placed round about their prin¬ 
cipal Lodging; fo that the dwelling Pia e ot 
every Nobleman thus difpofed appears a Camp. 

And' we mud obferve, that the Door ot every 
Houfe is always turned to the South.

3 tU 'P a S e , s > be ^aufs they all ftrive to have fine 
Ben. ones. There are Oxen fo dear, that they can- 
not be purchafed bat by very rich People. Thole 
that are molt efteem’d come from the Country 
of Tangut: Thefe .are extremely ffrong, and' 
there are fome of them have Hair lik^-H'orfes; 
and the moil part have that on their Tails 
white,, and as fofc as Silk. They make ufe of 
Camels in fome Places; but the ufe of Oxen is 
much more common. 

When they had marked out the King’s Quar¬ 
ters in the. Plain, which took up near two 
Leagues in Compafs, and the Streets, publick < 
Places, Basars or Markets were appointed,/' 
they pitched the Tents for the Emperor'S 
Boufhold. That which was made for the Diet / 
to fit in, would contain at Ieaft two' thoufand ■'. 
Perfons ; and to diftinguilh it from the reft, it „ 
was cover’d with White. They erected a mag¬ 
nificent Throne for Genghiz.can, and forgot not to 
place on an Eminence the black Felt-Carpet on 
which.this Prince was feated when he was 
proclaimed Grand Can. And this Emblem of 
the poor Eftate of the Moguls at that time was 
. always held in great Veneration by them, fo 
long as their Empire lafted. The Tent for the 
Diet had but two great Entrances, the one 
they named the Imperial Gate, the other the 
Publick. All the Members of the Aflembly 
were not allow’d to enter or go forth but by the 
common Gate, altho they both flcod open. ‘ 
The Imperial one was referved for the Emperor 
only to come in at; and the People refpe&ed. 
it in fuch a manner, that no Man, of what 
Quality foever, did once approach it, tho there • 
yvas no Guard placed to keep them out. The

' Altho the Luxury of th*e Princes and chief 
, Mogul Lords was not yet come to the height it 
arrived at after Genghiz.ca.ris Death, yet there 
appear’dVgreat deal of Magnificence in their 
Habits and Equipages. On the greateft part of 
the Tents there were placed Streamers of di¬ 
vers Colours, made of the richeft Silks ; nor¬ 
thing could be a finer Sight. The Princes and 
Lord’s Horfes had Saddles and Furniture fet 
with precious Stones and Gold, which feem’d 
to vie with each other. The Habits the Mo- The Habits 
guls wore, were like thofe the Turks and Otto- «f ‘he Ms* 
mans wear at this prefect time. Thofe of the 
great Lords were made of Gold and Silver 
Stuffs, and rich Silks, which they had brought 
from the Countries they had conquer’d; and 
it being (till very cold Weather, they wore 
under their Robes a certain kind of fine Fur 
Garment, called Sables, that is brought 
from Rujfia and Siberia, which they wore next 
their Skins. They wore, when abroad in 
the Field, over their Habits, to preferve 
them, great Coats of Wolves Skins. Their 
Attendants had for the moil part Coats made 
of Felt of divers Colours, lined with Wad'- 
ding. 

«Altho this Affembly was called together to 
fettle the Affairs of the Empire, yet there 
needed not much time to do it: for notwith- 
ftanding the great Conquefts and vaft number 
of People fubdued, Zagatai, the Keeper of 
Gengbiz,caris Law-s, had put them in fo good a 
Method, that all things which were propofed

^ He was not content to relate the Number and 

Names of the Countries he had conquer’d, but 
order’d, as the moft effe&ual means to con¬ 
vince thSDiet of his Greatnefs, that all the 
Ambafladors fhould be call’d into the Affembly 
who had follow’d the Court, and who w ere at 
• this time in their Tents, which were pitched 
round the Imperial Tent, as alfo all the En¬ 
voys and Deputies fent from the Kingdoms 
and Countries he had fubdued. They all went to 
the foot of the Throne, and there he gave them. 
Audience. After which he difmifs’d the Aflem- 
bly, and every one retired to his Home. 

Toufcfti , who look’d on Capfchac as his own • 
Kingdom, foon after took leave of the Erne 
peror, w'ho confirmed to him his Grant of the 
Sovereign Authority over it, and gave him 
leave to take under his Command the Troops 
which now were with Huhbe and Suida, the bet¬ 
ter to fupport his Dignity, and fubdue the 
neighbouring Princes who fhould go about to 
moleft him. 

Prince Toufchi was no fooner arrived in Cap¬ 
fchac , but the two Generals put their Troops 
into his hands, and returned to the Grand Can, 
whom they found ftill at Toucat- He gave them 
a good Reception, accepted their Prefents, and 
caufed rich Veils to be given them. He went 
from Toucat foon after, attended with them 
and all his Court, making ahvays the Captive 
Queen to follow him, mounted on a Chariot, 
and loaded with Irons, to fhew to the Eyes of 
the-Nations a proud Monument of his Vifto-

Genghizcan’/ Return to Caracorora, the 
Seat of his Empire. The Moguls Mar¬ 
riages. The Beginning of the War of 
Tangut. 

T H E Grand Can pad by the way of Tier- 
queftan, from whence he crofs’d over the 
Kingdom of the Nahnans , and enter’d into Gi~ 
racatai-, and fome Months after went to Cara~ 
corom, the Seat of his Empire. This City, 
which was no lefs than twelve days Journey 
diftant from the Place where this Prince was 
born in the Country of the Teca Moguls, was 
really a very inconliderablc Place when it was 
taken from Ounghcan ; but Genghhuan had much 
improved and imbellifhed it fince, and after 
him, OBai-Caan caufed it to be rebuilt, and it 
became a very famous and populous City. 

The Eaftern Hiftorians do not mention how 
Genghiz,can was received by the Inhabitants of 
his Capital City, nor what became of the un¬ 
fortunate Queen T.tnar.-C&tun, nor of the Ga- 
: \ 
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tiz&tean Lords who bore her Company; but it An. DornJ 
is to be fuppofed that thefe illuftrious Captives 12 34.

■ torom was the Sight of fome of his Grandfons, v-s?=y^ 
whom he had not feen for feven Years. A- 
- mongft thefe there were two of whom he had 
coHfceiyed great Hopes, which they did not 
fail to anfwer. They were called Cuhlay and 
Hulacou. The firft was then about ten Years 
old, and the other nine. They continually 
' employ’d themfelves in Hunting, which among 
the Moguls was accounted a great Sign of Fire 
and Courage in thofe that were naturally ad¬ 
dicted to this bold Exercife. The Inclination 
they fhew*d for this Sport fo extremely pleafed 
the Grand Can, that he gave them Employ¬ 
ments near him, and took the'Trouble to in- 
ftruft them himfelf. 

And now this Prince being recover’d of his 
Fatigues, applied himfelf to fettle the State. 

He firft caufed the great Officers in China to be 
called to Court, to give him an account of their 
Behaviour; and his Brother Utakin having fully 
informed him of their Actions, fome were pu- 
nifhed, and others rewarded. He did the fame 
by the great Lords of Mogoliflan and Caracatay. 

He fent alfo for Schidafcou the Sovereign of 
Tangut, who had offer’d to continue to be tri¬ 
butary to him. But this Prince fearing he 
would not pardon him his former Rebellion, 
took no care to obey his Orders, but rather 
thought of making a League with the Chine fe 
of Mangi , and the Oriental "Turks his Neigh- 
. hours. However, to gain time, he ufed feve~ 
ral Pretences to excufe himfelf to the Empe¬ 
ror, whofe Troops not being all arrived, he 
diffembled his Anger till fuch time as he was 

■ ’ w 
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in a condition to make him feel his Refent- 
ments. 

■ Mean while Schidafcou founxfthe CUneje and 
Turks difpofed to fccond him. The Ch’mefe com¬ 
plain ci of Gmzhisuanh ufurping the Country of 
( Turks of the vile Ufage he-gave 

Q_ 1 Catun, who had always ufed them 
wcu when they were her Subje&s. Neverthe- 
lefs, the Difficulty of forming Leagues where 
the Into reft s are different amongft: thofe who 
compofe it, did not permit them to come to 
a conclufion before the Grand Can w'as able 
to begin a War "againft them. Schidafcou had 
■already levied a great many Troops, and pre¬ 
pared to receive the Moguls. 

During this time the Emperor's Army arrived 
next Caracorom very much fatigued. This Prince 
fufter'd them to reft for fio-me Weeks ; but it was 
not his Cuftom to let them be long idle. He 
caufed the ufual Hunting to be proclaimed, and 
all the Troops were obliged to be prefent at it, 
altho the Winter was very fevere. The Hunting 
was not quite ended, when News came that 
Schidafcou had fo well beftirr'd himfeif to get a 
considerable Army together, that he had at 
la ft accomplish'd it. This Report being con¬ 
firmed by feveral Couriers who were fent to the 
Grand Can by his Correfpondents, he refolved 
to fend fome Troops towards Tan gut to obferve 
his Enemy. And the Winter being yet very 
cold, he order'd the Captains to give their Sol¬ 
diers Coats lined with Sheep-Skins. , They at- 
fo cover’d the Horfes with Felt, and put them 
in a condition to fupport the Rigour of the 
Seafon. • \ ' 

_ The Care of providing for this War did not 
hinder the Diverfions in the Court and City?, 
where there were great Rejoicings. An infi-

, and Horfe-Races after the Cuftom of the Mo¬ 
gul*, a long time diverted the Court ; and the 
SoldierlTbeing loaden with rich plunder* feve- 
ral bought the handfomeft Maids they could 
light of, and married them. Which was much 
pra&ifed amongft the Moguls and Tartars, their 
Laws permitting them fo to do, provided thofe 
‘they married were neither their Sifters nor 
Aunts. A Man might marry two own Sifters, Tht 
my, even his Father’s Wives after his Beceafe, aian,a ^ 
only her excepted of whom lie was the Son. 

They did not obferve any great Ceremonies 
in their,Marriages, They contented themfelves 
with the mutual Confent of both Parties, ma¬ 
naged by the Fathers and Mothers. The Mar¬ 
riage being concluded on> the Father of the 
Maid received from the Bridegroom the Sum 
of Money agreed upon ; after which he gave a 
great Banquet to all his Son-in-Law’s Relations* 
both Men and Women, at which his own like- ° 
wife did not fail to be prefent. I11 the midft of 
this Feaft, the Bride got away, and went to 
hide herfelf with fome Female Relations ; and 
when her Companions who were before ac¬ 
quainted with, and had contrived the Place of 
ter Retreat, faw the Bridegroom perplex’d to 
find her, they were extremely diverted, and 
nothing could more torment him than their 
Laughter: but when he was fo lucky as to 
find her, he immediately carried her home 
with him to his Houfe, to which all the Rela¬ 
tions and Friends accompanied them, and then 
/ taking 
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An. Dom- taking leave, left them to themfelves. The 1 
1224. next day after the Marriage, the Bride had her 
Mnl' 6 -rll ^ air cut °^' front t ^ ie Top of her Head to her 
Forehead, and drelfed herfelf irt a large Gar- 
ment or Veil which reached down to 'her 
Heels. This Veil is open before, and fatten'd, 
or tied together on the right fide. After this 
file put on her Head a Cap fow’d to a little 
light Hoop, which makes the Fafhien. of it 
round, and is tied on under her Chin with 
a Ribband. This fort of Cap or Turbant 
is generally two or three Hands high; but 
thofe v'hich Women wear who would ap¬ 
pear above the Vulgar, are fometimes an Ell 
high. It is fquare at top, cover’d with a rich 
Stuff, and adorned with Plumes and Jewels, 
Which give them a great Luftre when they 
are on horfeback; and thefe Caps being hol¬ 
low within, they put their Hair into them. 
The young People make Compliments to the 
married Couple during eight days, bringing 
Prefents, which the Husband receives, with¬ 
out being obliged to make any Returns, or even 
to treat them ; but the eight days being ex¬ 
pired, he mutt treat all his and her Relations 
, and Friends : and thefeFeafts feldom end with¬ 
out fome Quarrel, becaufe they are too profufe 
of their Liquors. 

But to return to our Hittory : So food as the 1 
Emperor’s Troops arrived in the Country of 
Tangut, the Mogul Captains flopp'd fhort to con¬ 
ceal and fecure themfelves and Soldiers from be¬ 
ing furprized by Schidafcou. This Prince be¬ 
lieved they would not begin to march towards

^The Moguls made great havock in his Coun-= 

\Sry before he could fend Troops enough to 
oppofe them. They had even time to get to= 
gether as much Forage and Provxfions of Cattle 
and Com in this Country, as would fuffice not 
only to fubfift them, but alfo to ferve the other 
Troops that were on their march to come and 
join them. 

The City of Campion was furrounded with 
-ftrong Walls, Towers, and Ditches. The 
Caravans of the Mufcovite , "tartar, Perjian and 
Armenian Merchants, always (topp’d at this 
Place when they came to trade with China* 

And as none but the Ambaffadors of Sovereign 
Princes were permitted to pafs farther, all the 
Trade mult of neceflity be carried on in this 
City for the Merchandize they traffick’d with 
she Chinefe for, who brought thither all thefineft 
Commodities the neighbouring Provinces pro- 
duced, as Linen Cloths, and other Stuffs made 
of Cotton, Gold and Silver Silks, and China 
Ware; which render’d Campion a very rich Place. 

There were in this Country likewife many good 
Towns; and among the reft, Sachion , which 
was a very large. Town, but not a Place of 
much Trade. It was inhabited by Neflorian , t 
Chfiftians, Mahometans s and many Pagans, 
who had each their Temples and free Exer= 
cife of tHeir Religions. They were a Peo° 
pie curious of knowing Secrets, and particu¬ 
larly applied themfelves to the Symia, which 
teaches to make things appear which were 
not in being, and thofe difappear which 
were prefent. Their Skill in this Science oc- 
cafion’d 
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An. Dom. cafion’d thefe People to pafs for Magicians or 
17.24. Conjurers amorigft the 'Turks and Tartars- 
** 6 //;j Suceuir is ftill dependent on Tongue. It has 
°h'ea, ** i ts Cities, and its Capital is called alfo Succuir , 
in which all the Houles are built o£ Brick, Vnd 
the Inhabitants are of the fame Sedts as thofe 
of Sachion. The Mountains adjacent do pro¬ 
duce the beft Rhubarb of any Place in all. the 
Country of Tangut. They dig it up in the 
Winter, becaufe in Summer the Root is foil of 
Holes, and hollow like a Spungc, if gather’d 
in that Seafori. There are in this Province 
almoft all forts of Fruits that grow iii Europe, 
except Grapes. The People are wetl-bred, and 
the Men are not debauched, as at Camul , a 
City near it. They believe in Tangut that it is 
a Sin for a Man to endeavour to feduce a Wife 
or a Maid ; but at the fame time they think it 
no Crime to lie with a Woman, if fhe makes 
the Offer. The Men are little of Stature, 
have black Hair ; their Nofes are fhort and 
fmall, and they have little Hair on their Chins. 
They generally have as many Wives as they 
are able to maintain. The Women and Men 
both wear black Caps made pecked at the top' 
like a Sugar-Loaf. Their Money is little Bits 
of Silver without any Stamp on it, with which 
they buy what they want, and is valued by its 
Weight. Tis out of this Country that the 
fine wild Oxen come, of which mention is 
made before. There are alfo very large Ele¬ 
phants and beautiful Cows; and ’tis a thing 
worthy Obfervation, that thefe Cows will 
not fuffer the Bull to come near them, un- 
lefs they hear Lome body fing to excite them 
to it. 

The Tartars of Tangut make ufe of Aftrolo- 
gers in almoft all their Affairs, and they will

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not undertake any Bufinefs without fir ft con- An. Dom* 
fultingone "who obferves the Stars, andpoints I22 4- 
„out a lucky Moment to begin it. They even ^ 6 ^’ 
ccbfiilt the Aftrologers about burying their e 

Del$, who are not inter’d till after verv e .act L/'VNJ 
'©bfervations made. And to prevent ° 1 1 
, Corps infeCting the Houfe if it be kept o ’g 1- Sm 
buried, they put it into a Coffin mad<_ of ve * *-uquis. 
thick hard Wood, and flop all the Crevict. , t o 
Pitch, after having put into it Camphire and pnic. 
other Perfumes ; and then cover it with feme Cwf;i 
rich Pall. But becaufe they ferve their Deaci 
with the ftime Meats they ufed whilft living-, 
they uncover the Coffin, near which tnev fee 
the Meats, and leave it fo long a tune as 
the Beceafed ufed generally to fit at Dinner, 
being perfuaded that his Spirit is prefent, and 
fees all that is done in the Houfe, and that he 
feeds on’the Scent of the Meats. When the Af- 
loger thinks it a proper time to bury the dead 
Perfon, >-c muft ftill make farther Qbf i a r 
to know whether they ipuft carry the .15 m i 
by the Door of the Houfe as ufual, w n * 
another ; for if they omit exaftly to to lc U 
his Directions, they fail not to impute to tins 
In-obfervation all the Misfortunes th v 1 
the Family. After all thefe Ceremoiut u , ' 
carry the Body out of the City to bum it.

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CHAP. XIII. 

GenghizcanT March to Tangut. The lajl 
Actions of the Sultan Gelaleddm at his 
Return from India, The Battel fought mth 
Schidafcou the Sovereign of Tangut. 

T H E main part of Genghiz-cans Army were 
not in a condition to march and join, 
the Troops at Tangut -till about the Month 
of June in the Year 1225. Heg.622. and then 
they were obliged to provide againft the Sea- 
fon, becaufe the warm Weather did not ufually 
begin in Tangut tiW about the end of that Month, 
and the Country could not furnilh but very few 
Heceffaries before that time. 

This Emperor 'would always (hare the Fa¬ 
tigues and Hardfhips of War with his Sol¬ 
diers, He made a review of his Troops ; af¬ 
ter which he order’d a hundred thoufand Men 
for China, where he fear’d a Revolt, if Fortune 
favour’d Schidafcou : then with three hundred 
and fifty thoufand which remain’d, including 
thofe that were already gone to Tangut, he be¬ 
gan his March- He divided his Army into ten 
Bodies, to each of which he affign’d a parti¬ 
cular General. The Princes Zagatai and Otlai 
commanded the two firfl:; the others were un¬ 
der the Command of Cavafchar, Ihncou, Bela, 
Huhhe , Suida , and other Lords who had figna- 
lizcd themfelvcs in the paft Wars. But all 
thefe Generals were iubjedt to Prince Tuli, 
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Befides thefe, he had a flying Camp of broken An. Dora. 
Officers for the Inftruction of his Graudfons Hc ' 22 ^ 
Q'vliiay and Hulacou, who in the end became ve- 
ry j^eat Men. beg. 

A$ftj - feveval Weeks March from the Country 
ob Mogaliflmi, the Army crofs’d a Defart which 
.was forty days Journey over, in the Province 
that day in oft" Eaftward of the ■ Naimavs ,• and 
when he w’as arrived on the Frontiers otTangut, 
which was alfo called Cachin, the Emperor 
made his Coming known to ScbiJafam by ta¬ 
king of the City of Ez.ine y which his. Troop?- 
that were before arrived had render’d unable 
tolioldout long'a gain ft him. The hidden Re- 
duftion'of this City gave.leave to his Troops 
to repofe and refrelh themfelve's after the 
ions March thev had undergone. Gcughix.- 
tan not being willing to do anv thing rafhly* 
or run great hazards', chofo this Place' for his 


Rcfidenee during his Stay in Tnngm ; and afted 
fo wifolv, that fotnc of the People of the Coun¬ 
try, gain’d by his Prefents to them, ferved as 
.Spies for him, and gave him an account of 
the Strength and Difpofition of his Enemies, 
informing him that Scbidafnn had fent out. 
thirty thou find Hone, in Teveral Parties, to 
endeavour to furprize him. And in reality 
thefe Troops, which were compiled of (elect 
Men, foon appear’d on the Frontiers ot the 
Country oiEz-iae. and at firft defeated fome Par¬

Van T gward. They attack’d them with much 'w'-y-w 
Vigour, but found them fo firm, that they could 
non, To much as put one Rank into Diforder, 
whatever Efforts they made. The Night co¬ 
ming on, caus’d the Fight to ceafe; and SJ:i~ 
dafeous Troops retired with lofs, and return’d 
to the main Army, which they met within a 
Day’s Journey of the Place where they had 
fought. In the mean time Gsnghi-xxan if ill 
inarch’d forward ,• and at laft the two Armies 
0 came in fight of one another. 

Sckidafcous Anjiy took up a great fpace ofGenghi’z- 
Ground ; but the Moguls were obliged to fight 
upon the Ice on a Lake, the Waters of which 
w ere farn!fil'd by a Canal from the River Cara- cou . 
mom an, and were‘at this time frozen. A ge¬ 
neral Fight began, and the Moguls quickly had 
the Advantage. The Troops of Tangut, and 
others on the fame Line in Front, w r ere intirely 
routed ; and all the Enemy’s Army had been 
fo at that inftant, if the Chinefe commanded by FadhlUh, 
Magancan, whom Genghix-tan had caus’d to be A 4 ? 2 . 
fiezed in the Chinefe War, and the ‘Turks led 
by the Prince of Jurge, had not ffrongly with- 
ftood the(J Moguls Fury : But thefe two Ge¬ 
nerals charg’d the two Wings of the Grand 
Can’s Army with fo much Bravery, that it 
revived the Courage of their Soldiers, and they 

• made a terrible Slaughter, killing above thirty 
thoufand Men. This good Succefs became 
fatal to the % victorious Troops, who believing 
the Moguls Vanquish'd, charg’d them boldly,

'inhere needed a Country of fuch vaft extent, 
and fo fertile as 1’angut, to fubiiil fo numerous 
an Army for fo long a time : accordingly the 
Army was maintain’d there without Trouble, 
and paft the Winter in encamping and de¬ 
camping in the Southern parts of this Kingdom 
towards ‘Turqiteftan, where there was abun- 
> dance of fat Pafture Ground. They paft the 
other Seafons in the Northern Quarters of this 
• Country in the Mountains, marching always 
without flopping in any City, both to prevent 
their wanting Forage, as alfo to preferve the 
Horfes from the Flies, and other Infefts of that 
kind, of which there is great quantity in the 
Southern Countries. 

After this good Succefs, it feem’d that the 
Mogul Emperor had nothing more to defire: 

His Empire was at Peace ; his Court appear’d 
all Joy, and nothing was thought on but how to 
divert him. He faid himfelf. That he wifh’d for 
nothing more than to do good to his Subjects; 
and that he would wholly apply himfelf to ren¬ 
der them happy, fo foon as he had fubdued the 
reft of China, of which the Conqueft appear’d 
to-him not difficult. But God had otherwife 
order’d it; and Fortune, which does not ufe to 
continue Men long in the fame ftate, in a fliort 
time changed this Prince’s Joy into Sorrow : 
whilft he was diverting himlelf in the midft of n( D ^, 
his Family, he was inform’d of the death of,y Touf ."

Winter without being known : But being at laft 
d'rfcpver’d, he retired into Curdiflan, where he 
was kill’d four Years after Genghizcans Death-, 
by a Native of that Country, in the Houfe of 
one of his Friends, where he had taken Refuge. 

Sofoon as the Spring of the Year i226.was 
come, and that the Emperor’s Troops w'ere 
arrived in the Piace he had appointed them to 
meet, to enter into China , and march againft 
the People of Mangi ; there arrived an Officer 
from Schidafcou, W'hom this Prince fent to the 
Grand Can, to intreat him to forget what was 
paft, and to accept of his Service. Schidafcou 
was refolved to make this Step, becaufe he 
fear’d left the Moguls fhouid carry his Fort of 
Aihaca , to which he was retired after his de¬ 
feat. Fearing this, and hoping to better his 
Condition by fubmitting, he condefcended, 
notvvithftanding the Ambition and Hatred 
that continually animated him againft them. 

His Envoy was well receiv’d at Genghizcans 
Court, who, in an Audience he gave him, told 
him, ‘ You may allure your Mafter, that I w ill 
4 no more think of w'hat is paft betw ixt him 
4 and me; and that I will grant him my 
‘ Friendfhip. 

Soon after the Emperor fell lick, and his 
Phvftcians attributed his Illnefs to the badnefs 
of the Air of the marfhy Countries where he 
had a long time refided, and to the Grief the 
death of his Son ’Toujchi had occafion’d him. 

His Sicknefs having feiz’d him near to a Foreft 
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An. Dom. j n the Road to China, the Generals of the Ar- 
Hc" 2 "^"' wcre obliged to fnfpend the March of the 
Mo|. pe 'A’ roo f s >- an ^ t0 new meafureS for their 
Hpgl Subfiitencc. Ail the Court was encamped near 
the Forefb The Camp, compofed of aptfsili- 
gious quantity of Tents and moving Houfes-, 
relembk’d a great City. The Quarter where 
the Grand Can was lodged, was farther.- 
than nfual, and the Chamber where this Prince 
lay was out of the hearing of the Noife and 
Hurry of the Court. But all thefe Precautions 
were in vain, he recover’d not his Health : 
On the contrary, whatever Care the Phyfidans 
and Aftrologers took, me Difeafe daily in- 
creafed upon him. At laft. the Emperor/ who 
never flatter’d himfeit hi Matvcrs of Impor¬ 
tance, judging bv the Pams he telt that his Life 
was in danger, refoh ed to dilpole of his Domi¬ 
nions, and name a Succeitor. 


CHAP. XIV. 

The Advancement of O&ai Can to the great 
Empire of Afia. The Death of Gen- 
ghizcan. 

T H E Grand Can finding himfelf extreme 
ill, caufed his Sons and their Children 
to come together into his Prefence : The other 
Princes of the Blood alfo came, according to 
his Orders. He fet himfelf upright, and not- 
withftauding the Pains that racked him, lie 
put on, as much as poffibly he could, that ma- 
jeftick Look which had always to that moment 
both 
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both awed and gain’d refpect even from Ids An. Dom.' 
Children and the Sovereigns of the Eaft. He 
told them that he found his Spirits funk, and 
‘that he muff of neceflity difpofe diimfelf for % g , 

, - JJ^ath :‘I leave you, added he, the greateft v_#-y ->j 
J* Empire in the World. You are the peaceable 
v ‘ Pofleflors of i.t; but if von will' prefen/e it, 

*..,06 always united : for if Difcord deals in 
c amongil you, be aflured that you will be ail 
c ruined.’ ' 

It is even faid, that the better to convince 
them that their Safety depended on their Union, 
he gave them a Bundle of Arrows which he had 
j caufed to be brought to him, and bid them 
break them all together ; which they not being, 
able to do, he caufed the Bundle to be untied, 
and having made them break the Arrows fe- 
parately, which they did with eafe, lie took this 
Occaiiou to reprefent to them the Enedts of U- 
nicn and Difcord amongil Princes; and faid 
thus, to conclude, ‘ Be then but as one Tongue 
‘ and one Soul, and you jGhall be fecured from 
‘ the Effects of all Curfes; but if you do not 
‘ obferve the Laws I have eilabiiihed, but 
* walk in the Paths of Diflenfion, your Subjects, 

‘ that is to fay, your Enemies, lhall in fhort ■ 

‘ time become Mailers of your Empire.’ 

After having finiihed thefe Words, he asked 
of thefe who flood by, whether they were not 
of opinion he fhould make choice of a Prince 
who was capable to govern fo many Kingdoms 
lifter him. Then his Sons and Grandfons fell 
on their knees, and faid, ‘ You are our Father,

He made at this time fome Laws to pre¬ 
vent the Differences that might arife between 
Zagat.ai and the rePc of his Heirs, and would 
have them put in writing, that they might re¬ 
main in full force, to be put in execution in 
cafe of need. The lift Order he gave was 
concerning SchUlajcw , whom he could nor par¬ 
don his Revolting, notwithftanding what he 
had laid to his Emmy. And to the end that 
this Prince might be no Gainer bv his Death, if 
■ he got knowledge of it before his Arrival, he 
forbid it fliould be publifhed till fuch time as 
Schtdafcon-, who was hourly expefted in the" 
Camp, was .arrived: and commanded that they 
fliould-. then fecure him, and treat him.accor¬ 
ding to the utmoft Rigour of the Laws. Seme • 
few days after this he expired, at the fame time 
that thofe about him reported in the Camp that 
he was much better than nfual, and that they - 
fhould 
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ffiould quickly fee him at the Head of the An.Dom.' 
Army. 

The Death of this Prince happen’d a Year J[*|' 6 ^’ 
or thereabouts after the Coronation of St. Lewis Hog.' 
HinAg of France, that is to fay, towards the 
end of the Year 1226. Heg. 6z$. after he had 
feigned-twenty five Years, he being then in 
the feventy third Year of his Age. 

It was no difficult matter to conceal Gcn~ 
ghiz,cans Death, becaufe ■ amonglt thefe People _ 
tiiey knew' little of what pad in the Apartments 
of a great Perfon who was lick, and who ge¬ 
nerally would not be feen by any but thofe 
J who waited on him in his Illncfs. It muft alfo 
be obferved, that when any one Was lick, they 
put fome Signal on the top of his Hcufe, to 
give notice that none fhould vifit him; and 
thofe who were Commanders, or Perfons of 
Diftinetion, had Centinels placed a good way 
from their Lodgings, to hinder any from ap« 
preaching the Hcufe, but thofe who were 
fent for. 

Schidafcou arrived eight days after Genghix,- 
enns Death in the Camp, w'hich he found in a 
great deal of joy on account of the feigned 
Recovery of 'their Emperor, whofe Orders 
concerning him were exactly executed. They 
feized on the unfortunate Schidafcon, on ins 
Children and fome Lords who accompanied 
him, and put them all to death : and by this 
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the Soldier.'; overwhelmed with Grief; and ail 
n OP isnuif he ./nr cccho with their La- 
i dK s V n ai! things for the Funeral 
Pomp wore got read)', and the Princes, General's 
< of tac Army* and other martial Officers* ytr'e 
cone c D'urnsbeat, the Trumpets,, 

K.etncdrums, ana o-ther warlike Inftruments/ 
proclaimed the Funeral on all fides. Then rhiy 
brought forth the Grand Can’s Body with the 
. utmoft Refpcct ana Magnificence, and carried 
it to the Place he had ebefen for his Body to 
be intend in. It was under a Tree of Angular 
Beauty, where in his return from the Chace 
fome days before he fell fide, he had relied' 
himfelt with much Satisfaction'. They buried 
him there with all the pompous Ceremonies 
of the Mogul Religion, and afterwards erected 
a moft noble Monument in this Place upon his 
Grave. 

There is no likelihood that the barbarous 
Cuftom, -which has fince been pra&ifed amongtl 
tire Tartan and Moguls y to kill thofe they meet 
in the way, when they are carrying to the 
Grave the Body of a Grand Can, was at this 
time obferved; for the Iliftorians mention no 
Inch thing, and bolides, this Cuftom is not 
countenanced by any Law. Yet it is certain 
they exercifed this Cruelty at the Funerals of 
.the Emperors who have facceeded Genghi^cam 
The Gentlemen who accompany the Funeral 
Pomp, perfuaded that the Men they kill are 
predeftinated to die then, put to death thofe 
they meet in the way, and even cut the Throats 
of the fined Horfes. 

The People who came to vifit the Tomb* 
planted other Trees round it, which fo artfully 
cover’d it, and in fiich beautiful Order, as 
render’d it in time one of the fined' Menu- 
3 inents 
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fnents hi the World. So great a Mourning and An. Dobs;.' 
Lofs Could not continue long a Secret, or be I226 "‘ 
x» confined to Tangut alone. It was fpread all 
over the Empire. The. Court was filled with Bog. 9 
©psvand great Lords, either Tributaries or 
Miends who came in Perfcn to comfort the 
, aJflifted Princes ; and this great Refort of So- 
ve'heigns lafted at leaf! fix Months. 

All addrefs’d themfelvesto Oclai, as the Em¬ 
peror deltin’d to fucceed. But tho this Prince 
had the Power to aft wfith full Authority, he 
would do nothing without confulting thofe 
whom the Grand Can ufed to advife with in his 
Councils; nay, he even protefted he would not 
aft as their Sovereign till the Diet ordained by 
the Law had been held, and they had examined 
whether he was capable of reigning. Couriers 
had been already difpatched to all Parts of the 
Empire; to fummon this Afl'embly ; and it was 
not doubted but all thofe who had a right 
toafliil at it would haften to Caracorom, w here 
it was fummon’d to meet. 

It feem’d at this time that in this great Em¬ 
pire there was an Inter-regnum. Yet the pub- 
lick Affairs did not fufter. Zagatai, who was 
the Guardian and Expounder of the Laws, 
made them be obferved with great Exaftnefs. 

They were held in greater Veneration than ever, 
becaufethe Memory of the Legifiator was flill 
frefh in their Minds. And in truth, how' could 
the People chufe but have a greatVeneration 
fop a Prince who had^ender’d them the moil 
formidable and refpefted People in the World ■* 

A Prince who had, befides, all tho Virtues rc- 
quifite in great Conquerors. He had a Genius 
‘ fit for the forming great Enter-prizes, a con- 
fiimmate Wifdom, and Prudence to carry them 
6 n» a natural Eloquence of Speech to perfuade, 
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An. Pom. a Patience proof againft a!! Difficulties, and 
a ^° t0 ^ ,rmount “'1 Obftacles; an admirable 
M^Vxle Temperance,‘a great Underftandfng, with a 
h<> s . penetrating Judgment, which made Win alw ays 
L/y\j ebufe the bv’it of whatever was propofe^bf'Hi; 
Inftant: yet it mult be confefs’d. that‘he wj s 
cruel and bloody, and treated his Enemies wRh 
too much Rigour. Ociai Caan puflied his ©On- 
quells much further into China ; and his other 
SuccelTors in fucceeding Ages, feeing alrroft all 
Afia fubjectcd to their Laws, carried their vic¬ 
torious Arms into Eunfe, even into fonie of 
our neighbouring Princes Dominions. 


The End of the Hi fory of Genghizcan, 
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B FTER the Death of GenghitLcan'^ 
his Dominions remained under the 
Government cf his Children in the 
manner he had divided them in his 
Life-time. Capfchac remain'd to 
Prince Baton , the eldeft Son of Tonf-hi. Zaga° 
tai had for his Share Tranfoxiana, called Mike wife 
Mayvaralnahar, and by the Europeans Zagatni, 
or the Country of the Uz,becks, and Turf/cft.m. 
‘Tuli had Coraff ana. Per jin, and India. All the 
reft was OElai' s Share, that is to fay, the great 
Hord called Ourdmbalec and Ohughxnrt , where 
Genghiz.can ufuaily refided, the Country of the 
Moguls, the Northern China called Cat ay or Ca- 
C c thay. 
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thny, which had Pejuin for ksCapital; and in 
fine, the other Countries by the Oriental Sea, 
and the Straits of Anian. Oclai took the Title 
of Caan, which fignifics Emperor. He began 
his Reign in 1228. and died in 124^. ^ c , 
It now concerns us to know wHKjyTas tie 
Fate of thefe four Princes, and fjjPj^rder ^.f 
their Succefi'ors down to Tamerlatn , Vito havrhg 
vanquifhed them all, left them only the 1 tries 
of Cans and Emperors of the Moguls ; and to 
this prefent time the Defcendants of Genghiz- 
can are hill preferved in the Cans of the Lejjcr 
'tartary, or Crim, in a direct Line, and in the 
Branch of the U&beck Cans who reign in tv art ■ 
oxiana. 

The Hi ft ory of Toufchi, Genghizcan’r 
el deft Son . 

T O US CHI, whom fame call Dgonigy, and 
other Gioi/gy, was a great Prince." His 
Race fubfifts at this day in the Lejfer 
tartary, notwithltanding the Invafions of the 
Miifcovites into Gnat tartary, fince the tar¬ 
tars acknowledged Selim Keray for their law¬ 
ful Sovereign, tonfehi in the tartar Language 
lignifies a welcome Gueft. The Me-,-kites ha¬ 
ving one day found a favourable opportunity 
to plunder Genghi-can s Camp, carried away 
his Wife who was big with Child, and brought 
her to Omighcan her Father, who fent her back 
to him. She was brought to bed of a Prince 
on tire Road, who was named Tonfehi becaufe 
of this Adventure. This Prince grew very 
great, and much fignalized himfelf by his brave 
Actions, He accompanied his Father in t.h£ 
Ca- 
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Carizansm War, and took himfelf the City of 
‘Jund, fituate on the Banks of the River Jaxar- 
tes. Genghizxan was fo pleafed with his Con¬ 
duct, that he foon after gave him the Sove- 
of the Empire of Capfchac, the Country 
O» thd\J§WWj and 'Turqueflan. Tbafchi fettled 
_ h pifelf itl Capfchac and died fix Months be- 
’ fore his Father, in the fame Year 1226. Fifty 
eight Princes of his Race in a direct Line nave 
reigned after him, and fat on the Throne of 
Catfkac. ' 

His Son Baton-Can, his firit Succeffor, con¬ 
quer'd the Alim, the Affites, the Ruffians or 
Mufovites, the Bulgares, and feveral other Na¬ 
tions. He even crofs’d thro Rujfia, and pil¬ 
laged and ravaged Poland, Moravia , Dalmatia, 
and marched into Hungary to go and bofiege 
Cohfiantinople; but Deatn came and interrupted 
his great Defigns in the Year 1256. Baton did 
feveral other confiderable Exploits ; and it is 
reported that he was the moil liberal and 
generous Prince in the Wcrid. 

After the Death of Batou-Can, Bereke-Can 
his Brother fucceede'd him, and became a Ma¬ 
hometan. He had a bloody War with Hulacouj, 
Prince Tult s Son. After which, defirous to 
execute fome part of Batons Defigns, he wxnc 
as far as Conftantinople, and ravaged all the 
Country. In fine, having teigned ten Years, 
he died in 1266. 

After him the Empire of Capfchac was pof- 
fef&’d by Mancoutem oi° Mongatmur , the Son of 
Dcgan the Son of Baton ; and this Mancouterd

For this purpofe he fent Ghedic Ahmed Pacha, 
who took the City of (Jaffa from the Europeans, 
and afterwards that of Man coup, out of which 
he carried avay all the Inhabitants Prifoners, 
Prince. Mengheli Key ay. Son of Hadgy Keray, was 
found amongft them, and loft his Liberty. ' He 
had been Can for fome days, but haying been.

Z AG AT"A 1 Can was a moft accomplifli’d 
Prince, and excell’d his Brothers. He 
was alfo more equitable, and more exaddy 
obferv’d the Laws made by his Father. He 
had for his part T’rmfcxiana, the Country of 
the Tugures, the g>eat City of Cafchgar near 
*Tcbet, the Kingdom of Bedacfchan, and the 
City of Bale, which feveral learned Men af¬ 
firm to be the antient Baclria. He govern’d 
all thefe Countries v ith the Aififtance of Prince 
Caraf har Nevian , whom GenghOucm had given 
him for his Vifier, and who was Tamerlain's 
Anceftor in the fifth Degree.

> Zagatai , after the death of his Father, chofe 

the .City of Bechbalec for his Abode. He was, 
^however, almoft always with his Brother Oc¬ 
tal, wHV loved and refpe&ed him as his Mailer, 
altho he was but his younger Brother. After 
him one and thirty Princes, his Children and 
Nephews, reign’d in this Country, which was 
fome time after call’d by his Name Zagatai.

He a little re-fettled 
the Affairs of the State, and obliged feverai 
Lords to obey him. He dy’d in 13 72. 

The 26th, Elias Coja Can. He return’d to 
' Tranfoxiana at the Head of a numerous Army of 
Getes, and gave Battel to Tamerlain, who w as 
join’d with Mir Huffein. 

The 26th, Adel Sultan. 

The 28th, Cnboulchah Agkn, the Son of Dour- 
gy, the Son of Eltchykeday Can, the Son of Dava 
Can, who was inlt ail’d in 1373. 

The 29th, Syorgatrnich Agkn, the Son of Da- 
nifehmend Can; to whom Tamerlain gave the 
empty Title of Can, without leaving him the- 
leaft part of the Power. 

The 30th, Sultan Mahmoud Can, the Son of , 
Syorgamich, Tamerlain caufed his Name to be 
written 
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written on the top of his Orders, to make the 
People believe that he obferv’d Gengb'vzjcan ’s 
. Laws. 

The 31 ft, ’Toumen Cotluc Aglen , alfo crown’d 
. by Tamerlain in 1390. 

Thmtdain dying, and his Succeffors not ob- 
, fervingany longer the Law which ordain’d the 
Eftablifhment of Cans in the Family of Zaga- 
tat, Genghizxan’s Son, there is no more mention 
made but of the Succeffors of Tamerlain. 

» The Hifiory of 06 tai €aan y Third Son of 
Genghizcan , and his Succejfor. 

O CTAI began to reign in 122 6. He ge¬ 
nerally relided in Olougbyurt, a City but 
a little way diftant from Caracorom- He- 
was juft and liberal. He fent an Army in pur- 
fuit of Sultan Gelaleddin. 

They reckon nineteen 'Succeffors of OElai s 
Race in the Empire of Olougbyurt; but thefe 
Succeffors were fome of them the Children of 
this Prince, and fome the Children of Tulicrm 
his Brother. He fent Argounaga in 123 5, into 
Cornjfana as Governour ; and having heard of 
the Deftruftion of Herat , -which was the Capi¬ 
tal, he caufed this City to be rebuilt by an 
Emir named Azxjeddin Moccadem Heraouy, firna- 
med Jamebaf, whom he fent thither for that 
purpofe, who alfo caufed the Lands in this 
Country to be again fow’d and manur’d in 1238. 
In fine, Oftai Caan, after having reigned thir- 
.. teen Years with as much Gentlenefs as Juftice, 
’ ..dted much regretted of his People, in 1241. 

^ Prince Key-otic Can, his Son, whofe Mother 
nvas the celebrated Tourakiiia Catun, was his 
Sue” 
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Snccelfor, and aflembled a general Diet in his; 
Father’s Camp. He mounted the Throne with 
the univerfal confent of the People, at Oloug- 
hyun, in the Year 124J. But he did not long 
enjoy the Empire, for he died in the Year 124 6- 
Hiitorians make no mention of eh^ Princes 
the Children of Keyouc Ca», nor of OBai’s o- 
ther Children. They muft doubtlefs have been 
too young to fupport the Grandure of the 
Imperial Throne ; becaufe Baton , the Son of 
Toufchi King of Capfchac, ufed all his Endea¬ 
vours, after the Death of this Prince Keyouc 
Can, to make them receive a Prince of the . 
Race of Tuli for their Emperor : And at Jail: 
he effected his Defire ; for Mdttgou Can, the Son 
of Tulican , fucccedea : and fince that time no 
Prince of Ociai’a Poilerity has afeended the 
Throne. 




The Hifiory of Tuli-Cati, GenghizcauT 
fourth Son . 

P RINCE 'Tali had extremely diftinguifh- 
ed himfelf by his Valour during Geughi%- 
can his Father’s Life-time, who gave him the 
honourable Title of Oluc Nevlan, that is to 
fay, Great Princeand he was indeed a verv 
great General. He had the Management of 
all the Money to pay the Army, as alfo of the 
great Hord or Royal Camp; and he was, be¬ 
sides that, great Steward of the Emperor’s 
Houftiold, 

After the Death of his Father, he pofleft the . 
fame Polls under OBai Can his Brother, at O-. 
lougbyurt ; and therefore was content to put ; 
Governours in Corajfam , Pet-fa, and in other 
Conn- 
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Countries which were left him by his Father 
the Emperor. But this great Prince did not 
. live long; for he died in 1229. three Years af¬ 
ter Genghizcan • 

He left eight Sons, four of whom refembled 
their Father in Courage: The four others are 
not mention’d. The eldeft of thefe Princes was 
called Mangou Can, the fecond Hulacou Can, the 
third Coublay Can, and the fourth Artkbouga . 
When Prince Mingou Can was by the Intereft 
of Baton Can advanced to the Empire after the 
Death of Keyouc Can, he did not renounce the 
Kingdoms left him by his Father Tuli , but u- 
cited them to the reft of his Empire in 1250, 
and fent Hulacou Can his Brother into Coraffanct 
and Perfia in quality of Governour. Mangou 
Can reigned feven Years with all the Juftice 
and Conduct that could be expefted from one 
of the greateft Princes in the World. He died 
in 1257. 

After Mangou Can, the Kingdom was pof- 
fefs’d by Coublay, who had n > fooner learnt the 
News of the Death of Mangou than he return’d 
from China , where he was at that time enga¬ 
ged in War, and fat in the Throne of Oloug - 
hyurf, but Articbonga, the youngeft of the four 
Brothers, oppcfed Coublay s Advancement to the 
Empire, and fet up his Standard at the Head of 
a great Army. Thefe two Princes fought fe- 
veral Battels ,- and in the laft, w'hich was a 
very blooay one, Articbouga being vanquifh’d, 
came and turew- himfelf at. his Brother’s Feet, 
who only made him fotne Reproaches at firft, 
but afterwards flint him up between four Walls 
■sover’4 with Thorns of the Tree Adragant, 
' where he order’d that a ftrid Guard°fllould be 
Nf^et over him to his dying Day, which happen’d 
a'lear after. Thus Coublay Can remained the 
1 peacef 
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peaceable Poflcflor of the Empire. He reign’d 
twenty five Years, in which he went on ieve- 
ral great Expeditions both into China and other 
Places. In 12d, he was informed of the Death 
of his Brother Hulacou, who was at that time 
in Perfia ; and he immediately took care to in- 
ftal Abaca Can, the Son of Hulacou, in the 
Tltrone of Perfia, Coraffana, and India He alfo 
gave him feveral other Countries of great Ex¬ 
tent, which had been newly conquer’d by Hu- 
lacou Can. The Addons of Outlay, both in 
China and elfewherc, are too many to be rela¬ 
ted in this Abridgment. There are feveral 
entire Books of his Life and Exploits. He 
died in 1294. 

Outlay had for his SucceiTor his Grandfon 
''Timur Can, firnamed Olagiaytou, the Son of Ha- 
him or Dgetekem , who reign’d twelve Years, and 
died in 15 06, 

After him the Empire part to Couchilay Can, 
the Son of Dgexefec , Son of Termebilay, Son of 
Dgeketcm, Son of Coublay. 

The 5th Snccefior of Tnli was Tegyay, the 
Son of Couchilay . 

The < 5 fh, Tayzjy Can, the Son of Nautili, fir» 
named Bileciou. 

The 7th, Anouchirauan, the Son of Dara, the 
Coufin of Tayz,y. This Emperor was a Man of 
excellent Morals 5 but he gave too much Power 
to the Governours of Provinces, who adted 
as Sovereigns, and caufed many Troubles in 
the Empire.

Thefe two laft Cans lived fo obfcurely, that 
they are looked on as their Great Anceftor 
Articbouga, from whom they defcended, and 
who never was number’d amongft the Cans. 

From this time there is no more Talk at O- 
iougbyurt of the Princes defcended from Gen- 
gbizxan, but only of thofe who defcended from 
Coublay, and who remained Kings of China, of 
whom there is mention made. The Princes of 
the Pofterity of Hulacou Can, Kings of Perfia 
and India, have alfo made fome noife. Thefe 
pufh’d their Conquefts as far as the Straits of 
Anyan „ the fartheft Parts of the Eaft, as will 
be fihow’d in the Hiftofy of Hulacou Can, Ta¬ 
il’s Son. 

The Biftory of Hulacou the fecond So® 
of Tuli, and of his Pofterity* 

W HEN Mangoucan the eldeft Son of 
Prince Tuli, was raifed to the Empire 
of Oloughyurt, after the Death of Keyouc Can,

v.ho have fucceedcd C tUi had, like bijn, the Title of Caan, 
tha: is to fay. Can of Cans. 

, D d the 
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the Son of OElai, he lent Prince Hulacou his Bro¬ 
ther into Perfta, to reign in his ftead, in qua¬ 
lity of his Viceroy, referving only to himfclf 
the Sovereign Right and Title of King. Hu¬ 
lacou being come to his Government in 1250* 
received the Petitions presented him a’gainfl 
the Abaflide Cal iff Mufiafim BiUah. On- thefe 
Complaints, and particularly thofe made by the 
great Aftrologer Nafinddin Toufi, who, being 
difplcafed with this Califf, was retired into 
Perfia, he took up a Refolution to make War 
upon Chaldea , to punifh Mufiafim Biilah for 
the Ills he had occafion’d, For this reafon 
he fent to ask the Affiftance of Mangou Can, 
and when he had received fome Forces from 
him, he marched towards the Weftern Coun¬ 
tries at the Head of three hundred thoufand 
"Tartars 1 and arrived before Bagdat , of which 
he form’d the Siege: and having foon ren¬ 
der’d, himfelf Mailer of this City, he put to 
death* Mufiafim Biilah, the lafl: of the Abaf- 
fide CalifFs, and entirely deilroy’d their Race, 
in 1258. 

After this Expedition, he went into Syria,. 
and took all its Cities. Then he paft into Ana¬ 
tolia, which he conquer’d, and gave the Govern¬ 
ment of it toAz,z.eddin Pervane. He put to death 
the Vizier Seifeddin TouSlchy , and fettled in his 
Place the learned Schamfeddin Mehetned Jouinl, 
Author of the Hiftory of Geaghix,cati, entitled, 
Gchanhifcha, and gave him for his Lieutenant 
his Brother Aladin Atalmulc. After making 
rhefe great Conquefls, and having reigned for 
fifteen Years in Perfia, Syria, Mefopotamia, Chal¬ 
dea, and Anatolia, Hulacou Can died in 1265. 

Abaca Can his Son fucceeded him, and mount™' 
ed his Throne by Order of Coublay Can 'his i 
. Unde. 
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Vncle. He gave battel to Bereke Can King of 
Capfcb/tc, his Coufin, the Son of Toufihi, who 
. was at War with Hulaom his Father, and who 
was advanced as far as Conftantinople. He beat 
•Bereke, and reigned fixteen Years with much 
Honour and Greatnefs, and died in 1281. 

The 2d Succefl'or was Nicouder , ©therwife 
called Ahmed Can, Brother to Abaca, and Son 
to Hulacou. He embraced Mahometanifm, 
reigned two Years and three Months, and died- 
in 1284. 

The 3d, Argoun Can, the Son of Abaca C an.' 
He put to death the Grand Vizier Schamfeddin 
youini, who had ferv’d the State in four Reigns, 
and died himfelf, after feven Years Reign, in 

I2pi. 

The 4th, Ghendgiatou, the Brother of Argoun , 
and the Son of Abaca Can. He reigned but 
four leafs, being kill’d by Baydou Can his Cou- 
iin, in the Year 1295. 

The 5 th, Baydou Can, the Son of 'Tragay, 
the Son of Hulacou Can. He died alfo in the 
Year 129$° 

The 6th, Sultan Maymoud Gaccan Can, the 
Son of Argoun , the Son of Abaca , the Son of 
Hulacou. He made a great noife in the World, 
and died in 1303. having reigned eight Years. 

The 7th, Gladgiaytow Sultan Mebemed Coda - 
lende, the Brother of Gaz.an. In his Reign was 
finilhed the Hiftory entitled, Tarikh Gaaany\ 
the Author of which was Fadlallah, which 
Mdnfieur Petit de la Croix tranflated into French 
in 1690. This Prince built the City of Soltanya 
in Perjta, which he made his Residence, and 
, where he died in the Year 1317, after having 
done many great Exploits, and reigned four¬ 
teen Years. 

D d 2 The 
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The b'tb, the great Sultan Abmfayd Bekadtu:* 
Can, the Son of Codabende. He render’d him- 
fclf renowned for his Vajour and Magnificence. 
He reigned twenty Years, and died in the 
Year 1 35. He was buried near his Father Co- 
dahmde, under the fine Dome of the Mofque 
oi, Soltanya, in which all the Aim an is writ in 
Golden Letters round the Wails* After the 
Death of this great Prince, the Monarchy of 
the Moguls in Perfia decay’d, and fell to Ruin. 
The Princes ana great Lords of the Kingdom 
made themfelves petty Kingdoms of their Go¬ 
vernments* They indeed fettled Cans of the 
Race of Hulacou over them, giving them the 
Title, but referving to themfelves all the Au¬ 
thority. We find the Names of eight Cans of 
Gcnghizcans Race, who reigned after thefe men¬ 
tion’d, but who had only the Name of Empe¬ 
rors ; for the Princes the Children of Abmfayd. 
did not continue to live at Soltanya , but made 
war one againft the other, and were overcome 
by the Ilcahians. whofe Founder was Buzure 
HaJJau, the Son of Cbec Hufeyn Gburcan , of the 
Race of Genghlzcasn Thefe are the Names of 
the eight Cans* 

The 1 ft was Arpacan, the Son of Ah, the 
Son of Baydou Can, the Son of Tragay, the Son 
of Hulacou, who reigned but one Year, and died 
in 1353d' 

The jd, Mottfa Can : he mounted the Throne 
of Azecbijana, in which the City of Soltanya 
was fituate, built by Codabende. But BuzUre 
Hajfan fet up at the fame time for Emperor an¬ 
other Prince of the Race of Hulacou, called 
Melmned, who attack’d Mmfacan, who was 
joined with Alyfihab, another Can of Hulacou s 
Race. Alyfcbab was killed, and Moufa put to- 
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Flighti Mehemed caufed his Head to be cut 
oil by the Ailiilance of Buzure Haffan^ in 
13 I 6 - 

The 3d, Mehemed Can, whom feme call 
. Mahmoud; he was the Son of Magiouuy, the 
Son of Amoudgin, the Son of Hulacou Can. He 
reigned after the Death of Aly, and died in 

ni1 ' ^ 

The 4th, Tagur Can, who was the preemp¬ 
tive Heir of the Empire, Red into the Country 
of Mazendran. 

The yth, Bouca Timur Can. 

The 6th, the Princefs Daughter of Mehemed 
Can. Her Name was Chahzade Chahibek Catun. 
She married a Prince of the Race of Hulacou , 
and gave him the Title of Can, in 1338. 

The 7th, Soliman Can, the Son of Mehemed, 
the Son of Sanki, the Son of Ahmed, whom o- 
thers called Chimed , the Son of Hulacou Can, 
-the Husband of Chahzade Chahibek Catun . 

The 8th, Dgehan Timur Can, the Son of Ala - 
tyanky, the Son of Reiatany Can, of the Race 
of Hulacou. 

After this time the Cans were put down, 
and the Crown of Per ft a went to Melik Achraf, 
the Sop of Timur Tack, the Son of Tcbouban , 
Vizier to Aboufayd Can, who was vanquiih’d by 
Janibec the Emperor of Capfchac. Mean while, 
the Son-in-Law of Emir Tchoubdn, who was 
called Buzure Hajfan, the Son of Chec Hufein 
Gurcm, the Son of Argoun, who. was no more 
than a Bey, render’d! himfelf fo powerful by 
the yielding up of his Wife Dilchadaga, the 
Emir’s Daughter, from whom he was di¬ 
vorced, to Sultan Aboufayd, that this Can made 
him his chief Favourite, and gave him the 
Government of Anatolia. Hajfan fo well ma- 
Bd 3 • naged 
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naged his Affairs, that after the Death of Sul¬ 
tan Bwuire Hajfan , he put himfdf at the head 
of a great Party, and at laft got himfelf 
crown’d King of the Medes, and afterwards of 
Chaldea, by the taking of the Cities of Bagdat, 
Hi lie, Vifet, and Baft a, which had been pof- 
fefs’d by Melikachraf Tchoubaxien , who was the 
Founder of the Monarchy of th ellcanians. 

Jambec Can of Capfchac , left his Son Birdy 
Bey at Tauris ; but Birdy Bey returned to Cap¬ 
fchac after the Death of his Father, which hap¬ 
pen’d in 1349. as has been before related in the 
Hiftory of the Emperors of Capfchac. He then 
left the Country of Aierbijana to Sultan Avis , 
the Son of Buz,ure Hafa.i, of whom Dilcha- 
daga was the Mother. 

This Sultan killed the Rebel Ahmardgic, and 
retook the Cities of T’auris, Selmas, Scltanya, 
Afdeville, Coy, Diarbekir and Chnouan- After 
which, having divided his Kingdoms betwixt 
four Children, he died in 1375. 

Hufeyn, the Son of Avis, was crown’d after 
the Death of his Father ,• but the Fa&ion who 
fupported his Brother Aimed, deprived him of 
his Life. 

Ahmed , another Son of Avis , after having 
received great Succours from Cara Mehemed 3 
Turcoman, the Founder of the Monarchy of 
the Black Weathers, or Cara Coinlu. This Cara 
Mehemed put him and his Children to death in 
1410. And thus ended the Race of the llca - 
nians. Afterwards Tamer lain drove out-of 
Tamis the Princes of the Black Weathers in 

1388. 

Such was the end of the Defcendents of Hu- 
lacoti Can in the Kingdom of Perfa. After 
which, Tamerlain, who pretended to be de¬ 
fended 
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ffcendsd from the Pofterity of Genghi?»can In 
the fifth Degree, fey the Wives of Prince £araf= 
riWNevias, from whom were fprung the Princes 
of the Family of Berios, very famous inTros* 
Jaxiam: %'amerlain, I fey, who was the Ne¬ 
phew of Hadgi Bertas, the Heir of this Fa¬ 
mily, which was the fourth Tribe of the O 0 
riental ’lurks, render’d himfelf abfolute Mailer 
of Perfia, and his Succefl'ors quite aboli&ed in 
that Country the Name and Power of the Cans 
descended from Genghi&can*

This is- the Author we'have made ufe of in 
forming the Plan of Ge^hhuan's Hiftorv ; but he 
not being ample enough to furmfii a compleat 
Hiftory, we have tranfiated feveral other Au¬ 
thors who have written ex frofiffo the Hiftc- 
ryof Geaghjz.coM , who are hereafter mention’d 
in their Places, This Author is alfo called 
Tp/chkuprizade,- and alfo MmaVa Abakan Ahmed . 
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the Son of Muftapha, the -Son of Tafeh Kupri. 

He compofed many Works, treating of all fores 
of Sciences ; and among the reft, one Encyclope¬ 
dia, in which there are 150 forts of Sciences 
, treated of. He is Author of the Hiftory .of the 
learned Turks and Arabians who flotirifhed under 
the Ottomans, entitled, Alchacaic Annamama; and 
aifo of a univerfal Chronicle, which is entitled, 
Naovadiralacbar. There is another Abulcair 
CazMini, who has writ a Hiftory of Oiman. the 
third Califf after Mahomet ; but he is not of the 
number of thofe Authors who have made, men¬ 
tion of GengbituanJ 

■ Abulfeda. This Author was the Sovereign 
Prince of Hama in Syria. His Name and Ti¬ 
tles at length were, Sultan Almalic Almuayd A- 
fitadaddin Abulfeda Ifniael, the Son of Malic A- 
lafdal Nour addin Aly, Son of Jamal addin Mah¬ 
moud, Son of Omar , Son of Scbahinfchah , Son 
of Ayov.b, of the Family of the Aoubites. He 
died in the Year 1331, Heg. 732. His Book 
treats of Geography, entitled Takmtim Albul- 
dan. He obferves that he had read the Books 
of Geography compofed by the Arabians, and 
that he found nothing in them that gave him 
Satisfaction. For example, Ilni Haucal, who 
was moft skill’d, does not obferve the true Pro¬ 
nunciation of the proper Names of Cities and 
Towns, nor their Longitude and Latitude ; 
fo that the Reader remains ignorant of their 
true Name, and the Climates in which they 
are fituate. Alfcherifalidrify, called in France 
the Arabian of Nubia, gives no better Satisfaction 
in thefe Points ; no more than Bincourdadcbc, nor 
the Books of Z'ulgc or Fvhemcridts. Thofe who 
have taken the pains to put ^he true Pronuncia¬ 
tion of the Names, fuch as Kitabaiaitfab par Sa~ 

-fiiaany, Almufchtarac par Toast Hamavi, MarJ- 
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Idirtyabe, and Kitabalfaifal, have not given th® 
Longitudes nor che Latitudes, Co that one is 
ignorant of the Situation of the Cities and Coun¬ 
tries. This has obliged me, fays Abulfeia , to 
collect in this Geograpoy what has been difperfed 
in thefe Authors, )et without pretending to 
mention all the Cities in the World, nor even the 
greateft part of them, becaufe all the Books 
which have been written on this Science contain 
but a very fmall number of them : For example, 
the Kingdom of China-, in which the Arabs give 
the Description of but very few Cities ; nay, 
they do not fo much as mark the Pronunciation 
of their Names, or Situation, no more than of 
the Empires of India . Bulgaria , Grcaffia, Muf- 
coiy, Ruffin, Siberia, Poland, Valachia, nor the 
European Countries from the Thracian Bofphoyus , 
which they call Alcalige AJcewftantini , as far as 
the Weftern Ocean, where there are great and 
vaft Kingdoms, whofe Names and Hiftcries 
are unknown to the -Arabs; as well as the 
Countries of the Blacks in Ajrkk on the South 
'fide, or the Abyffinia or Ethiopia , the Zanguebar , 
which forne call Zendge, Nubia, 7 ecrour, Zayla „ 
of which the Arabians have fcarce made mention s 
They have obferved in their Books only the 
Countries of the Mahometans. Yet, as the Pro» 
verb fays, one had better know one part, than 
be ignorant of all, and not abandon the Study 
of a thing entirely, becaufe one does not know 
it perfectly. .AMfeda has divided his Boob into 
Geographical Tables, in the manner of Binge ic- 
la’s medicinal Tables. He has in the Preface 
deferibed the whole World in general, the 
Kingdoms, Provinces, and Seas. He has gi¬ 
ven an account of 6z$ Countries, befides thofe 
marked down in his Tables, according to the 
■ Ord er of the Climates by Ptolemy. He gives the 
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true Pronunciation of the Names of the Cities 
and Towns, with their Longitude and Lati¬ 
tude ,• the Names of the Authors out of which he 
has taken the Account of each City ; the Name 
, of the Province it is in, and a fhort Defcrip- 
tion of it. This Work was afterwards tranfla- 
ted into the Turkijb Language, with Notes upon 
it, by Sip ah i Zade , and dedicated to Sultan 
Amurath 1 IL Abulfeda has alfo compofed a Chro¬ 
nological Hiftory in two Volumes, called Mouc- 
tafarfy Acbaralbafchar. His Manuscript is in the 
King’s Library, numb. 734. 

Abulfarage , is the Author of the Book of Dy- 
- nafties. His Name is Almufrian Margrigorious 
Abulfarage Binalhakim Haroun Almalaty. His 
Book is entitled, Alz.ayl a la Taric Mm cl afar ad- 
doual, that is to fay, the Supplement to the 
Abridgment of the Chronological Hiftory of 
theDynafties. He was ai Jacobite Chriftian of 
the City of Malatia in Cappadocia. Ic was 
writ in the Arabick Language, and divided in¬ 
to ten Chapters, which contain as many Dy- 
nafties, in this Order. 1. The Chronology of 
the Saints fince Adam the firft Man. 2. Of the 
Judges of Ifrael. 3. Of the Kings of I ft ad. 
4. Of the Chaldean Kings. 5. Of the Kings 
called Magi. 6. Of the antient Greek Kings 
who were Idolaters. ' 7. Of the Latin Roman 
Kings. 8. Of the Greek Emperors who were 
Chriftians. 9. Of the Arabian Kings who 
were Mahometans. 10. Of the Mogul Kings. 
It is not certain when he was born or died. 
We only know that lie finifhed his Hiftoiy 11 
the Reign of Argoun Can, the laft of Ge,.gh'-mean’s 
Grandfons. TheManufcript of theDynafties 
is in the King’s Library, numb. 73 S. It has been 
tranflated into Latin by Mr. Penck an Englijhman, 
and printed in the Year 1 <5(53- 
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'Abm Muflim; he was Hkewife called Gary 
'Maruv&y, that is to fay, rhe Warrior of Menu, 
H;s Boot, which is in the Titrkijh Language, is 
entitled, Kitab Abou Miiflisyt Mahani, which, fig- 
nifies the Book of Abait Muflm born at Mahan. 
Mahan wixs a City of GorajfatUt , fituate in 37 
deg. 30 min. of Latitude, and in py deg. 30 
bin. of Longitude. He was a martial Man, 
and did great Services to Aboulabbas Seffah ; 
but this Califf, for Reafons of State, put him 
to death. The Book is in four Volumes in Fo» 
lio, in the King's Library, numb- 1274. 

Adncme , that is Magededdm Mehemed Adnane » 
His Book is entitled, "tarikhTurquefian, and' 
treats of the. Chronological Hifiory of Tar- 
queflan, of the Nations of the Turks and Tar- 
tars, and of the Rarities in thofe Countries,. 
It is dedicated to Tbcmac Can, King of China. 

Ahmed Bin Arahfcbah. See Arabfckah.° 

Alfarat, a Geographer cited in Abulfeda. 

AUiibab , is a Book of Geography cited in A- 
■hulfeda. 

AlmaBne , or Ahnacine, that is Alfchec Alma- 
hne Georgias , the Son of Alctmii Abou Elias, the 
Son of Abylwokarm, the Son of Abittib a. Chrif- 
tian. His Book is entitled Tarikhabnuflimit 
that is to fay, a Hiitory_ of the Saracens. ' It is 
an Extract of the Hifiory of Tabary , and of 
that of Armmmy. It treats of the Life of Ma¬ 
homet the faife JProphet, of-the Califts his Sue- 
ceflors, and of other Kings who reigned du¬ 
ring the time of thefe Califfs, downfo Malic 
A zzjehir Rucncddin Baybarfe King of Egypt; and 
he ends at the Reign of the Atdbets In Egypt . 
There is a Manufcript in the King’s Library, 
numb. 740. which feems to be the firft part of 
the- XJniverfal Hifiory, of which this, which 
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has beep tranflated by Erpennius, is the fecond 
Part.

Beizavi, is the Cady Najireddin Abdallah Bin

Hcg. 699. His Eoolc is entitled, Nizam Atta- 
varikh; and fignifies the Order of Chronolo¬ 
gical Hiftories. He compofed it in the Perjian 
Language. He w'as a Cady, or Judge. He has 
treated of moft of the Afian Monarchs, and par¬ 
ticularly. of the antien t Moguls. It is in the 
King’s Library, num.ii'13. and was brought thi¬ 
ther from the Levant by M. Petit de la Croix jun 
Bin Abdallatif, that is to fay, the Emir Tahya, 
tlicSon of Abdallatif Alcasbini AJfcbiai, -who died 
inthe Year lyya. Heg-96o. His Book is w'rit 
in the Per fan Language, and is named Lulbat- 
tavarikh, that is, to fay, the Marrow or Sub- 
ftance of Hiftory, which fome corruptly, pro¬ 
nounce in French , Lebtaric. He follow’d the 
Seft of Scbias, that is to fay, the Religion 
-which the Perfurr.s profefs’d. He treats ol the 
general Hiftory of Ajia in brief. He finifhes 
with the Reign of Schah Ifmael Sefcvi, the Son 
of Chec Haidar Ifmael, who was crowned King 
of Per fa in the Year 1514. The Author fiuifh’d 
his Work in 1541, and died in 1552, in the 
City of Catbiu, where he was born. His Ma- 
nufcript is in the King’s Library, numb. 1499. 
It has been tranflated into Linn by Monficur 
Gamin, and !£onfieur Tfavem bis Uncle had it 
printed. 

, Bimhuyardy, that is, Zeimdiin Omar Bin Al- 
rn mx affar Binalo-Mirdy, who died in the Year 12 5 8. 
IPr. 760. This Arabian Author has treated of 
■’ ' * the 
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the Geography he has extra&ed from the 
Eaftern Authors. His Book is entitled KharF 
datalagyatb , that is to fay, the admirable Pearl, 
in one Volume in Quarto. He treats of the 
feven Climates of Ptolemy, and of the Rarities 
found in the Earth, as Minerals, Plants, 
and Animals. There is in it a Geographical 
Map of the World, after the manner of the 
Orientals. It has been tranflated into the 
Turkijh Language, and dedicated to Mir Ofman, 
the Son of Eskender Pacha. It is in M. Col- 
hen's Library ; and was brought from the Le¬ 
vant by M. Petrs de la Croix jun. 

Bin Arabfchah, that is, Alfadel Ahmet Bin Me- 
hemed Bin Arabfchah, a Henlelite , who died in 
1431. Heg. 854. This Author was an Arabian 
and Mahometan , born at Damns. He wrote the 
Life of Tamerlain, which the learned M. Vn- 
tier, Profeflor in the Royal College, Uncle of 
M- Boivin, alfo Profeflor of Greek in the fame 
College, has tranflated into French out of Ara- 
hick, and caufed it to be printed at Paris in 
1658. The Title of this Book is Adgiail Al- 
ptacdottar Fy Naouaib on Acbar Timur , that is to 
fay, the Wonders of Predeftination, touching 
the Scourge of the Life of Tamerlain. Tho 
this Hiftorian, forced by the Truth, has faid 
fine things of Tamerlain concerning his Con- 
quefts ; yet he has filled his Book with Invec* 1 
tives againft this Conqueror, in hatred to him 
for having caufed to be trod under his Horfes 
Feet all the People of Damas , this Author^ 
Country, Yet thefe Calumnies have only fer- 
ved to encreafe the. Glory of this Conqueror. 
The Perfan Scherefeddin TezJy, who was an Eye- 
witnefs of Tamerlain s Exploits, has writ, in 
his own Tongue, a Hiftory of him, and in a very 
eloquent Stile related the Aits of this great 
^ Ge- 
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General, in form of a journal ; fo that he has 
usidcstsived the World, and freed them from 
the Prejudices chat this Arabian Author had in- 
ilpired them with againft his Prince, in doing 
which he has gained himfelf a univerfal E- 
fleetre, Yet this Book of Bin Arabfchab is 
writ io a fine Arabian Style, very nervous, and 
ends in Periods of Rhime, after the manner of 
the Arabian Eloquence. 1 'here is a fine Ma- 
mifcript of this kind in the King's Library, 
brought thither by M. Paul Lucas , a celebrated 
Traveller. 

Bin Ayas. See Mehemed Bin Ay as, 

. Bin Calican; this is the Cady Schamfeddin A- 
bmlabbas Ahmed Bin Mehemed Albarmaky Alar- 
bely^Alchafay^ who died in 1281. Heg.6%1. He 
compofed in Arabick a Book entitled, Ouafiat a 
la Ayan , the Deaths of illuftrious Men, on 
which he has formed this Hiftory. He was & 
Native of the City of Aibele in Ajjyria, and' 
was made Cady of Grand Cairo• He was of the 
Chafaites Sed, which was efteem'd one of the 
four Orthodox Sefts by the Sunnis Mahometans. 
His Poft of Cady fo employ’d him, that he 
could not finifh his Book; but feveral learned 
Perfons have added Supplements to it: for he 
fpoke but of 846 famous Men, to which one 
ihas added 30, others 60, and others 237; as 
Maroubi , Bin Aibec, Bin Habib Halaby> and 0- 
Ehers. 

Bin Cavindefchab. See Mirconde. 

°Bin Courdadebe; that is, Abdallah the Son of 
Courdabebe. His Boolt treats of Geography, 
and is entitled, Almajalic or Almamalic, that is 
to fay. Roads and Empires. He has given the 
Diftances from one City to another, the Re¬ 
venues of Trac and other Provinces, and the 
Experaces the Prince is obliged to live at. He 
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has befides writ a Booh of Hiftory, which Ma - 
Jiiwdi much praifes in his Booh entitled, Mu- 
rouge Addahab ; it is quoted by Abuifeda- He 
died in the Year 912. Heg.yoo. 

Bin Fadlxtiah. See Kirmant. 

Bin Htrucal, a Geographer quoted by Abul- 
inia. His Book treats of abundance of Cities, 
but does not tell us the true Pronunciation 01 
their Names, which renders it very obfeure. 
The Title of it is Almajalic or Almamahc, 
Roads and Empires. 

Bin Ketir Dmifchqui; that is, the Hiftorian 
Alimam Aibafz. Amadeddiri Abuifeda Ifmael Bin 
Omar, who died in 1372, Heg. 774. His Back 
is entitled, Albydaya or Annyhaya Fittaric, that 
is to fay, the Beginning and End of Chroni¬ 
cles. ’Tis a Hiftory in ten Volumes, divided by 
Millenaries, each containing five Monarchies, 
It reaches down to the Year 1327. Heg..gyS. 
Several learned Men have made Comments on 
this:Book j fuch as Bin Schabna, Alainy, Albar- 
xali, BinHagiax , and BinDilfchad. 

Bin Ketir Fergani; that is, Mehemed Bin Ke¬ 
tir Alfargmtu His Book is entitled, Alfifoid 
Attalatin, that is to fay, the thirty Chapters. 
It treats of the Motions of the Heavens, and 
of Geography. It. has been trandated by the 
learned Golius, a Dutchman, who calls it Ele- 
ntenta Aftronomica, printed at Amfterdam in 1 669, 
The Author lived in the time of the Caiitf Al- 
mamm , who died in 83 3.This fame Author wrote 
another Book, entitled, Almouhanar Almakamd 
Fitaftibhalkora, treating on the Pianifphere, But 
the Book cited in this Hiftory of Genghfccan, is 
that which has been trauilated by Golius. 

Bin Moucajfa. This Author has trandated 
out of the Pablavian Language, which is the 
antient Per fan, into Arabian, the Hiftory of

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die aatjent Per fans, or laric Alfourfe, under toe 
^ Tide of Sthakname ; on w hich Arabian Book of 
/ Bin Muucctffas was made the celebrated Perjtau 
I Poem containing <54000 Diftichs of Firdetmfy, de¬ 
dicated to Sultan Mahmoud SnbuFlehin King of 
Pcr/it, as is reported in the Book of Mafaoudy, 
called Murouge Addahab, or the Golden Mead, 

Bin Muftaoufy. See Himdailab. 

Bin Sayd Carnaty, that is, Aboulbajan Noured- 
dinAli, Son of Moufa, Son of Snide of Grenada. 

His Book is entitled, Almougarrab Fy Mtibhafin 
Ahel Almagrib, that is to fay, the Elogium of the 
People of Africh, arid is in fifteen Volumes. He 
,has compofed a Hiftory of Maroc, entitled, A- 
lauis Almoutnb Round Alcanas, Fi Acbdr Ahelal- 
miijgrib, or Bunion Madinatfas. It is quoted by 
Abidjeda, as having treated of Cambalec, which 
is the fame City with Pequin in China • 

B:>Schahna, that is, Mouhbib Addin Abiluetid 
Ibrahim BiaMehemed lbnal Achahhna, a Native 
■> oi Aleppo, who died in 1478. Beg. 883. He has 
compofed aUnwerfal Hiftcry, entitled. Round 
Almanadir Fy llmalaonail, or Alaouakbir ,' that is 
to fay. The Gardens of fine Profpedt on the 
Sciences, of the Antients and Moderns. He 
treats of the Creation of the World, and of the 
Hiftory from Adam down to the Hegira ; and 
continues it as far as the Year 1403. Heg.%06. 

He foretells the Prodigies thdt muft neceflarily 
happen before the Day of Judgment. He made 
another Book of Law, entitled, Lifan Alhouccarn 
Fy mart fat Alahhcam, that is to fay, the Tongue 
of Judges bn the deterfnining Law-Suits. This 
laft Book is in the King’s Library, numb. 612. 
and is the fame that is quoted in this Hiftory of 
Genghi%,tan. , 

Birouini, that, is, Abi Rihhan Mebemed Bln 
Amed Albirouni Aharifmi• His Book treats of 
E e the 
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the Mathematicks and Aftroaomy, and is in-, 
titled, Caiioun Almafaoudi , that is to fay, the 
Majnoudian Canon ; thus called becaufc he de¬ 
dicated it to Svdttm Mafaoud, the Son of Mah¬ 
moud SuheBekim King of Perfa , in the Year 
10351. Reg. 431. It is one of the moft com- 
pleat Works on thefe Subjects of any that has 
been writ. He alfo compofed another Book, 
in which he has confuted and abfolutely con¬ 
demned the Ufe of Talifmans, Magick, Con¬ 
jurations, and the Predictions fet forth in Al¬ 
manacks, This Book is entitled, Adgiaib At- 
tabiaia, or Algaraib Affaymaya , that is to fay, 
the Wonders of Art and Nature. It is quoted 
by Abulfeda, who calls it. Canoun Almafaoudi. 

Cajchi; that is, Chamjeddin Mehtmed Alchfchi, 
a Native of Cacban in Perfa. His Hiftory in 
Perfian Verfe, is entitled] T’arikb^Gazanican. 
It treats of the Hiftory of Gaz.au Can,' one' of 
Genghizcans Defendants. 

Civvendefcba. See Mirconde. 

CazHini, or Casbini; that is, Zacaria Bin Me- 
hemed Bin Mahmoud Akoufi Alcazvini. His 
Book is entitled, Adgaih Almacloucat, that is 
to fay, the wonderful Natures of Creatures, 
and is in the Arabian Tongue. It treats of 
Natural Hiftory, of the Qualities of Animals, 
Vegetables, and Minerals, as alfo of Waters, 
aerial Spirits, Faries, Genii, and Talifmans; 
but all to confute ,the Jewijh Rabbins. His 
Work is much efteem’d by the Orientals, It 
has been tranilated out of Arabick into the Pm- 
bijh Language, It is in the King’s Library, 
numb. 1346. There is another Caz-uini, who 
is the Perfoa meant by Abdallatif. i Author of, 
the Book called Lubbattavaric before-mentioned. 
He is cited by Golius in lists Notes on A!fargani } 
P- 4 :, C 6 } and la. 
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\ Cheref&Min Tezdy, is the learned MouUa Che- 
yfeddin Aly , a Native of Tez.de in Per ft a, who 
(died in the Year 14415. Heg. 850. He has com- 
pofed. the Journal of Tdmerlain in Perjian , en- 
tided,Zafamame gmir T’miur Gourcan, that is to p 
fay, the Hiftory of the Conquefts made by 
Prince "Timur the Can’s Son-in-Law, which he 
publifh’d at Schiraz , and dedicated to Mirza 
Ibrahim Ben Harage, having finifhed it in 1424. 

Heg. 828. He has made the Date very inge- 
nioufly in thefe Words; Kelam Sounnifa Fy Schi- 
raze, that is to fay, Difcourfes compofed at 
Schiraze, but the numerical Letters being ad¬ 
ded, make the number 828. which is the Date 
of the Book. An Encomium has been made 
upoff him by Condemir in his Book entitled, Ha- 
bibajfuyar. He prefers him to all the Authors 
who have treated of the Hiftory of the Moguls 
and Tartars, both for the Purity of the Lan¬ 
guage, which is Perjian, and alfo for the 
Strength of his Expre/Eons, and Beauty of his 
Style. The Roads are exa&ly defcribed, and 
he has given much Light into the Geogra¬ 
phy of his Country. It has been tranflated 
into the Turkijh Language by Hafiz Mehemsd Bin 
Ahmed Alagemi. This Author had before com¬ 
pofed a firft Volume, entitled, Moucaddamay 
Zafarname, that is to fay, a Prologue to the 
Book of Conquefts. This Moucaddama con¬ 
tain’d a Defcription of Oulous, that is to fay, 
the Tribes and Mogul Families under the Go¬ 
vernment of Zagatay Can, the Son of Genghiz- 
can . There was alfo a Supplement compofed by 
"fudge Afjilgian, and finifhed in 1410. Heg . 813. 

■ containing the Hiftory of Scharoc, the Son of 
1 Tamerlain, and of his Son Ottloug Bek . This Book, 
which is in the King’s Library, a. ryo8. has

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been tranflated into French by M, Petis de la.;

C/ienf hdrijt , is the Cherif Mehcmed Bin Me- 
het ted "/ 7 A /?///> Ajfacali. . He was of the 
R e 'ic ie Prophet, Mahomet, of the 
. Branch of Ha fan, and the Edrifites , of the Sect 
of the Sops, or myftical Divines. He was ail 
Inhabitant of Sicily in the Year 1153. Heg. 548. 
His Book treats of Geography, entitled, Nouz.-- 
hat Ahnufchtac Fy Iftirac Alafac, that is to fay, 
the Divertifement of the Curious, or the Di- 
vifion of the Earth into Kingdoms. He fhews 
the Diftance and Length of Roads by Miles, 
and by Leagues, following the Order of Ftw 
lomy's feven Climates. Roger King of Sicily or¬ 
der'd him to compofe this Work. It has'-bcen 
. tranflated out of Arabick into Latin by Gabriel 
Sionita, a Marionite. Interpreter to the King, 
and Profefl’or in the Royal College ; who' r.f- 
fifted by his CoileguejC/w Hefronita, have en¬ 
titled their Work, Geographic Nnbienjls, not 
knowing the Name or Country of the Author. 

■ It is rather the Book of Roger I. The two Ma- 
rionite Tranflators believed the Author to be. a 
Chriftianbut Cafaubon, who was heretofore 
Librarian to the King, and other learned Men, 
have maintained that lie was a Mahometan . 
The Imprefficn of this Book is full of Faults, 
becaufc the Points of the Arabick Letters are 
not properly, placed, fo that one cannot be cer¬ 
tain of the true Pronunciation of the Names 
of the Cities and Towns contained in it. The 
Author is elfevhere called AbouabdaBah Mehe - 
, wed Bin Mehemed Bin Abdallah Bin Emir Almm- 
nienin Idris.

the War he had in the upper Hungary again ft 
the Turks, being at the plundering of the Caf- 
tle of Filec, which had been before taken from 
the Chriftians, preferv’d a Manufcript written in 
the Turkifi and Arabick Languages, which he 
found in the chief Mofque in this Place, enti¬ 
tled Taric Beni Adam and being skilled in the 
Turkfjh Language, he translated all that was 
writ in that Tongue in the Manufcript, and 
made ufe of a "Turk of that Place to tranflate 
the Arabick. Yet this did not content him ; for 
„hsiMg defirous to dedicate this Manufcript to 
the Emperor, with fome Notes on the Hiftory 
it coii.ained, he defer’d his Defign till his 
retumTo his own Country, and met at Tubinge 
with a Prcfeffor of the Hebrew Tongue named 
William Schicard, with whom he labour’d to ex¬ 
plain the learned part of this Manufcript, and 
found it to be a very compleat Account of the 
Genealogies and Hiftories of all the principal 
Families of the Eaft, from Adam down to the 
laft Kings of the Perfians, Moguls , and Tartars , 
writ in Turkifi and Arabick.

Hif- 
tory which ho has extracted from that which his 
Father Mirconde had compos’d, and entitled, 
Raoux. et. AJfafa, to which he has made Aug¬ 
mentations. He dedicated this Book ro the Se¬ 
cretary of State belonging to the King of Perfia, 
Schah Ifmael Sefcvi, who gave him the Name of 
Habibullah; and for that Reafon the Book had 
the Name of Habib given it in the Year 1508, 
Heg. 92 7. in the Reign of Lewis XII. He is 
Author of another Hiftory, which is entitled

The Auguft 
Hiftory of Gazan ; dedicated to Sultan Gazan , 
the Son of Argotrn Can, who then reign’d in 
Perjia, and kept his Court at jauris. Gazan 
was the Son of Argoun , the Son of Hulacou, 
Genghizcan* s Grandfon. In this Prince’s time 
they had almoft no knowledge of the Hiftory 
§fthe antient Moguls * but barely by Tradition ; 
and it had been impoflible to have compiled a 
compleat Account of them, if an old Mogul Of¬ 
ficer, called Poulad Dgin He fane, had not em¬ 
ploy’d a long time in fearciiing amongft the 
Oriental Nations, and in the Northern Parrs 
of Afia, for fomc Memoirs recorded in Writing,

-And this Au¬ 
thor, whofe Manufcript in Folio was font from 
Conftanttmple to the King,' by the ilJuftrious 
AmbT dor Monfieur de GuiHer agues, and is 
now in his Majelly’s Library, -attarcs us, tbiar 
it is the fir.fi: Hillory of the antient Moguls that • 
ever was writ in the Perfian Language. It has 
been' tranflated into French by Monticur.

de la Croix the Son, and was of great ufe to the 
Father in his perfecting this Book of Genghiz,- 
can. And this is what Hadgi Calf a fays blNfftT 
Author, .in his Bibliotheque Orient ale. 

• The Vizier Fadlallak has compos’d in Perjian', 
a complete Hillory of the Reign of Gexghiz.can, 
and his Children, in titled Jainymtaouarikh , that - 
is to fay, A Collection of Chronicles. He ob- 
ferves, that after he had begun to write it fair, 
the Sultan Gazan dv’d, in the Month of Seba- 
f val , in the Year of the Hegira 704, which was 
the Year of Grace it04-; and was fucceeded 
by the Sultan Mohemcd Ccdabende , who comman¬ 
ded him to finifih it, to put his Name in the 
Title Page, and to add the Defcription of the 
Countries and. Cities of the Moguls^ and of theft 
Inhabitants, as alfo of the Tribes and Tartarian, 
Nations : And that he collected together all he 
could find on this Subject, in the Hiftories and 
Chronicles w hich were given him by Perfons 
appointed to fearcb for them, who were Men

Jarnib Alfironzabadi . His Book is an Arabkk 
Dictionary, intitied Cantons AUogha, that is to 
fay, Tire Ocean of the Arabian Tongue, in 60 
Volumes. It was writ in the Month of Stba- 
ual , or the Horie* in the Year of Grace 1414. 
Heg. 8x7. 

Hadgi Adehemed is an Author who was a Mer¬ 
chant, and is quoted in Rubruquis. 

Hamdallah, or Binmuftaou.fi, that is, Hatndal- 
lah Bin Abibakir Bin almuflaoufi al Cazvini, who 
dy’d in the Year of Grace 1349. Heg. 750. His 
Book is a Hiftorical Geography and. Natural 
Hiftory in the Terfian Language, intitied Nuzha- 
takouloub, the Recreation of Hearts. It is divided 
into a Preface, three Chapters, and a Conclufio'ri, 
The Preface is a Geography, according to Pto¬ 
lemy s feven Climates: The firft Chapter-on tte 
production and growth of Plants, on Minerals 
and Animals : The fecond treats of Men ; the 
third of Cities and Countries ; and the Con- 
clufion treats of the Wonders of Nature: A- 
mongft which he fays. That the City of Casbin , 
of which he was a Native, was fituate in a 
very fair Plain near Mount Alvende, not far 
from the City of Ramadan in the Country of 
the antient Part hi am, in the 37th Degree of 
Latitude. There are fome who will have it to 
be the Arfatia of the Antients, built by Afchky , 
or Arfaces, Ring of Parthia , who made it the 
Capital of his Empire.

Works 
of Mamlana Gernbi an Arabian , and alfo from 
thofe of the Perfian Mirconde, and federal other 
Orientals ; and from feveral Greek and Latin. 
Authors. He has given Rules for taking the 
Longitudes and Latitudes of Countries. He 
has explain’d the difference of the Parafangas„ 
(a Perfian Meafure of the Roads, not every 
where limited to a fet number of Furlongs) of 
Leagues and Miles. His Book is divided into 
/ four Parts: The firft treats of the antient Per- 
L fijwsy and of the Ptolemies of Egypt; the fecond 
of the CalifFs ; the third of the Ottomans ; and

He was alfo call’d Coja Atalmulc• He 
compos’d his Book in the Year 1260, in the 
Reign of Mangou Caan the Son of Tulican, the 
Son of Genghiz,can } intitled Taric Gehangnfcha , 
that is to fay. The Hiftory of the Conqueft of 
the World. He obferves that Genghiz,cans real 
• Country lay much to the North and Eaft of the 
Befart-fide of Tartary ; and was of fo great ex° 
tent, that the true Country of the Moguls was 
eight Months Journey both in length and 
breadth : That the feveral forts of People that 
inhabited it, were divided into Tribes call’d 
. Moguls; 
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Moguls-, anci that among all thefe Tribes there 
was but one that was civilized, and chat was 
that of N/ron Caiat , of which Genghfocan the 
Son of Pifouca was the Sovereign after the death 
of his Father. Ho treats of the Hiftory of 
Genghiz,cnn, and of Hulncou Can, his Grand- 
fon, and of other Kings in their time.

His Book is in AraFek, and treats 
of the Hii'fory of Egypt: It is intitled Almaou- 
aiz, or Alitibar ; that is to fay, Counfels and 
Examples- He compos’d fifteen other Books of 
Hiftory, and on other Subjects. • 

Marrafchi, fhat is, Scherif Zahiraddht Bin 
Aff/d nrifiraddin Almarrafchi, a Native of the 
City of Marafche in Cappadocia. His Book is 
intitled Baric Tabareftan, that is to fay, Tlnfi 
Chronological Bi.ftorv of rhe Province of 7a- 
bareftan in Perfia. t o r the Cafpian Sea-. He 
finiih’d it in the Year'of Grace 1471?. Heg. 

Marrafchi, an Abreviation of ■ Marrakefchlf 
was the Chec Ahualdallnbal Mart akefchi, a Na- 
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\ tiveibl the City of Meroc in Mauritania. His 
' Book is of Geography, intitled Almafalik , or 
i Albiamalic; that is to fay. The Roads and Em=- 
' pires. It is in Ar abick in the King’s Library, 

• N° 732. It has been tranflated into the 7 «r- 
kijh Tongue by Sid Mehemed Mudarris, a Pro- 
fefl'or of Languages in the College of the Sultan 
Mehemed who took Agria. This Marrahefchi 
did alfo compofe a Chronological Hiftory, in- 
tied Tarikch Almarrakefchi, in the third part of 
his Book of Geography ; which is the only one 
we have in France • He makes mention of fe- 
veral Tranfaftions that pafs’d in the beginning 
r of Genghizcans Reign ; of his Laws, the Queens 
his Wives, and the four great Princes his Sons, 
.- -’who by their Valour diftinguifh’d themfelves, 
and were more famous than all the great Gene¬ 
rals of that Age. 

' Mehemed Bin Arfmed Nifavi. See Nifavi. 

M-hemed Bin Aias. His Book is intitled Nif- 
chac alazdiar fi adgiaib alamfar , or alaFiar; that is 
to fay. The Scent of Flowers, on the Rarities of 
Cities and Countries. It alfo treats of antient 
Kings, the Pyramids of Egypt, oixhcT’alifmans^ 
and Curiofities which the antient Philofophers 
had made iii this Kingdom. He defcribes the 
City of Grand Cairo and the River Nile. He 
begins his Book with a - '’.ourfe on Aftro- 
nomy and the Spheres, f 's in the King’s 
Library.

0 Afn\o::de. or C.iheafcbaft, or Bin CavenJ/, hah ; 
that is, Mehemed Bind Cavenfcb.il L : r Mr.hnm: i, 
firnamed Mircmide the Hiftorian. His Book is 
divided into a Preface, feven Parts or Se&ions, 
anti a Ccnclulion. F.ach Part makes a very 
thick Volume in Folio. Hi wrote it at He¬ 
rat in Ccratfuiia, in a Caravanl'.ra call’d Ca;i- 
lahtil- 
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cahahculafya , built by the Vizipr Mir AUfchir , 
to whom he dedicated this Work, which he in- 
tided Raouzat affaffa fi fir at alounbia, or almu- 
louci or alcotdafia ; which fignifies, The Garden 
of Pie afire, touching the Lives of the Prophets, 
Kings and Califfs. The Preface treats of the 
Science, or Art of Chronological Hiftory : 
The firft Part treats of the Creation, the Lives 
of the Prophets, and of the antient Kings of 
Perfia: The fecond, of Mahomet and the four 
firft Califfs: The third, of the Oummiades and 
the Abafiides : The fourth, of the Kings of divers 
other Nations, Contemporaries with the Abaf- 
fides: The fifth, of Ger,ghiz,can and his Chil¬ 
dren : The fixth, of 7 amerlain and his Chil¬ 
dren : The feventh, of Sultan Hufim Eicrct , 
and the Conclufion treats of feveral Hiftories

of Egypt, quoted by Abulfeda. 

Najfireddin Toufi, is Nafireddin Mehemed Bin. 
Haffan attoufi, a Native of {Tons in Corajfana. 
He was in great Repute about the Year of 
Grace 1261, in the Reigns of Muflapm Billah 
Califf of Bagdat, and the Mogul King Hulacon 
Can, Genghizcan sGrandfon by Tuli. He ex= 
cell’d in the Knowledge of Geometry, Aftro- 
nemv, and all other Sciences ; as not only the 
Tables of Longitude andLatitude which he had 
publifh’d, and which Gravius caus’d to be prin¬ 
ted in the Year 1652, with thofe otQuloughbek’s , 
do fufEciently manifeft ; but he fhines much more 
it the famous Aftronolhical Obfervations call’d 
Zige llcani, which he made at Meraga a City 
in Azerbijana, where he was the chief of ali 
the' Aiirologers and Mathematicians whom Hu° 
lacou Can had call’d together in his fo much 
admired Royal Obfervatory. He began his 
Obfervations at Meraga in the Month of Ju° 
mazyulevel , in the Year of the Hegira 6yj , and 
of our Lord 1259. His Book, which was 
written in the Perfian Tongue, was intitled 
Zige llcani, and was divided into four Parts : 
The firft treated of the Hiftory of Genghiz.can 
and his Children,, and of the manner how they 
conquer’d Afia: The fecond treated of the Mo¬ 
tion of the Planets; of their Longitude and 
Latitude, or Situation: The third fliew’d their 
riling and fetting in the Horizon : The fourth 
treated of other Aftronomical Obfervations and 
Operations. There have been feveral Commen¬ 
tators who have added many things to his E- 
phemerides and his other Works, as Hufein 
Darir of Nifchabour , Gayafeddin Gemfcbid, who 
compos’d 
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compos’d Zige Cacnni, to Terre. as a Supplement 
to the Ephcmerides call’d Zige Ucani. 

Nimattillah , that is, Nmniullaf Bin Ahmed Bin 
Millibarac Arroumi, a Native of Anatolia . His 
Book is a Di&ionary w hich begins with the 
Tnjuw, and is explain’d in the Turk/fi Language- 
He dy’d Anno Dora. 1522. Hog. 929. 

Nifat-i ; that is, Mehemed Bin Aly Nifavi. 
This Author, who has writ in' the Arabian 
Tongue, was a Native of the, City of Nifd 
. in Corajfana. He was Governour of this Place 
for the King of 'Ca.rix.me, and his Reputation 
brought him to the Knowledge of the Sultan 
Gelakddin, who was then King of it, He 
caufed him to come to Court, and be near his 
Perfon, giving him 'tilt Poft of Secretary,.of 
State. From the time he was employ'd in 
this Sultan’s Affairs, he made Memorandums of 
all that happen’d worthy notice in hfi> thus:,' 
and even of ail that had paft in the Family of 
Sultan Mehemed King of Carirjmt, the Father of 
Sultan Gelakddin. Fie from thefe . Memoirs 
compofed a Book, entitled. Sir at Affcultan Ge- 
laleddin , that is to fay, the Life of the Sultan 
Gelakddin, who was aifo named Amadeddin If- 
mad. He was a great Enemy to Genghixcan, 
of whom he fpesks with as much Paffion as 
Arabfchah did of ’tamer]ain■ Nifavi is not a 
faithful Hiftorian in the fifft Chapters of his 
Book ; but tire reft are more exad. He is quo- 
ted in the Guliflrm of Schec Sadi. His Book is 
in the King’s Library, numb. 845. He lived 
in the time of Gcmghh,can. 

Selmani; that is, Mehemed Bin Mahmoud Bin 
Ahmed attouft ajjnhnani. His Book is a natural. 
Hiftory, entitled, Adgiaib Almadoueat , that is 
to fay, the Wonders of Nature. It was in 
Perfian, He wrote it in the Year i t do, Heg. 
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Tabi?M’l that is, Imam Aboujafar Mehemed 
Sin Jarir, a Native of Tabar eft an, who died in 
theYear 921. Heg. 303. His Work is an uni- 
verfal Hiftory, entitled, Taric Alotmam, or Al- 
mulouc, the Hiftory of Nations and Kings. It 
is allb called Taric Attabari. He begins with 
the Creation of the World, and hriifhes at the 
Year 915. Heg. 309. It has been tranflated in¬ 
to the Perfian Language by Balami. Another 
has tranflated it into the Turki/h. There are 
two Supplements to it, one writ by Fargani, and 
the other by Hamadani, who died in the Year 1127. 
Heg. si 1. ’Twas by means of his Supplement 
that the original Book came to be difcover’d. 

Tafchkunti, is Hafiz. Mebemed Attafchkunti , Pu° 
pij to the learned Alyalcoufchtchi. He compofed 
a Hiftory of Genghi&cans Children, which lie 
entitled Tqrikh Aldgengbiz, , w'hich has not yet 
appeared in Europe. He is Author of a Hiftory 
of the UzJ>eck Cans, the Defcendants of Gen- 
ghiz,can, who are dii’perfed in Tranfoxiana and 
Turqueftan, fome of whom do at this prefent 
reign in thofe Countries ; and this Hiftory is 
entitled, Tarifch Tafchkunti. 

Ulugbec , is Ulugbec Mehemed, the Son of Sc ha- 
roc, the Son of Tamerlain. His Book is enti¬ 
tled, Zidge Oloughbec, and Zidge Ilcani, that is, 
the Royal Ephemerides. He compofed feverai 
other Works on the Mathematicks about the 
Year 14205 being at Samarcand, where he then 
reigned. He fent for a great many Aftrono- 
nters from all Parts'of the World, to con- 
fult with them about the Obfervat ions he had 
made with great Exa&nefs on the Longi¬ 
tude Gild Latitude of the Planets. This Tar¬ 
tarian King was the Son of Min.a Charoc, the 
Son of Tamerlain, The Turks and Perftans at 
this time admire a Dial of a prodigious fize, 
F f which 
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which was made by his Dire&ion and Invcn- 
tion in the City of Samdrcand, where, as alfo in 
'Turqueftati, he reign’d the Space of 43 Years. 
This Prince, who was born in 1394. died in 
.1450,. Pie had for his Tutors, Salahhaddin 
Moufa , firnamed Cadizade, and GbdjafaddirSGtm- 
fchid, who both died before the Book Zidge 
Heard was finifhed, which was afterwards done 
by the Son of Ghayafeddin , that is to fay, by 
the learned Moulla Aly Bin Mehemed Akcufchtchi 
the Fowler, who in one Year, as is reported, 
learnt all the Sciences. The Book of the Aftro- 
liomical Obfervations of Ouloughbec, or Ulugbec , 
which is the fame thing, is divided into four 
Parts. The ftrft treats of Chronological Hif- 
tory : The fecond of Geography, and the Pdh.ng 
and Setting of the Stars in each Country : The 
third of the Situation or Pofition of the Pla¬ 
nets, and of their Longitudes and LafituoeSf 
and of all that is curious in the Art of Aftro- 
nomy : The fourth fhews the Motions of the 
Stars.

Tacent IJamavi , is the fame with Jacut, quo¬ 
ted by Golins. His Name at length was Abou* 
nbdallah Yacout Arreumi Alhamavi . He was a 
Grecian'Turk , tho he dwelt at Hama , and was at 
Bagdat in Chaldea. His Book treats of Geogra¬ 
phy, arid is entitled, Almufchtarac Smait, or A- 
mnHalaj Sanjdn, that is to fay, what is alike 
in Creation, and different in 'kind- He is Au¬ 
thor of a Book of the Dynafties of. Kings, 
called, KitabaMoual ; as alfo of feveral learned 
Works. Fie has alfo compofed a Book of Geo¬ 
graphy, entitled, Moadgem Albuldan, which fig- 
uifies an Alphabet of Cities ; of which an A- 
bridgment has been made b v Affi-mi, entitled, 
AH 
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Almamjid, that is, Obfervations. It is quoted 
by Abdfeda. 

■Zacut, a Jewijh Author, alfo named Abraham,, 
He compofed a Book in Hebrew, entitled Sefer 
jfucajfin, which is a Chronicle, containing the 
Genealogy of the Jews. He alfo treats of the 
Arabian Califfs and Princes, and of the ancient 
Moguls and ‘Tartars , and alfo of Turks fprung 
from Mahan, from whom the Ottomans are de¬ 
scended. .He was born in CaftJc in the City of 
Salamanca. His Work was printed at Cracow 
in the Year 1580. 

Zehebi, is the Imam Hafis Schamfeddin Mehe- 
med Bin Ahmed Azzahabi Almafri AjJamanandi , 
who died in the Year 1345. Heg. 740. He was 
born in Cairo, and dwein Samarcand. He is 
Author of an Unit-- fa. Hiftory in twelve Vo¬ 
lumes, entitled, Tarikhalifla-n , that is to fay, 
the Hiftory of the Muffuk.-ians. He relates all 
the remarkable Events and Actions of ycat 
Men as far as the Year 1340. Htg. 741. Seve¬ 
ral Abftra&s have been tie from this Book ; 
and among the reft, Kitabalabar, Suiar Annou- 
bala , labacat Alhouffaz, Tabacat Al Com-, a* 
There is a Supplement writ by Gezeri ; another 
entitled Hafil, by Schamfe'Sacaoui, who died in 
the Year of the Hegira 906. Ic has been a- 
bridg’d by Aladdin AL Bin Calaf Alizzi, and by 
Schatnfeddin Mehemed Algezeri, who died in. the 
Year 1429. Heg. 833. Zehebi has alfo made a 
Hiftory from it of the Califfs, Tarikhalkonlafa, 
in°four Volumes, in which he treats of the 
Oumiades and Abaffides • Fie is alfo the Author 
of the Hiftory of Carizme, which M. Petis ,A> 
la Croix made nfe of in this Hiftory, and has 
put; it all into the Hiftory of Gmghizc.m. This 
Book was by the .Pi; fans call’d Intuhabf ilntin^ 
shat is to fay, an Abilr.At of Kings, and makes 
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a part of the great Hiftory o i Tarikhalijlam '. 
It begins in thefe Words, The fourth Rank of 
the fccond Order of Kings, that is to' fey, of the 
Mogul Kings, the firft of wlfom was the Great 
Gengkizxm; and ot. the Kings of Perfia defeended 
from him, the firft of whom was Hulacou _ his 
fir and fon. This Book was writ in the Year

His Work confifted of thirty 
one Books, of which we have but eighteen ,• in 
which we find the firft Original of the French, 
and feveral Antiquities of the Gauls. It has 
been tranflated into French by Marolles Abbot 
oi Vilkhin. 

Art an, a Philofophjer and Hiftorian, a Native 
. of Nicomedia in Bithynia, where he made his 
Studies. He was Author of the Hiftory of 
Alexander the Great. He lived in the Reign of 
the Emperor Adrian. It has been tranflated in¬ 
to French by Nicholas Parrot of Ahlancourt , and 
by IVitard de Rofoi. 

AGfiophanes, a Greek Poet. 

Afceline. In the Memoirs of Friar Simon of 
Si. Quintin, in Vincent de Beauvais, mention is 
made of a Dominican Frier named Afceline , 
who was lent in 1247. by Pope John IV. to 
fome Tartarian Princes. But his Memoirs have 
fo little Appearance of being true, that we 
dare 1 
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dare BSC quote what is in fhern, feeing there 
is not otae Oriental Author to juftify what they 
report: for Example, he allures us that the 
Can of Taftary is 'believed by the Tartars to be 
the Son of God. Frier Afceline fpent three 
Years'and feven Months in his Journey 

Banos ; that is, John de Barros, a Portuguese, 
Dec-3. Lib. 4. Chap. 1. *yho was born at Vifco 
in 14 96. He is the Author of a Hiftory of 
Afia, which is entitled, Decadas d’ Afia. He 
died in 1570. There are twelve Decades in his 
Work. 

Benoit Goez., a Portuguefe Jefurt, fent into Chi¬ 
na by Ecber a Mogul King of India, in 1603. 
We mull diftinguilh him from Damien Goez,, who 
was not a Jefuit. 

Bernier, a Phyfician, Philofopher, and Tra¬ 
veller, is fptvefl known, that there is no need 
tQ ipeaK farther of h-im. 

Bochart, is the Author of Geographia facra Bo-- 
charti , or Phaleg, printed at Leyden in 1692. He , 
was a Minifter of the Reformed Religion at 
Caen in Normandy , and died in 1607. 

Father Brief, a learned'jefuit, who died in 
2.669. a Native of Abbeville in Picardy. He is 
Author of the Parallels between the antient 
Geography, and the new European-, and of a 
Chronology in Latin, in fix Volumes. 

'Calvifius, a German, the Author of a Chro¬ 
nology in Latin, entitled, Sethi Calvifi Op’is 
Chronologicum. He was born at Grofleb, a lictle 
Tbwn in Thuringia. He died is 11517. He 
Upeaks of the Tartars ixuSilefia, pag. 807. 

Carpin. This is Frier John du Plan Carpi ;, 
a Cordelier, who was fent by Pope hnotem IV. 
to. the Can of Tartars „ in tljc Year 1246. A 
Relation of his Journey is given by Ihdluit, 
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, an Enghjhman ; an;! Bergeron his put his Rela- 
tiois of it into a mote regular Order. He pre¬ 
ceded Ktibrumns in his V oyage about feven or 
eight "Vi'-rs ; tor Rubruqws did not go from Con- 
fami^l' lei 7,7/, > till the Year 1215.

He was a Native of 
Damzick, and cued at Leyden in 1623. 

Diodorus , a Sicilian born at Agyrium , which 
is at prefent call’d San Philifgo d’Agirone. He 
lived in the Reigns of Julius Cafar and Arguflus. _ 
He wrote the f> much celebrated Hiftorical 
Library, divided into forty Books, of whicii^ 
there remain with us but fifteen. They are 
writ in Greek, and have been \vcwflated into 
Latin by Pogge, a Florentine , by Order or Rope 
Fich.las V. 

Galanas, is Clement Galanus Furremintts, a 
Theatine by Order, and a Miffionary from 
the Holy See to Armenia. His Work is enti¬ 
tled, Conciliate Ecdefue Armena cum Roitnwa , 
tefl.imomis Patrnm & DoElorum Armencrum. It 
w as printed at Rome in 1650. and at Cologne in 
i< 58 d. by the Title of H,florin Armenn Eeclc- 
fiaftica & Political. It fpeaks of Jfaiton King of 
Armenia, and of his Journey to China. Galanus 
has writ fei'eral other Works, as an Armenian 
Grammar, a Dictionary, a Book of Philofc- 
phy, Logicly Phyfick, and Theology, all'in . 
Armenian and Latin ; and feveral pious Poems in 
Armenian. The People of that Nation hold 
him in great Efteem, and avow that he under- . 
flood the Armenian l ongue in the greateft Per¬ 
fection. 
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Golin-s, that is, James Golius, an Arahick Pro- 
feffpr In the XJniverfity of Leyden. He was a 
Dutchman, bom at the Hague. He had been 
Pupil to Erf emits, and fucceeded him in his 
Place of Arahick Profelfor in 1624. He was 
alfo skill’d in the Mathematicks. Golius made 
a Voyage to Aleffo, and alfo went to Morocco 
with an Ambaflador of the States. He pre° 
fented to the King Moulaz,eydan the Great Atlas, 
and the New Teftament in Arahick. He made 
a Petition to this King in Arahick, which the 
Arabs acknowledged to be very elegant; yet he 
could not pronounce the Arahick Tongue very 
well, for which- reafon he converfed in Sfanijh 
with that King, who underftood that Language 
well. Golius publifhed in 1636, the Hiftory cf 
Earner lain in Arahick and Latin ; and afterwards 
at AmfterdargAn 1653. the great Arahick and 
SfSdonary, entitled, Lexicon Arahicum, 
an excellent Book. He might well have omit¬ 
ted a great many Obfcenities, which he in¬ 
nocently put in. He had a Brother who was 
a bare-footed Carmelite, named Peter Golius, who 
lived 3 long time in the Levant, and alfo under¬ 
ftood the Oriental Languages, and tranflated 
out of Latin into Arahick, The Imitation of Je~ 
fus Cb.-ifi, but in fo mean a Style, that it was 
not much efteemed in the Levant. There is al¬ 
fo another Tran'.lation of it by M. Petis de la 
Croix jsn into Arahick. James Golius has tranf¬ 
lated Alfargani 's Aftronomy, and called his 
Tranflaiion, Elemental Aftronomica ; in which he 
allures us that Camhalu fhould be writ Can Bn!eg, 
that Baleg (lgnihes City, and Can Emperor ; and 
that it is Pequ’tn fituated in 4 6 deg. ot Latitude, 
according to Her air in Ahuljcda, and in Ulug-_ 
tec. The two Golius’s were the Nephews of 
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James Hetnelar, one of the Canons of Anvers', 
Gclius i lied in the Year 3700. or thereabouts. 

Gruber , is a Jefuit. 

Gulielmus of 'tyre. This Author was born 
in the City of ’Tyre, in Phankia, of which he 
was Archbifhop in the Year 1100. He was af¬ 
terwards Chancellor of the Kingdom of Jeru¬ 
salem in the Reign of Baldwin and tho he was 
overwhelmed with Bufincfs, he did not ceafe 
to apply himfelf to write the Hiftorv of this 
Kingdom, and of.ahnoft all Syria, which the 
other European Princes, join’d with the French, 
had conquer’d, and got from the Mahometans. 
He lived a long time, .Pie employ’d eight 
Years in tins Work, which was conceal’d Tor 
near 400 Years before it was brought to light, 
which was not till the Year 15O0. and printed 
at Bafil in two Parts : the firft of-.which con¬ 
tained twenty three Books of the Hor? Y.'a, 
and the fccond, fix other Books on the fame 
Subjeft. ’Tis in this fecond Part that the Em¬ 
peror Genghizcan is fpoken of. It w r as this Wil¬ 
liam of Tyre who writ, in the time of St. 'Bey 
nard, the Hiftorv of the Holy Wars, lib. 4. 
chap. ci. and fancied that Theophilus Biiliop of 
Antioch was the Perfon to whom St. Lake ad- 
drefs’d the Afts of the Apoftles : But he was 
very much miftaken ; for this good Prelate, 
far from being contemporary, with St. Luke and 
the Apoftles, was not confecrated BiThop of 
Antioch till the Year' 170. 

■Hatton. This Author was - Nephew to HaP 
ton King of Armenia, and w r as called the Lord of 
fourfehi. In bis Youth he bore Arms in the Ser¬ 
vice of the antient Moguls againft the Turks. 
He went tq Can-Balec , and offered his Service 
to Mangou Gaan, fome Years before King Haitcru 
Isis IJacle went to the, Court of the fame Prince 
Mangov,, 
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Maiqjpvs who was Grand Can, and King o£ 
Chine-, to ask his Afliftance againft his Enemies. 
Mcmgon agreed to whatever they demanded j 
and when King Haitoti returned to Armenia 0 
this Author his Nephew accompanied him, and 
carried with him the Obfervations he had 
made of the Eaftern and Northern Countries : 
but being very pioufly inclined, he refolved 
upon turning a Religious; and in order to it, to 

J o into the Me of Cyprus , to enter into the Qr- 
er of the Pramonflratenfes, an Order of Augujline 
Friars. And this Refolution he effected in the 
Year 1305. Here this Religious at length 
compleated thefe Memoirs ; and foon after 
being fent for by Pope Clement V. who was 
retired into France , he publilhed them in the 
French Tongue at PoiEliers, aflifted by Nicho¬ 
las Salconi.. rvbrf afterwards translated them in¬ 
to Lutin' in the Year -1307. which Book was 
printed in 1672. by the Title of the Oriental! 
Hiftory, which feme have alfo called the Hif- 
tory of the Tartars. 

Herodotus of Halicarnajfus , is a G> eek Hifto- 
rian, whom Cicero calls the Father of Hiftory,, 
and Prince of Hiftorians. lie lived 450 Years 
before the Birth of our Saviour. He compofed 
at Samos hjs Hiftory, in nine Books, which was 
found fo excellent by the Affembly at the O- 
lympick Games, that it had the Name of the 
nine Mufes given it, according to the Report 
of Suidas. He has taken notice of all that had 
paft moft remarkable 'in the World during the 
fpace of 240 Years, that js to fay, from the 
Reign of Cyrus to the Reign of Xerxes King of 
Perjia, in whofe time he lived.

Marco Polo. This illuftrious Venetian was of 
a aoble Family : He writ his Travels in 
Malian , and intitled them Viaggidi Meffer Marco 
Polo Gemilhuomo Venetiano. There are two 
Trathflations of them into Latin. He treats in 
his Book De Regionibus Orientis, of the Eaftera 
and Northern Countries \ in which he refided 
a great while, having fome confiderable Em¬ 
ployments in the Court of Coublaycan, the Con¬ 
queror of the Southern China , which the Arabs 
call Matchin ; which Genghiz.can, his Grandfa- 
ther, had charged his Children to qpnquer, 
after he himfelf had gotten the Northern China 
call’d Cat ah Marco Polo lived in thofe Parts 
eighteen Years; andFather Kircher,z Jefuit,fays, 
That none of riie Antients have written more 
amply tha.r-iiils Author, of the Kingdoms of the 
remotelfpartof the Orient. He went from Venice 
in 1272, with his Father and Uncle, and did 
not return till the Year 1295 ; in which time he 
appl/yfd himfelf to the putting in good order all 
the Remarks he had made in his Journey. 

Father Martini- This. Author was a Jefuit 
belonging to the City of Trent , who had been 
fent by his Superiors to China. He read in the 
Hiftories of this Country, all that had raft froitD 
the firft Eftablifhmenr of that great Empire, to 
the Birth of our Saviour; and having himfelf 
compos’d a Hiftory, at his Return in 1651, he 
publish'd it in the Latin Tongue, w ith his Re¬ 
lation of the Wars of the Tartars, printed at 
Anvers in 165:4; and likewife the Hiftory of 
China, printed at Munich in 1658-, winch gain’d 
him much Honour. His other Woi;ks have been 
alfo printed at Amflerdam in 1659: as likewife 
his new Atlas of China, which contains a fine 
Colle&ion of Maps of the fifteen Provinces of 
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this Empire ; to which this Father has added 
' a Geographical Defcription, and a Map of the 
I fie of Corea , and another of Japan. 

Mattbevi Paris , a Monk of St. Albans, the 
Author of the Hiftory of England , who makes 
mention of the ’tartars : And he gives theRe- 
citai of a circular Letter addrefs’d in the Year 
1241, to the Duke of Brabant, by the Count 
. Palatine of Saxony ;■ in which are related the 
A&ions the tartars had done in his Country, 
and the greatRavages and Outrages they had 
committed there. He acquaints him, that St. 
Lewis the French King had made a Vow to arm 
againft them, to drive them thence. This Au¬ 
thor begins his Hiftory of England ill the Year 
of Grace-10 66, and continues it down to the 
Year’ 1270; which was not printed at London 
til) the Year 1570. ' 

Paulas Jovius, a Hiftorian of tlig lixcn 
Century, who dy'd at Florence in iyyj. He 
was a Native of Com in Lombardy. He was 
at firft a Phyfician, and afterwards was made 
Bifhop of Nocera by Pope Clement VII. He 
had a Penfion from Francis I. This Hiftorian. 
lived 69 Years, his Hiftory contains 45 Books, 
and cuds in 1544. 

# Plutarch of Cher one a, a City of B anti a, a Phi— 
lofopher, Hiftorian, and Orator. He lived in 
the Days of Nerva and Trajan. He traveled 
into Greece and Egyyt, to cenfuit the Learned. 
He writ all he faw that was curious. His Book 
is intitled, the Lives of ffluftrious Men , Greeks 
and Romans. There are two other Phnnnhs. 

Procopius of Cafarea, a Hiftorian who lived in 
the Reign of Juftinian • He was Secretary to 
Beiifarins, dtiring all the Wars, that General 
waged in Pcrfta, Africa and Italy. He was 
made Prefect of Conflantimple. His Works are

He wrote 
three Volumes of Travels: The firft contain’d 
the Befr>^rfT5H of Africa , and Prefer Johns ■ 
country : The fecond was a Hiftory of Tar^ 
tary , and feveral other Travels : And the 
third. Voyages to the new World in America*

Ruhruquis, that is, Gulielmus Rubrttquis, a 
Cordelier, fent by the King St. Lewis to Sartacb 
a "Tartarian Prince, who at that time made a 
great Noife in the World : He was there feme 
Years after Carpin . The greateft of all the Tar¬ 
tar Cans was Mangou Caan, who then reign’d in 
the Eaft and North Parts of Afia, and Baton 
Can in the Weftern Parts : Thefe Princes were 
both of them Genghizcans Grandfons. This 
Cordelier’s Travels, who went from Conftantino - 
pie in 1255, are f° un d written in Peter Bergerons 
Book, which he gather’d from Richard Hackluit 
an Englifh Man.

He had been a 
great Traveller.. Ho died in the twelfth Year 
of Tiberius’s Reign. 

Texeira, a Spaniard. .He translated the Hif~ 
tory of Perjta, which was the firft part'fft"dw- 
condes great Bock cail’d Raouz,et Affafi, which 
was in feven Volumes, as may be feen nnder the 
Word Mirconde before-mentioned. Texeira has 
extracted ?:hcnce this Hiftory, which he has 
prefented to' the World in Spanijh ; but it has 
been fince translated into French by Cctolendi- 
Texeira had travel! ; d into Per ft, 1, and’ made him- 
fclf acquainted with the Language of that Coun¬ 
try ; and thus enabled, he tranllated this part 
of Mirconde s Works. He finiflvd his firft Fart 
with an Abridgment of the Hiftory of the Ca- 
liffs, &c. 

Thevemt the younger. He was a great Tra* 
veller, born at Pans, and died at Minna in Per- 
fia, about eight Days Journey from Taitris, 
N0v.1S.166j. He was Monficur Petis de la 
Croix’s Friend, fo he took care to revife his 
Memoirs, and had them printed in three Vo¬ 
lumes : The firft contains his Travels into Tur- 
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key; thfCecond his Travels to Perfut ; and the 
third td India. Monfieur Petis de In, Croix jnn. 
toolycare, being at Miana, afterwards to take , 
up/his. Bones , near the Caravanfera, where they 
bad been buried ; and had them buried at Tau - 
ris, i/nder the Altar of the Capuchins Church 
there, in 1676. 

Tremellius, and Junius jointly wrote a Book 
call’d Biblia Haretica ; this Emanuel ‘TremeHius^x.' as 
born at Ferrara, and was the Sou of a Jew.
